The AUTHOR’S Prologue. 

G Ood People, most Illustrious Drinkers, and you 
thrice precious gouty Gentlemen. Did you ever 
see Diogenes the Cynick Philosopher, if you have seen him, 
you tlicn had your Eyes in your Head, or I am very 
much out of my Understanding and Logical Sense. 
It is a gallant tiling to see tlie clearness of (Wine, 
Gold) the Sun. I’ll be judged by the blind-born, so 
renoivned in the Sacred Scriptures; who having at his 
choice to ask whatever he would from Him who is 
to Almighty, and whose Word in an Instant is effectually 
performed, asked notliing else but tliat he might see. 
Item you are not young, which is a competent Quality 
for you to Philosophat more than Physically in Wine 
(not in vain) and henceforwards to be of tire Bacchick 
Council; to the end that opining tlrere, you may give 
your Opinion faithfully of the Substance, Colour, excel- 
lent Odour, Eminency, Propriety, Faculty, Vertue, and 
effectual Dignity of the said blessed and desired Liquor. 
If you have not seen him (as I am easily induced to 
20 believe that you have not) at least you have heard 
some talk of liim. For tlirough the Air, and the whole 
extent of this Hemisphere of tire Heavens, hath his 
Report and Fame, even until this present time, re- 
mained very memorable and renowned. Then all of 
you are derived from the Phrygian Blood (if I be not 
deceived). If you have not so many Crorvns as Midas 
had, yet have you something (I know not what) ofhim, 
which tire Persians of old esteemed more of in all their 
Otacusts, and which was more desired by the Emperor 
30 Anlonine; and gave occasion thereafter to the Basilisco at 
Rohan to be Sumamed Goodly ears. If you have not 
heard ofhim, I will presently tell you a Story to make 
your Wine relish: Drink then, so, to the purpose; 
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hearken now whikt I give you notice (to il>c end 
that you may not, like Infidels be by your simplicity 
abused) that in his time he was a rare Philosopher, 
and the chcarfullest of a thousand: If he had some 
Imperfection, so have you, so have we; for there is 
nothing (but God) that is perfect; Yet so it was, that 
by Alexander the Great (allho* he had Aruiotle for his 
Instructor and Domestick) was he held in suclt Estima- 
tion, tha the wish’d, if he had not been Alexander, to have 
been Diogenes the Sinopian. to 

When Pftili/i King of Macedon enterorised the Siege 
and Ruine of Corinth, die Corinthians having received 
certain Intelligence by their Spies, that he with a 
numerous Army in Batdc Rank was coming against 
them, were all of them (not without cause) most 
terribly afraid; and diercforc were not neglcctivc of 
their Duty, in doing their best Endeavours to put 
■ themselves in a fit posture to resist his Hostile Ap- 
proadi, and defend their own City. 

Some from the Fields brought into the Fortify|dao 
Places their Movables, Besdal, Com, Wine, Fruit, 
Victuals, and other necessary Provision. , 

Others did fortific and ramphre their Walls, set up 
little Fortresses, Bastions, squared Ravelins, digged 
Trenches, cleansed Countermines, fenced themselves ' 
with Gabions, contrived Platforms, emptied Casemates, 
barricado’d the false Brayes, crccud the Cavalliers, re- 
paired the Contrcscarfes, plaister’d the Courtines, 
lengthned Ravelins, stopt Parapets, mortaised Barbacans, 
assured the Port-cultgrs, fasten’d the Herses, Sarasinesks 30 - 
and Cataracks, placed thdr Gentries, and doubled their 
Patrouille. 

Every one did watch and tvard, and not one was 
exempted from carrying the Basket. 

Some poUsh’d Corselets, varnish’d Backs and 
Breasts, clean’d the Head-pices, Mail-Coats, Brigan- ; 
mnr. Salads, Helmets, Murrions, Jacks, Gushets, 
^rgels, Hoguines, Brassars and Cuissars, Corseletts, 
Haubergeons, Shields, Bucklers, Targuets, Greves, Gant- , 
lets and Spurs. ’ ,0 
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Others made ready Bows, Slings, Cross-bows, Pel- 
lets, Catapults, Migrames or Fire-balls, Firebrands, 
Balisls, Scorpions, and other such Warlike Engines 
expugnatorie, and destructive to the Hellepoltsts. 

They sharpned and prepared Spears, Staves, Pikes, 
Brown Bills, Halberts, Long Hooks, Lances, ^agages, 
Quarterstaves, Eelspears, Partisans, Troutstaves, 
Clubs, Battle-axes, Maces, Darts, Dartlets, Glaves, 
Javelins, Javelots, and Trunchions. 
ro They set Edges upon Cimeters, Cutlasses, Badelans, 
Back-swords, Tucks, Rapiers, Bayonets, Arrow-heads, 
Dags, Daggers, Mandousians, Poigniards, Whin>'ards, 
Knives, Sfcenes, Sables, Chipping Knives, and 
Rcdltons. 

Every Man exercis’d his Weapon, every Man 
scowr’d off the Rust from his natural Hanger: Nor was 
there a Woman amongst them (tho’ never so reserv’d 
or old) who made not her Hamish to be well fur- 
bish’d; as you know the Corinthian Women of old were 
20 reputed very couragious Combatants. 

Diogmts seeing them all so warm at work, and liim- 
self not employed by the Magistrates in any business 
whatsoever,, he did very seriously (for many days to- 
gether, tvithout speaking one Word) consider, and 
contemplate the Countenance of his Fellow-Citizens, 
Then on a sudden, as if be had been roused up and 
inspired by a Martial Spirit, he girded his Cloak, 
scarf-ways, about his Left Arm, tucked up his Sleeves 
to the Elbow, trussed himself like a Clotvn gathering 
30 Apples, and giving to one of his old Acquaintance his 
Wtdlet, Books, and Opislographs, away went he out of 
Totvn towards a little Hill or Promontory of Corinth 
called Cranie; and there on the Strand, a pretty level 
place, did he roiil his Jolly Tub, which serv’d him for 
an House to shelter him from tire Injuries of the 
Weather: There, I say, in a great Vehemency of Spirit, 
did he turn it, veer it, wheel it, whirl it, frisk it, jumble 
' it, shuffle it, huddle it, tumble it, hur^ it, joult it, 
Justle it, overthrow it, evert it, invert it, subvert it, 

40 overturn it, beat it, thwack it, bump it, batter it, knock 
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it, thrust it, push it, jerk it, shock it, shake it, toss it, 
throw it, overthrow it up-side down, topitur%7, ani- 
turv7, tread it, trample it, stamp it, tap it, ting it, ring 
it, tingle it, towl it, sound it, resound it, stop it, shut it, 
unhung it. close it, unstopplc it. And Uicn again in a 
mighty bustle he bandy’d it, slubber’d it, hack’d it, 
whidcid it, way’d it, darted it, hurled it, stagger’d 
it, reel’d it, swindg’d it, brangled it, totter’d it, lifted it, 
heav’d it, transformed it, transfigur’d it, transpos’d 
it, transplaced it, reared it, raised it, hoised it, washed to 
it, dighted it, cleansed it, rinsed it. nailed it, sctlcd it, 
fastned it, shackled it. fetter’d it. Icvel’d it, blocVt’d 
it, tugg’d it, tew'd it, carr\-’d it, bedash’d it, beray’d 
it, parch’d it, mounted it, broach’d it, nick’d it, 
notdi’d it, bespatter’d it, deck’d it, adorn’d it, 
trimmed it, garnished it, gaged it, furnish’d it, Isoar’d 
it. pierc’d it. trap’d it, rumbled it, slid it doum the 
Hill, and precipitated it from the very height of the 
Cranie; then from the foot to the top (like another 
Si^phus with his Stone) bore it up again, and every 
way so bang’d it and belabour'd it, that it was ten 
tliousand to one he had not struck the bottom of it out. 

NS’hich when one of his Friends had seen, and asked 
him why he did so toil his Body, pcrplc-v his Spirit, and 
torment his Tub? The Philosopher’s Anstver was. 
That not being employed in any otlicr Charge by tlie 
Republic!:, he thought it expedient to thunder and 
storm it so tempestuously upon his Tub, that amongst 
a People so fervently busie, and earnest at work, he 
alone might not seem a loytering Slug and lasieao 
Fellow. To the same Purpose may I say of my self, 

TTto* I be rid fnm Fear, 

I am ml mid of Care. 

For perceiving no Account to be made of me towards 
the Dlsdiarge of a Trust of any great Concernment, 
and considering that through all the parts of this most 
noble Kingdom of France, both on this and the other 
side of the Mountains, every one is most diligently 
exercised and busied; some in the fortifimg of their

own Native Country, for its Defence; oUicrs, in Uie 
repulsing of their Enemies by an Offensive War; and 
all this \«Ui a Policy so excellent, and such admirable 
Order, so manifestly profitable for tlic future, whereby 
Fronceshall have its Frontiers most magnifically enlarged, 
and the Ftenchts assured of a long and well-grounded 
Peace, that very little tvitliholds me from the Opinion 
of good Heracltliis, which aflirmeth War to be the Father 
of all good things', and therefore do I believe diat War 
to is in Latin called Bellum, not by Anliphrasis, as some 
Patchers of old rusty Latin would have us to think; 
because in War there is little Beauty to be seen, but 
absolutely and simply; for that in War appeareth all 
that is good and graceful, and that by the Wars is 
purged out all marmer of Wickedness and Deformity. 
For Proof tvhereof, the wise and pacifiefc Solomon could 
no better represent the unspeakable Perfection of the 
Divine Wisdom, than by comparing it to the due Dis- 
posure and Ranking of an Army in Battle Array, well 
provided and ordered. 

Therefore by reason of my Weakness and Inability, 
being reputed by my Compatriots unfit for the Offen~ 
sive part of Warfare; and on the otlicr side, being no 
way employed in matter of the Defensive, although it 
had been but to carry Burthens, fill Ditches, or break 
Clods, either whereof had been to me indifferent, I 
held it not a little disgraceful to be only' an Idle 
Spectator of so many valorotis, eloquent and warlike 
Persons, who in the view and sight of all Europe act this 
30 notable Interlude or Tragicomedy, and not make some 
Effort towards the Performance of this, nothing at all 
remains for me to be done. In my Opinion, little 
Honour is due to such as are meer Lookers on, liberal 
■of their Eyes, and of their Purse parsimonious; who 
conceal their Crowns, and hide their Silver, scratching 
their Head with one Finger like grumbling Puppies, 
gaping at the Flies like Tithe Calves', clapping down 
their Ears like Arcadian Asses at tlie Melody of Musi- 
cians, who \vitli their very Countenances in the depth 
'40 of silence express their Consent to the Prosopopeie, 
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Having made this Choice and Election, it seem'd to 
me that my Exercise therein would be neither unpro- 
fitable nor troublcsom to any, whilst 1 should thus set 
a-going my Diogenical Tub, which is all that is left me 
safe from die ShiptvTack of my former Misfortunes. 

At this dingle dangle wagging of my Tub, what 
would you have me to do? By the Virgin that tucks up 
her Sleeve, I know not as yet; Stay a little till I suck 
up a Draught of this Bottle; it is my true and only 
Helicon; it is my Cabalhne Fountain; it is my so!ci< 
Entousiasm. Drinking thus I meditate, discourse, re- 
solve and conclude. After that the Epilogue is made, 

I laugh, 1 write, I compose, and driidc again. Ennius 
drin^g wrote, and writing, drank. /Eschylus (if 
Plutarch in his Symposiaes ment any Faith) drank com- 
posing, and drinkmg, composed. Homer never wrote 
fasting, and Cato never ssrotc till after he had drunk. 
These Passages I have brought before you, to the end 
you may not say that 1 live without the Example of 
Men well praised, and better prised. It is good and 2° 
fresh enough, even (as if you would say) it is entring 
upon the Second Degree. God, the good God Sabaoth 
(diat is to say, tlic God of Armies) be praised for it 
eternally. If you after the same manner would take 


one great Draught, or trs-o little ones, wliBst you have 
your Gown about you, I truly find no kind of In- 
conveniency in it, provided you send up to God for all 
some small scantling of Thanks. 

Since then my Luck or Destiny is such as you have 
heard, for it is not for every body to go to Corinth, I am 3° ' 
fully resolved to be so little idle and unprofitable, that " 
1 will set my self to serve the one and the other sort of 
People, amongst the Diggers, Pioniers, and Rampire- 
bullders, I will do as did Heptum and Apollo at Troy 
under Laomedon, or as did Renault of Mountauban in his , 
latter days: I wiU serve the Masons, I’ll set on the Pot ' 
to boyl for the Bricklayers; and whilst the minced 
M^t IS making ready at the sound of my small Pipe, - 

1 11 measure the muzzle ofthe musing Dotards. Thus • 

did Amphion, with the Melody of his Harp, found, 40 
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build, and finish the great and renowned City of 
Thebes. 

For the Use of the Warriotirs I am about to broach 
off new my Barrel to give tlicm a taste, (which by two 
former Volumes of mine, if by the deccitfulness and 
falshood of Printers they had not been jumbled, 
marred and spoiled, you would have very well re- 
lished) and draw unto them of the growth of our owm 
trippery Pastimes, a gallant Uiird-part of a Gallon, 
ro and consequently a jolly chcarful Quart of Pantagrue- 
lick Sentences, which you may lawfully call (if you 
please) Diogaiical; and shall have me (seeing I can- 
not be their Fellow-Soldier) for their faithful Fuller , re- 
freshing and cheering, according to my little power, 
their return from the Alarms of tlic Enemy; as also, 
for an indefatigable JExloller of their Martial Exploits 
and Glorious Atchievemenls. 1 shall not fail therein 
par lapaihium acutum de dieu, if Mars fail not in Lent, 
which the cunning Lecher (I warrant you) will be 
20 loth to do. 

I remember nevertheless to have read, that Ptolemee 
the Son oiLagus one day, among the many Spoils and 
Booties, which by his Victories he had acquired, 
presenting to the Egyptians, in the open view of the 
People, a Baclrian Camel all black, and a ptuty- 
colour’d Slave, in such sort, as that the one half of his 
Body was black, and the other white, not in partition 
of breadth by the Diaphragma, as was that Woman 
consecrated to tlie Indian Venus, whom the Tyanean 
30 Philosopher did see between the River Hydaspes, and 
Mount Caucasus, but in a perpendicular Dimension pf 
. Altitude; which were tilings never before that seen m 
Egypt. He expected by the show of these Novelties, to 
win the Love of the People. But what hapned there- 
' upon? At the production of the Camel they were all 
‘ aflnghted, and offended at the sight of the party- 
coloured Man: Some scoffed at him, as a detesuble 
Monster brought forth by the Errour of Nature. In 
a word, of the hope which he had to please these 
'40 Egyptians, and by such means to encrease the Affection 
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which they naturally here him, he altogether 
frustrate and disappointed; understanding fully by 
their Deportments, that they tool: more pleasure and 
delight in things that were proper, handsom and 
perfect, than in mishapen, monstrous and ridiculous 
Creatures; since which time he had both the Slaie and 
the Catnel in such dislike, that very shortly thereafter, 
either through Negligence, or for want ofordinar>' Sus- 
tenance, they did exchange their Life with Death. 

This Example, My Cake will be Dough, and for my m 
Eeniu I shall have but some deformed Puppy, putteth 
me in a suspence between hope and fear, misdoubting 
that for the Contentment which I aim at, I will but 
reap what shall he most distastful to me; instead of 
serving them, I shall but vex them, and offend them 
whom I purpose to cxhiliratc; resembling in tliis 
dubious adventure Euclion’s Cock, so renowned by 
Plautus in his Pot; and by /iusomus in hb Griphon, and 
by divers others; which Cock, for having by his scrap- 
ing discover’d a Treasure, had his Hide well curry’d. 20 
Put the case I get no Anger by it, though formerly sucli 
things fell out, and the hkc may occur again: Yet, by 
Hercules, it will not. So 1 perceive in them all one, and 
tile same specifical Form, and tlic like individual 
Proprieties, which our Ancestors call’d Pantagruelism; 
by vertue whereof, they' will bear with any thing that 
floweth from a good, free, and loyal Heart. I have 
seen them ordinarily take good will in part of payment, 
and remain satisfied therewith, when one was not 
able to do better. Having dispatched this point, I re- 30 
turn to my Barrel. 

Up my Lads, to tills Wine spare it not; drink. Boys, 
and trowl it off at full Bowls; If you do not think it 
good, let it alone. I am not like those officious and 
importunate Sots, who by Force, Outrage and Vio- 
lence constrain an easiegood-natur’d Fellow to whiffle, 
quaff, carouse, and what is worse. All honest Tiplers, 
all honrat gouty Men, all such as arc a-dry, coming to 
this little Barrel of mine, need not drink thereof, if it 
please them not: But if they have a mind to it, and 40 
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albeit we see them sometimes counterfeit Devotion, 
yet never did Old Ape make pretty Moppet. Hence 
Mastiffs, Dogs in a Doublet; get you behind, aloof 
Villains, out of my Sunshine; Curs, to the Devil- 
Do you jog hither, wagging your Tails, to pant at my 
IV'ine, and bepiss my Barrel? Look here is the Cudgel, 
whicii Dtogines, in his last Will, ordained to he set by 
him after his Death, for heating away, crushing the 
Reins, and breaking tlic Backs of these Susluaiy Hob- 
goblins, and Cerbenan fletl-boundi. Back you hence to 
therefore, you Hypocrites, to your Sheep-dogs, Get you 
gone, you Dissemblers to the Devil. Hay! What, arc 
you there yet? I renounce my part of Papwianie iff 
snatch you, Grr, Grrr, Grrrrrr. Avant, Avant, will 
you not be gone? May you never shit till you be 
soundly lash’d with Stirrup-Leather, never piss but by 
the Slrapado, nor be othervvays warmed, than by the 
Bastinado.

having wholly subdued the Land of 
■*; ^ypiodie, transported thereunto a Colony of Uto- 
to the number of 9876543210 Men. besides Utc 
”Omca and little Children, Artificers of all Trades, 
Slid Professors of all Sciences; to people, cultivate and 
™provc that Countt>', which otherways was ill m- 
'rabited, and in the greatest part thereof but a tneer 
jOcsert and Wilderness; and did transport them not so 
wuch for the excessive multitude of Men and Wotnm 
f which were in Ulopta multiplied (for number) like 
Grashoppers upon the face of the Land. You under- 
stand well enough, nor is it needful further to explain 
It to you, that the Utopian Men had so rank and frtut- 
ful Genctories, and tliat the Utopian Women earned 
^ Matrixes so ample, so glutonous, so tenaciously re- 
tentive, and so Archiltctontcally cellulated, that at the 
Old of every Ninth Month, Seven Children at *he 
ieast (what Male what Female) were brought forth by 
every married Woman, in imitation of the People ot 
'0 IsTtul in Egypt, \t Anthony ie Lira be to be trusted. Nor 
yet was this Transplantation made so much lor the 
Tertility of the Soil, the Wholesomness of the Air, or 
Commodity of the Country of Dypsodie, as to retmn 
that Rebellious People svitbin the Bounds of teem 
Duty and Obedience, by this new Tramport of his 
ancient and most faithful Subjects, who from all 

out of mind, never knew, acknowledged, ov^e 
served any other Sovereign Lord but him; and ^v o i 
wise from the very instant of their ^ f ° 

30 they were entred into this World, had, wth the 
of their Mothers and Nurses, sucked in ^we^ws. 
Humanity and Mildness of his Governmerrt, to which 
they were all of them so nourished and habituated, 
thai there was nothing surer, than that tliey would 
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sooner abandon their Livia, tJian swerve from this 
singular and primitive Obedience naiurnUj; due to iJicir 
Vrince, Nvlnthersoevcr they should l>c dispersed or 
removed. 

And not only should thc>’, and their Children suc- 
cessively descending from their Blood, be .such, but 
also would keep and maintain in this same Fealiv, and 
obsequious Obsers’ance, all the Nations lately an- 
nc.xed to his Empire; which so tnily came to pa.ss, that 
therein he was not disappointed of his intent. For if m 
the Utopians were Ixtforc tlieir Transplantation thither 
dutiful and faithful Subjects, the Djpsodes, after some 
fesv days conversing with them, were every whit as (if 
not more) hjal than they; and that by vertue of 1 
know not what natural Fcn’cncy incident to all Hu- 
mane Creatures at the beginning of any labour where- 
in they took delight; solemnly attesting the Hiaotns, 
and Supreme Intelligences, of their being only sorry, 
that no sooner unto their Vmowlcdge had arrived the 
great Renown of the good Pantagruel. 

Remark therefore here (honest Drinkers) that tlic 
manner of presersang and retaining Countries newly 
Conquered in Obedience, is not (as hatli been tlic 
Erronicous Opinion of some Tyrannical Spirits to their 
own Detriment and Dishonour) to pillage, plunder, 
force, spoil, trouble, oppress, vc.'c, disquiet, ruinc and 
destroy the People, ruling, governing, and keeping 
them in awe with Rods of Iron; and (in a word) eating 
and devouring Uicm, after the fashion that Homer calk 
an unjust and wicked Ring, Brjfto^opov, that is to say', 30 
a Devourer of his People. 

1 will not bring you to this purpose the Testimony of 
Ancient Writers; It shall suffice to put you in mind of 
what your Fathers have seen tlicrcof, and your selves 
too, if you be not very Babes. New-born, tliey must 
be given suck to, rocked in a Cradle, and dandled. 
Trees newly planted must be supported, under- 
propped, strcngtlmcd and defended against all Tem- 
pests, Mischids, Injuries and Calamities. And one 
lately saved from a long and dangerous Sickness, and 40 
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the Emperor Amcltan. niesc arc the Philtres, Allure- 
ments, J^tiges, Inveiglements, Baits and Enticements 
of Loie, by the means whereof that may be peaceably 
revised, which was painfulls acquired. Xor can a 
Conqueror reign more happily, sshether he be a 
Monarch, Emperor, King, Prince or Philosopher, than 
by making his Justice to second his Valour. His 
Valour shows it self in Victory and Conquest; his 
Justice will appear in the good Will and Alfection of 
the People, when he maketh Laws, publishcth to 
Ordinances, establishcth Religion, and doth what is 
right to every one, as the noble Poet Vtrgil WTites of 
Octaiian Augustus.

lumspianted the Saxons into Flanders, and the Flemms into 
“ being nblc to keep m such Subjection 

me Saxom, whose Dominion he had joyned to the 
■Empire, but that ever and anon they would break 
Jorth into open Rebellion, if he should casually be 
•h^'vn into Spain, or other remote Kingdoms: He 
' them to be brought unto his osvn Country of 

glanders, the Inhabitants whereof did naturally obey 
hint; and transported the Hoynaults and Piemens, his 
•^13001 loving Subjects, into Saxony, not mistrusting 
meir Ixffally, now that they were transplanted into a 
^trangc Land. But it hapned that the Saxons persisted 
m their Rebellion and primitive Obstinacy, and the 
Plemins dwelling in Saxory< did imbibe tlie stubborn

* 30 Estate so providently well and prudently, that in less 
than fourteen days he ivastcd and dilapidated all the 
" certain and uncertain Revenue of his Lairdship for 
• j three whole Years: Yet did not he properly dilapidate 
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it, as you might say, in founding of Monasteries, 
building of Churches, Greeting of Colleges, and setting 
up of Hospitals, or casting his Bacon-Flitches to tlic 
Dogs; but spent it in a thousand little Banquets ana 
jolly Collations, keeping open House for aU Comere 
and Goers; yea, to all good Fellou's, young Girls, and 
pretty Wenches; felling Timber, burning the great 
Logs for the sale of the Ashes, borroiving Money 
before-hand, buying dear, selling cheap, and eating 
his Com (as it were) whilst it w'as but Grass. to 

Pantagntel being advertised of this his Lavishness, 
was in good sooth no way offended at the matter, 
angry nor sorry; for I once told you, and again tell it 
you, that he was the best, little, great Good-man that 
ever girded a Sword to his Side; he took all things in 
good part, and interpreted every Action to the b»t 
Sence: He never vexed nor disquieted himself tvith 
the least pretence of Dislike to any thing; because he 
knew that he must have most grosly abandoned the 
Divine Mansion of Reason, if lie had permitted his 20 
Mind to be never so little grieved, afflicted or altered 
at any occasion whatsoever. For all the Goods that the 
Heaven covereth, and that the Earth containeth in all 
their Dimensions and Heighth, Depth, Breadth, and 
Length, are not of so much worth, as that we should 


for them disturb or disorder our Affections, trouble or 
perplex our Senses or Spirits. 

He drew only Panurge aside, and then making to him 
a siveet Remonstrance and mild Admonition, very 
gently represented before him in strong Arguments, 30 
That if he should continue in such an unthrifty course 
of living, and not become a better Jifesnagter, it would 
prove altogether impossible for him, or at least hugely 
difficult at any time to make him rich.

■«usban^>; but many speak of Rohm Hood that never 
Shot in his Bow; and talk of that \'ertuc of Mesnagety, 
svho know not what belong to it. It is by me tliat they 
roust be advised. From me tlicrcforc take tins Ad- 
oyertwement and Information, that ishat is imputed to 
•roe for a Vice, hath been done in imitation of the 
ynwersily and Parliament of Pans, places in wliich is 
W ^ ^oond tlie true Spring and Soum of the lively 
' manner of Justice. Let him 

he taunted an Heretick that doubtctli thereof, and dotli 
hot firmly believe it: Yet they in one day eat up their 
bishop, or the Revenue of tlic Bishoprick (is it not all 
3 °he) for a whole year; yea, sometimes for two. This 
^done on the day he makes liis Entry, and is installed’. 
oiNor is there any place for an Excuse; for he cannot 
avoid it, imlcss he would be houted at and stoned for 
< his Parsimony. 

It hath been also esteemed an act flowng from tlie 
, «abit of the Four Cardinal Vertucs. Of Prudence in 
horrowing Money before-hand; for none knows what 
htay fall out; who is able to tell if tlie World shall last 
yet three years? But altliough it should continue 
ronger, is there any Man so foolish, as to have the 
Confidence to promise himself tliree years?

Of Commutative Justice, in buying dear (I say upon 
'^t) and selling goods cheap, (that is, for ready 
•Money) what says Cato in his Book of Husbandry to this 
purpose? The Father of a Family (says he) must be a 
P^pelual Selleri which means it is impossible but that 
skr become ricli, if he have of vendible 

Wme enough still ready for Sale. 

Of Distributive Justice it doth partake, in giving 
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Entertainment to good (remark good) and pntlc 
Fellows, whom fortune had Shipwrack’d (like Uljsses) 
upon the Rock of a hungry Stomach without pro- 
vision of Sustenance: And likewise to the good (remark 
the good) and young Wenches: For according to the 
Sentence of Hippocrates, Youth is impatient of Hunger, 
chiefly if it be vigorous, lively, frolick, brisk, stirring 
and bouncing; which wanton Lasses willingly, and 
heartily devote themselves to the pleasure of Honest 
Men; and arc in so far both Plalonick and Ciceronian, to 
that they do acknowledge their being born into this 
World, not to be for themselves alone, but that in their 
proper Persons their Acquaintance may claim one 
share, and their Friends another. 

The Vertuc of Fortitude appears therein by the 
cutting down and overthrowing of the great Trees, 
like a second Milo making Havock of the dark Forests, 
wliich did serve only to furnish Dens, Caves, and 
shelter to ^Volves, wild Boars and Foxes; and afford 
Receptacles, withdrawing Corners and Refuges to 20 
Robbers; Thieves and Murtherers; lurking holes and 
sculking places for Cut-throat Assassinators; secret 
obscure Shops for Coiners of False Money, and safe 
Retreats for Herelicks, laying them even and level with 
the plain Champion Fields and pleasant Hcatliy 
Ground, at the sound of the Haubois and Bagpipes 
playing reeks with the high and stately Timber, and 
preparing Seats and Benches for the Eve of the dread- 
ful day of Judgment. 

I gave thereby proof of my Temperance in eating my 3° 
Corn whilst it tvas but Grass, like an Hermit feeding 
upon Sallets and Roots, that so affranchising my self 
from ^e Yoak of sensual Appetites to the utter dis- 
claiming of their Sovereignty, I might the better 
resewo somewhat in store, for the relief of the lame,

ti/”r course I save the Expence of the 

VUedgrubbm, who gain Money; of the Reapers in 
Warvest-time, who drink lustily, and without water; 40 
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Of Gleaners, who will expect tlicir Cakes and Bannocks; 
of Threshers, who leave no Garlick, Scallions, Leeks nor 
Onyons in our Gardens, (by tlie Authority of Thesttlis 
in Virgil) and of tlie Millers, who arc generally Thieves; 
and of Ac Bakers, who are httle better; is this small 
Saving or Frugality? besides tlie mischief and damage 
of the Field-mice, the decay of Bams, and the destruc- 
tion usually made by Weevils and otlier Vermin. 

Of Com in tlie Blade you may make good Grecn- 
lo sauce of a light Concoction, and easie Digestion, which 
recreates the Brain, and exhilcratcs the Animal Spirits, 
rejoyceth the Sight, opencth the Appetite, delighteth 
the Taste, comfortedi the Heart, tiddeth the Tongue, 
chearcth the Countenance, striking a fresh and lively 
Colour, strengtliemng the Muscles, tempers the Blood, 
disburdiens the Midrif, refreshed! the Liver, dis- 
obstructs the Spleen, caseth the Kidneys, supplcth die 
Reins, quickens the Joynts of the Back, cleanseth 
the Urine-Conduits, dilates die Spcrmatick Vessels, 
20 shortens the Cremasters, purgeth the Bladder, puffedi 
up the Genitories, corrected! the prepuce, hardens the 
Nut, and rectifies that Member. It will make you have 
a current Belly to trot, fart, dung, piss, sneeze, cough, 
spit, belch, spew, yaivn, snuff, blow, breath, snort, 
sweat, and set taunt your Robin, with a thousand other 
rare advantages. I understand you very well (says 
Pantagruel) you would thereby infer, that diose of a 
mean Spirit and shallow Capacity, have not the skill 
to spend much in a short time: You are not the first in 
30 whose conceit that Heresie hath entred: Nero main- 
tained it, and above all Mortals admired most his 
Unkle Cains Caligula, for having in few days, by a most 
wonderful pregnant Invention, totally spent all the 
Goods and Patrimony which Tiberius had left him. 

' ^ But instead of observing the Sumptuous Supper- 
‘ curbing Laws of the Romans, to wit, the Orchia, the 
Fannia, the Didia, the Licinia, the Cornelia, the Lepi- 
/diana, the Antia, and of the Corinthians-, by the which 
they were inhibited, under pain of great punishment, 
40 not to spend more in one year, than their annuaL 
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Revenue did amount to, you liavc offered up liic 
Oblation ot Protema, tvfiieh wru iviih the Jiomom such 
a Sacrifice ns the Paschal Lamb was amongst the Jetrs, 
svhcrcin all that was eatable was to be eaten, and the 
remainder to be thrown into the hire, without re* 
serving any thing for the next day. 1 may very justly 
say of you, as Calo did of Albtdius, who after that he had 
by a most c.xlravaganl F.xpenrc n.asicd .all the Means 
and Possessions he had to one only House, he fairly 
set it on Tire, that he might the better say, Consum- lo 
malum csl. Even just as since his time St. Thomas 
Agmiias did, when he fiad eaten up the svhole Lamprey, 
although there was no necessity in it. 

CHAP, in 

How PANURGE praiseth the Debtors and 
Borrowers. 

B Ut, quoth Paiilasrucl, when will you be out of 
Debt? At the nc,xt ensuing term of the Creek 
Calends, aasivcred Patmr/ie, when all the World shall 
be content, and that it be your Fate to become your 
OOTt Heir. The Lord forbid that 1 should be out of 
Debt, as if, indeed, 1 could not he trusted. Who leaves 
not some Leaven oier night, will hardly have paste the next zo 
morning. 

Be still indebted to some body or other, that tlierc 
may be some body alwa>’s to pray for you that the 
Giver of all good things may grant unto you a blessed, 
long, and prosperous Life; fearing if Fortune should 
deal crosly with you, that it might be his cliance to 
come short of being paid by you, he will always spe.ak 
good of you in every Company, ever and anon pur- 
chase nesv Creditors unto you, to the end that through 
their means you may make a shift by borrowing from 30 
/ ffcr to pay Pant, and svith otlicr Folks Eartli fill up 
bis Ditch. When of old in the Region of the Gauls, 
by the Imtitution of the Llruids, the Sers-.ants, Slaves 
and Bondmen were burnt quick at the Funerals and 
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...pbsequics of tlicir Lords and Masters; had not tliey 

■ - fear enough, think you, that their Lords and Masters 
■’.should die? For per force, they were to die witli them 

• .‘for Company. Did not they uncessantly send up their 

■ Supplications to their great God Mercury, as like\vise 
7 ' unto Du the Fa titer of Wealth, to lengthen out tlieir 

...days, and preserve them long in health? Were not 
;they very careful to entertain tliem well, punctually 
1 to look unto them, and to attend diem faithfully and 
iodreumspeedy? For by those means were they to live 
.' togcdier at least undl the hour of Death. Believe me 
, , your Creditors tvith a more fervent Devotion will be- 
seech Almighty God to prolong your Life, dicy being 

• of nothing more afraid than that you should die; for 
that they are more concerned for the Sleeve than the 

and love Silver better than dieir own Lives; as 

■ it evidendy appeared! by die Usurers of Landerousse, 
who not long since hanged themselves, because the 

' price of the Com and Wines was fallen, by the return 
sp of a gracious Season. 

'■ ■- To this Pantagruel answering nothing, Panarge weiit 
on in his Discourse, saying. Truly, and in good sooth 
(Sir,) when I ponder my Destiny aright, and think 
• , Well upon it, you put me shrewdly to my Plunges, and 
have me at a Bay in hvitting me svith the Reproach of 
4 my Debts and Creditors: And yet did I, in this only 
respect and consideration of being a Debtor , esteem my 
' self worshipful, reverend and formidable. For against 
' ■ the Opinion of most Philosophers, diat of nothing 
,Zoariseth nothing-, yet, svithout having bottomed on so 
mu^ as that which is called the First Matter , did I out 
f '• of nothing become such Maker and Creator, that I have 
'. created — ^what? a gay number of fair and J°hy 
',r Creditors. Nay, Creditors (I will maintain it, even to the 
very Fire it self exclusively) are fair and goodly Crea- 
jtures.- Who lendeth nothing is an ugly ^"d wicferf 
' ' Creature, and an accursed Jnip of the Infernal 0 /a Jvick. 
^^d-, there is made, what? Debts: A thing^ rnost 

■ - precious and dainty, of great Use and ^Uqmty. 
AO Debts, say') surmounting the number of Syllables 
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which may result from the Comhinations of all the 
Comsonams, with each of the \'owrb hereiurore pro- 
jected, reckoned and calculated hy the Noble 
Xemcrates. 'I'o judge of the perfection of Dfb'.crs by the 
Kumcrosity of their Credilors, ii the readiest way for 
entring into llic Mysteries of Practual Anlhmetick. 

You can hardly imagine hc/iv glad I am, when every 
Morning 1 perceive my self environed and stiirotindcd 
with Brigades of Creihlun, humble, fawning, and full 
of their Reverences: And whilst I remark, that as I to 
look more favourably upon, and gne a elicarfullcr 
Countenance to one than to another, the Fdlovs- 
thereupon buildeth a Conceit that he shall l>c the first 
Dispatched, and the foremost m the Date of I’a^Tncnt; 
and he valueth my Smiles at tlie rate of ready Money. 

It scemeth unto me, that I then .act and personate tile 
God of the Passion of Saumurc, accompanied with hb 
Angels and Chcrubims. 


These .are my nattcrers, my Soothers, my Chaw 
baclai, my Smoothers, my Panasites, my Saliilcrs, my 
Givers of good Morrows, and perpetual Orators; 
which makes me verily think, that the supreamest 
height of Hcroiek Vertue, described by Hesiode, con- 
sisteth in being a Debtor, wherein I held the first 
. *£r« in my Commencemad. Which Dignity though all 
Humane Creatures seem to aim at, and .aspire thereto, 
lew nevertheless, because of the dillicultics in Uic way, 
and incumbrances of hard Passages arc able to reach it, 
as IS cMily pcrceivtible by die ardent desire and vche- 
mtmt longing harboured in the Breast of every one, 30 
to be still creaUng more Debts, and ncav Creditors. 
a " of every one to be

thTneat?, Conjunction of 

ne Heavens with the Earth, and the whole Cement 40 
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* whereby the Race of Mankind is kept together; yea, 
of such Vertuc and E{!icac>*, tliat, I say, the whole 
Progeny of Adam would very suddenly perish without 
it. Therefore, perhaps, I do not think amiss, when I 
repute it to be the great Soul of tlic Universe, which 
(according to the Opinion of the Academicks) vmfyeth 
all manner of things. In Confirmation whereof, that 
you may the better believe it to be so, represent unto 
your Self, tvitltout any prejudicacy of Spirit, in a clear 
to and serene Fancy, the Idea and Form of some other 
World than tliis; take if you please, and lay hold on 
the thirtieth of tliose wliich the Philosopher Methrodorus 
did enumerate, wherein it is to be supposed tlicre is no 
Debtor Or Creditor, diat is to say, a World without Debts. 

There amongst the Planets will be no regular Course, 
all will be in Disorder. Jupiter reckoning himself to be 
nothing indebted unto Saturn, will go near to detrude 
him out of his Sphere, and witli the Homenck Chain 
' hill be like to hang up the Intelhgences, Gods, Heavens, 
50 Demons, Heroes, Devils, Earth and Sea together tvith 
the other Elements. Saturn no doubt combining with 
Mars wll reduce that so disturbed World into a Chaos 
of Confusion. 

Mercury then would be no more subjected to the 
other Planets; he would scorn to be any longer th«r 
Camillus, as he was of old termed in the Hetrurian 
Tongue; for it is to be imagined that he is no way a 
Debtor to them. 

' Venus stall be no more Venerable, beenuse she shall 
30 have lent nothing. The Moon will remain bloody and 
obscure; For to what end should the Sun impart unto 
her any of his Light? He owed her nothing. Nor 
- yet will the Sun sliine upon the Earth, nor the Stars 
r. send down any good Influence, because the Terres- 
trial Globe hath desisted from sending up their wonted 
Nourishment by Vapours and Exhalations, wherewith 
Heraclitus said the Stoicks proved Cicero maintained 
they were cherished and alimented. There would like- 
ways be in such a World no manner of Symbolization, 
Aa Alteration, nor Transmutation amongst the Elements; 
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for the one will not esteem it self oljliged to die other, 
as having borrowed nothing at all from it. Ilarth then 
will not become Water, Water svill not he changed jnm 
Air, of Air wxll be made no Fire, and Fire will afford 
no Heat unto the Earth: the Earth will produce 
nothing but Monsters, Titans. Giants; no Rain will 
descend upon it, nor Light shine thereon;^ no Wind 
will blow there, nor will there be in it any Summer or 
H.arvcst. Lucifer will break loose, and issuing forth of 
the depth of Hell, accompanied with his Furies, Fiends to 
and Horned Devils, will go about tounnestleanddrive 
out of Heaven all the Gods, as well of the greater as of 
tlie lesser Such a World without lending, will l>e 

no better titan a Dog-kennel, a place of Contention 
and Wrangling, more unruly and irregular than that 
of the Rector of Parw, a Devil of an Hurly-burly, and 
more disordered Confusion, than that of the Plagues of 
Douay. Men will not then salute one another; it will 
be but lost labour to c.\pect Aid or Succour from any, 
or to cry, Fire, H'aler, Murther, for none will put to so 
their helping Hand. Why? He lent no A/ono, there is 
notliing due to him. No body is concerned in his 
Burning, in his SliipuTack, in liis Ruinc, or in his 
Deatli; and that because he hitherto had lent nothing, 
and ivould never thereafter haic leitl any thing. In 
short. Faith, Hope and Charity would be quite banish’d 
from such a \Vorld; for Men are bom to relieve and assist 
one another; and in tlieir stead should succeed and be 
introduced Defiance, Disdain and Rancour, ssath the most 
execrable Troop of all E\-iIs, all Imprecations and all 3° 
Miseries. \VIicrcupon you will tliink, and that not 
amiss, that Pandora had there spilt her unlucky Bottle. 
I.Ien unto ^len will be Wolves, Hobtlinishers and 
Goblins, (as were Lycaon, Bellorophon, Ffebuebodonosor), 
Plunderers, High-way Robbers, Cul-diroats, Rap- 
pCTces, Murthcrers, Payloners, Assassinators, lewd, 
wicked, malcTOlent, pernicious Haters, set against 
every body, like to Ismael, Metabus, or Timon the 
Athemim, who for that cause was named Misanthropos; 
in sudi sort, that it would prove much more easie in 4o 
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Nature to have Fish entertained in tlie Air, and 
Bullocks fed in tlie bottom of tlic Ocean, than to sup- 
port or tolerate a rascally Rabble of People that will 
not Lend. These Fellois’s (I vow) do I hate wiOi a 
perfect Hatred; and if conform to the pattern of tliis 
grievous, peesish and perverse World whicli lendeth 
nothing, you figure and liken die little World, whicli is 
Man, you will find in liim a terrible jusding Coyle and 
Clutter: The Head will not lend the sight of his 
10 Eyes to guide the Feet and Hands; die Legs will 
refuse to bear up the Body; the Hands u-ill leave off 
working any more for the rest of the Members; the 
Heart ivill be weary of its continual Motion for the 
beating of the Pulse, and wll no longer lend his 
Assistance; the Lungs will withdraw die use of their 
Bellows; the Liver will desist from conveying any 
more Blood dirough the Veins for the good of the 
whole; the Bladder will not be indebted to the Kid- 
neys, so dial the Urine thereby will be totally stopped, 
ao The Brains, in the interim, considering this unnatural 
course, ivill fall into a raving Dotage, and with-hold 
all feeling from the Sinews, and Motion from the 
Muscles: Briefly, in sucli a World without Order and 
Array, oioing nothing, lending nothing, and borrowing 
nothing, you would see a more dangerous Conspiration 
than that which Esope exposed in his Apologue. Such 
a World ivill perish undoubtedly; and not only perish, 
but perish very quickly. Were it Asculapitis liimself, 
his Body would immediately rot, and the chafing Soul 
30 full of Indignation takes its flight to all die Devik of 
Hell after my Money. 

CHAP. IV 

PANURGE continueth his Discourse in the 
praise of Borrowers and Lenders. 

O N the contrary, be pleased to represent unto your 
Fancy another World, wherein every one lendeth, 
and every one oweth, all are Debtors, and all Credi- 
tors. O how great will that Harmony be, whicli shall 
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Alchimists, when after long Travel, Toil and Expcncc, 
they sec in their rurnaccs the Transmutation: Then 
is it that every Member doth prepare it self, and 
strive a-new to purific and to refine this Treasure. 

The Kidneys through die cmulgent \'cins draw that 
Aquosity from thence wliieh you call Urine, and there 
send it away through the Ureters to be slipt down- 
wards; where, in a lower Receptacle, and proper for 
it, (to wit, the Bladder) it is kept, and staycth there 
until an opportunity to void it out in his due time. lo 
The Spleen draweth from the Blood its Terrestrial 
part, viz. The Grounds, Lees or thick Substance 
setlcd in the bottom thereof, which you term Melan- 
choly: The Bottle of the Gall subtracts from tliencc all 
the superfluous Clmler-, whence it is brought to another 
Shop or \Vork-house to be yet better purified and 
fined, that is, the Heart, which by its agitation of 
Diastolick and Systohek Motions so neatly subtilizeth 
and inflames it, Uiat in the right side Ventricle it is 
brought to perfection, and through the Veins is sent so 
to all the Members; each parcel of die Body draws it 
then unto its self, and after its own fashion is cherished 
and alimented by it; Feet, Hands, Tliighs, Arms, Eyes, 
Ears, Back, Breast, yea, all; and then it is, that who 
before were Lenders, now become Debtors. The Heart 
doth in its left side Ventricle so thinnifie die Blood, 
that it thereby obtains the Name of Spiritual; which 
being sent through die Arteries to all die Members of 
the Body, serveth to warm and winnow die odier 
Blood which runneth through the Veins: Tlie Lights 30 
never cease with its Lappets and Bellows to cool and 
refresh it; in acknowledgment of which good the 
Heart through the Arterial Vein imparts unto it the 
choicest of its Blood: At last it is made so fine and 
subtle within the Bete Mirabilis, that thereafter those 
Animal Spirits arc framed and composed of it; by means 
whereo^he Imagination, Discourse, Judgment, Rcso- 
lution, Deliberation, Ratiocination and Menaory have 
tlieir Rise, Actings and Operations.

foTlhiMth projreleth, .’itid hath alrr.itlv foreeasl, how 
it sh.all !r^J to throe \sho ate not .as >rt iKirn, .and hy 
toth.il l^.an cntic-aiour, what it in.iy, to eienii/r it self, 
and multiply in Iin.at^es lihe the I’attern, that is, 
Children. To this end cxcry Mcinlier doth ol the 
rhoicest and mort prerjous of its Xourishinent. p.ire 
and cut off a I’oninn. then imtantly disp.itrhclh it 
downwards to that place, where Nature hath pre-

of Humane Kind. .\ 1 I this is done bys'.rwti and Dtbts 
of (lie one unto the odicr; and hence have we this 
svord, the Dfl! of Mcmai^t. Nature doth reckon I’.'iin 
to the Refuser, with a most gricsous \V\alion to his 
Nlcmlx-rs. and .an outr.agious Fury amidst his Senses. 
But on die other jiart, to the I^dcr a set Reward, 
accompanied with I’lc.asurc, Joy, Solatc, Mirth, and 
merry Glee. 

CHAP. V 

How PANTAGRUEL altogether abhorreth the 
Debtors and Borrowers. 

I Understand you s’crj’ well, (tiuolh Pantot;nieI) and 
lake you to be very good at Topicks, and throughly 
aficctioncd to your own Cause: But preach it up, and 
patrocinalc it; prattle on it, and defend it as mudi as 
you wall, even from hence to the next Whitsunlide, if 
you please so to do, yet in the end will you be aston- 
ish’d to find how you shall have gained no ground at

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all upon me, nor pcrswndcd me by your fair Spccclics 
and sinootVi Talk to enter never so little into Utc 
Thraldom of Debt. You shall owe la none (s.tith the 
Holy Apostle) any thing safe Love, Friendship, and a 
mutual Benevolence. 

You serve me herr, I confess, with fine Grafthides and 
Dialyjmses, Descriptions and Figures, which truly 
please me very well: But let me tell you, if you will 
represent unto your Fancy an impudent blustering 
Bully and an importunate Borrower, cntnng afresh so 
and newly into a Town already ads'crtised of his 
Manners, you shall find that at his Ingress the Citirens 
will be more hideously affrighted and amazed, and in 
a greater terror and fear, dread and trembling, tlian 
if the Pest it self should step into it in the very same 
Garb and Arcoutrement wherein the Tyanxan Philoso- 
pher found it within the City of Ephesus. And I am 
fully confinncd in the Opinion, that the Persians erred 
not, when they said, That the second Vice was to Lie, tlic 
first being that of owing Money. For in very' truth, Debts oo 
and Lying are; ordinarily joyned together. I will 
nevertheless not* from hence infer, that none must owe 
any thing, or lend any tiling. For who so rich can be, 
that sometimes may not owe-, or who can be so poor, 
that sometimes may not lend? 

Let the Occasion notwitlistanding in that ease (ns 
Plato very w'iscly saycth, and ordainetli in his Laws) be 
such, that none be permitted to draw any Water out 
of his Neighbour’s Well, until first, they by continual 
digging and delving into their own proper Ground, 3 ® 
shall have hit upon a kind of Potter’s Earth, which is 
called Ccramile, and there had found no source or drop 
of \Vatcr; for that sort of Earth, by reason of its 
Substance, which is fat, strong, firm and dose, so 
rctaincth its Humidity, that it doth not easily evapor- 
ate it by any outivard excursion or evaporation. 

In good sooth, it is a great shame to choose rather to 
be still borrowing in all places from every one, than to 
work and win. Then only in my Judgment, should one 
/raa, when tlie diligent, toiling and industrious Person is 40 
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no longer abk by h« latwiir to make anv Purthasc unto 
hiniself, or othcrtvisc, wlicn b\ ntuchance he hath 
suddenly fallen tnio an unexpected loss of bis Goods. 

Hos'i'sosrvTr, let us ka\-c this Disccnuse, and from 
hcnccforvs-mxls do not hang tiison Cffdilors, nor tie 
your self to them; I in.akc account for the time past, 
to rid yoti freel> of ihnn, and from their Ikindagc to 
deliver >7su. llic least I sliould tn this I’oiiit, (quoth 
P&iuTgf) is to tliank >ou, though it be the most 1 can 
to do: And tf Clralitudc and Thanksgising be to be 
csriunated and pared by ilic Afrcciion of the Uene- 
factor, dial is to be done infuutcly and scnipueriinlly; 
for the lost sshicli sou bear me of your own arvord 
and free Grace, ssntliout any merit of mine, gocih far 
beyond die reach of any priec or sTilue; it transcends 
all wxight, all numlier, all mc.isurc, it is endless and 
cs’crlasung; therefore should 1 offer to commensurate 
and adjust it, either to the 6«c and proporuon of your 
oss-n noble and gracious Deeds, or yet to the Contcni- 
so ment and Delight of the obliged Receivers, I would 
come off but very faindy and llaggingly. Vou have 
vcnly done me a great deal of go^, and multiplied 
your Favours on me more frequently than was fitting 
lo one of my condition. You have been more bountiful 
towards me tlian I ii.avc deserved, and your Courtesies 
have by far surpassed the extent of my mcnis, I must 
needs confess it. But it is not, as you suppose, in die 
proposed matter: For dicrc it is not where I itch, it is 
not there where it frcttcib, hurts or vexeth me; for 
30 henceforth being jail and out of Debt, what Counte- 
nance will I be able to keep? You may imagine diat 
it will become me very ill, for the first Montii, because 
I have never hidicrto been brought up or accustomed 
to it, I am very much afraid of it. FurUicrmore, dicrc 
shall not one hereafter. Native of die Country of 
Salmigotufy, but he sliall level the Shot towards my 
Nose; all the back-cracking Fellows of the World, in 
discharpng of their Postern Pctaradcs, use commonly 
to say, I'oila pour les quitters; diat is, For the quit. My 
40 life will be of very short continuance, I do foresee it. 
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I recommend to you tlic making of my Epitapli; for 
I perceive I will die confeclcd in the very stinch of 
Farts. Ifat any lime to come, by way of restorative to 
such good \S'omcn as shall happen to lx: troubled with 
the grievous Pain of the Wind-Cholick, tlic ordinary 
Medicaments prove notliing effectual, the Mummy of 
all my bcfarlcd Body will streight lie as a present 
Remedy appointed by the Physicians; whereof they 
taking any small Modicum, it will incontinently for 
their Ease afford them a Rattle or Bum-shot, like a it 
Sal of Muskets. 

Therefore would I beseech you to leave me some 
few Centuries of Debts-, as King Louis the Eleventh, 
exempting from Suits in Law the Reverend Milles 
d’llliers Bishop of Chartre, was by the said Bishop most 
earnestly sollicitcd to leave him some few for the 
E-xcrcise of liLs mind. I had rather give them all my 
Revenue of the Periwinkles, togctlrcr with the other 
Incomes of the Loatsls, albeit I should not thereby 
have any parcel abated from off the principal Sums so 
which I owe.

Fiilla siioiild fur the first Year reap a full 
and complcat Fniition of their Pleasures in their 
mutual exercise of the net of lasve, in sueh sort, that in 
ssTritins more ,at leisure on the Production of Pmterity, 
.md propacating of their Progeny, they might the 
Ix-tlcr cncrease their Race, and make Pros-ision of nesv 
10 Heirs, ni.aiifin the Years thereafter the Men should, 
upon tlieir undergoing of some Military Adventure, 
happen to l>e killed, their Xanics and CloaLs of Anns 
might continue veith their Children in the s.amc 
I'amilics: And next that, the Wives ihcrchy, corning 
to know sshcihcr they were barren or fniitful (for one 
years Tri.al, in regard of the niatnriiy of .-\gc, wherein 
of old, they married, was held snfTidcnt for the 
Discovery) they might pitrJi the more suitably, in ca.se 
of their tirsl Husbands Dceca.se, upon a Second Match. 
so The fertile Women to be wedded to those who desire 
to multiply their Ksuc; and the .stcril ones to such 
other Mates, as misregarding the storing of their own 
Lineage, ehusc ilicm only for their Vertues, Learning, 
Genteel Behaviour, Doincstick Consolation, Manage- 
ment of the House, and Matrimonial Conveniences 
and Comforts, and such like. The Preachers of 
Varenr.es (saitli Pantirgr) detest and abhor tlic Second 
Marria^Qcs, as altogether foolish and dishonest. 

Foolish and dishonest, (quoth Pantaftruel) a plague 
30 laV:c sucli Preachers 1 Yea, but (quoth Panitrfie) the like 
Mischief also bcfal the Friar, Charmer, who in a full 
Auditory', making a Sermon at Perille, and therein 
abominating the Reiteration of Marriage, and the 
cntring again in the Bonds of a Nuptial Tic, did ssvc.ar 
and licartily give himself to the swiftest Devil in Hell, 
if he had not ratlicr choose, and would much more 
willingly undertake the unmaidnint; or depucelating of a 
hundred Virgins, than the simple Drudgery of one 
Widow. Truly, I find your Reason in that Point right 
40 good, and strongly grounded. 
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But what would you tliink, if the Cause tvhy this 
Exemption or Immunity was granted, had no other 
Foundation, but tliat, during die whole space of the 
said first Year, they so lusuly bobbed it witli their 
Female Consorts, (as bodi Reason and Equity require 
they should do) that they had drained and evacuated 
their Spermafick Vessels; and were become tlicrcby 
altogether feeble, weak, emasculated, drooping and 
flaggingly pithless; yea, in such sort, that tliey in the 
day of Battel, like Ducks which plunge over Head and lo 
Ears, would sooner hide themselves behind the Bag- 
gage than in the Company of valiant Fighters and 
daring Military Combatants, appear rvhere stem 
Bellona deals her Blows, and moves a bustling Noise of 
Thwacks and Thumps. Nor is it to be thought that 
under the Standard of Mars they will so much as 
once strike a faire Stroke, because tlieir most consider- 
able Knocks have been already jerked and whirrited 
within the Curtincs of his Sweet-heart Venus. 

In confirmation whereof, amongst other Relicks and lo 
Monuments of Antiquity, we now as yet often see, that 
in all great Houses, after the expiring of some fw

How r/\NCRGK had a Flea in hn Far, and for- 
bore io wear any longer his magnificent Codpiece. 

P Aotirgt. the d.iy Uicrcaftcr, caused pierce his Rii’ht 
Har, after the jr.tish 1'a.shion, and thereto clasped 
a little Gold Rim;, of a reamy-like Kind of Worlouan- 
.slilp, in the Rcazil or Collet wlicrcof was set and cn- 
10 cliascd a Fittr, and to the end you may be nd of all 
Doubts, you arc to know that the Flea ss.as black. O 
what a brave ibint; it is, in every case and circum- 
stance of a matter, to Ijc throughly well informed! 
'flic Sum of die fixpence hereof, being oast up, 
brought in, and laid down upon his Council-board 
Carpet, was found to amount to no more quarterly 
than the Charge of the Nuptials ofa iltreanion Tigress; 
even as you would say 600000 Maravedis. At these 
vast Costs and excessive Disbursements, as soon as be 
30 perceived himself to be out of Debt, he fretted much; 
and afterwards, as Tyrants and Lawyers use to do, he 
nourish’d and fed her with the Sweat and Blood of his 
Subjects and Clients.

I did not take it on before thb 
20 Morning; and nevertheless, am already in a rage of 
Lust, mad after a ^V^fc, and vehemently hot upon 
unt>-ing the Codpiece-point, I itch, I tingle, I wriggle, 
and long e.xcccdingly to be married; iliat without tlic 
danger of Cudgel blows, I may labour my Female 
Copes-matc with the hard push of a Bull-horned 
Devil. O the prosndent and thrifty Husband that I 
then svill be! After my Deatli, with all Honour and 
Respect due to my Frugality, will they burn tire

30 Ashes thereof, in mcmor>' of die choicest Pattern tliat 
ever was, of a perfectly wary, and compleat Hous- 
holder. Copsbody, tliis is not the Carpet whereon 
my Treasurer shall be allowed to play fabc in hb 
Accompts with me, by setting down an X for an V, 
or an L for an S; for in that case, should I make a hail 
of Fbti-cufls to fly into his face. Look upon me (Sir) 
both before and behind, it b made after the manner 
of a Togo, which was the ancient faslrion of tire 
Romans in time of Peace. I took the Mode, Shape and 
to Form therof in Trajan's Column at Rome, as ako in the

Wli}' the Codpiece is held to be the chief piece 
of Arvwur amongst iVarriours. 

W ill you m.^int.^in (quotlt Paitlagntel) that the Cod- 
piece is the chief piece of .a Miliiarv’ Harness? It 
is a new kind of Doctrine vcr>‘ Paradoxical: For wc 
say at Spurs begins the arming of a Man. Sir, I main- 
tain it, (answered Pnmtrge) and not wrongfully do I 
m.aintain it. Behold how Nature having a fervent 
desire after its Production of Plants, Trees, Shrubs, 
Herbs, Sponges and plant Animals, to eternize, and 
continue them unto all Succession of Ages (in their 
10 several Kinds, or Sorts at least, although the In- 
dividuals pcrisli) unminablc, and in an everlasting 
Being, hath most curiously armed and fenced their 
Buds, Sprouts, Shutes, and Seeds, wherein the above- 
mentioned perpetuity consisteth, by strengthning, 
covering, guarding, and fortifjing them svith an 
admirable industry, with Husks, Cases, Scurfs, and 
Swads, Hulls, Cods, Stones, Films, C.artcls, Shells, 
Ears, fends, Barks, Skins, Ridges, and Prickles, which 
serve them instead of strong, fair, and natural Cod- 
ao pieces: As is manifestly apparent in Pease, Beans, 
Fascls, Pomegranates, Peaches, Cottons, Gourds, 
Pumpions, Melons, Com, Lemons, Almonds, Walnuts, 
Filberts, and Chestnuts; as likewise in all Plants, Slips, 
or Sets tvhatsoevcr, tvherein it is plainly and evidently 
seen, that tlic Sperm and Semencs is more closely 
veiled, overshadowed, corroborated, and throughly 
harnessed than any other part, portion, or parcel of 
the whole. 

Nature nevertheless did not after that manner pro- 
30 vide for the sempitemizing of Human Race: but on tire 
contrary created Man naked, tender, and frail, svith- 
out cither offensive or defensive Arms; and that in tlie 
. Estate of Innocence, in the first Age of all, which was 
the Golden Season; not as a Plant, but living Creature, 
bom for Peace, not War, and brought forth into the 
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World with nrj unqucitionablc Right and 1 itk to the 
plenary’ fniition and enjoyment of all l-rtiitA arid 
Vegetables; as also to a certain cairn and gentle Rule 
and Dominion over all kinds of beasts, l'ov.!s, kisbes, 
Reptils, and Insects. Yet afterssards it bapning in 
the utnc of the Iron Age, under the Reign of Ju/'i/cr, 
svben to the multiplication of mischies'ous Actiom, 
wickedness and malice began to take root and footing 
williin the then perverted Hearts of Men, that the 
Earth began to bring forth Nettles, Tliistles, ThoriW, 
Bryars, and such other stubborn and rcltcIHous 
Vegetables to the Nature of Man; nor scarce ssas there 
any Animal, which by a fatal disposition did not then 
revolt from him, and tacitly conspire, and covenant 
with one another to serve him no longer, (nor in 
ease of their ability to resist) to do him any manner of 
Obedience, but rather (to the uttermost of their I’osvcr) 
to annoy him with all the hurt and harm they could. 

The Man then, that he might maintain his primitive 
Right and Prerogative, and continue liis Stvay and 20 
Dominion over all, both Vegetable and Sensitive 
Creatures; and knowing of a truth, that he could not 
be svcll accommodated as he ought, without the 
servitude and subjection of several Animals, bethought 
himself, that of necessity he must needs put on Arms, 
and make provision of Harness against Wars and 
Violence. By the holy Saint Babingoose, (cried out 
Panlagrvel) you arc become, since the last Rain, a 
great Lifre lofre. Philosopher, 1 should say. Take notice. 
Sir, (quoth Panurge) svhenDame Nature had prompted 3° 
him to his own Arming, what part of tlie Body it was, 
where, by her Inspiration, he clapped on the first 
Harness: It was forsooth by the double pluck of my 
little Dog the Bullock, and good Senor Von Priapos 
Stabo-slando, svhich done, he was content, and sought 
no more. This is certified by the Testimony of tlie 
g^t Hebrew Captain Philosopher hfovses, who 
affirmeth. That he fenced tliat Member svith a. 
brave and gallant Codpiece, most ocquisitely framed, 
and by right cunous Devices of a notably pregnant 40 
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Invention, made up and composed ofFig-ircc-lcavcs, 
which by reason oftlicirsotid stiffness, incisors' notches, 
curled frisling. sleeked smoothness, large amplcncss, 
togctlicr with their rolonr. smell, vertue, and faculty, 
were exceeding proper, and fit for tite covering and 
anning of the Sachets of Generation, the hideously 
big Lorrain Cullions being from thence only excepted; 
whicli swaggring down to the lowermost bottom of 
tlic Brccclies. cannot abide (for being quite out of all 
10 order .md method) the stately fashion of the high and 
lofty Codpiece; as is manifest, by the Xohic Valentin 
Viardiere, whom I found at A'ancie, on the first Day of 
JSlay (the more flauniingly to gallantrizc it afterwards) 
rubbing bis Ballocks spread out upon a Table after llic 
manner of a Spanish Cloak. Wherefore it is, that none 
should henceforth say, who svould not speak im- 
properly, when any Countiy-Bumpkin hyctJi to the 
Wars, Have a care (my Royster) of the Wine-pot, that is 
the Scull, but have a care (my Ros’ster) of the Milh-pot\ 
so that is, the Testicles, By die whole Rabble of die 
horned Fiends of Hell, the Head being cut off, that 
single Person only thereby dicdi : but if the B.allocks be 
marred, die whole Race of Humane Kind would forth- 
with perish, and be lost for ever. 

This was die motive wliich incited the goodly Writer 
Galen, Lib. t, De Spermate, to aver with boldness. That 
it were better (that is to say, a less evil) to have no Heart 
at all, than to be quite destitute of Genitories: for there is 
laid up, conserved, and put in store, as in a Sccccssivc 
30 Repository, and Sacred Warehouse, the Semeim, and 
Original Source of the whole Off-spring of Mankind. 
Therefore would I be apt to believe, for less dian a 
hundred Franks, that those arc the very same Stones, 
by means whereof Deucalion and Pyrrha restored die 
Humane Race, in peopling wth Men and Women die 
World, which a little before that, had been drowned 
in the overflowing Waves of a Pocdcal Deluge. This 
stirred up the valiant Jiulinfon, L. 1.4. De Cagolis tol- 
lendis, to collocate his Summum Bonum, in Braguibus, 
40 ri Braguetis. For this, and other Causes, the Lord 
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HumfiltQ de MenilU, follov.ini' of Iiw Kini: to a ccrtnip 
warlike Expedition, ^^hllst hr w.a? m try'inc; upon hu 
o«n Person a new suit of Amiour, for of his old rusty 
H.irncss hr rould malt no more use, by reason tliat 
some ftu Vtars sinrc, the Skin of his Belly ssas a great 
ssaj rtmosed from his Kidnc>-s, his Lady thereupon 
in the profound musing of a contemplative Spint, 
\ir> niaturcl> considering that he h.ad but small care 
of the Staff of Love, and P.arltt of Masriagc. seeing _hc 
did no ollicnvise .arm tli.it part of the Ihxlv, then 
Links of Mail, advised him to shield, fence, and 
gabionatc it with a big tilting Helmet, vvhith she had 
lying in her Closet, to lur otherways utterly un- 
profitable On this laidy was penned these subse- 
quent Verses, which .are extant in the Third Book of 
the Shilbrana of poultry Menches.

CHAP. IX 

How PANURGE ashelh Counsel of pantagruei. 
whether he should many, 2~ea or Ho. 

this Pantagruei rcplyang notliing, Panurge prose- 
X cuted the Discourse he had already broached, and 
fterewithal fetching, as far from the bottom of his 3 
Heart, a v ery deep sigh, said. My Lord and Master, 
>ou have heard the Design I am upon, which is to 
°'S'“‘rous mischance, all the Holes 
m the World be not shut up, stopped, closed, and 
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hustl’d. 1 humbly bcsccch you for ilic .•MTection which 
of a long time you have bom me, to give me your best 
Advice therein. Then (amwered I'mtlagrttd) seeing 
you have so decreed, taken deliberation thereon, and 
that the matter is fully determined, what need is there 
of any further Talk thereof, but forthwitli to put it 
into execution what you have resolved. Yea but 
(quoth Panurge) 1 would be loath to ;ict any thing 
therein tvitliout your Counsel had thereto. It is my 
lojudgment also (quoth Pantogruel) and I advise you 
to it. Nevertheless (quoth Pamngc) if I understood 
aright that it were much better for me to remain a 
Batcliclor as I am, than to run headlong upon new 
hair-brain’d Undertakings of Conjugal Adventure, 
I would ratlicr clioosc not to marry, quoth Panlagniel. 
Then do not many. Yea, but (quotli Panurge) would 
you have me so solitarily drive out the whole Course 
of my Life witliout the Comfort of a Matrimonial 
Consort? You know it is written, Va soli, and a single 
20 Person is never seen to reap the Joy and Solace that is 
found witlt m.arried Folks. Then marrt’, in the Name 
of God, quodr PantagrucL But if (quoth Panurge) my 
. ^Vife should make me a Cuckold; as it is not unknown 
unto you, how this hath been a very plentiful Year 
in. the production of Uiat kind of Cattcl; I would fly 
out, and grow impatient, beyond all measure and 
mean. I love Cuckolds witli my Heart, for iliey seem 
unto me to be of a right honest Conversation, and I, 
truly, do very wdllingly frequent their Company: but 
3 ° should I die for it, I would not be one of their number, 
that is a Point for me of a two-sore prickling Point. 
Then do not marry (quoth Pantagruel) for without all 
controversic, this Sentence of Seneca is infallibly true. 
What thou to others shalt have done, others will do the like 
to thee. Do you (quotli Panurge) aver that svithout all 
exceptions? Yes, truly, (quoth Pantagruel) ivitliout all 
exception. Ho, ho (says Panurge) by the Wrath of a 
little Devil, his meaning is, cither in this World, or in 
the other, which is to come. Yet seeing I can no more 
40 want a Wife, then a blind Man his Staff, the Funnel 
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must Ijc in aqitaiion, witliout wliich manner of Ocai- 
pation I cannot live, were it not a great deal l«:tlcr 
lor me to apply and associate my self to some one 
Iioncst, lovely, and vertuons Woman, then {as 1 do) 
by a nrsv change of I’cmalcs eve^’ Day, run a liazard 
of being Bastinadoed, or (which is worse) of the Great 
Pox. if not of both together: For ncs'cr (be it spohen, 
by their Husbands leave and favour) had I enjoyanent 
yet of an honest Woman. Marry then in God'.s Name, 
quoth Pnnlaqnul. But if tquoth Panurge) it were the to 
Will of God, and that my Destiny did unlurhily lead 
me to marry an honest Woman who should beat me, 

1 would be stor'd with more than t'vo third parts of 
the Patience of job, if 1 were not stark mad by it, 
and quite distracted with such rugged Dealings: for it 
hath been told me, that tho.se c-xceeding honest Women 
have ordinarily very wicked Head-pieces; llicrcforc it 
is that tlicir Family lacketh not for good X'inegar. Yet 
in that ease should it go worse with me, if I did not 
then in such sort bang her Back and Breast, so 20 
thumpingly bcthwack her Giblets, to wit, her Arms, 
Legs, Head, Lights, Liver, and Milt, witli her other 
Intrails, and mangle, jag, and sla.sh her Coats, so after 
the Cross billet fashion, that the greatest Devil of 
Hell should svait at the Gate for Uic reception of 
her damned Soul. I could make a shift for this Year 
to wave such molestation and disquiet, and be con- 
tent to lay aside that trouble, and not to be engaged 
in it.

Do not marry then, answered Pantagruel. Yea, bi 
(quotli PanuTge) considering tlie Condition wherein l 
now am, out of Debt and Unmarried; mark what 
I say, free from all Debt, in an ill hour, (for were I 
deeply on tlie Score, my Creditors would be but too 
careful of my Paternity) but being quit, and not 
mamed, no Body will be so regardful of me, or carry 
towards me a Love like that which is said to be in a 
Conjugal Affection. And if by some mishap I should 
tau sick, I would be lookt to very wayavardly. The 
wise Man saith. Where there is no Woman (1 mean tlici 
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MoUicr ofa Family, and Wife in the Union of a lawful 
^Vcdlock) tiit Crazy and Diseased ere in danger of being 
HI used, and of fiaimg tnnrh brablmg and strife about them: 
as by dear Experience hath been made apparent in 
the Persons of Popes, Legates, Cardinals, IlLshops, 
Abbots, Priors, Priests, and Monks: but there, assure 
your self, s-ou shall not find me. Marry then in the 
Kamc of God, .aassvcrcd Pantagnirl. But if (quotli 
Panurge] being ill at c.ase, and possibly thro’ that 
loDbtcniper, made unable to discharge the Matri- 
monial Duty that is incumbent to an active Husband, 
my Wife, impatient of that drooping Sickness, and 
faint Fits, of a pining Languishment, should abandon 
and prostitute herself to the cmbr.accs of another Man, 
and not only then not help and assist me in my cx- 
trenuty and need, but witlia! flout at, and make sport 
of that my grievous Distress and Calamity; or per- 
advcntvirc, (which is worse) imbczzlc my goods and 
steal from me, as I have seen it oftentimes befal unto 
so the lot of many other Men, it svcrc enough to undo 
me utterly, to fill brimful the Cup of my Klisfortune, 
and make me play the Mad-patc Reeks of Bedlam. Do 
not marry tlicn (quoth Pantagmel). Yea, but (saith 
Panurge] I shall never by any other means come to have 
lawful Sons and Daughters, in whom I may harbour 
some hope of perpetuating my Name and Arms, and to 
whom also I may leave and bequeath my Inheritances 
and purchased Goods, (of which latter sort you need 
not doubt, but that in some one or other of tlicse 
30 Mornings, I will make a fair and goodly show) that 
so I may cliear up and make merry', when othenvays 
I should be plunged into a pievish sullen Mood of 
pensive sullcnness, as I do perceive daily by the gentle 
and loving Carriage of y’our kind and gracious 
Father towards you; as all honest Folks use to do at 
their own Homes, and private Dwelling-Houses. For 
being free from Debt, and yet not married, if casually 
I should fret and be angry, although tlie cause of iny 
Grief and Displeasure were never so just, 1 am afraid 
40 instead of Consolation, that I should meet \vith

nothing else but Scoffs, Frumps, Gibes, and Mocks 
at my disastrous Fortune. Marry then in tlie Isamc 
of God, quoth Pantagruel. 

CHAP. X 

How PANTAGRUEL Tcprcsenteth tinlo panurge 
(he difficulty of giving Advice in the matter of 
Marriage; and to that purpose mentioneth some- 
what of the homerick and virgiliaN 
Lotteries. 

Y Our Counsel (quoth Panurge) under your Correc- 
tion and Favour, seemctli unto me not unlike to 
the Song of Gammer Teabynay, it is full of Sarcasms, 
Mockqueries, bitter Taunts, nipping Bobs, derisive 
Quips, biting Jerks, and contradictor^' Iterations, the 
one part destroying the other. I know not (quoth 
Pantagruel) which of all my Answers to lay hold on; m 
for your Proposals arc so full of ifs and buls, tliat I can 
ground nothing on tliem, nor pitch upon any solid and 
positive Determination satisfactory to svhat is de- 
manded by them. Are not you assured within your 
self of what you have a mind to? tlie chief and main 
point of the whole matter lieth there; all the rest is 
merely casual, and totally dependeth upon the fatal 
Disposition of tlie Heavens. 

We see some so happy in the fortune of this Nuptial 
Encounter, that their Family shineth (as it were) tvith ecr 
the radiant Effulgency of an Idea, Model or Repre- 
sentation of the Joys of Paradice; and perceive others 
again to be so unluckily match’d in tlie Conjugal 
Yoak, that those very basest of Devils, which tempt 
the Hermits that inhabit the Deserts of Thebaida and 
Montserrat, are not more miserable than they. It is 
therefore expedient, seeing you are resolved for once 
m take a trial of the state of Marriage, that, -with shut 
Eyes, bowing your Head, and kissing the Ground, you 
put the business to a Venture, and give it a fair hazard 3<» 
m recommending the success of the residue to the 
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disposure of Alinichty God. It licth not in my Power 
to give you any oiticr manner of .Assurance, or otlicr- 
A\a^-s to ccrtific you of what sliall ensue on titls your 
Undertaking. iS'cvorthclcss (if it please you) this you 
njay do, Bring hither Virgil’s Poems, tliat aficr liaving 
Opened tlje Book, and with our I'ingers sever’d the 
Leaves thereof three several times, we may, according 
to the number agreed upon betsvist our selves, c-vplorc 
the future Hap of your intended Marriage: For fre- 
to qucntly, by a Hemnirk Loitciy, Iiave many Jiit upon 
their Destinies; as is testified in the Person of Socrates, 
who, whilst he t^\TS in I’rison, hearing the Recitation 
of ijiis \’crse of Homer, said of Achilles, in the Kinth 
of die Hinds, 

’IJuarl Kfi' TpiTaTM d’Piijr tpi’/SmAoi' iKOtjtTjy, 

We, the third day, to fertile Phthia came. 

Thereby forcs.aw that on the third subsequent day he 
"•as to die: Of the trudi whereof he assured /Eschincs, as 
Plato, in Critone; Cicero, in primo de Divinalione; Diogenes 
00 Lceriuts, and others, have to tlie full recorded in tlicir 
Works. The like is .also witnessed by Opilius Maerinus, 
to whom, being desirous to know if he should be the 
^omort Emperor, befell, by chance of Lot, this Sentence 
in the Eighth of llic Iliads, 

ye’poi', rj ftdha Si) oe reoi relpovoi /laxTrai', 
ii pit) Ac'Avrai, xoAsjior 8/ oe yrjpas owafei. 

Dotard, new Warrioxirs urge thee to be gone, 

Thy Life decays, and old Age zceigkr thee doven. 

In Fact, he being then somewhat Andent, had 
30 hardly enjoyed the Sovereignty of the Empire for the 
space of Fourteen Months, when by Heliogabalus (then 
both young and strong) he was disposess’d thereof, 
thrust out of all, and killed. Brutus also doth bear 
witness of another Experiment of tliis nature, who 
willing, through this exploratory way by Lot, to learn 
"’hat the Event and Issue should be of the Pharsalian 
Battle, wherein he perished, be casually cncountred 
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on this Verse, said of Patroclus in the Sixteenth of the 
Iliads, 

'A^d /JC Moip' oAojJ, Kol Arjrovs c/rrai'Ci' vtds. 

Fate, and Latona’j Son have shot me dead. 

And accordingly Apollo was the Field-word in tlic 
dreadful Day of that Fight. Divers notable things of 
old have like-ways been foretold and known by casting 
of Virgilian Lots; yea, in matters of no less importance 
than the obtaining of the Roman Empire, as it hap- 
pened to Alexander Severus, who trying his Fortune at to 
the same kind of Lottery, did hit upon this Verse 
written in the Sixth of the /Eneids, 

7u regere imperio populos, Romane, memento. 

Know, Roman, that thy business is to Reign. 

He within very few Years thereafter was cficctually 
and in good earnest created and installed Roman Em- 
peror. A semblable Story thereto is related of Adrian, 
who being hugely perplexed within himself, out of a 
longing Humour to know in what Accompt he was 
with the Emperor Trajan, and how large the measure 20 
of that Affection was which he did bear unto him, had 
recourse after the manner above specified, to the Ma- 
ronian Lottery, which by hap-hazard tender’d him 
these Lines out of the Sixth of the JEneids, 

Quis procul ille autem ramis insignis olive 
Sacra ferens? nosco crines incanaque menta 
Regis Romani. 

But who is he, conspicuous from afar. 

With Olive Boughs, that doth his Offerings bear? 

By the white Hair and Beard I know him plain, 3° 

The Roman King. 

Shortly thereafter was he adopted by Trajan, and 
succeeded to him in the Empire. Moreover to the 
Lot of the praise-worthy Emperor Claudius befel this 
Line of Virgil ivritten in the Sixth of his cEneids, 

T'ertia dwii Lath regmntan viderit astas^ 

^Vhilst the third Summer saw him Reigrif a King 
dn Latium. 
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^Vcrc it not to shun Prolixity, I could enumerate 
a thousand such like Adventures, whicli conform to 
tlic Dictate and Verdict of the Verse, have by that 
manner of Lot-casting encounter befallen to the 
curious Researchers of them. Do not you neverthe- 
less imagine, lest you should be deluded, that I would 
upon this kind of Fortune flinging Proof infer an 
uncontrolablc, and not to be gainsaid Infallibility of 
Truth. 


CHAP. XI 

How PANTAGRUEL shcwclli tUc Trial of ones 
Fortune by throwing of Dice to be unlawful. 

I T would be sooner done (quoth Panurge) and more to 
expeditely, if we should trie the matter at the 
chance of three fair Dice. (Quoth Panlagniel) that 
sort of Lottery is deceitful, abusive, illicitous, and ex- 
ceedingly scandalous; never trust in it; tlic accursed 
Book of the Recreation of Dice was a great while ago 
excogitated in Acliaia near Bourre, by that ancient 
Enemy to Mankind, the Infernal Calumniator, who 
before the Statue or Massive Image of the Bourraick 
Hercules, did of old, and doth in several places of tlie 
\Vorld as yet, make many simple Souls to err and fall 20 
bis. SAj.i.ses,. 'ion.ksaiK brut! caej E'X’.b/i’: Gasgawtua 
hath forbidden it over all his Kingdoms and Do- 
minions; how he hath caused bum the Moulds and 
Draughts thereof, and altogethersupprcsscd, abolished, 
driven forth and cast it out of tlie Land, as a most 
dangerous Plague and Infection to any well-polished 
State or Commonwealtli. What I have told you of 
Dice, I say the same of the Play at Cockall. It is a 
Lottery of the like Guile and Deceitfulness; and there- 
fore do not for convincing of me, alledge in opposition 30 
to this my Opinion, or bring in the Example of the 
fortunate Cast of Tiberius, within the Fountain of 
^pona, at the Oracle of Gerion. These arc the baited 
Hooks by which the Devil attracts and draweth unto 
turn the foolish Souls of silly People into eternal 
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the Worhs of Virgil were brouglit in: Hut before the 
Book was laid open, Panurge said to Pantagrud, My 
Heart, like the i'urch of a Hart in Rut, doth beat 
within my Breast. Be pleased to feel and grope my 
Pulse a little on this Artery of my Left Arm; at its 
frequent Rise and Fall you would say that they styinge 
and belabour me after the manner of a Probationer 
posed, and put to a peremptory Trial in the Examina- 
tion of his SulTicicncy for the discharge of the learned 
Duty of Graduate in some Eminent Degree in the lo 
Collcdgc of the Sorbonists. 

But would not you hold it expedient, before we 
proceed any further, that we should invocatc Hercules 
and the Tenitwn Goddesses, who in the Chamber of 
Lots arc said to Rule, sit in Judgment, and bear a 
Presidential Sway? Neither him nor them, (answered 
Pantagruel) only open up the leaves of the Book with 
your Fingcis, and set your Nails awork. 

CHAP. XII 

How PANTAGRUEL dolli cxplore by the virgilian 
Loltcry what Forlunc panurge shall have in 
his Marriage. 

T Hen at the opening of tlie Book in the Sixtecntli 
Row of the Lines of the disclosed Page, did 20 
Panurge encounter upon this following Verse: 

AVc Dius hum mensa, Dea nee dignala cuhili est. 

The God him from his Table banistiedf 
JVbr would the Goddess have him in her Bed. 

This Response (quoth Pantagruel) maketh not very 
much for your benefit or advantage: for it plainly 
signifies and denoteth, that your Wife shall be a 
Strumpet, and your self by consequence a Cuckold; 
the Goddess, whom you shall not find propitious 
nor favourable unto you, is Jilinerva, a most redoubt- 30 
able and dreadful Virgin, a powerful and fulminat- 
mg Goddess, an Enemy to Cuckolds, and effeminate 
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the Pod l)l:i7ons! Nay, I am neither a Cripple, 
Coyncr of False Monc>', nor Smith as he was. 

My Wife possibly will be as comely and handsome 
as ever was his Venus, but not a Whore like her, nor I 
a Cuckold like him. 

The rrook-lcg’d slovenly Slave, made himself to be 
declared a Cuckold, by a definitive Sentence, and 
Judgment, in the open viev.- of all the Gods: For this 
cause ought you to interpret the aforementioned 
Verse quite contrary to what you have said. This Lot to 
importeth, that my Wife will be honest, virtuous, 
chast, loyal, and faithful; not armed, surly, ts’aisvard, 
cross, giddy, humorous, heady, hair-brain’d, or ex- 
tracted out of the Brains, as was tlic Goddess Pallas'. 
nor shall this fair jolly Jufultr be my Corrival, he shall 
. never dip liLs Bread in my Broatli, though we should 
sit together at one Table. 

Consider his Exploits and gallant Actions, he was 
the manifest Ruffian, Wcncher, \Vhoremongcr, and 
most infamous Cuckold-maker that ever breathed: so 
he did always lecher it like a Boar, and no wonder, 
for he was foster’d by a Sosv in tlic Isle of Caniiia, (if 
Agathocles the Bafylonian be not a Lyar) and more 
rammishly lascivious then a Buck, whence it is that he 
is said by others, to have been suckled and fed with the 
Milk of the Amalthsan Goat. By the vertue of Acheron, 
he juslcd, bulled and lastauriatcd in one day the third 
part of die World, Beasts and People, Floods and 
Mountains, that svas Europa. 

For diis grand subagitatory Atchievement, the 30 
Ammonians caused, draw, delineate, and paint him in 
the figure and shape of a Ram, ramming, and homed 
Ram. But 1 know well enough hotv to shield and 
preserve my self from that homed Champion: He will 
not, tmst me, have to deal in my Person, with a 
sottish, dunsical Ampkytrion; nor widi a silly wiUess 
Argus, for all his hundred Spectacles; nor yet with the 
cowardly Mcacock Acrisius; the simple Goosecap Lyrus 
of Thebes; the doating Blockhead Agenor; the fleg- 
maUck Pea-Goose Assop; rough-footed Lycaon; the 40 
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Hercules liimsclf durst hardly adventure to .sculBc 
with you in this your raging Fury: Nor is it strange; 
for the Jan is worth two, and two in fight against 
Hercules arc too too strong. Ant 'I a Jan? quoth 
Panurge. No, no, (answer’d Panlagrtul) niy mind was 
only running upon the lurch and tricktrack. There- 
after did he hit, at the third opening of the Book, upon 
this Verse; 

Fmnineo jirgdc, &■ sj>oUorum ardelat amore. 

After the Sj>oU and Pillage {as in Fire) lO 

He burnt with a strong Feminiru Desire. 

This portendeth (quoth Pantagniel) that she will 
steal your Goods, and rob you. Hence this, according 
to these three drawn Lots, will be your future Destiny, 

(I clearly see it) you will be a Cuckold, you will be 
beaten, and you will be robbed. Nay, it is quite 
otherwa>’s, (quoth Panurge) for it is certain that this 
Verse Presageth, tliatshc will love me widi a Perfect 
liking: nor did the SatjT-writing Poet lye in proof 
hereof, when he aflirmcd. That a Woman burning tvilhao 
exlream Affection, takes sometimes pleasure to steal from her 
Sweetheart. And what I pray you? a Glove, a Point, or 
some such trifling Toy of no importance, to make him 
keep a gentle kind of stirring in tlie research and quest 
thereof: in like manner, these small scolding Debates, 
and pretty brabling Contentions, which frequently 
we see spring up, and for a certain space boil very 
hot bcUvixt a couple of high-spirited Lovers, are 
nothing else but recreative Diversions for their re- 
freshment, spurs to, and incentives of a more fervent 30 
Amity than ever. As for example: We do sometimes 
see Cutlers with Hammers mawl their finest Whet- 
stones, tlierewilh to sharpen their Iron Tools tire 
better. 

And therefore do I think, that these three Lots make 
much for my advantage; which if not, I from their 
Sentence totally appeal. There is no appellation (quotli 
Fantagruel) from the Decrees of Fate or Destiny, of 
Lot or Chance: as is recorded by our ancient Latvyers, 
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Heavens, where it rcceivrtli a most notable Participa- 
tion of its first beginning, with an Imbucincnt from 
its Divine Source, and in Contemplation of that In- 
finite and Intellectual Sphere, whereof the Center is 
every where, and die Circumference in no place of die 
universal World, to wit, God, according to the Doctrine 
of Hcrmci Tnsmegtslus, towhoni no new thing hapncdi, 
whom nothing that Ls past cscapcdi, and unto whom 
all things arc alike present, remarketh not only what 
is preterit, and gone in the inferiour Course and Agita- lO 
tion of sublunarj' matters, but withal taketh notice 
what is to come; then bringing a Relation of those 
future Events unto the Body by the outward Senses 
and exterior Organs, it is divulged abroad unto the 
hearing of others. \S hereupon the Owner of that Soul 
flcseivcdi to be termed a VaticmatoT, or Prophet. 

Nevertheless the truth is, that the Soul is seldom 
able to report those things in such Sincerity as it hath 
seen them, by rc-ason of the Imperfection and Frailty 
of the Corporeal Senses, which obstruct the elTcc-io 
tuating of that Office; even as die Moon doth not 
• communicate unto this Earth of ours that Light which 
she receiveth from die Sun widi so much Splendour, 
Heat, Vigour, Purity and Liveliness as it was given 
her. Hence it is requisite for die better reading, ex- 
plaining and unfolding of dicsc Somniatory Vaticinations 
and Predictions of that nature, that .a dexterous, 
learned, skilful, wise, industrious, expert, rational and 
peremptory Expounder or Interpreter be pitched 
upon, such a one as by the Greeks is called Onirocril, or 30 
Oniropolisl. 

For this cause Heraclitus was wont to say, that 
nodiing is by Dreams revealed to us, that nothing is by 
Dreams concealed from us, and that only we thereby 
have a mysdeal Signification and secret Evidence of 
Things to come, either for our prosperous or unlucky 
Fortune, or for the favourable or disasterous Success of 
another. The Sacred Scriptures testify no less, and 
profane Histories assure us of it, in bodi which are 
exposed to our Hew a thousand several kinds of4o 
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Prophet named Amphiaraus, wished such as had a mind 
by Dreams to l)e imbued witli any Oracles, for Four 
and Twenty Hours to taste no VicUiaLs, and to abstain 
from Wine three da>'s together: yet shall not you be 
put to such a sharp, hard, rigorous and extream 
sparing Diet. 

I am truly right apt to bclics'c, that a Man whose 
Stomach is replcat with various Cheer, and in a 
manner surfeited with drinking, is hardly able to con- 
ceive aright of Spiritual things; yet am not I of the to 
Opinion of those, who after long and pertinacious 
Fastings, think by such means to enter more pro- 
foundly into the Speculation of Celestial M'j'stcrics. 
You may very svell remember how my Father Gar- 
gantua, (svhom here for Honour sake I name) hath 
often told us, That the Writings of abstinent, ab- 
stemious, and long-fasting Hermits, were every svhit as 
saltless, diy, jejune and insipid, as were their Bodies 
when they did compose them. It is a most difiicult 
thing for the Spirits to be in a good plight, serene and so 
lively, when there is nothing in the Body but a kind 
ofVoidness and Inanity: Seeing tlic Philosophers willt 
the Ph>-sicians joindy afFum, that the Spirits which 
arc styled Animal, spring from, and have tlieir con- 
stant practice in and through the Arterial Blood, re- 
fin’d and purify’d to the Life within the admirable 
Net, which, wondcrfullyframcd,lieth under the Ventri- 
cles and Tunnels of the Brain. He gave us also the Ex- 
ample of the Philosopher, who, when he thought 
most seriously to have svithdrawn himself unto a soli- 3 ° 
tary Privacy; far from tlie rusling clutterments of the 
tumultuous and confused World, the better to improve 
his Theory, to contrive, comment and ratiocinate, w’as, 
notwithstanding his uttermost endeavours to free 
himself from all untoward noises, surrounded and 
environ’d about so witlr the barking of Cures, bawl- 
ing of Mastiffs, bleating of Sheep, prating of Parrels, 
telling of Jackdau’s, grunting of Swine, giming of 
^oars, yelping of Foxes, mewing of Cats, cheeping of 
Mice, squeaking of Weasils, croaking of Frogs, crowing 40 
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said, that the Grecians did not put an end to tiicir 
mournful mood for the Death of Patroclus, the most 
intimate Friend of Achilles, till Hunger in a rage 
declared her self, and their Bellies protested to furnish 
no more Tears unto their Grief. For from Bodies 
emptied and macerated by long Fasting, there could 
not be sueh supply of Moisture and brackish Drops, 
as might be proper on that Occasion. _ .

the Specicsscs of such things as arc visible: The other 
is of Horn, at which an entry is made to sure and 
certain Dreams, even as through Horn, by reason of 
the diaphanous splendour, and bright transparency 
thereof, the Species of all Objects of the sight distinctly 
pass, and so witliout confusion appear, that they arc 
clearly seen. Your meaning is, and you would thereby so 
infer (quoth Fryar Jo/m) that the Dreams of all homed 
Cuckolds (of which number Panmse, by the help of 
God, and his future Wife, is without controversic to be 
one) are alwa>’s true and infallible.

SX Seven a Clock of the next following Morning, 
Pamtrge_ did not fail to present himself before 
Pantagruel, in whose Chambw were at that time 
Episimon, Fiyar John of the Funnels, Ponocrates, Eude- 
mon, Carpalin, and others, to whom, at the entry of 
Pantagruel said, Lo, here cometh our Dreamer. 30 
That word (quoth Epislemon) in ancient times cost very 
i^ch, and was dearly sold to the Children oT Jacob. 
liicn, said Panurge, I have been plunged into my 
dumps so deeply, as if I had been lodged with Gaffer 
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.Voddvcc'i: drcnined indeed I have, and that right 
hmily; but I rovild take along with me no more thereof, 
that I did goodly nnderstand, save only, that I in my 
\’ision had a pretty, fair, young, gallant, handsome 
W’oman, who no less lovingly and kindly treated and 
cntcrtainctl me, hugg'd, cherish’d, cocker’d, dandled, 
and made mticli of me, as if 1 had been another neat 
dillidarling Minion, like Adonis: never was Man more 
glad than I was then, my Joy at that time was in- 
to comparable; she flattered me, tickled me, streaked 
me, groped itie. frizlcd me, cur)cd me, kissed me, cm- 
braced me. laid her Hands about my N'cek, and now 
and then made jestingly, pretty little Honts above my 
Forehead; I told her in die like disport, as 1 did play 
tlic Fool with her. that she should rather place and 
fix them in a little below mine Eyes, that I might see 
the better what I should stick at, witli them: for being 
so situated, Momtis then would find no fault therewith, 
as he did once with the position of the Horns of Bulls, 
so The wanton, toying Girl, notwithstanding any re- 
monstrance of mine to the contrar>’, did .al\va>'s drive 
and thrust tlicm further in: yet thereby (whiclt to me 
seemed wonderful) she did not do me any hurt at all. 
A little after, though I know not how, I thought I was 
transformed into a Tabor, and she into a Chough. 

My sleeping there being interrupted, I awaked in a 
start, angry, displeased, perplexed, chafing, and very 
woth. There have you a large Platter-ful of Dreams, 
make thereupon good Chcar, and, if you please, spare 
30 not to interpret tlicm according to the Understanding 
which you may have in them. Come Carpalin, let us 
to Breakfast. To my sence and meaning, (quoth Pan- 
tagniel) if I have skill or knowledge in the Art of 
Divination by Dreams, your Wife will not really, and 
to the outward appearance of the World, plant, or set 
Homs, and stick them fast in your Forehead, after a 
visible manner, as Satyrs use to wear and carry tlicm; 
but she will be so far from preserving herself Loyal in 
the discharge and observance of a Conjugal Duty, that 
40 on the contrary she will violate her pUghted Faith, 
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Ijrcak lu-r Marriagr-Oath, infringf all ^.Jalrimonial 
Tycs, priwiitute her lioeiy lo the Dalhnnre of oilier 
Men, and so mala: yon a Cuckold, 'nds point is dearly 
and manifailv' cvplained and expounded by Artemi- 
rfffnn, just .as I have related it. Nor will there he any 
inetainorjihosis, or transiniilalion made of sou into a 
Drum, or 'labor, hut you ssill surely he as soundly 
heaten .as cVe was Tabor at a meny Wedding: nor yet 
smII she be changed into a Chough, hut ssill steal from 
■>ou. chiefly in the Night, as is the nature of tliat to 
thievish Bird. Hcrehy may you perceive your Vrtams 
to be in every jot conform and agrce.ihlc to the 
Virgslian hots: A Cuckold sou ssill he, beaten and 
robbed. Then ersed out I'athrr John ssith a loud 
Voice: He tells the truth, upon my Coiuscicncc, thou 
svilt he a Cuckold, an honcM one, 1 ss arrant thee; O 
the brave Horns that ssiU he horn by thee! Ha, ha, 
ha. Our good M.astcr De Coruibus, God .save thee, 
and shield thee; ssilt thou be pleased to preach but 
tsso ssords ol a Sermon to us, and I svill go through so 
the Parish Church to gather up /Vims for the Poor. 

You arc (quoth Paiiurge) very far mistaken in your 
Interpretation; for the matter is quite contrary to your 
sence tlicrcof; my Dream presageth, that I shall by 
Marriage be stored ss'illi plenty of all manner of Goods, 
the homifying of me shessing, that I svill possess a 
Cornucopia, that Amalthcan Horn, svhich is called, The 
Horn of Abundance, svhereof die fruition did sull portend 
the Wealth of the Enjoycr. You possibly will say, that 
they arc rather like to be Satyrs Homs; for you of 30 
tliese did make some mention. Amen, Amen, Piat,fiat, ad 
dijferentiam papte. Thus shall I have my Touch-her-home 
su'Ii ready; my Staff of Love scmpitcmally in a good 
case, will. Satyr-like, be never toylcd out; a thing 
svhich all Men wish for, and send up tlicir Prayers 
to that purpose, but such a thing as nes’crtlicless is 
granted but to a fesv; hence doth it follosv by a conse- 
quence as clear as the Sun-beams, that I ssill never 
be m the danger of being made a Cuckold, for die 
uelect hereof is. Causa sine qua non; yea, die sole cause 40 
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trick'd up, Itri^k, smirk anti irtiutj, tnrn as a pretty 
little Cornah ClivjeJt: who will not hrhevr this, let 
Hell or the GaUutis l>c llic IJurdcrt of his Cfiriilir.as 
Carol. 

I rcrn.nrk fquolh Pnntni^rufl) the l.ist poitil or p.irlirlf 
which vou did spc.tk of, and having jcnousl y conferred 
it ssilh the first, find that at the lirs;innini: you were 
dclichtcd suth the ssscetiieir of your Dream, but in 
the end .and final closure of it, you starlingly awaked, 
and on a sudden were fortliuitli vexed in rholer, and lo 
annoyed, %'ca. (quoth I’cnur^e) the reason of that seas, 
because I had fasted tcKi loiii’. Hatter not your self 
(quoth Pnniagiuel) all will ro to ruine; knosv for .a 
certain truth, that every Sleep that endeth widi a 
starting, and leases the Person irksome, grieved, and 
fretting, doth either signific a present evil, or other- 
ways presagelli, and portendclh a future imminent 
mishap. To signifie an Uvil, that is to say, to shew 
some Sickness hardly curable, a kind of peslilcnlioiis, 
or malignant Bile, Botch, or Sore, l>’ing and lurking, so 
hid, occult, and latent within the very Center of the 
Body, which many times doth by the means of Sleep 
(svhosc Nature is to reinforce, and strengthen the 
Faculty and Vertue of Concoction) begin according 
to the Theorems of Physick to declare itself, and 
moves tosvard the outward Superficies. At this sad 
stirring in the Sleeper’s rest and case disturbed and 
broken, whereof the first feeling and stinging smart 
admonisheth, that he must patiently endure great pain 
and trouble, and thereunto provide some Remedy: 30 
as when we say proverbially to incense Hornets, to 
move a stinking Puddle, and lo au-akc a sleeping 
Lyon, instead of tlicsc more usual expressions, and of 
a more familiar and plain meaning, to provoke angry 
Persons, to make a thing tlic worse by metiling with it, 
and lo irritate a testy cholcrick Man when he is at 
quiet. On the other part, to presage or forc-tell an 
Evil, especially in what cqnccmcth the Exploits of the 
Soul, in matter of Sortmial Dicinations, is as mucli to 
say, as that it giveth us to understand, that some to 
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dtsmni Fortune or Mischance is destinated and pre- 
pared for us, whicli shortly will not fail to come to 
pass. A clear and evident example hereof is to be 
found in the Dream, and dreadful awaking of Hecuba, 
as likewise in that of Euridke, die W'ife of Orphais, 
neither of which w.as sooner finislicd, (saith Ennius) 
but that incontinently thereafter they tvaked in a 
start, and were afirighted horribly; thereupon these 
Accidents ensued, Hecuba had her Husband Priamus, 
to togcdier with her Children, slain before her eyes, and 
satv dien the Destruction of her Countr>'; and Euridice 
died speedily thereafter, in a most miserable manner. 
/Eneas dreaming that he spoke to Hector a little after 
his Decease, did on a sudden in a great start atvakc, 
and was afraid: now hereupon did folloiv this event; 
Troy that same night was spoil’d, sack’d, and burnt. 
At another time the same /Eneas, dreaming that he 
saw his familiar Geniuses and Penates, in a ghasdy fright 
and astonishment waked, of which terrour and 
20 amazement the issue was, that the ver>- next day 
subsequent, by a most horrible Tempest on the Sea, 
he was like to have perished, and been cast-away. 
Moreover, Tumus being prompted, instigated, and 
stirred up, by the fantastick Vision of an infernal Fury, 
to enter into a bloody War against /Eneas, awaked in 
a start much troubled and disquieted in Spirit, in 
sequel whereof, after many notable and famous Routs, 
Defeats and Discomfitures in open Field, he came at 
last to be killed in a single Combat, by the said /Eneas. 
30 A thousand other instances I could afford, if it were 
needful, of this matter. Whilst I relate these Stories of 
/Eneas, remark the saying otFabius Pictor, who faitlifully 
averred. That nothing had at any time befallen unto, 
was done, or enterprized by him, whereof he //teal- 
lably had not Notice, and before-hand fore-seen it to 
the full, by sure Predictions, altogether founded on the 
Oracles of Somnial Divination. To this there is no want 
of pregnant Reasons, no more then of Examples: 
For if Repose and Rest in sleeping be a special 
40 Gift and Favour of the Gods, as is maintained by 
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tlic Pliilo’opilfr!', and hy flic rt>^t a!!r-;trd m 
Lines.

T Hc Lord sasc tho<c who s>-c, and d<> not hear, 
quoth Pcfutze) 1 soo vou well cnom;h. hut hiiow 
not what it is that \oa have said: '1 he Uum;er-Mar\'(ft 
Ilelty wanleth Lars Tor lack of \‘irt\iaU. hi fore tlcKl, 

1 roar, hrav, ^tII and fume as in a furious Madness. 

1 ha\r peiioirned too h.trd a Tail, to dav. an c\tra- 
loordinara- Work indeed: He shall be rrafiier, and do 
lar greater Wnndirs than eser did Mr. d/itdi, whosh.dl 
he able any more this \rar to bring me on the Stage 
of Prqiaralion for a dreaming N’crditt. I'y; not to sup 
at alt, that is the Devil. Pov take that Pasiiion. Come 
VrhTjcln, let us go break our r.ast; for if I hit on sucii 
a round Kefettion in the Morning, .as will serve 
throughly to fill the MiU-hopper and Ilogshidc of 
my Stomarh, and fuiaush it witli Meat and Drink 
sunicient, then at a pinch, as in the case of some c\- 
:o tream necessity whieh presseth, 1 could make a shift 
tliat day to forlKar Dining. Rut not to Sup: A Plague 
tot Uiat base Custom, which is an Error o(rcn.sivc to 
Nature. Idiat Lody made tlic D.iy for Ib-crcisc. to 
travel, work, wait on and labour in each his Nreotia- 
tion and Emplosmcnt; and that we may with the 
more Fcncncy and Ardour prosecute our bu.sintss, 
she sets before us a clear burning Candle, to wit, 
the Suns Resplendency: And at Night, when she 
begins to take the Light from us, slic thereby tacitly 
30 implies no less, tiian if she would have spoken thus 
unto us: Afy I^ds and Lasses, all of you arc good and 
honest Folks, you have wrought well to day, tolled and 
tunnoiled enough, the Night npproaclictli, therefore 
cast off these moiling Cares of yours, desist from all 
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(TctrActal out of the Clc'.^iUct Krittr, the ij the 

Ov, ihnt Until wniuttht and done the UilKnir; nfirr the 
fa*lnon of .Viir Ijtlxitn, that ii to tay, most exquisitely 
wxll and thrmiqhiv Isoil’d. 'Hirse holy Rcliciious 
rathcTS, by a eertnui Cabalistick Imiitution ot the 
Ancient*, not svrittcn, but c.nrcfully by Tredithn con- 
veyed ftom linnd to hand, ri<ing l>ctitnrt to go to 
Morning PraNTr*. were wcnit to flminsh that their 
in.itniinal I>-\otion with some cerinin not.nbic Pre- 
JO ambles before their cnlrv into tlie Church, rjg. Ihey 
dungctl in the Dungencs, piiKed in the Pewcrics, spit in 
the Spitterirs, niciwlionsly coughed m the Cougherics, 
.and doted in their Dotenes, that to the Divine Ser- 
vice they tniplii not bring any thing that was unclean 
or foul. 

Thc.se things thus done, they very re.alously m.ade 
their rep.air to the //o/v Cfiafxl, (for so was, in their 
canting language, termed the Cbrmt Kilehm) where 
they with no sm.all earnestness, had Care that the 
io li((f I'et sfinutd tie put on the Crook for the Breakfast 
of die Religious Dtothrrs of our lAird and Saviour; and 
the I'lrc they would kindle under the Pot themselves. 
N'ow- the d/c/im consisting of .Wtc Lfuaris. was so 
incumbent on them, that tlicy must have risen die 
radicr for the more c-xpedite dispatching of them all. 
Tlic sooner that they rose, the sliarpcr was their 
.\ppcUtc, and the Barking of dicir Stomachs, and the 
Gnawings increase in die like proportion, and con- 
sequently made these Godly Men tlurcc more a 
30 hungred and a-diirsi. than wlicn tlicir Matines were 
turn'd over only with dircc Lessons. 

The more Ijctimcs they rose by the said Cabal, the 
sooner was the Beef Pot put on; the longer that the 
Beef Wiis on the Fire, the better it was boiled; the more 
it boiled, it was the tenderer; the tenderer that it was, 
the less it troubled the Teeth, delighted more the 
Palats, less charged the Stomach, and nourished our 
good JUUgio!is}klcn the more substantially; whicliis the 
only end and prime intention of the first Founders, as 
40 appears by this, Tliat they eat not to live, but live to eat. 
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been told me tliat at Panzoust near Crouly, dwelleth a 
very famous Sibyl, who is endowed witlv the sldll of 
foretelling all tilings to come. Take Episkmon in your 
Company, repair towards licr, and hear what she ivill 
say unto you. She is possibly (quoth Epistanon) she is 
some Canidia, Sagime or Pythonisse, either whereof with 
us is vulgarly called a \S'itch. 1 being tlic more easily 
induced to give Credit to die truUi of Uiis Ciiaractcr 
of her, diat the place of her Abode is vilely stained 
10 with die abominable repute of abounding more with 
Sorcerers and Witches, than ever did the Plains of 
Thessaly. I should not, to my thinking, go diilhcr 
willingly, for that it seems to me a diing unwarrant- 
able, and allogcdier forbidden in the Law of Afoyscs. 
We are not Jews, (quoth Panlagnict) nor is it a matter 
judiciously confess’d by her, nor autiicndcally proved 
by others that she is a Witch. Let us for die present 
suspend our Judgment, and defer till after your re- 
turn from thence, die sifting and garbcling of those 
eo Nicedes. Do we know but diat she may be an Eleventh 
Sibyl, or a Second Cassandra? But although she were 
ncidicr, and she did not merit the Name or Title of 
any of diesc Renowned Prophetesses, what Hazard, in 
the Name of God, do you run, by oficring to tall: and 
confer with her of the instant Perplexity and Perturba- 
tion of your Thoughts? Seeing especially (and which 
is most of all) she is in the Estimation of those that are 
acquainted widi her, held to know more, and to be 
of a deeper reach of Understanding, than is eidicr 
30 customary to the Country wherein she liveth, or to die 
Sex whereof she is. What hindrance, hurt or harm 
doth the laudable desire of Knowledge bring to any 
Man, were it from a Sot, a Pot, a Fool, a Stool, a 
Winter Ivlittam, a Truckle for a Pully, the Lid of a 
Goldsmiths Crucible, an Oil Botdc, or old Slipper? 
You may remember to have read, or heard at least, 
that Alexander the Great, immediately after his having 
obtained a glorious Victory over the King Darius in 
Arbeles, refused in die Presence of the splendid and 
40 illustrious Courtiers that were about him, to give 
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MItk!, t 1 '.ro\it;h Ins rash Opinion of tlir lmprt)lial)ility 
of jxrfomiini; a so stran^c atui imi>nv<ib!r-li$;e Undrr- 
takin^, the .\fcrcJiant svithtnu Riving car lo 

lie had to say, and sallify’d him. Wlmt could it 
liavc cost hint to hearken tuuo \shat the honest Man 
Iwd iinrntt'd and contriveti for Ins good? What 
l>elriment, Annoyance. Dainage or l-oss could he have 
imdcrconc to listen to the Discovers- of that Secret, 
which the good Fellow woidd have most willingly 
to n-vcaled unto him ? Natitrr, I ant jvetswaded, did not 
without a cause frame our Ihars ojien, putting thereto 
no Gate at all, nor shutting them up svith anv manner 
of Inciosurcs, as she hath done unto the 'roiiguc, the 
Eyes, and other such out-jetting parts of the Body: 
The Cause, as I imagine, is, to the end that ever)- Day 
and cverv- Night, .and that continually, wc may be 
ready to hear, .and by a perpetual hc.aTing apt to 
learn: For of all the .Senses, it is the fiittst for the 
reception of the knowledge of .Arts, Sciences and 
so Disciplines; and it may Ik, that M.an w.as an Angel, 
(that us to say, a Messenger sent from God) a.s Hafhefl 
was to Tohy. Too .suddenly did he contemn, despise 
and musregard him; hut too long thereafter, by an un- 
timely and too late Repentanre did he do Pennance 
for it. You say vcr>- well, (answered Efntiman) yet 
sh.all you never for all that induce me to believe, that 
it can tend any way to the Advantage or Commodity 
of a Man, to take Advice and Counsel ofa U'oman, 
namely, of such a Woman, and the Woman of such a 
30 Comity. Truly I liavc found (quoth Pamtrfie) a great 
deal of good in the Counsel of Il'omcn, chiefly in that 
of the Old Wives amongst them; who for every time 
I consult with them, I readily gel a Stool or two 
extraordinary, to the great Solace of my Bum-gut 
passage. They arc as Sloth-hounds in die infallibility 
of their Scent, and in their Sayings no less Senten- 
tious than the Rubricks of the Law. Therefore in my 
Conceit it is not an improper kind of Speech to call 
them Sage or Wise Women. In confirmation of which 
40 Opinion of mine, the customary style of my Language 
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great difficulty they entered into that straw-thatcli’d 
Cottage, scurvily built, naughtily movabled, and all 
besmoaked. It matters not, (quotli E/iislnrion) Heraclitus 
the grand Scotist, and tenebrous darksome Phiiosoplier, 
w’as notliing astonisit’d at Iiis Introit into such a coarse 
and paultr>’ Habitation; for be did usually shew forth 
unto his Sectators and Disciples, That the Gods made 
as cheerfully their Residence in these mean homely hlansions 
as in sumptuous, maemfieL Palaces, replenished witti ali 
10 manner of delight, pomp, and pleasure. I witlial do 
really believe, that the Dwelling-place of the so famous 
and renowned Hecalc, was just such another pretty Cell 
as this is, when she made a Feast therein to the valiant 
Theseus. And that of no other better Structure was the 
Coat or Cabin of Hyreus, or Oenopion, wherein Jupiter, 
jYcJitune, and Meratry were not ashamed, all three 
togellicr, to harbour and sojourn a whole Night, and 
there to take a full and hearty Rep.ast; for the pay- 
ment of tlic Shot tlicy thankfully pissed Orion. 

20 They finding the ancient Woman, at a corner of her 
otvn Chimney, Epistemon said, .She is indeed a tntc 
Sybil, and the lively Pourtraict of one represented by 
the rf KaniivX of Homer. The old Hag svas in a piti- 
ful bad plight and condition, in matter of tlic out- 
ward state and complc.xion of her Body, the ragged 
and tottred Equipage of her Person, in the point 
of Accoutrement, and beggarly poor Provision of 
Fare for her Diet and Entertainment; for she was ill 
apparelled, svorsc nourished, Tootlilcss, Blcar-cy’d, 
30 Crook-shouldcr’d, snotty, her Nose still dropping, and 
her seif still drooping, faint, and pithless. Whilst in 
this svofully wretdted ease she was making ready for 
her Dinner, Porridge of wrinkled green Colworts, witlr 
a bit skin of yellow Bacon, mixed with a twice before 
cooked sort of watrish, unsavoury Breath, extracted 
out of bare and hollow Bones. Epistemon said. By the 
Cross of a Groat, we arc to blame, nor shall we get 
from her any Responce at all, for we have not brought 
along with us the Branch of Gold. I have (quoth 
40 Panurge) provided pretty well for that, for here I have 
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it within my Bag, in the sub>;tai)rc of a Gold Ring, 
acconi!>anicd witli some fair I’iccci t>f small Money. 

No sooner were these %Yord3 sj^ohen, when Panutp/ 
coming up towards her, after tlic Ceremonial per- 
fonnance of a profound and humble .Salutation, 
presented her with six NcaLs-Tongues dried in the 
Smoke, a great Butter-pot full of fresh Cheese, a 
Boracho furnished w-ith gootl Beverage, and a Rams 
Cod stored with Single I’enre newly coyned: At hast 
he, witli a low Ctirtsie, put on her Mtdual Finger a to 
pretty handsom Golden-Ring, sshercmto was right 
artificially inchased a precious Toadslonc of JSeaiuse. 
lliis done, in few siords, and very suerinrtly did he 
set open and expose unto her the inotKc Reason of his 
eoming, most civilly and courteously entreating licr, 
tliat she might he pleased to vouchsafe to give him 
an ample and plenary Intelligence, concerning the 
future good luck of hts intended Marriage.

What meancth this restless wagging of her slouchy 
soCitaps? Wiat can be the signification of the uneven 
. shrugging ofhcrhulchy Shoulders? To what end doth 
she quaver with her Lips, like a Monkey in tlic dis- 
membring of a Lobster? My Ears through horrour 
glow; ah ! how they tingle. I think 1 hear the skreaking 
of Proserpina-, the Devils are breaking loose to be all 
here. O the foul, ugly, and deformed Beasts! Let 
us run ats'ay! By the Hook of God, I am like to die 
for fear! I do not love the Devils; they vc-v me, and 
arc unpleasant Fellows. Now let us fly, and betake 
30 us to our heels. Farejvcl, Gammer', Thanks and Gram- 
mercy for your Goods. I will not marry, no, believe 
me, I tvill not; I fairly quit my Interest therein, and 
tot^ly abandon and renounce it, from this time for- 
ward, even as much as at present. With this, as he 
endeavoured to make an escape out of the room, the 
old Crone did anticipate his flight, and make him stop; 
The way how she prevented him was this; whilst in her 
hand she held the Spindle, she flung out to a Back- 
yard close by her'Lodge, where after she had peeled 
■40 off the Barks of an old Sycamore three several times. 
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she very siiniinarily, upon riplii I-eavcs uiiirh dropt 
from tlu'sire, urole \vjlh the spiiidle-poinl some cure, 
and bncfly roudicd Vmes, «hidi she threw into the 
Air, then said unto them, Scareli after them if you 
uill; find tlicm if you can. the fatal Devtinics of your 
Mairiap- written in them 

Xo «ooner liad slie done liuis speakint;, ss lien she did 
\Mlhdiaw her sclfunlo her lurl.ini; 1 lole, ssliere, on the 
upper Scat of the Porch, she tiifl.ed up her Gown, her 
Co.iis and Snioch, ;is Inch a* her Arm-pits, and (javc to 
them a full inspection ul the Xoti.ondroe'. which IxJnc; 
pcrecived by Pnmin^e, he said to Ej'istfnort, Cods 
BixlcKins, I sec the Sih)l’s Hole. She suddenly then 
bolted the Gate behind her, and was never since seen 
any more. They jomtl> ran in bast after the fallen 
and dispersed laiascs, and Rathcred them at last, 
thouqh not without great labour and toyl, for the 
^Vind had scattered them amongst the 'rhorn-bushes 
of the N'allcy. When tlies- had ranged them each after 
other in llieir due Places, they found out their Sen--® 
tcncc, as it is mctrificd in this Ocsiaiick:

CHAP. XVTII 

IJoiv PANTAGRUEL, and P..\is-URGE did divcrsly 
Expound the Verses of the sibyl of panzoust. 

■^Hc Leaves being thus collected, and orderly dis- 30 
•L posed, Epistemon and Pamirge returned to Panta- 
sjuel’s Court, partly svcll pleased, and other part 
discontented: glad for their being come bad:, and 
vexed for the trouble they had sustained by the way, 
which they found to be craggy, rugged, stony, rough,

and ill adjusted. Tlicy m.'tdc an .ample .and full Rela- 
tion of their Vosatge, unto Pantagnid; as likewise of 
tile Estate and Condition of the Stbjl. Then having 
presented to him the Leaves of the Sycamore, dicy slicw 
him the short and twattle Verses that were written 
in tlicm. Panittgmd liaving read and considered 'the 
whole sum and substance of the Matter, fetch’d from 
his Heart a deep and hcavj’ Sigh, Uien said to Panurge: 
You arc now, forsooth, in a good taking, and have 
10 brougiit your Hogs to a fine Market: the I’rophcsie of 
the Sybil doth explain and lay out before us. the same 
very Predictions which have been denotated, foretold, 
and presaged to us by the Decree of the Vtrgiltan Lots, 
and the \’crdict of your own proper Dreams-, to wit, 
that you shall be vciy much disgraced, shamed, and 
discr^iled by your Wife: for that she will make you a 
Cuckold in prostituting herself to otlters, being big with 
Child by another than you; will steal from you a great 
deal of your Goods, and will beat you, scratch, and 
so bruise you, even from plucking the Skin in apart from 
off you; will leave tlic Print of her Blows in some 
Member of your Body. You understand as much 
(answered Panurge) in the veritable Interpretation, 
and Expounding of recent Prophesies, as a Sow in the 
Matter of Spicciy. Be not offended (Sir, I beseech 
you) that I speak thus boldly; for I find my self a little 
in Choice, and that not without cause, seeing it is tlie 
contrary that is true; take heed, and give attentive 
car unto my words: The old Wife said, tliat as the 
30 Bean is not seen till first it be unhuskt, and that its 
swad or hull be shalcd, and pilled from off it: so is it 
that my Vertuc and transcendent worth will never 
come by the Mouth of Fame, to be blazed abroad pro- 
portionable to the height, extent, and measure of the 
excellency thereof, until preallably I get a Wife, and 
make tlie full half of a married Couple. How many 
times have I heard you say, tliat the Function of a 
Magistrate, or Office of Dignity, discovereth the 
Merits, Parts and Endowments of the Person so ad- 
40 vanced and promoted, and what is in him; tliat is to 
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say, wc arc then best able to judge aright of the 
Dcscr\'ings of a Man, wlicn he is called to tlic Manage- 
ment of Affairs: for when before lie lived in a private 
Condition, wc could have no more certain knowledge 
of him, than of a Dean witliin his Husk. And thus 
stands the first Article explained: othenvays could you 
imagine, lliat the good Fame, Repute, and Estimation 
of an Honest Man, should depend upon the Tayl of a 
fVhorc? 

Now to the meaning of the Second Article: My to 
Wife will be with Child (here lies the prime Felicity of 
Marriage) but not of me. Copsbody, that I do believe 
indeed: It will be of a pretty little Infant: O how 
heartily I shall love it! I do already dote upon it; 
for it will be my dainty Fcdlc-darling, my gcnticl 
Dilliminion. From thenceforth no Vexation, Care, or 
Grief, shall take such deep impression in my Heart, 
how hugely great or vehement soever it othenrays 
appear; but that it shall evanish forthwith, at the sight 
of that my future Babe; and at the hearing of the Chat 20 
and Prating of its Childish Gibbrish: And blessed be 
the Old Wife. By my truly, I have a mind to settle 
some good Revenue or Pension upon her, out of the 
readiest Increase of the Lands of my Salmigondinois; not 
an.i.ucQtista.n.t,3.wi urwcrtaiwR.cvi.t-seekjUV.e. that, of wit- 
less, giddy-headed Batchellors, but sure and fbeed, of the 
nature of the well-payed Incomes of Regent ing Doctors. 

If this Interpretation doth not please you, tliink you 
my Wife will bear me in her Flanks: Conceive with me, 
and be of me delivered, as Women use in Childbed to 30 
bring forth their Young ones; so as that it may be 
said. Panurge is a second Bacchus, he hath been twice 
bom; he is re-born, as was Hipolj'tus; as was Proteus, 
one time of Thetis-, and secondly, of the Mother of the 
Philosopher Apollonius-, as were the hvo Polices, near 
the Flood Symethos in Sicily; his tVife was big of Child 
with him. In him is renewed and begun again the 
PaVmtoey of the Megariens, and the Palingenesie of 
Democritus. Fie upon such Errors, to hear stuff of that 
nature, rends my Ears. 


40 
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The words of the third Article arc: Shr will sucf: me 
nl my best End. Why not? tliat plcasctli me right well. 
You know the thing. I need not fell you, that it is my 
intcrcrural Pudding with one end. I swear and pro- 
mise, that in what I can, 1 will preserve it sappy, full 
ofjuyce, and as well \-ictu.alled for her use as may be; 
she shall not suck me, I believe, in vain, nor be desti- 
tute of her allowance; there shall her justmn both in 
Peek and Lippy be furnish’d to the full etcnially. You 
JO expound this passage allegorically, and interpret it to 
Theft and Larceny. I love the E.xposition, and the 
.•\llegor>’ plcascth me; but not according to the Sense 
whereto you stretch it. It may be that the Sincerity 
of the Affection wiiich you bear me, moveth you to 
harbour in your Breast those refractory Thoughts 
concerning me, with a Suspition of my Adversity to 
come. We have tliis Saying from the Learned, That a 
marvelously fearful thm^ is Love, and f liat true Love is never 
without fear. But (Sir) according to my Judgment, you 
50 do understand both of and by your self, that here 
Stealth signifieth nothing else, no more tlian in a 
thousand other places of Greek and Latin, Old and 
Modem Writings, but tlic sweet fruits of amorous 
Dalliance, which Venus liketh best, when reap’d in 
secret, and cull’d by fervent Lovers filcliingly. 

Why so? I prithee tell: Because when the Feat of 
the Loose-Coat Skirmish happeneth to be done under- 
hand and privily, between two well-disposed, athwart 
tlie Steps of a Pair of Stairs, lurkingly. and in covert, 
30 behind a Suit of Hangings, or close hid and trussed 
upon an unbound Faggot, it is more pleasing to the 
Cyprian Goddess, (and to me also, I speak this without 
prejudice to any better, or more sound Opinion) than 
to perform that Culbusting Art, after the Cynick 
manner, in the view of the clear Sun-sliinc, or in a 
rich Tent, under a precious stately Canopy, within a 
glorious and sublime Pavilion, or yet on a soft Couch 
betwixt rich Curtains of Cloth of Gold, without 
afiHghtment, at long intermediate Respits, enjoying of 
40 Pleasures and Delights a Belly-ful, all at great ease. 
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with a huge fly-flap Fan of Crimson Sattin, and a 
Bunch of Feathers of some East-Indian Ostrich, serving 
to give chase unto the Flyes all round about; vs'hilst, 
in tlie Interim, the Female pichs her Teeth witli a 
Stiff-Straw, pick'd even then from out of the bottom 
of the Bed she lies on. 

If you be not content with this my Exposition, arc 
you of the mind that my Wife will suck and sup me up, 
as People use to gulp and swallow 0>’sters out of the 
shell? Or as tltc Ctlician Women, according to them 
Testimony of Dioscondes, were wont to do the Grain 
of Alkermcs? Assuredly that is an Error. Who scizeth 
on it, doth neither gulch up, nor ssvill down; but takes 
away what hath been packed up, catcheth, snatcheth, 
and plies tlic Play of Hey pass, liepass. 

The Fourth .\rticlc doth imply. That my Wife will 
Jlay me, but not all. O the fine Word! You interpret 
tiffs to beating Strokes and Blows. Speak wisely: Will 
you eat a Pudding? Sir, I beseech you to raise up 
your Spirits above the low-sized pitch of earthly 
Tlioughts, unto that height of sublime Contemplation, 
which reacheth to the Apprehension of the Mj-stcrics 
and Wonders of Dame Nature. And here be pleased 
to condemn your self, by a renouncing of those 
Errors which you have committed very grosly, and 
somewhat pcrvcrsly, in expounding the Prophctick 
Sayings of the Holy Sibyl. You put the case (albeit 
I yield not to it) that by the Instigation of the Devil, 
my Wife should go about to wrong me, make me a 
Cuckold downwards to the very Breech, disgrace me 3° 
othenvays, steal my Goods from me, yea, and lay 
violently her Hands upon me; she nevertheless should 
fail of her Attempts, and not attain to the proposed 
end of her unreasonable Undertakings. 

The Reason which induceth me hereto, is grounded 
totally on this last Point, which is extracted from 
the profoundest Privacies of a Monastick Pantheo-

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CHAP. XIX 

IIoiv PANTAGRUKL {misclh the Counsel of 
Dumb Men. 

P AnlagnuI, when ihb Discourse was ended, held for 
a pretty sshilc his Peace, seeming to be exceeding 
sad and pensive, llicn said to Panurge, the malignant 
Spirit misleads, Ijcguilcth and scduccth you. 1 have 
read that in times past the surest and most veritable 
Oracles svcrc not those which either sserc delivered in 
Writing, or utter'd by word of Mouth in speaking; 
For many times, in their Interpretation, right ss-itty, 
learned and ingenious Men lias'c been deceived thro’ 
Amphibologies, Lquivoks, and Obscurity of \S’ords, to 
no less than by the brevity of their Sentences. For 
svhich cause Apollo, the God of Vaticination, was sur- 
named Aofi'ar. Those which were represented then by 
Signs and outward Gestures were accounted the truest 
.and the most infallible. Such svas the Opinion of 
HeracliUts: And Jupiter did himself in this manner 
give forth in Amon frequently Predictions: Nor was he 
single in this Practice; for Apollo did the like amongst 
the As^Tians. His prophesying thus unto those People, 
moved them to paint him widi a large long Beard, sc 
and Cloatlis beseeming an old sctlcd Person, of a most 
posed, stayed and grave Behaviour; not naked, young 
and beardless, as he was pourtrayed most usually 
amongst the Grecians. Let us make trial of this kind 
of Fatidicency ; and go you take Advice of some dumb 
Person without any speaking. I am content, (quoth 
PanuTge). But, says Pantagniel, it were requisite that 
the Dumb you consult witli be such as have been deaf 
from the hour of their Nativity, and consequently 
dumb; for none can be so lively, natural, and kindly 3 < 
dumb, as he who never heard. 

How is it, (quoth Panurge) tliat you conceive this 
matter? If you apprehend it so, that never any spoke, 
who had not before heard the Speech of others, 

I will from that Antecedent bring you to infer very 
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ItKirriliy a nif'vt alwurti and parasUivifaJ Cciiclu»inn. 
Uu( Irt »! ji.w; i \xi!i not imbt on it. You do not tlirn 
Ivrtirvo what wwtr of two Childirti, who at 

thr Jpocial Catnitttand and Apjiointincitt of Psarvyjii- 
(h'-ii Kin;; of havinc; l>ccn hrpt in a pretty 

Ci>iiri!rv' Oittaur, wiirrc tlnrj- were ttoiiri'died and 
rntertainrd in a f>rrpftual .tilrnrr. did at l.'wl, after a 
certain lotn; »pacc of time, prommnrr tl>i< worti Ih:, 
wlncSt ii» titc Phn-fv-ir. l^ny\ias;r sivnttfietli lUtnd. 
to Nothin'^ !«< (tpiotli i't 7 r.lazit:(l) do I Ivlirve, tlian tliat 
it is a tn'-cr ahnsini* of our Understandiners to giee 
Credit to tile wouU of those, ssho say that there is any 
fufh thing as a Natural l-anguage. All .SpccrJics liave 
had their pritnars' Origin from the Arbitrnr>- Insiitu- 
tiosu. Accords and Agreements of Nations in their 
rcsjMxtivc Csimlcsrcndmcnts to what should he noted 
and Isetokcned by them. An Ariirtdaic Yoke (arrord- 
ing to the Dialcetirians) hath naturally no signifiea* 
tion at all; for that the scnce and meaning thereof did 
so totally dcfscnd upon the good will and pleasure of 
the first Deviser and Imi>ojcr of it. I do not tell you 
tlmss'itliout a cause, for Bnrtkolui, Lib. 5. </r 1 Vri. Ohlit;. 
vers’ seriously reporteth, that even in Ills time there 
was in Cut;iibia one named ^i> AV/Zo de Gabrielis, who 
although he by a sad mischance became altogether 
deaf, understo^ nevertheless cvcr>’ one that talked 
in the Italian Dialcel howsoever he expressed himself; 
and that only by looking on his cxtcnial Gestures, and 
casting an attentive Eye upon the divers motions of his 
30 Lips and Qiaps. I have read, I remember also, in a 
vcr>’ literate and eloquent Author, that Turidoles King 
of Armenia, in the daj-s of A'rra, made a Voyage to 
Rome, where he was received with great Honour and 
Solemnity, and with all manner of I'omp and Magni- 
ficence: Vea, to the end there might be a sempiter- 
nal Amity and Correspondence preserved bctsvi.xt 
him and the Roman Senate; there was no remark- 
able thing in the whole City svhich svas not shown 
unto him. 

40 At his Departure the Emperor bestowed upon him 
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many ample Donatives of an inestimable Value; An'l 
besides, the more entiri ly lo teslifie Iih AfTection tf*- 
\sards Inm. heartily irttrusted him to be pleased to 
make choue of any wliatsoevcr thinR in /?nwe was 
most ai'recablc to lus I'aiiey , svith a Promi'c jura- 
incnlally confirmed, '1 hat he should not bi- refused of 
his Demand. Thereupon, aft< r a suitable KtUtni of 
1 hanks for a so gr.ieious Offer, he required a rertain 
Jacl.-jmddws, \shom he h.ad ven to act Ins part most 
cgregioiisly upon the Stage, anduhoscmcaning {allxrit to 
he knew not what it was h'- had spoken) he understood 
perfectly enough by tbe Signs and Gtuiiculations 
which he had m.adc And for this Suit of his, in that 
he .asked nothing else, he ga\ t this Reason, That in the 
several wide and spacious Dominions, whieh were 
reduced under the Sw.ay and Aulhonty of ins Sotc- 
rcign Government, there were sundry Countries and 
Nations much difTtring from one another in lamguage, 
with whom, whether he was to speak unto tlicm, or 
give any Answer to their Requests, he w.xs always 20 
necessitated to make use of di\ ers sorts of Truckmen and 
Interpreters: Now with this Man alone, suflicicnt for 
supply mg all their places, w ill tlia t great I neon vcnicncy 
hereafter be totally removed; seeing he is such a fine 
Gestioi'.T.'.cy: , avd. vw vh/t Vv?.etice. ssC CiwTOiegy s-w Avtis-t. 
so complcat, expert and dextrous, that with his very 
Fingers he doth speak. Howsoever you arc lo pitch 
upon such a dumb Bone as is deaf by Nature, and 
from his Birtli; to the end that his Gestures and Signs 
may be the more v Ivcly and truly Prophctick, and not 30 
counterfeit by the intermixture of some adulterate 
Lustre and Affectation. Yet whether this dumb Per- 
son shall be of the Male or Female Sex is in your 
Option, licth at your Discretion, and altogether de- 
pendeth on your own Election. 

I would more willingly (quoth Panurge) consult witli 
and be advised by a dumb Woman, were it not that I 
am afraid of two things. The first is. That the greater 
part of Women, whatever it be that tliey see, do always 
represent unto their Fancies, think and imagine, that 40 
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it hath son*,!' rr!.ui<'n to thr tus'trtl cntrinit of tin*

Do soil rrmeniber what hapiied at Uenf two hun- 
dred and threco-Cire Wars nft< r the 1 ound.ition 
ihrtrof? >oiin£; /ir":cn Grnlletnan cnrountniil’ h\ 
ih.anrc at the loot of Mottiit C<lwr. with a Ise.aiitifiil 
U.Un l«ady nanierl IVfna, who from her very Cradle 
upwards ind alwa\"s liceii Iwth de.af and dumb, \erx 
iocjvnlly ashed her, (tun without a Chirononiatirl. 
Italianising of his Demand, with various Jcetig.ition 
of his 1 ingcrs, and other Ccstiaiiaiions, as >et cus- 
tomary amongst the Speakers of that Countiy) what 
Senators in h< r Descent from the lop of the ilill she 
had met with going up thitlicr. I'or j on ,irc to con- 
ccivc, that he 1 now mg no more of her Deafness than 
Dumbness, wa.s ignorant of both. She in the mean 
time, who nciiiicr licard nor undcrsioorl so much as 
one word of what he had said, strcighl im.agm’d, by 
3° all that she could apprehend in the IovcI> Gesture 
of his manual Signs, that vshat he Uicn icqiured of 
her was, wliat her self had a great mind to, cv tn that 
which a Young Man doth naturally desire ofa Woman. 
Then was it, that by Stgas (winch in all occurrences of 
Vcncrial iLovc arc incomparably more attractive, 
valid ’ icacious than ^Vords) she licckncd to him 
to ^ with her to her House, vvliicli when 

he ’■ nc, she drew him aside to a privy Room, 

ar , made a most lively alluring Sign unto him, 
■to tr that the Game did please her. Whereupon, 
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without any more Advcrtiu-mint, or so much as the 
ultcnng of one Word on either side, they fell to, and 
bringuardisrd itlusiil>. 

Tht other Cause of my heini; averse from consultins; 
with dumb Womtn is, that to our Signs they would 
make no answer at all, but suddenly fall backwards 
in a divancation posture, to intimate thereby unto u-s 
the rcahtv of their consent to the supposed motion of 
our tacit Demands. Or if they should chance to make 
any contrc-signs responsory to our Propositions, they to 
would prove so foolish, impertinent, and ridiculous, 
that by them our selves should easily judge their 
thoughts to have no excursion beyond the dufihng 
.\cadcmy. You know very well how at Croqmmolr, 
wlicn the religious Nun, sister Fathum, vs as made big 
wnth Child by the voting StifiyStantoT, her Pregnancy 
came to be know n, and she cited by the Abbess, and in 
a full Convention of the Convent, accused of Incest. 
Her excuse was. That she did not coasent tlicrcto, but 
that it was done by the violence and impetuous force 
of the Pnar Slify-sland-lo't. Hereto the Abbess very 
austerely replying. Thou naughty wicked Girl, why 
didst thou not cry, a Rape, a Rape, then should all of 
us have run to thy Succour. Her answer was, Tliat 
the Rape was committed in the Dorter, where she durst 
not cry, because it was a place of sempiternal Silence. 
But (quoth the Abbess) thou roguish Wench, why didst 
not thou then make some sign to those that were in 
the next Chamber beside dice? To this she answered, 
Tliat with her Buttocks she made a sign unto them, 30 
as vigorously as she could, yet nev cr one of them did 
so much as offer to come to her help and assistance. 
But (quoth the Abbess) thou scurvy Baggage, why 
didst thou not tell it me immediately after the per- 
petration of the Fact, that so we might orderly, 
regularly, and canonically have accused him? I 
would have done so, had the ease been mine, for the 
clearer manifestation of mine Innoccncy. I truly. 
Madam, would have done the like with all my heart 
and soul, (quoth Sister Fatbum) but that fearing I to 
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should remain in Sin. and in the hazard of Eternal 
Damnation, if prevented by a sudden Death, I did 
confess my self to the Father Fr\'ar before he went out 
of the Room, who for my Penance, enjoyned me 
not to tell it. or reveal the matter unto any. It were a 
most enormous and horrid Ofiencc. detestable before 
God and the Angels, to reveal a Confession: such an 
abominable Wickedness would have possibly brought 
dots-n fire from Hc.aven. whcrcwitlr to have burnt 
to the whole Nunnery, and sent us all headlong to the 
bottomless Pit, to bear company with Corah, Dothan, 
and Abiram. You will not (quoth Pantngrutl) with all 
your Jesting make me laugh; I know that all Monks, 
Fiyars, and Nuns had ratlicr violate and infringe the 
highest of the Commandments of God, than break the 
least of tltcir Provincial Statutes. 

Take you therefore Goatsnose, a Man vciy fit for 
your present purpose; for he b, and hath been, both 
dumb ttnd deaf from the very remotest Infancy of 
so his Childhood. 


CHAP. XX 

How GOATSNOSE by sigm maketh answer to 
PANURGE. 

G Oalsnosc being sent for, came the day thereafter to 
Pantagruel’s Court; at hb arrival to wliich Panurge 
gave him a fat Calf, the half of a Hog, tsvo Punchions 
of Wine, one Load of Corn, and tliirty Franks of small 
Money; Then having brought him before Pantagniel, 
in presence of the Gentlemen of the Bedchamber, he 
made this sign unto him. He yasvned a long time, and 
in yawning made without hb moutli with the tliumb 
of hb right hand the figure of the Greek Letter Tau 
30 by frequent yeiterations. Afterwards he lifted up hb 
Eyes to -wards, then turned them in his Head

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took liis Plackct-rackct in a full gripe, making it tlicrc- 
tvithal clack vers’ melodiously betwixt his 'I’highs; 
then no sooner had he trith his Body stooped a little 
fon\ards, and bowed his left Knee, but that irn- 
mcdiatcly thereupon holding botli his ^\rms on his 
Breast, m a loose fainthke Posture, the one over the 
other, he paused a-wlnlc. Goatsnose looked wistly upon 
him, and having heedfully enough viewed him all 
over, he lifted up into the Air his left Hand, the whole 
fingers whereof he retained fist-tvays closed together, to 
except the Thumb and the Fore-finger, whose Nails 
he softly joyned and coupled to one another. 1 under- 
stand (quoth Pantagrtul) what he mcaneth by that 
sign: It denotes marrtage, and withal the number thirty, 
according to the Profession of Pythagortans; you will be 
married. Thanks to you (quoth Panurge) in turning 
himself towards Goatsnose, my little Sewer, pretty 
Masters-mate, dainty Baily, curious Sergeant-Marshal, 
and jolly Catchpole-lcadcr. Then did he lift Itighcr 
up than before his said left Hand, stretching out alleo 
the five Fingers thereof, and severing them as wde 
from one another as he possibly could get done. Here 
(says Pantagruel) doth he more amply and fully in- 
sinuate unto us, by the Token which he sheweth forth 
of the Quinary number, that you shall be married. Yea, 
that you shall not only be afftanced, betrothed, 
wedded, and married, but that you shall furthermore 
cohabit, and live jollily and merrily srith your Wife; 
for Pythagoras called five the Nuptial Number, which 
togctlier with marriage, signifietli the Consummation of 3 ° 
Matrimony, because it is composed of a ternary, the 
first of the odd, and binary, the first of the even Num- 
bers, as of a MeJc and Female knit and united together. 

In very deed it was the fasliion of old in the City of 
Rome at Marriage Festivals to light five wax Tapers, nor 
was it permitted to kindle any more at the magnifick 
Nuptials of the most Potent and \Vealthy; nor yet 
any fewer at the penurious W^eddings of the Poorest 
and most Abject of the World. Moreover in times 
past, the Heathen or Paynims implored the Assistance of 4° 
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f,i'( Deities, or of one helpful (at least) in five several 
good Ofiices to tliosc that tvcrc to be married: Of 
this sort we.rc the N'uptial Jove. Juno, President of 
the Feast, the fair IVnitr, Pitho the Goddess of Elo- 
quence and Pciswasion, and Diana, whose aid and 
succour ts-as required to the labour of Child-bear- 
ing. Then shouted Pamirge, O the gentile Goatsno<:e, 
I will give him a Farm near GnaLs, and a ^Vind- 
mill harf by Mirebalais. Hereupon the dumb Fellow 
losncczcth with an impetuous vchcmcncy, and huge 
concussion of the Spirits of the whole Body, witli- 
drawing himself in so doing with a jcrling turn 
towards the left hand. By the Body of a Fox new slain 
(quoth Pantagnul) what is that? tliis makcdi notliing 
for your advantage; for he betokeneth thereby that 
your marriage will be inauspicious and unfortunate. 
This sneezing (according to the Doctrine of Terpsion) 
is the Socratick Demon; if done towards the right side, 
it imports and portendeth, that boldly, and with all 
ao assurance, one may go whither he will, and do what 
he lisicdi, according to what deliberation he shall be 
pleased to have thereupon taken: hLs entries in the 
beginning, progress in his proceedings, and success 
in the events and issues will be all lucky, good, and 
happy. The quite contrary thereto is tlicrcby implied 
and presaged, if it be done towards the left. You 
(quodi Panurge) do take always the matter at the 
worst, and continually, like anotlicr Davus, casteth in 
new disturbances and obstructions; nor ever yet did I 
30 knots' tliis old paultry Terpsion wortliy of citation, but in 
points only of Cosenage and Imposture. Nevertheless 
(quoth Pantagrucl) Cicero hath written I know not what 
to the same purpose in his Second Book of Divination. 

Panurge then turning himself towards Goatsnose made 
this sign unto iiim. He inverted his Eye-lids upwards, 
wrinched his Jaws from tlic right to the left side, and 
drew fortli his Tongue half out ofhis Mouth; tin's done, 
he posited his left Hand wholly open (the mid-finger 
wholly excepted, which was perpendicularly placed 
•to upon the Palm thereof) and set it just in tlie room 
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vshcrc his Cfxlpircc had l>ccn. Tlicn did hr l.'c-rp his 
rii;lu Hand altogether shiil up in a fist, save only the 
'riiumb, whirl, he strcighl turned hachAvards directly 
under tlic right Am, -pit, and sclled it afienvards on 
that most eminent part of the Buttorks which the 
Arabs call the Al/.alim. Suddenly thereafter he made 
this interchange, he h<-ld his right Hand after the 
manner of the left, and posited it on the place wherein 
his Codpiece sometime was, and retaining his left 
Hand in the form and fashion of the right, he placed it n 
upon his All.altm: this altering ofl landsdid he rciteram 
nine several times; at the last whereof, he reseated his 
Eyelids into their own first natural position. Then 
doing the ItV.c also with his Jaws and Tongue, he did 
cast a squinting look upon Goalsnose, diddering and 
shivering his Chaps, as Apes asc to do now -a-days, and 
Rabbets, whilst almost starved with Hunger, the)’ are 
eating Oats in the bhcaf. 

Then was it that Goatsnose lifting up into the Air 
his right Hand wholly open and displayed, put thes 
Thumb thereof, even close unto its first /krticulation, 
between the two third Joints of'thc middle and ring 
Fingers, pressing about the said Tliunib thereof very 
hard with tlicm both, and svhilst the remainent Joints 
were contracted and slimnk in towards the Wrist, he 
stretched forth with as much straitness as he could, the 
fore and little fingers. That Hand thus framed and 
disposed of, he laid and posited upon Panurge's Navel, 
moving withal continually the aforesaid Thumb, and 
bearing up, supporting, or under-propping that Hand ; 
upon the above specified, and fore and little Fingers, 
as upon two Leggs. Thereafter did he make in tliis 
posture his Hand by little and little, and by degrees 
and pauses, successively to mount from atliwart the 
Belly to the Stomach, from whence he made it to 
ascend to the Breast, even upwards to Panurge's Neck, 
still gaining ground, till having reached his Chin he 
had put within the concave of his Moutli his afore- 
mentioned Thumb: then fiercely brandishing the 
whole Hand, which he made to rub and grate against 
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I'.h N'fvsr, he hr.ivrd it furtiier up, nnd rnnde the 
f.i'-hion. A>i if svith the lluiiHh thereof he would have

Master-rool. if you do not let me 
alone, or that sou will jiresutnc to sex nie any more, 
you shall rcceisr from the Iscst li.and 1 h.ise a Mask, 
wheressilli to rover sour rascally sanindred l■■atc. you 
paultry shitten \"arict. 'Hicn said I'rs’ar J/io-i, He is 
deaf, and doth not tnidcnstand sshat thou sayest unto 
him. liiiUsbclM., make sign to hitn of a hail of 1‘istt- 
cuHs upon the Mii/zle. 

What the Devil (quoth Pimurgr) mcaas this husir

da jiircr.'Jt, I ssall fc.ast you svith flirts and raps on the 
Snout, interlarded ssitli a double row- of bobs and 
finger filipint>s? Tlicii did he leave him in gis'ing him 
by ss'ay of Sake a Volley of Farus for his Farcwcl. 
Gcalsaosc perceiving Panur^e thus to slip assay from 
him, got before him, and by mccr strength enforcing 
30 him to stand, made this sign unto him. He let fall 
his right Arm towards his Knee on the same side as 
low as he could, and raising all the fingers of Uiat 
Hand into a close fist past his dexterer Thumb betwixt 
the foremost and inid-fingcrs thereto belonging. Tlien 
scrubbing and swindging a little with his left Hand 
alongst, and upon the uppermost in the very bought

Aitor the «tnr ni.anner IWtt, \\!io .arc under the 
IVotertion of . j/ .t.'/.r. when lljcy are firawme; near tiieir 
latter end. do otdinaiily Ix-coine IVopheUi. and by the 
intjnration of that (»otl sini; sweetly, in v.ttieinalini; 
thine* whirh are to come. U hath iM-t-n hl.cwijc told 
sti ntc frequently. Th.tt old derrepit Men upon the 
Brinks of CA-nn's UanVj, do usher their Doc.ise with a 
diselosure, all at r.Tse i.to those that arc desirous of such 
Informatiom) of the delenninato and awuml truth 
of future .Accident* and (ionlinttcncies. I remember 
also, that /htjJo/.fcers. in a certain Comedy of hn, 
calleih Folk* Sihtls, ‘O c< Ytf'vr mjSe.VXi'j, for a* nhen 
Itcint; upon a IVcr by the Shore, we sec afar off 
Manners. Scafarinq Men. and other Travellers alonqst 
the curlwl Waves of /Icurc Thin within their Siiips, 
lowc then consider them in silence only, and seldom 
prfKced any further than to wish them a happy and 
jtrosperous .Arrival: hut when they do approach near 
to the Haven, and eome to wet their Keels within 
their I larbmir, then both with words and gestures wc 
salute them, and heartily congratulate their Access 
safe to the Port wherein we are our selves. Just so the 
Angel*. Heroes, and pood Demons (according to the 
Doctrin of Plalor.ich) when they sec Mortals drawing 
near unto the Harltour of the Grave, .as the mast sure 
30 and calmest Port of any, full of Hci>ose, Ease, Rest, 
Tranquility; free from the Troubles and Sollicitudcs 
of tills tumultuous and tempestuous World; then is it 
that they with alacrity hale and salute them. Cherish 
and Comfort them, and speaking to them lovingly, 
Ix^in even then to bless thcmwilli Illumination.*, and 
to communicate unto them the abstrusest M^-stcrics 
of Divination. I will not offer here to confound your 
Memory' by quoting anlick Examples of Isaac, csf Jacob, 
of Patroclus towards Hcclor, of Hector towards Achilles, 
■to of Pol^vmcstcr towards Agamemnon, of Hecuba, of the 
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Rhodian renowned by Posstdontw, of Catanus the Indian 
towards Alexander tile Great, of Orodes towards Metfn- 
tilts, and of many others, it shall suflicc for the prcsoil, 
that 1 commemorate unto >ou the learned and valiant 
Knight and Cavalier Uilltam of Ballay, late Lord of 
Lange)/, w ho died on the Hill of Tarara, the Tenth of 
Janmr), in the Chmacteruk Year of his Age, and of our 
Suppination 1543- according to the Roman Account. 
The last three or four hours of his Life he did employ 
in the senous utterance of a very pithy Discourse, t® 
whilst wath a clear Judgment and Spint void of all 
Trouble, he did foretcl several important Tilings, 
whereof a great deal is cotne to pass, and tlic rest we 
wait for. Howbcit, lies Prophesies did at tliat time seem 
unto us somewhat strange, absurd, and unlikely; 
because there did not then appear any sign of efiicacy 
enough to engage our Faith to the ^licf of what he 
did prognosticate.

1 am content (quoth 
Panitrge) let us go thither Epistemon, and that both 3“ 
instandy and in all hast, lest otherways his Dcatli pre- 
vent our coming. Wilt thou come along with us, 
Fryar JAon? Yes, that I will, (quoth Fryar JAon) right 
heartily to do thee a Courtesie, my Billy-ballocks; for 
1 love tliec with the best of my Milt and Liver. There- 
upon, incontinently, without any further lingring to 
Ac way, diey all Arce went, and quicUy Aereafter 
Air they made good speed) arriving at Ae Poetical

1 understand you not (quoth Epislemon) and it dis- 
liketh me vcr>’ much, that you should so absurdly 
and perversely interpret that of the Fryar Mendicants, -s> 
svhicli by the harmless Poet was spoken of black Beasts, 
dun, and otJter sorts of other coloured .Animals.

I Ft US return, quoth Panvrgc, not ceasing, to the 
■t uttermost of our Abilities, to ply him with whol- 
somc Admonitions, for the furtherance of liis Salva- 
tion. Let us go back for God’s sake, let us go, in the 
Name of God; it ss'ill be a very meritorious Work, and 
of great Charity in us to deal so in tiic matter, and 
30 provide so svcll for him, that albeit become to lose both 
Body and Life, he may at least escape the risk and 
danger of the eternal Damnation of his Soul. \Vc will 
by our holy perswasions, bring liim to a scncc and 
feeling of his liscapes, induce him to acknowledge his 
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I'aulB, move liim to a corilial Repentance of lib 
Rrron, and stir up in liim such a sincere Contrition of 
Heart for liis Olfcnrcs, as svill jirompt him svith all 
earnestness to cry Merry, and to betj Pardon at the 
1 lands of the good Fathers, as well of the ab.rnt, as of 
such as arc present: Whereujjon we will take Instni- 
rnent fonnally and autlienncally extended, to the end 
he be not, aficr his Decease, derlared an Herelxek, and 
condemned, as were the Hobcoblins of the Pro; art's Wife 
of Orleans, to the undergoing of such Punishments, lo 
Pams and Tortures, as arc due to, and inllirtcd on 
those that inhabit the horrid Cells of the infernal 
Regioas; and withal enrhne, instigate, and pcrssvadc 
him to bequeath and leave in I,cgacy (by ss-ay of an 
amends and satisfaction for the outrage and injury 
done) to those good Reli/^ioxts Fathers, throughout all 
the Consents, Cloj'stcrs and Monnstrics of thu Pro- 
s’ince, man} linbes, a great deal of Mms-sinr^in;’, store of

Fathers; this Ls the surest ordinary means, svhereby 3° 
from God he may obtain forgiveness. 

Ho, ho, I am quite mistaken, I digress from die 
purpose, and fly out of my Discourse, as if my Spirits 
sverc a svool-gathcring. The Devil take me. if I go 
thither. Vertue, God, the Ghamber is already full 
of Devils. O svhat a sss-indging, thsvacking Noise b 
nosv amongst them! O the terrible Coyl diat they 
keep ! Hearken, do you not hear the rustling thumping 
bustle of dicir Streaks and Blotvs, as they scuffle with 
one another, like true Devils indeed, tvho shall gulp 40 
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that thy Money is marked with Crosses, and tlic Cross 
is an Enemy to Cliarms, the same may befall to thee, 
which not long ago happened to Ihon Dad'm, Collector 
of the Excise of Coudray, at tlie Ford of Vedt, when 
the Soldiers broak the Planks. This money’d Fellow 
meeting at the very Brink of the Bank of the Ford, 
with Fry'ar Adam Craniccod, a Franciscan Observantin of 
Mirebeau, promised him a new Frock, prowded, that 
in the transporting of him over the Water, he would 
bear him upon Ins Neck and Shoulders, after the to 
manner of carrying dead Goats: for he was a lusty, 
strong-limb’d, sturdy Rogue. 

The Condition being agreed upon. Friar Crankcod 
trusseth himself up to his very Ballocks, and layeth 
upon his Back like a fair little Saint Clirtslaphcr, the load 
of the said Supplicant Dodin, and so carry’d him gayly 
and tvith a good Will; as Mneas bore his Father 
Anebises through the Conflagration of Troy, singing 
in the mean while a prety Avc marts Stella. When they 
were in the very deepest place of all the Foord, a little -o 
above the Master-wheel of the Water-Mill, he asked 
if he had any Coin about him. Yes, (quoth Dodin) a 
whole Bag full; and that he needed not to mistrust his 
Ability in the performance of the Promise., which he 
had made unto him concerning a new Frock.

Tlicrcin licth 
an evident and manifestly apparent Danger: For if 
you have any Stiver coined wtJi a Crow upon it, tiicy 
sdll cast tJtee down lieadlong u|>on some Rocks; as the 
Eagles use to do wttlt the TotHnses for the breaking of 
their Shells, as the bald Pate of the Poet Exhlm can 
sufficicnily beat witness. Such a Fall ssould luirt tJicc 
stay sore my Sweet Hully, and I would be sorry for it; 
or otlicrssa>s they vvrll let thee fall, and tumble down 
to into the high sssollrn Waves of some rap.iriou5 Sea, 
1 know not where; but I warrant thee far enough 
hence, (as lama fell) whicli from thy .Name would 
afterwards get the Denomination of the Fannrhan Sea. 

Stmtdif, Out of Debt: For the DcstU c.arry a great 
liking to those tlial arc out of Debt. 1 hn\-e sore felt 
the experience thereof in mine own p.articulnr; for now 
the IcOTcrous N’arlcts are always wooing me, courting 
me, and truiking tnurh of me, wiucJt they newr did 
when I was all to pinxs. TIjc Soul of one in Debt is 
:o insipid, dry, and hcrctiral altogctlicr. 

Tkhklj, With the Cktwi and Dotmno dc Grvbis, return 
to Rnminapvbis, and in case, being thus qualify’d, 
Tliirty Tliousand Boats full of Dcs-ils foriliwitli come 
not to carry thee quite away, i shaft f^e content to be 
at the cliargc of pa>-ing for the Pintc and Fagot. N'ow 
if for the more Securit)’ thou wouldst have some 
r\ssodatc to bear dice Company, let not me be die 
Comrade thou searchest for, think not to get a Fellow- 
Traveller of me; nay, do not, I ads-isc dice for die best. 
30 Get you hence; 1 will not go tbidicr; the Dcsil take 
me if I go. Notwitlistanding all the Fright that you 
arc in, (quoth Friar Jhon) I would not care so much, 
as might possibly be expected 1 should, if 1 once had 
but my Sword in mv Hand. Thou hast verily liit 
the Nail on the Head, (quoth Panurge) and sp^'cst 
like a Learned Doctor, subtile, and wrll skilled in the 
Art of Etevilry. 

At the dmc svhen I ss’as a Student in the University 
of Tolouse, that same Reverend Father in die Devil, 
to Pianris, Rector of the Diabological FacuUy, was svont 
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10 tell m. that the Devils did naturally fear the bright 
glancing of Swords, as imidi as the Splendour and 
Light of the Sun. In eonfinnation of the Venty 
wlicrcof he related this Story, That Hnculfs at his 
Descent into Hell to all the Devils of those Regions, 
did not by half so much terrific them with his Club and 
Lion's Shn, as afterwards .‘linras did with his clear 
shining Annour upon him, .and his Sword in his Hand 
well furbished and unnisted, by the Aid, Counsel, and 
Assistance of the Sjbilla Cumana. That ts’as frerhaps to 
the reason why the Senior Jhun jacomo di Trivulcio, 
whilst he was a dying at Chartres called for his Cutlass, 
and died with a Drawn Sword in liis Hand, laying 
about him alongst and athwart around the Bed, and 
every svhcrc within liis reach, like a stout, doughty, 
valorous and Knight-likc Cavalccr: By which resolute 
manner of Fence he scared away and put to flight all 
the Devils that tvere then lying in wait for his Soul 
at the passage of his Death. When the Mosssoreis and 
Cabalisis arc asked, Why it is that none of all the 20 
Dctils do at any time enter into the Tcrcstrial Para- 
dice? Their Answer hath been, is, and will be still. 
That there is. a Qiwuiw stawimc' a.t the Gwte thereof 
with a Flame-like glistering Sword in his hand. 
Altliough to speak in the true Diabological Sence or 
Phrase of Toledo, I must needs confess and acknow- 
ledge, that veritably the Devils cannot be killed, or 
die by the stroke of a Sword. I do ncvcrtliclcss avow 
and maintain, according to the Doctrine of the said 
Diabology, that they may suffer a Solution of Con- 3 ° 
tinuity (as if with thy Shablc thou shouldst cut 
athwart the Flamme of a burning Fire, or tlie gross 
opacous Exhalations of a thick and obscure Smoak) 
and cry out, like very Devils, at their Sense and 
Feeling of this Dissolution, which in real deed I must 
averr and affirm is devilishly painful, smarting and 
dolorous. 

fVhen thou scest the impetuous Shock of two Armies,

The hackim: and slashing of 
Bat!lc-A\cs? Tlir jij'.iling and orasiiing of Pikes? Tiic 
hustling and hrcaking o! I-an«s? 'I’hc eJamoiir and 
Shrieb of the Wounded? The sound and din of 
Drums? 'Plie Clangour and ShiilncNS of TnnnpeLs? 
The neighing and rushing in of Horw? Will! the 
to fearful Claps anti thundering ofall sorts of Gutts, from 
the Double Canon to the Pocket Pistol im htsivclv? I 
cannot. Gtxxiiv, deny, hut th.at in these v.irioits things 
which I hns’c rehearsed, there may he somewhat 
occasionatis-c of the liugc Yell and Tnitamarre of the 
two cng.agcd IJoilio'. 

Put tiic most fearful and tumultuous Coil and Stit, 
the icrrihlcst and most boisterous Garboil and Hurr>', 
the cliicfesi ntsthng lilatk Sanitis of all, and most 
principal Hurly Ihirly, springeth from the gricvouslv 
so plangorous hosvling and lowing of Desib, who Pell- 
mell, in a hand-over-head Confusion, wailing for the 
poor .Soub of the maimed and hi:rt SoldicD’, receive 
unawares some Stroab ssnih Swords, and so hy those 
means sufTcring a Solution of, and Dis’bion in the 
Continuity of their Aerial and Invisible Substances: 
As if some lackey, snatching at the Lardsliers. stuck 
in a piece of Roast-meat on the Spit, should get from 
Mr. Greiv:}fist a good rap on the Knuckles svith .a 
Cudgel, they cry out and shout like Devils. Even as 
ZoMars did. when he was Iturt by Diomrdcs at the Siege 
of Troy, ss ho (as Homrr icsiificth of him) did then raise 
liis Voice more horrifically loud, and .sonorifcrously 
high, than ten tlioasand Kfen together would have 
been able to do. ^Yhat maketh all this for our present 
purpose? I have been spc.aking here of well-furbbhed 
•Armour and bright Shining Ssvords. But so is it not 
(Friar Than) with thy Weapon; for by a long dis- 
continuance of IVork, cessation from Labour, dcsbting 
from making it officiate, and putting it into practice 
40 wherein it had been formerly accustomed; and in a 
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word, for want of occupation, it is, upon my Taitl^ 
become more rusty Uian the Key-hole of an old 
Poudering-Tub. Tlicrcforc it is taep^ient that you do 
one of these two, citlicr furbish your Weapon bravely, 
and as it ought to be, or otherwise have a care that in 
the rusty case it is in, you do not presume to return to 
the House of Ratmnagrobu. For my part, I vow I svill 
not go tliithcr, the Devil take me if I go.

How PANURGE consulteth ivith epistemon. 

H Aving left the Town of Vtiiorntre, as they were 
upon their return towards Pantagnul, Panurge in i 
addressing liis Discourse to Epistemon, spoke thus: My 
most ancient Friend and Gossip, thou secst tlic per- 
plexity of my Tlioughts, and knowest many Remedies 
for die removal thereof; art thou not able to help and 
succour me?

was the First Founder of the Confraternity of go^ 
Men, whom they naturally covet, affect and long for)

Brt/tKff, unnl thr present Inquietude and I’criurba- 
tion of niy Spiriw l>c fully ^cilitl. 

Truly iquuth Lf:<la~.nt) that i« a pretty jolly le'c, 
or'Iliirtcen to a Do/en: It it a tlianie to you. and I 
'■•onder much at tt. that you do not return unto your 
self, and rce.ill \our Semc^ fioin llu': their wild 
swaradnq, and slr.tMus; abroad to th.u reil and .stil- 
ncss which breorni*’ a vertuous M.in 1 whimsical 
loCVinccit of sours brings me to the remembrance of a 
solemn J’roMUs- rn.uie In the Si.nct.airdi .\tr,ius, wlio 
has'ing m their (xintrsnrrsic aijamst thr Ijtcfdfmn’tmm 
for the Tcrrclors of /irre lost the Battle, sshicli they 
hoped should base decided it for ihcir Adsantai;e, 
icutd to cam' ncser any hair on ilicir Heads, till 
prcall.ably thes' h.id retos’cred the loss of both their 
Honour and [..ands .Vs likewise to the nicmor>' of the 
Tote of a pleasant Spatuatd called Afic/iet Dans, who 
txncrd to c.am m ins H.at a piece of the Shin of Ins Ix-g, 
^otill he should be re\ens>cd of him who had struck it 
off. Ycldo not I know which of these two dcserseth 
most to wear a Green .and Yellow Hood with a Hares 
Ear tied to it. cither the aforesaid \nm-giorious Cham- 
pion, or dial Enipierrant, who having forgot the art 
and manner of writing Histories, set down by the 
Samasatian Philosopher, rn.akcth a most tediously long 
Marrativc and Relation thereof: For at the first read- 
ing of such a profuse Discourse, one w ould think it had 
been broach^ for the introducing of a .Story' of great 
30 importance and moment concerning the waging of 
some formid.ablc War, or the notable change and 
mutation of potent .States and Kingdoms; but in con- 
clusion, the World laughcUi at the capricious Cham- 
pion. at the En^lish-man who had aflronted him, ."is 
also at their Scriblcr Engverrant, more driveling at the 
Moudi than a Mustaid-pot. The Jest and Scorn 
thereof is not unlike to that of the Mountain of 
Horace, which by the Poet was made to cry out and 
lament most enormously as a Woman in the Pangs 
40 and liabour of Cliild-birth, at which deplorable and 
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exorbitant Cri<ts and Lainrntationti tiie whole Xcigh- 
bourliood being arAcniblcti in expectation to see some 
inareellous monstrous Production, could at last per- 
ceive no other but the pauhry ridiculous Mou,v:. 

Vour mousing (eptoth I'amirge) will not make me 
leave my musing why Folks should be so fnimpishly 
disposed, seeing I am certainly perswaded that some 
flout, who merit to be flouted at; yet as my I'osv im- 
ports so will I do. It is now a long lime since, by 
Jupiter Philos, we did swear Faith and .-Xmity to one lo 
another: Gis'c me your Advice, and tell me your 
Opinion freely, Should 1 marry or no? Tnily (quotli 
Epistemon) the c.asc is hazardous, and the danger so 
eminently apparent, that 1 find ms'self too weal: and 
insufficient to give you a punctual and peremptory 
resolution therein; and if ever it was true, the Judgment 
is dijfiatlt in matters of the McdKinal Art, what WM 
said by Hippocrates of Lango, it is certainly so in this 
case. True it is, that in my Brain there arc some 
rowling Fancies, by means whereof somewhat may be :o 
pitched upon of a seeming efficacy to the disintangling 
your mind of those dubious Apprehensions wherewith 
it is pcrplc.xcd; but they do not tlioroughly' satisfic me. 
Some of tlie Ptalonkh Sect affirm, that whosoever is 
able to see his proper Genius, may know his own 
Destiny. I undcrst.and not their Doctrine; nor do I 
think that you adhere to them; there is a palpable 
Abuse. I have seen the experience of it in a very 
curious Gentleman of the Country oiEsIrangoicre. Tliis 
is one of the Points. There is yet another not much 30 
better. If there were any' Authority now' in the 
Oracles oK Jupiter Ammon-, of Apollo in Lebadia^ Delphos, 
Delos, Cyrra, Patara, Tegires, Preneste, Lycia, 'Colophon, 
or in the Castalian Fountain near Antiochia in Syria', 
between tlic Branchidians; of Bacchus in Dodona-, of 
Mercure in Phases near Parlras; of Apis in Egypt; of 
Serapis in Canorie; of Faunus in Menalia nnd Albunes 
near Tivoly; of Tiresias in Orchomenie; of Mostis in 
ii/ion; of Orpheus in Usbos; and of Trophonius in 
l.ucadia. I would in that case ads-isc you, and possibly 40 
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not, to go Ujiiljcr for thdr Judgment concerning the 
Design and Enterprise you have in hand. But >’ou 
know that they are all of them heroine as dumb as 
so many Fishes, since the Advent of tliat Satiotn A'inc, 
whose coming to this World hath made all Grades .and 
IVophcdcs! to cr.asc; as ilic approach of tlic Suns 

r. adiant Beams expcUcth Goblins. Buglscars, Hob- 
thrushes, Broanrs. Schriech Owl-Mates. Nightwalkmg 
Spirits, and Tenrlinons. Tlicsc now .ire gone; but 

to although lliey were as yet in rontinu.anrr. .and in the 

s, ame Power, Rule and Request that fnnnerly they 
u-erc, yet would not I counsel you to be imi credulous 
in putting any Tnist in their Responses: I’lxi many 
Folks have been dcreivcd thereby. It stands furtiier- 
morc upon Record, how /J/jn/^iiaa did charge the fair 
Lellia with die Crime of liaving interrogated tlie 
Grade of Af>ollo Clanta, to understand if she .should 
be at any time mamed to the Emperor Claudius; for 
wlu'dt Cause she w.as first banislicd, and thcrcaflcr put 

*0 to a sliamcful and ignominious Death. 

But (saith Panurne) let us do belter: die Og^gion 
Islands arc not far distant from the Haven of Sammalo: 
Du us, after that we shall have spoken to our King, 
make a Vo>'age diiiher. In one of dicsc four fslfs, to 
wit, that whidi hath its primcsi /Vspcct towards die 
Sun setting, it is reported, (and I have read in good 
Anlick and Audicntid; Audiors) that there reside 
many Sootlisaycrs, Fortune-tellers, Vaticinators, Pro- 
phets, and Diviners of things to come; diat Saturn 

30 inhabiteth that place, bound with fair Chains of Gold, 
and vvidjin the Conc.avity of a Golden Rock, being 
uourished with Divine Ambmsic and A'eclar, which arc 
daily in great store and abundance transmitted to 
him from the Heavens by I do not know well what 
kind of Fowls (it may be diat dicy arc the same Ravens, 
vvhicli in the Deserts are said to have fed St. Paul, the 
lirst Hermit) he very clearly forctclledi unto every 
one, who is desirous to be certified of the condition of 
his Lot, what his Destiny will be, and what future 
Chance the Fates have ordained for liim: For tlic 
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Parques, or ItVcrd Sisters do not twist, spin, or draw out 
a Thread; nor yet doth Jupiter perpend, project, or 
deliberate any thing, which the good old Coclcstial 
Father knoweth not to the full, e\'cn wliilst he is 
a sleep; This will be a very summary Abbreviation of 
our Labour, if we but hearken unto him a little upon 
the serious debate and canvassing of this my per- 
plexity. That is (anssscred Efnstemon) a Gullery too 
evident, a plain Abuse and Fib too fbbulous. I will 
not go, not I, I will not go. t°

■^ITvcrthcless, (quoth Epistemon, continuing his Dis- 
J- > course) I will tell you what you may do, if you 
will believe me, before we return to our King: Hard 
by here, in the Broum-wheal-Jslmd, dwelleth Her Trippa; 
you know how by the Arts of Astrology, Gcomancy, 
Chiromancy, Mctopomancy, and others of a like stuff 
and nature, he forctcllcth all things to come: Let us 
talk a little, and confer with him about your Business.

This Panurge said, pulling the lore-finger 
of Ills Lcft-h.and, betwixt the Fore and Mid-finger 
of the Right, vs Inch h< llmist out tow.irds Her Tnppa, 
holding them open after the manner of two Floms. 
and shutting into a list Jus Thumb, vsiih the other 
Fingers Then in turning to Ppislemnn, he said, Lo 
here the true 0!tus of Martial, who addicted and 
devoted himself vsholl) to the oliscrving the Miseries, 
Crosses, and Calamities of others, whilst his ow-n Wife, 
in the Interim, did ) etp an open B.awd>-housc. 

This Varlet is poorer th.an ever vs as Irus, and yet be 
IS a proud, vaunung, arrogant, sclf-conctiicd, over- 
vsecning, and more insupportable than Seventeen 
Devils, in one word, /7rai;taAd5tui , which term of old 
was applied to the like bcggarl> strutting Coxcombs. 

Come, let us leave this Madpash Bedlam, tins hair- 
brain’d Fop, and give him lc.ivc to rave and dose his 
Bcll>-full, with his private and intimatelv acquainted 
Devils; who, if thc> were not the ver> worst of all the 3° 
infernal Fiends, would never have daigncd to serve 
such a knavTsh, barking Cur as this is He hath not 
learnt Uie first Precept of PJulosoph>, wluch is. Know 
thy self- For whilst he braggctli and boasteth, tliat 
he can discern the least Mote m the Ej e of anotlicr, he

As I say Many, so 
do 1 understand, that thou slunildst fall to work a.s 
speeslily .as ni,ay lx- vra, my meaning is, th.at thou 
oughtest to lie so quirk and fons-artl therein, as on thi.s 
$.amc very d.ay, Ijclnre Sumet, to cause, proclaim thy 
eoB.ancs of Matrimony, and make provision of Bed- 
steads.

Niui-usajfc oflcntimcs 
destroys ones Rittht, say the leamrd Doctors of the 
latw: therefore, mv Villjf, entertain ns well as jxtssibly 
JolUoucanst, ih.at //i/«?<utriari, lower wirt ofTroglody- 
tick People, th.tt thetr rhief pleasure may be plar^ 
in tltc ease of srinpitem.al labouring, (iise order that 
henceforth they lise not like idle Gentlemen, idle 
Upon their Rents and Rc\-cnucs, but that they may 
\vork for their IjvrMtood, by brcakiitg ground \Mtliin 
the Pophian Trenrhrs. .Nav truly {answered Pimtage) 
Fryar Ikon, my left Ballix k, I will believe dice, for tliou 
dealest plain with me, and fallcst down-right square 
ujwn the business, without going alxnit the Bush with 
20 frivolous ciraim.sianrr 3 , ."md unneecssary reservaiiom. 
n»ou with the splendour of n piercing Wit, hast 
dissipated all the lounng Cilouds of amcious Appre- 
hensions juid Su-spirions, which did mumidatc and 
terrific me: therefore the Heavens Ijc pleased to grant 
to thee, at all Slic-< onliicts, a stilT-slanding Fortune. 
Well then, as thou hast said, so will I do, I will, in 
good Faith, Marry; in that point there sliall be no 
failing, I promise dice, and shall have always by me 
pretty Girls clothed with the Name of my \Vivcs 
30 Waiting-Maids, ijiat lying under thy Wings, thou 
maycsi be Night-Protector of their Sister-hood. 

Let this scrs’c for the first part of the Sermon. 
Hearken (quoth Fryar Ikon) to the Oracle of the 
Bells of Varmrs', iVTiat say they? I hear and under- 
stand tliem (quoth Pamirge) their Sound is by my 
Tliirst, more uprightly fatidical, then that of Jbre’s 
Great Kettles in Dodona.

Didst thou ever see the Monk of Casira Cowl.’ when 
jn any House it was laid dovs-n, whcdicr openly in 
*0 view of all, or cosertly out of the sight of any, sucli svas 
the ineffable \'ertue thereof for exatating and stirring 
up the people of boili Sexes unto Lechery, tliat the 
whole Inhabitants and Indwxllcrs, not only of that, 
hut likcw.aj's of all the circumjacent places thereto, 
uithin three Leagues around it, did suddenly enter 
into Rut, both Beasts and Folks, Men and Women, 
even to the Dogs and Hogs, Rats and Cats. 

I swear to thee, that many times heretofore I have 
perceived, and found in my Codpictr a certain kind of 
30 Energy, or efficacious Vertuc, much more irregular, 
and of a greater Anomaly, then what 1 have related:

and Heresies out of the Hearts of Men; and in their 
stead profoundly plant the true and lively Faith. The 
second Point you spoke of I commend: For whereas 
the Professors of tht Art of Medicine give so good order 
to the Prophylactick, or Conservative part of their Faculty, 
in what concerneth their proper Healths, that they 
stand in no need of making use of the other Branch, 
which is the Curative, or Therapeutick, by Medicaments.

Resolution; Shall 1 lie a Cuckold, Bather, yea, or 
no? By no inc.sns (ansvvered Hippolhadce) will you be 
Cuckolded, if it please God.

Holy l-i", "Iicrciii .\dtiltery molt rigormidy for- 
bidden, and a clme .\dlirrt n< e to tier f fuiband alone lo 
inrwt strictly and «nsi-rel> enjoy rati; yea, in sucli sort, 
that sbe is to therisb, srnc and lose him aljos’C any 
thing, next to Cxxl, th.it nicnteth to b- lieloved. In 
the intcrini, for the liettcr si booling of her in these 
Instructions, .ind that the "liobom IJoctrin of a 
Matrimonial IJiiiy mav take the dre|yr rexjt in her 
Mind, you must needs carry yoiir self so on your p.art, 
and your behasiour is to fy such, that you are to po 
lyforc her in a good Ilxaniplc, by entertaining her 
unfeignedK with a Conjugal .Aniily, by continually 
approving your self in .all your Words and Actions a 
laithful and disercct Husband; and by hsang not only

the Humour of her Husband. 

Consider how the Moon doth not borrow* her I-ight 
worn Jupiter, Mars, Mercury, or any otlicr of tlic 
Planets, nor yet from any of those Splendid Stars 
whicli are set in the spangled Firmament; but from jo 
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her Husband only, the bright Sun, which she rccciveth 
from him more or less, according to the manner of liis 
Aspect, and variously bestowed Eradiations. Just so 
should you be a Pattern to your Wife in Vertue, 
goodly Zeal and true Devotion ; tliat by your Radiance 
in darting on her the Aspect of an Exemplary Good- 
ness, she, in your imitation, may outshine the Lumi- 
naries of all other Women. To tins effect, you daily 
must implore God’s Grace to tlie protection of you 
10 both. You would have me then (quoth Panurge,

semcncc; or scatter and disperse the Spirits', Wjiicli 
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ought to have gone along with, and conducted the 
Spenn to tlie places destinated and .appointed for its 
reception. Or Lastly, Shut up, stop and obstruct the 
aval’s, passages, and conduits through which the Seed 
should have been c-xpclled, evacuated and ejected. 
We have nevertheless of those Ingredients, which being 
of a contrary Operation, heat tire Blood, bend the 
Ncra'cs, unite the Spirits, quicken the Senses, strengthen 
the Muscles, and thereby rouze up, provoke, excite 
to and inablc a Man to the vigorous Accomplishment of 
the Feat of Amorous Dalliance. I have no need of 
those, (quoth Panurgr) God be tliankcd, and you my 
good Klaster. Howsoever I pray you take no exception 
or ofTcncc at these my Words; for what I have said was 
not out of any ill will I did bear to you, the Lord 
he knows. 

Thirdly, The Ardour of Lctchcry is vciy much sub- 
dued and mated by frequent Labour and continual 
Toyling: For by painful Exercises and laborious 
20 working, so great a Dissolution is brought upon the 
wjiole Body, that the Blood which runneth alongst the 
Channels of the Veins thereof, for the Nourislimcnt 
and Alimentation of each of its Members, hatli neither 
time, Icburc nor power to afford the Seminal Resuda- 
tion, or superfluity of the third Concoction, which 
Nature most carefully reserves for the conscrs’ation of 
the Individual, whose Preservation she more heed- 
fully regardeth than die propagating of the Species, 
and the multiplication of Humane Kind. Whence it 
3° is, that Diana is said to be chast, because she is never 
idle, but always busied about her Hunting; For the 
same reason was a Camp, or Leaguer of old called 
Castrum, as if they would have said Castumi Because 
the Soldiers, Wrestlers, Runners, Throwers of tlie Bar, 
and other such-like AUiletick Champions, as are 
usually seen in a Military Circumvallation, do un- 
cessantly travel and turmoil, and are in a perpetual 
stir and agitation. To this purpose Hippocrates also 
ssTiteth in his Book, De Acre, Aqua, et locis: That in liis 
■10 time there were People in Scythia as impotent as 
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blunted by nn eager Study; for from ihcncc procccdcili 
an incredible resolution of the Spirits, Utat oftcntiincs 
there do not remain so many behind as may suffice to 
push and tlirust fons-ards tlic Cienrrative Resudation 
to the places thereto appropriatetl, and therewithal 
inflate tlic Casernous Kerve; wliose Ofliec is to 
ejaculate the Moisture for tlic Propagation of Humane 
Progeny. Least you should think it is not so, be pleased 
but to contemplate a little the Form. Fashion, and 
JO Carriage of a Man exceeding carnestlv set upon some 
Learnt Meditation, and deeply plunged therein, and 
you shall see how all the Arteries ol his Brain are 
stretched forth, and lient like the Stnng of a Cross- 
bow, the more promptly, dexterously, and copiously 
to suppeditate, fumisli, and supply him vsilli Store of 
Spirits, suflicicnt to replenish and (ill up the Wntriclcs, 
Scats, Tunnels, Mansions, Receptacles, and Celluls 
of the common .Sense; of tlic Imagination, Appre- 
hension, and Fancy; of the Ratiocination, Arguing, 
*oand Resolution; as likewise of the Memory, Recorda- 
tion, and Remembrance; and with great alacrity, 
nimblcncss, and agility to run, pass, and course from 
tlic one to die other, through those Pipes, Windings, 
and Conduits, which to skilful .\natomists arc per- 
ceivable, at the end of the Wonderful Net, where all the 
Arteries dose in a terminating Point; which .krtcries 
taking tlidr rise and originc from the lefi Capsul of tlie 
Heart, bring tlirough several Circuits, Ambages, and 
Anfractuositics the Vital, to subtilize and refine them 
30 to the lEthcrial Purity of Animal Spirits. Nay, in sucli 
a studiously musing Person, you may espy so ex- 
travagant Raptures of one, as it were, out of himself, 
that all his Natural Faculties for tliat time will seem 
to be suspended from each their proper charge and 
ofliec, and liis exteriour Senses to be at a stand. In a 
word, you cannot otherways choose then think, that 
be is by an extraordinary Extasie quite transport*^ 
out of what he wias, or should be; and that Socrates did 
not speak improperly, when he said, That Philosophy 
vs was nothing else but a Meditation upon Death. This 
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possibly is the reason, why DemacrUtts deprived himself 
of the Sense of Seeing, priring at a much lower rate 
the loss of his Sight, than the diminution of his 
Contemplations; which he frequently had found dis- 
turbed by the vagrant, flying-out strayings of his 
unsctled and roving Eyes. Therefore is it, that Pallas. 
the Goddess of Wisdom, Tutress, and Guardianess of 
such as are diligently studious, and painfully in- 
dustrious, is, and hath been still accounted a Virgin. 
The Muses upon the same Consideration arc esteemed lo 
perpetual Aiaids'. And the Graces for the like reason, 
liavc been held to continue in a sempiternal Pudicity. 

1 remember to have read, that Cttlnd on a time being 
asked of his Mother Venus, why he did not assault and 
set upon the Muses, his Answer was. That he found them 
so fair, so sweet, so fine, so neat, so wise, so learned, so 
modest, so discreet, so courteous, so vertuous, and so con- 
tinually busted and cmjdoyed-. One in the Speculation 
of the Stars; another in the Supputation of Numbers; 
the Third in the Dimension ofGcomctrical Quantities; -o 
the Fourth in the Composition of Hcroick Poems; the 
Fifth in the jovial Interludes of a Comick Strain; 
the Sixth in the stately Gravity of a Tragiek Vein; the 
Seventh in the Melodious Dkposition of Musical 
Airs; the Eighth in the complcatcst manner of Writing 
Histories, and Books on all sorts of Subjects; and the 
Ninth in the Mysteries, Secrets, and Curiosities of all 
Sciences, Faculties, Disciplines, and Arts whatsoever, 
whether Liberal or Mechanick; that approaching near 
unto them, he unbended his Bow, shut his Quiver, and 3° 
extinguished his Torch, through meer shame and fear, 
that by mischance he might do them some hurt or 
prejudice: Which done, he thereafter put off the Fillet 
wherewith his -Eyes were bound, to look them in the 
Face, and to hear their Melody and Poctick Odes. 
There took he the greatest pleasure in the World; that 
many times he was transported with their Beauty and 
pretty Behaviour, and charmed asleep by the Har- 
mony; so far was he from assaulting them, or inter- 
rupting their Studies. Under this Article may be 4 ° 
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' wlinl HipfvcTOtfS wrote in the aforre itod 

’ toncemint; the Sryikiani, as also that in a n<x)k 

of nis cntitulcti. Of Brttdtnti and Piaduction', wltere lie 
hath afHrmcd, all surh Men to be unfit lor Generation, 
their Paroud Arteries rut . whose Situation is 
btside the E.ars: For the reason ituen already, wlien 
» 'vas speaking of the resolution of the Spirits, and of 
thaiSpirituarBlood. whereof the Arteries are the sole 
and proper Rceeptaclcs; and that likewise he doth 
JOnvaintain a larjte |)oruon of the Parast.iiic k Liquor, to 
tssuc and desmid fnim the Brains and Uacklionc. 

By the ttx» frequent reiteration of the Act 
of Vcncry. Tliere did I wait (or you ^qiioth Parturi;e) 
5 ^d shall willingly apply it to my self, whilst ait\ one 
thaiplcascth may. for me, make use of any of the four 
preening. Tliat is the very same thing (quoth I'rsar 
Ikon) whicli Father ScyUtno, Prior of Saint Firtor. at 
Afa^lfes, callcth by the Name of Maceration, and 
taming of the Flesh. I am of the same Opinion; and so 
die Hemiitc of Saint Radegonde, a little above 
Chinan: For (quoth he) tlic Hcrmilcs of Thebaida can 
tto more aptly or expediently macerate and bring 
down the Pride of their Bodies, daunt and mortific 
their Ictchcrou-S Sensuality, or depress and overcome 
the stubbornness and rebellion of the Flesh, than by 
dufling and fanferluchmg it Five and twenty, or Thirty 
times a day. I sec Panwge, quoth Rondibihs, neatly 
featured, and proportioned in all the Members of his 
Body, of a good temperament in his Humors, well 
30 complexioned in bis Spirits, of a competent Age, in an 
opportune Time, and of a reasonably forward Mind 
,to be married: Truly, if he encounter with a Wife 
of the like Nature, Temperament, and Constitution, 
he may beget upon her Children worthy of some 
'Transpontine Monarchy; and the sooner he marry, it 
svil! be the better for him, and the more conducible 
for his Profit, if he would see and have his Children 
j m his own time well proHded for. Sir, my worthy 
^'faster (quotli Panurge) I svill do it, do not you doubt 
10 thereof; and that quitkly enough, I warrant you. 
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Nevertheless, whilst you were busied in the uttering of 
your Ecarned Discourse, this Flea svhich I have in 
mine Ear, hath tickled me more than ever. I retain 
vou in the Number of my Fcstit'al Guests, and promise 
you, that we shall not want for Mirth, and good Chcar 
enough; yea, over and above the ordinary' Kate. And, 
if it may ple.asc you, desire your \Vifc to come along 
with you, together with her Shc-Friends and Neigh- 
bours: That is to be understood, and there shall be 
fair Play. 


CHAP. XXXII 

How RONDiBiLis dfclaretk Cucholdry to be 
naturally one of the Appendances of Marriage, 

T Hcrc remaineth as yet, quoth Panurge going on in 
his Discouise, one small scruple to be cleared: you 
have seen heretofore, I doubt not, in the Roman 
Standards, S. P. Q,. R. Si, Peu, Que, Rien: Shall not I be 
a Cuckold? By the Haven of Safety, cried out Rondibilis, 
what is this you ask of me? If you shall be a Cuckold: 
My Noble Friend, I am married, and you arc like to 
be so very speedily: therefore be pleased from my 
Experiment in the matter, to wTitc in your Brain, with 
a Steel-pen, this subsequent Ditton, There is no married oo 
Man who doth not run the hazard of being made a Cuckold. 
Cuckoldry naturally attendeth Marriage; the Shadosv 
doth not more naturally follow the Body, then 
Cuckoldry ensucth after Marriage, to place fair Homs 
upon the Husband’s Heads. 

And when you shall happen to hear any Man pro- 
nounce these three Words: He is married-. If you then 
say he is, hath been, shall be, or may be a Cuckold, 
you will not be accounted an unskilful Artist in 
framing of true Consequences. Tripes and Bowels of 3° 
^ Devils, (cryes Panurge) what do you tell me? 
My dear Friend (answered Rondibilis) as Hippocrates, 
on a time, was in the very nick of setting fonvards 
trom Lango to Polystilo, to visit the Philosopher Demo- 
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mVitfjlieVTOtc a familiar Ijcurr to lii' Irirrui /W< i', 
J'’hei^n he detsirrti him. Tliat hr would, dunni; llir 
jntcrval of his ah^enrr, rarrs- his W ilr to thr Uousr oi 
her Father and Mothrr. who wm .H1 honomahlr 
Couple, and of Roofi Rrputr: l)r<.iu«r I would Iiol 
has-c her Ut m\ Home tsuid he t > luakr alvfxle in 
Solitude; >Tt notwillutandint; tho Ik i Rraidnii r 
hesidcher Parents, do not fail iqiioth h< with a most 
heedful rare and rirnimsprciion to its mio her wass, 
•Oand to espy what t'larrs she sh.ill t,"' to with her 
Mother, and who those be that sh.ili ri p.»u unto her' 
t'^ot (quoth hci that I do mistrust her \ riun , or that 
I seem to ha\r anv diflidmcc of her Pudniis. and 
chast BchasHour: for of that 1 have Iri'tjurnlls h-ad 
good and real prtjofs’ but 1 must frrrls nil sou. she n 
o nViman; Tlicrc hrs the saspicion 

My worthy Friend, the Nature o( Women is set 
forth Iscforc our Eves, and rejirrsmled to its hs the 
Moon, in diwrs other thinRs, as ssell as in this, that 
-othey squat, sculk, constrain their own Inchnatioas. 
and with all the Cunning they ran. dissemble and 
play the Hypocrite in the sight and presence of their 
Husbands; who come no sooner to lx- out of the way, 
but tiiat forthssnth Uicy take their advantage, pass the 
time merrily, desist from all lalxiur, frolick it, gad 
abroad, lay aside their counterfeit (,arl), and openly 
declare and manifest the intcriour of their Disposi- 
tions; even as the Moon, when slic is in Conjunction with 
the Sun, is neither seen in the Heavens, nor on the 
30 Earth, but in her Opposition, svhen remotest from him, 
shincth in her greatest fulness, and wholly appetwth 
in her brightest splendour whilst it is Night: ihis 
It'omm are but IFomot, 

When I say Womankind, I speak of a Sex so frail, so 
variable, so changeable, so fickle, inconstant, and 
imperfect, that, in my Opinion, Nature (under favour 
nevertheless of the prime Honour and Reverence 
which is due unto her) did in a manner mistake the 
Road which she had traced formerly, and stray 
40 exceedingly from tliat Excellence of Providential 
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Judgmcntjby the which she had created and formed all 
other things, when she built, framed, and made up the 
U'oman. And having thought upon it a Hundred and 
five times, I know not what else to determine therein, 
save only that in the dcs-ising. hammering, forging and 
composing of the Woman, she hath had a much ten- 
derer regard, and by a great deal more respectful 
liccd to the delightful C:onsortship. and sociable 
Delectation of the Man, than to the Perfection and 
Accomplishment of the individual Womanuhniss, ori° 
Mnltebrity. The divine Philosopher Plato was doubtful 
in what Rank of living Creatures to place and collo- 
cate them, whither amongst the Rational Animals, by 
elevating them to an upper Seat in the Specified 
Classis of Hitmanit\ ; or with the Irrational by degrading 
them to a lower Bench on the opposite side, of a 
Brutal kind, and mcer Bestiality: for Nature hath 
posited in a privy, secret, and intestine place of their 
Bodies, a sort of Member, (by some not impertinently 
termed an Animal) which is not to be found in Men. 20 
'Phercin sometimes arc ingendred certain Humours so 
saltish, brackish, clammy, sharp, nipping, tearing, 
prickling, and most eagerly tickling, that by their 
stinging Acrimony, rending Nitrosity, figging Itch, 
wrigling Mordicancy, and smarting Salsitude, (for the 
said Member is altogether sinewy, and of a most quick 
and lively feeling) their whole Body is shaken and 
cbrangled, their Senses totally ravished and trans- 
ported, tlie Operations of their Judgment and 
Understanding utterly confounded, and all disordinatc 3° 
Passions and Perturbations of the Mind thoroughly 
and absolutely allowed, admitted, and approved of; 
yea, in such sort, tliat if Nature had not been so 
favourable unto them, as to have sprinkled tlieir 
Forehead with a little Tincture of Bashfulness and 
Modesty, you should see them in a so frantick mood 
run mad after Lcclicry’, and hye apace up and down 
with hast and Lust, in quest of, and to fix some 
tjhamber-Standard in their Papkian Ground, that 
never did the Pretides, Miinallonides, nor Lyaan Thyads, to 
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deport themselves in die time of Uieir Bacchanalian 
^ Festivals, more shamclesly, or %vith a so affronted and 
braz^.faced Impudency; because diis terrible Animal 
is knit unto, and hadi an union \vidi all tlie chief and 
most principal Parts of the Body, as to Anatomists is 
evident. Let it not here be thought strange that I 
should call it an Animal, seeing therein I do no other- 
'vise tlian follow and adhere to die Doctrine of the 
Academick and Peripatelick Philosophers. For if a proper 
10 Motion be a certain mark and infallible token of die 
Ijfe and AnimaUon of the Mover, (as Aristotle writeth) 
and that any such diing as moveth of it self ought to be 
held Animated, and of a Living Nature-, then assuredly 
Plato with very good reason did give it the Denomina- 
tion of an Animal; for that he perceived and observed 
in it the proper and self-stirring motions of Suffocation, 
Precipitation, Corrugation, and of Indignation, so 
extremely violent, that often-times by them is taken 
and removed from the Women all other sense and 
20 Moving whatsoever, as if she were in a swounding 
Lipothyn^, benumming Sincop, Epileptick, Apoplectick 
Palsey, and true resemblance of a pale-faced Death. 

_ Furthermore, in the said Member diere is a manifest 
discerning Faculty of Scents and Odours very per- 
ceptible to Women, who feel it fly from what is rank 
and unsavoury, and follow fragrant and Aromatick 
Smells. It is not unknown to me how Cl. Gallen 
striveth with might and main to prove, that these are 
not proper and particular Notions proceeding in- 
30 trinsically from tlie thing it self, but accidentally, and 
by chance. Nor hath it escaped my notice, how others 
of that Sect have laboured hardly, yea, to the utmost 
of their Abilities, to demonstrate that it is not a 
sensitive discerning or perception in it of the difference 
of Wafts and Smells, but meerly a various manner of 
Vertue and Efficacy, passing forth and flowing from 
the diversity of odoriferous Substances applied near 
■unto it. Nevertheless, if you 11011 studiously examine, 
and seriously ponder and weigh in Critolaus’s Balance 
40 the strength of their Reasons and Arguments, you 
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shall find that they, not only in this, but in several 
other matters also of the like nature liavc spoken at 
random, .and ra liter out of an .ambitious Envy to check 
and reprehend their Betters, than for any design to 
make cnciuiiy into the solid Truth. 

I will not launch my little Skif any further into llic 
wide Ocean of tliis Dispute, only will I tell you, tliat 
tlie Praise and Commendation is not mean and 
slender which is due to those honest .and good Women, 
who living chastly and without blame, have had thcio 
power and virtue to curb, range and subdue that 
unbridled, licady and vsald Antmnl, to an obedient, 
submissive and oteequious yielding unto Reason. 
Therefore here wall I make an end of my Discourse 
thereon, when I shtill have told you, that the said 
Animal being once satiated df it be possible tliat it can 
be contented or satisfied) by that .Miment, which 
Nature hath provided for it out of the Epididymal 
Store-house of Man, all its former and irregular and 
disordered Motions arc at an end, laid and asswaged; 
all its vehement and unruly Longings lulled, pacified 
and quieted, and all the furious and raging Lusts, 
Appetites and Desires thereof appeased, suppressed, 
calmed and extinguished. For this cause, let it seem 
notliing strange unto you, if we be in a perpetual 
danger of being Cuckolds; that is to say, such of us as 
have not wherewithal fully to satisfie the -Appetite 
and Expectation of tlic voracious .Animal.

(quoth Pamirge) have you no preventive Cure in all 
your Medicinal Art for hindring one’s Head to be io 
Homy-graffed at home, wliilst his Feet arc plodding 
abroad? Yes that I have, my gallant Friend, 
(answered Pondibilis) and that which is a sovereign 
Remedy, whereof I frequently make use my self; and 
that you. may the belter relish, it is set down and 
written in the Book of a most famous Author, whose 
Renown is of a standing of two thousand Years, 
Hearken and take good heed. You are (quotli 
Ponurge) by Cocks-hobby, a right honest Man, and I 
love you with all my heart: Eat a little of tliis Quince- 4 ° 
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I'yc it is vcrj' projjcr nud convenient for tlic slinttint; 
up of the Orifice of the Ventricle of the Stomacli; 
because of a kind of astringent Stypticity which is in 
thatsort of Faiit, and is helpful to the first Concoction. 
But what? I think I sjjcak Latin before Clerks. Stay, 
fill, I give you soinewliat to drink out of this J\'rstonan 
Goblet. ^V^11 you liave another Draught of W'hitc 
Ilipf’Ocras^ Be not afraid of the Squinzy: No; There 
IS neither Squinant, Ginger, nor G'r.uns in if; only a 
to little Choice Cinnamon, and some of the best refined 
Sugar, \ritli the delirious White-wine of the Growth 
of that Vine, winch was set in the Slips of the great 
Sorbaple, above the Walnut-tree. 
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ROndibilis the Physician's Cure of Cuckoldry, 

AT that time iquoth Romltbtlts) when Jupiter took a 
•i^View of the State of his Olymptek Idousc and 
Fartuly, and that he had made the Calendar of all the 
Gods and Goddesses, appointing unto the Festival of 
every one of them its proper day and season, establish- 
ing certain fixed places and stations for the pro- 
noimcing of Oracles, and relief of travelling pilgrims, 
and ordaining Victims, Immolations and Sacrifices 
suitable and correspondent to Uic Dignity and Nature 
of the worshipped and adored Deity. Did not he 
do (asked Panurge) tliercin, as Tintomlle the Bishop of 
AiLxerre is said once to have done? This Noble Prelate 
loved entirely the pure Liquor of the Grape, as every 
honest and judicious Man doth; therefore was it that 
he had an especial care and regard to the Bud of the 
Vine-tree, as to the Great-Grand-father of Bacchus.

St. EvJtept, tlolj Itodd, the jli«nf«Kt,and other Festival^ 
in tliat time when the Son p.'wseth under the Sign m 
Taurus, and thereupon liarboured in liis Mind tlia 
Opinion, nwt the aforenamed Sasnts Mere Sami Hail- 
flingcri, SatrtS Frost-sender*, Soinl Fog-mom;crs, and 
Sams Spoiler* of tlic \'inr-btids; for uhirh cause he 
Men! nlxiut to have transmitted their Feasts fiwn 
tile Spring to the Winter, to lie celebrated beween si 
Christmas and Eptf-hatn, (so the Mother of the 
Kings called it) allowing them Mnth all Honour and 
Reverence the hbert> then to freeze, h-ail and rain as 
much as they would, fur that he knew that at suxdi a 
time Frost Mas rather profitable than hurtftil to the 
Vinc-huds, and in their steads to have placed the 
Festivals of St. Chrisu^Arr, St. John the Baptist, St- 
Plagdalme, St Ann, St Domingo, and St. LcasTtnw, yea, 
and to have gone so far as to collocate and transpose

(I hate forgot how many) when he got full notice of 
thcTrick, which in his absence was done unto him, be 
instantly desisted from prosecuting Legal Processes, 
in the behalf of others, full of SoUidtude to pursue 
after his otvn business, lest he should be fore-closed; 
And thereupon he appeared personally at the Tribunal 
of the great Jupiter, i^layed before him the im- " 
portance of his preceding Merits, together widi the 
acceptable Services, tvhich, in Obedience to his Com- ^ 
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mandmeant*, he had formerly performed; and there- 
fore, in all humility, begged of liirn, tfiat he would l>e 
pleased not to leave him alone amongst all the Sacred 
J’otcnlatcs, destitute and void of Honour, Reverence, 
Sacrifices, and Festivals Ceremonies.

That all the Places 
and Offices of his I louse v\-crc batowed. Nevertheless, 
so importuned was he by tltc continual Supplications 
of hfonsicur Cackoldry, that he, in fine, placed him in 
*°thc Bbmk, list. Roll, Rubrick and Catalogue; and 
appointed Honours, Sacrifices, and Festival Rites to 
be observed on Earth in great Devotion, and tendred 
to him with Solemnity. 

The Feast, because there was no void, empty, nor 
J'acant Pl-tcc in all the Calendar, was to be celebrated 
jointly with, and on tlic same D.ty that had been con- 
secrated to the Goddess Jealousie: His Power and 
Dominion should be over Married Folks, especially 
such as had handsom Wives: His Sacrifices were to 
Suspicion, Diffidence, Mistntst, a lowring, powt- 
ing, Sullcnncss, Watdiings, Wordings, Rcscardtings, 
Plyings, Explorations, together witli tlic Waylay- 
tngs. Ambushes, narrow Observations, and malidous 
hoggings of the Husband’s Scouts and Espials of the 
most privy Actions of tlicir Wives. Hcrcwitlial every 
married Man was cxprcsly and rigorously commanded 
to reverence, honour and \%-orship him; to celebrate 
mid solemnize his Festival wiUi twice more respect 
than that of anotlicr Saint or Deity, and to immolate 
30 unto him, with all Sincerity and Alacrity of Heart, the 
above-mentioned Sacrifices and Oblations, under pain 
of Severe Ccmurcs, Threatnings, and Comminations 
of these subsequent Fines, Mulcts, Amerciaments, 
Penalties and Punishments to be inflicted on Uic De- 
linquents; that Monsieur Cadre Wry should never be 
favourable nor propitious to Uicm; tliat he should 
never help, aid, supply, succour, nor grant them any 
subventitious Furtherance, auxiliary Suffrage, or ad- 
miniculary Assistance; that he should never hold in 
any Reckoning, Account, or Estimation; that he should 
' / 02 
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never dai^n t(i enter within tlirir Htn»cs, neither at 
the Doors, Windows, nor any citiicr Place thereof} 
that he should never liaunt nor frequent their Com- 
panics or C,onvcrsations. boss- frequently soever 
should invocatc him, and «all upon his Name; and 
that noi only he should leave and abandon them 10 
rot alone witli tlieir Wives in a sempiternal Solitari- 
ness. witliout the Ijenefit of the Inversion of any 
Cloficsniatc or Corns at at all, but should withal shun 
and eschew them, fly Irom them, and eternally foisakc 
and reject them as impioits Herctirks and sacrilrgious 
Persons, accordinj; to the arcusiom’d manner of other 
Cods, towards sue h as are loo slack m offering up the 
Duties and Uc\ erenres wliieh ouglit to be performed 
respectively to their Divinities: As is evidently appa- 
rent in Bauhui towards negligent V'lne-drcsscis; itl 
Ceres against idle Plow -men and Tillers of the Ground; 
in Pomona to unwordiy Pruiterers and Ckister-mong^; 
in Neptwit towards dissolute Mariners and Sea-faring 
Men; in Vulcan towards lo>-trnng Smitlis and Forge- 
men; and so throughout the rest. 

Now, on the contrary, dm infallible IVomisc was 
added, that unto all those who should make a Halj 
Day of the abovc-rccitcd Festival, and cease from all 
manner of worMly Work and Negotiation, lay aside 
all their own most important occasions, and to be so 
wntchlcss, heedless, and careless of what might con- 
cern the management of their proper Affairs, as to 
mind nodung else but a suspiciom espying and prying 
into the secret Deportments of their Wives, and how to 
koop, shut up, hold at under, and deal cruelly and 
austccrly with them, by all the Harshness and Hard- 
ships that an implacable, and every way inexorable 
Jealousie can devise and suggest,’ conform to die 
sacred Ordinances of the afore-mentioned Sacrifices 
and Obladons, he should be continually favourable to 
them, should love them, sociably converse with them, 
should be Day and Night in their Houses, and ncircr 
leave them destitute of his Presence. Now I have said, 
and you have heard my Cure. 
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' ■ " lia, ha, ^qiKith Cetpolin lauRhing) this is a 
yet more apt and proper than Htms ConvVt. 
Ring; Tlie Devil take me if I do not Ijclicvc it. The 
Humour, InrJination and Nature of Women ts like the 
Thunder, svhwe force in its Bolt, or othenvays, bumeth, 
hn^th, and breakrth only hard, massive and resisting 
OhjcetSjWilhout stavang or stopping at soft.empty and 
yielding matters: Tor it pashelh into pieces the Steel 
Svv’ord,\viUiout doing any hurl to the Velvet Scabbard 
lovvhidt inshcatlicth it; It rusheth abo, and ronsumeth 
the Bones, vvitliout wounding or endammagiiig the 
Hrah, wherewith thev ate vailed and covered: Just so 
it is, that Women for the greater part never bend the 
Contention, Subulty, and contradictory Disposition 
of their Spirits, unless it be to do what is prohibited 
nnd forbidden. 

Verily, (quoth Hiftf>otkaJef) some of our Doctors 
■avcjT for a truth, that the first Woman of die World, 
■whom the Htbrcja call Ect, had hardly been induced 
so or allured into the Temptation of eating of the Fruit 
of the Tree oj U/r, if it had not been forbidden her so 
to do. And that you may give the more Credit to tlie 
Validity of ihb Opinion, consider how the cautelous 
and wily Tempter did commemorate unto her, for an 
antecedent to his Enthjymane, the Prolnbttim wiiich was 
made to taste it, as being desirous to infer from Uicncc, 
It ir forbidden thee; thrrtforc thou shouldst cat of it, else 
thou const not be a Woman. 

CHAP. XXXIV 

How Women ordinarily have the greatest 
longing after things prohibited. 

W HEN I was (quoUr Caipalin) a Wlioremastcr at 
Orleans, the whole Art of Rhetorick in all its 
Tropes and Figures, was not able to afford unto me a 
Colour or Flourish of greater force and value; nor 
could I by any other form or manner of Elocutjon 
’ pitch upon a more perswasive Argument for bringing 
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young beautiful married Ladies into the Snares of 
Adultery, tlirough alluring and intidng them to tast 
wth me of Amorous Delights, than tvith a lively Spright- 
fulncss to tell them in down-right terms, and to remon- 
strate to them (with a great shew of Detestation of a 
Crime so horrid) how their Husbands were jealous.

If this Belief once enter 
into their Noddles, tlicir Husbands will infallibly be lo 
Cuckolds; yea, by God, will they, (without swearing) 
although they should do like Semiramis, Pasiphae, Egesta, 
the Women of the Isle Alandez in Egypt, and otlicr such 
like^ Queanish Hurting Harlots, mentioned in the 
Writings of Herodotus, Strabo, and such like Puppies. 

Truly (quoth P anocrates) I have heard it related, and 
it hath been told me for a Verity, that Pope Jhon 22. 
passing on a day through the Abby of Toucherome, was 
in all Humility required and besought by the Abbess, 
and other discreet Mothers of the said Convent, toiO 
grant them an Indulgence, by means whereof they 
imght conf^ themselves to one another, allcdging, 
That Religious Women were subject to some petty 
scCTCt Slips and Imperfections, which would be a foul 
and burning shame for them to discover and to reveal 
to Men, how Sacerdotal soever their Function were: 
but tliat mcj^vould freelicr, more familiarly, and with 
greater ch<mrf^css, open to each other their Offences, 
^ults, and Escapes, under the Seal of Confession. 
Ibere is not any thing (answered the Pope) fittings' 
mipetrate of me, which I would not most 
willmgly condescend unto: but I find one incon- 
v^ence; you know. Confession should be kept secret: and 
Women are not able to do so. Exceeding well (quoth

WTis iK> sooner made, but that tlicy did all of iltcm boyl 
‘"lilt a most ardent desire to know, and see what kind 
•®or tiling it was that was witliin it: they thought long 
already, that the Pope was not gone, to the end thes- 
might joyntly, with the more leisure and case apply 
themselves to the Box-opening Curiosity. 

Tile Holy Father, after he had given them his 
Ucncdiction, retired and withdrew himself to tlie 
Pontifical Lodgings of his own Palace: hut he was 
haidly gone tlircc Steps from without the Gates of 
fheir Oojsfer, when the good Ladies throngingly, .and 
in a hudled Crowd, pressing hard on die Backs of 
mono another, ran thrusting and sho\-ing who should 
he first at the setting open of the forbidden Bo.x, and 
descrying of the Qitod latitat within. 

On the very next dav tliercaftcr, Uie Pope made 
them another Visit, of a full design, purpose, and 
intention (as they imagined) to dispatcli tlic Grant of 
their sought and wislicid-for Indulgence: But before he 
Would enter into any Cliat or Communing wiili them, 
he Mmmanded the Casket to be brought unto him:

I was tiierc, quoth Epistmon', the good 
honest Man, her Husband, was very earnestly urgent 
to have tlic Fillet of her ionguc untied, and would 
needs have her speak by any means: at his desire some 
pains were taken on her, and partly by the industry i 
of die Phpitian, other part by the expertness of the 
Surgeon, the EncyUdotU, which she had under her 
Ton^c, being cut, she spoke and spoke again; yea, 
within few hours she spoke so loud, so mudi, so 
fiercely, and so long, dial her poor Husband returned 
to the same Physician for a Recipe to make her hold 
her Peace; There arc (quoth die Pl^suian) many 
proper Remedies in our Art, to make dumb Women 
speak, but there arc none, diat ever I could learn 
therein, to make diem silent. Tlic only Cure which s 
I have found out, is their Husband’s Deafness. The 
Wretch became widiin few Weeks thereafter, by 
Vertue of some Drugs, Charms or Enchantments, 
which the Physician had prescribed unto lum, so deaf, ' 
that he could not have heard die Thundring of 
Nineteen hundred Canons at a Sahe His Wife per- 
ceiving, that indeed he w'as as deaf as a Door-nail, 
luid that her Scolding was but in vain, sidi that he 
heard her not, she grew stark mad. 

Some time after, die Doctor asked for his Fee of die 3' 
Husband; who ansivcrcd. That truly he was deaf, and 
^ was not able to understand what the tenure of his 
Demand nught be, ^^^lcrcupon die Leech bedusted 
him wth a httlc, 1 know not what, sort of Powder;

Well tlicn (quoth Rondibitis) let it 
be a Pfeuter in Physick; as when we say a body is 
Pieuter, when it is neither sick nor healthful; and a 
ioMean in Philosophy; that by an Abnegation of both 
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EMrc.mi'i, and ths b> the Participation of the one and 
of the other; Pvtn at when luVctvartn Water is said 
to be botli liot and cold, or rather, at when Time 
makes tlie Partition, and iqual!> divides betwKt tlic 
two, a wlnle in the out , another wliilc, as long, in the 
otliet opposite extremity '1 he Iioly Apostle, fquotli 
Htfipolhadee) sccnitth. at I conceive, to have more 
clearly explained this Point, when he said, TtMse that 
are married, lei them le as ij they iiere not rramed; and 
those that have Wives, let them be as if thc> had no lo 
Wives at all. I thus interpr, t (quoth Panla^ruel) the 
having and not hav ing of a Wife. To have a Wife, is 
to have the use of h< i in such a v\a> as Nature bath 
ordained, which is for the Aid, .Society and Solace of 
Man, and propagating of his Race; To have no Wife 
IS not to be uxorious, pla^ the Cow.ard, and be lazy 
about her, and not for her sale to distain the Lustre 
of that .Aficction which Man owes to God, or yet for 
her to leave those Offices and Dunes which he owes 
unto his Country, unto his Friends and Kindred; or:o 
for her to abandon and forsake his precious Studies, 
and other businesses of Account, to wait still on her 
Will, her Beck, and her Buttocks. If we be pleased in 
this Sense to take having and not having of a Wife, we 
shall indeed find no Repugnancy nor Contradiction 
in the Terms at all.

^ a fond Dotard, ra\-ing, wagging, and shaking his 
Hands, dandling, lolling and nodding with his Head, 
like a Go\v bellowing for her Calf; and having then 
<^ed him nearer, spoke unto him thus; You are at 
^hb present (as I think) not unlike to a Mouse in- 
>0 tangled in a Snare, tvho the more that she gocth about 
to rid and unwind her self out of the Gin wherein she 
>? caught, by endeavouring to clear and deliver her 
feet from the Pitch whereto they stick, tlic foulicr she 
>s bewrayed with it, and the more strongly pestered 
therein; even so is it with you; For the more that you 
labour, strive, and inforce your self to disincumber, 
and extricate your Thoughts out of the implicating 
Involutions and Fcttcrings of the grics'ous and lament- 
able Gins and Springs of Anguish and Perplexity; the 
aogreater difficulty there is in the relieving of you, and 
you remain faster bound than ever; nor do I know 
for the removal of this Inconvcnicncy, any Remedy 
but one. 

Take heed; I have often heard it said in a Vulgar 
Proverb, The Wise may be mstructed by a Fool. Seeing 
the Answers and Responses of sage and judicious Men 
have in no manner of way satisfied you, take advice of 
some Fool; and possibly by so doing, you may come 
to get that Counccl which will be agreeable to your 
30 otvn Heart’s desire and contentment. You know how 
,by the Advice and Councel and Prediction of Fools, 
?oony Kings, Princes, States, and Conunonwealths 
have been preserved, several Battels gained, and 
divers doubts of a most perplexed Intricacy resolved: 

I am not so diffident of your Memory, as to hold it 
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needful lo refresh it \«ih a Quotation of Examples* 
nor do I so far undervalue your Judgment, but tliat I 
tliink it will acquiesce in ti»c Reason of thb my sub- 
sequent Discourse. 

As he who narrowly takes heed to svhat concerns the 
dextrous Management of lus private Affairs, domcati^ 
Businesses and tliosc Adoes which arc confined within 
the streight-lac’d compass of one Family: who b atten- 
tive, vigilant, and actis-c in the occonomick Rule of his 
own House; whose frugal Spirit never strays fromJ< 
home; who losetli no occasion, whcrcb>' he may pur- 
chase to himself more Riclics, and build up new heaps 
of Treasure on his former Wcaltli; and who knms'S 
warily how to present the Inconveniences of Poverty, 
is called a worldly Wise Man, though perhaps in tliC 
second Judgment of the Intelligences which arc above, 
he be esteemed a Fool. So on the contrary, is he most 
like (even in the llioughts of all Coclcslial Spirits) to_bc 
not only sage, but to presage Events to come by Divine 
Inspiration, who laying quite aside those Cares whiti =< 
arc conducible to his Body or his Fortunes, and as it 
were departing from himself, rids all his Senses of 
Terrene Affections, and clears his Fancies of those 
plodding Studies, whicli harbour in the Minds of 
tliriving Men: All whicli neglects of Sublunary Tilings 
are vulgarly imputed Folly. 

After tliis manner, the Son of Ficus, King of the 
Latins, that great Southsaycr Faunas, was called Fatuus, 
by the witless Rabble of the common People. The 
like we daily see practised amongst the Commickj 
Players, whose Drammatick Rolk, in distribution of 
tile Personages, appoint tlie acting of the Fool to him 
who is the wisest of the Troop. In approbation also 
of this fashion, the Mathematiaans allow tlie very same 
Horoscope to Princes, and to Sots. Whereof a right 
pregnant instance by them is given in the Nativities of 
Mneas and Chontbus; the latter of which two is by 
Euphorion said to have been a Fool: and yet had with 
the former the same Aspects^ and Heavenly Genethlick , 
Influences. ^ 
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1 shall not, I suppose, sssTn c niudi from the pur- 
pose in hand, if I relate unto >ou. what Ihan Andrew 
S!Ud upon the Return of a Papal H-Vw, which was 
direcitxl to the Mn>or of Rachel and Burgesses, after 
him by Penorm, upon the same Pontifical Canon; 
Rerbalia, on the Pandects; and rrccntl> by Jason, in his 
Counccb; concerning Seyny Ikon the noted Tool of 
Peris, and CatlUis fore-great Grandfather. Hie Case 
is tills: 

so At Peris, in die Roast-meat Cookery of the Petit 
ChasleleS, l^ore the Cook-shop of one of the Roast- 
tneat Sellers of that Lane, a certain hungry Porter was 
eating his Bread, after he had by Parcels kept it a 
Vhilc above die Reek and Steam of a fat Goose on die 
Spit, turning at a great Tire, and found it so besmoaked 
svith the Vapour, to be s.avoury; whidi tlie Cook 
observing, took no nonce, ull after having ra\ ined his 
Penny Loaf, whereof no Morsel had been unsmoaki- 
ficd, he was about discamping and going away; but 
io by your leave, as the Fellow diought to have departed 
thence shot-free, die Master-Cook laid hold upon him 
i>y the Goeget, demanded p.aymcnt for the Smoak of 
his Roast-meat. The Porter answered, diat he had 
sustained no loss at all, that by what he had done 
( there was no Dinunuuon made of the Flesh, diat he 
had taken nothing of his, and that therefore he was 
pot indebted to him in any dung. As for die Smoak 
in question, that, aldiough he had not been dicrc, it 
"ould howsoever have been evaporated. Besides that, 
3o before that time it had never been seen nor heard, 
that Roast-meat Smoak was sold upon die Streets of 
Peris. The Cook hereto replied, That he was not 
obliged nor any way bound to feed and nourish for 
nought a Porter whom he had never seen before widi 
the Smoak of his Roast-meat; and diereupon swore, 
that if he would not forduvtth content and sansfie 
him with present Payment for the Repast whicli he 
had thereby got, that he would take his crooked 
Staves from off his Back; which instead of having 
to Loads thereafter laid upon them, should serve for Fuel 
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to his Kitchen Fires. Whilst he ss-ns going about so 
to do, and to have pulled them to him by one of 
the bottom Rungs, which he had caught in his Hand, 
flic sturdy Porter got out of his Gripes, drew forth the 
knotty Cudgel, and stood to his own Defence. Tlie 
Altercation w:ixcd hot in Words, whicli moved 
the gaping Hoydons of the sottish Parisians to run from 
.all parts thcrabouts to see what the issue svould be 
of that babling Strife and Contention. In die interim 
of this Dispute, to very good purpose, Sfiny Ikon the to 
Fool and Citizen of Paris, hapned to lie there, whom 
the Cook perceiving, said to the Porter, Wilt thou 
refer and submit unto die noble Seir^- //ion, the Decision 
of the DifTcrcnce and Controversic which is betwixt 
us? Yes, by the blood of a Goose, answered the 
Porter, I am content. Seiny Ihon the Foot, finding that 
the Cook and Porter had compromised the Determina- 
tion of their Variance and Debate to the Discretion of 
his Award and iVbitrimcnt; after that die Reasons 
on either side whereupon was grounded the mutual to 
fierceness of their brawling Jar had been to the full 
displayed and laid open before him, commanded the 
Porter to draw out of the Fab of his Belt a piece of 
Money, if he had it. Whereupon the Porter immedi- 
ately without delay, in Reverence to the Authority' of 
such a Judicious Umpire, put the tenth part of a Silver 
Phillip into his Hand.

Owl: tcilh the Soimd of hit Afoniyi .And the said Court 
frtdebteih, That cvcr>' one rctuni to his own home, and 
attend Ills proper business, witliout Cost and C^harges, 
and for a Cause. 'Iliis Verdict, Award and Arbitri- 
' ment of tlic Paniian Fool, did appear so equitable, yea, 
to admirable to the aforesaid Doctors, that tlicy very 
inuclt doubted, if the Matter had been brought before 
^e Sessions for Justice of the said Place, or that die 
*ajudgcs of die Pota at Rome had been Umpires tlicrcin;

How BRiDLEGOOSE givcl/i Reasotis, why he looked 
upon those Law-Actions which he decided by the 
Chance of the Dice. 


Y Ea, but (quoth Trinquamel) my Friend, seeing it is 
by the Lot, Chance, and Throw of the Dice that 
you award your Judgments and Sentences, why do 
not you lime up these fair Throws and Chances the 
very same Day and Hour, without any further pro- 
crastination or delay, that the controverting Party- 
pleaders appear before you? To what use can those lo 
VVritings serve you, tliose Papers, and other Pro- 
cedures contained in the Bags and Peaks of the Law- 
Suitors? To the verj’ same use (quoth Bridle-goose) 
tliat they ser\'e your other Worsliips, Tliey are be- 
hooful unto me, and serve my turn in three things 
very exquisite, requisite, and authentical. First, for 
Formality sake, the omission whereof, that it mtieth 
all whatever is done, to be of no force nor value, is 
excellently well proved, by Spec., tit. de instr. edi. et tit. 
de rescrip, praesent. Besides, that it is not unknown to 20 


you, who have had many more Experiments thereof 
than I, hotv oftentimes in Judicial Proceedings, the 
Formalities utterly destroy tlie Materialities and Sub- 
stances of the Causes and Matters agitated; for forma 
mutata mutatur substantia, Jf ad c.xhtb., 1. Julianas; Jf ad 
leg.falM., 1. Si is qui quadringenta, et extra., de deci., c.

• Secondly, They are useful and steadable to me, (even 
M unto your other Worships) in lieu of some other 
honest and healtliful Exercise. The late Master Otho- 3 
man Vadat, a prime Physician, as you would say, C. de 
roTOt ft archi., lib. xij, hath frequently told me. That 
he lack and default of Bodily Exercise, is the chief. 
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if not the sole and only cause of the little Health, and 
short Lives of all Officers of Justice, such as your 
Worships and I am. Which observation was singu- 
larly well, before him, noted and remarked by 
Bartholus in 1 . j. C. de semen, qute pro to quod: therefore 
is it, that the Practice of such-like Exercitations is 
appointed to be laid hold on by your other Worships, 
and consequently not to be denied unto me, who am 
of the same Profession: quia accessorium naturam scquiiur 
10 principalis, de reg. jur. lib. VI el 1 . cum principalis, el 1 . 
nihil dolo.,J[ eod. iitu.; jf defidejusso.,L. fidejussor, el extra, 
de ojfi. de leg.; c. j. Let certain honest, and recreative 
Sports and Plays of Corporeal Exercises be allowed 
and approved of; and so far, jfi de al. lus. et aleat., L. 
Solent, et autenl. ut omnes obifiant, in princ., coll, vtj, et Jj 
de pracscript. verb., 1 . si grdtuitam, et 1 . j. C. de sped., 
lib. xj. Such also is the Opinion of D. Thom, in 
secunda secunde, quasi, clxviij. Quoted in very good 
purpose, by D. Al. de Rosa', who, Fuit magnus Practicus, 
20 and a solemn Doctor, as Barbatia attesteth in Principiis 
Consil. Wherefore the Reason is evidently and clearly 
deduced, and set down before us, in gl. in procemio ff, 
§ ne autem lerlii: Interpone tuis interdum gaudia curis. In 
every deed, one, in the Year a Thousand four hundred 
fourscore and sixth, having a Business concerning the 
Portion and Inheritance of a younger Brother, de- 
pending in the Court and Chamber of the four High 
Treasurers of France, whcrcinto assoon as ever I got 
leave to enter by a Pecuniary Permission of tlic 
30 Usher thereof, as your other Worships know very 
well, that Pecunia obediunt omnia; and there says 
Baldus, in /. Singularia, Jf si cerium pet., et Salic., in 1 . 
recepticia, C. de conslit. pccun., et Card., in Clc.j, de baptis.; 

I found them all recreating and diverting themselves 
at the Play called Mussc, cither before or after Din- 
ner; to me, truly, it is a thing altogether indilTcrcnl, 
whether of the two it was, provided that Hie not. that 
the Game of the Musse is lionest, healthful, ancient, 
and lawful: a Museo inventore, de quo C., de petit, hacred., 
40 1 . si post motam, & Muscarii, id rst: Such as play and

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greater patience, and more mildly and gently endure 
and bear up the disastrous Load of their Misfortune, 
than if they had been sentenced at their first arrival 
unto the Court: as, no. glo.Jf de excu. tut., L. Tria onera; 
Portatur leviter, quod portal quisque libenter. On the 
other part, to pass a Decree or Sentence, when the 
action is raw, crude, green, unripe, and unprepared 
as at the beginning, a danger would ensue of a no 
less inconveniency, then that which the Physicians 
10 have been wont to say, befalleth to him in whom an 
Imposthume is pierced before it be ripe; or unto any 
other whose Body is purged of a strong predominating 
Humour, before its digestion: For as it is written, in 
Aulent., Haec constit. m inno. const, prin. So is the same 
repeated, gl. in. c. Caeterum, extra., dejura. calum.: quod 
Medicamenta morbis exhibent, hoc jura negotiis. Nature 
furthermore admonisheth and teacheth us, to gather 
and reap, eat and feed on Fruits when they are ripe, 
and not before. Instil., de re. di., % is ad quern, et Jf de 
so acti. empL, 1. Julianus. To marry likewise our Daughters 
when they are ripe, and no sooner. Jf de donat. int. vir.

CHAP. XLI 

How BRIDLEGOOSE Tclatelh the History of the 
Reconcilers of Parties at variance in matters of 
Law. 

I Remember to the same purpose (quoth Bridlegoose, 
in continuing his Discourse) that in the time when 
at Poicliers I %vas a Student of Law under Brocadium 
Juris, there was at Smerva one Peter Dandin, a very 
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honest Man, careful Labourer of the Ground, fine 
singer in a Church-Desk, of good Repute and Credit, 
and older than the most aged of all your ^Vorships, 
who was wont to say, that he had seen the great and 
goodly good Man the Cowial of Laleran, with his wide 
and broad brimmed red Hat; As also, that he had 
beheld and looked upon the fair and beautiful Prag- 
malical Sanction, his \Vifc, with her huge Rosary or 
Fatenotrian Chapclet of Jeat-bcads, hanging at a 
large Sky-coloured Ribbond. This honest Man com- lo 
pounded, attoned and agreed more Differences, Con- 
troversies and Variances at Law than had been 
determined, voided, and finished during his time in 
the whole Palace of Poictiers, in the Auditory of 
MonlmoriUon, and in the Town-house of the old 
Partenay. This amicable Disposition of his rendred 
him Venerable, and of great Intimation, Sway, Power 
and Authority throughout all the neighbouring places 
of Chauvime, Js'otiaille, Viionne, Mezcaitx, Estates, and 
other bordering and circumjacent Towns, Villages, 20 
and Hamlets: All their Debates were pacified by him; 
he put an end to their brabling Suits at Law, and 
svrangling Differences. By his Advice and Coun- 
sels were Accords and Reconcilements no less firmly 
made, than if the Verdict of a Soveraign Judge had 
been interposed therein, although, in very deed, he was 
no Judge at all, but a right honest Man, as you may 
well conceive. Arg. in 1 . sed si uniiis,ff dejureju., et dt 
verb, oblig., 1 . continuus. 

There was not a Hog killed within three Parishes of 30 
him, whereof he had not some part of the Haslet and 
Puddings. He was almost every day invited either to 
a Marriage, Banket, Christning Feast, an Uprising 
or Women-Churching Treatment, a Birth-day’s 
Anniversary Solemnity, a merry Frollick Gossiping, 
or otherways to some delicious Entertainment in a 
Tavern, to make some Accord and Agreement between 
Persons at odds, and in debate with one another. 
Remark what I say; for he never yet setled and com- 
pounded a Difference betwixt any two at variance, 40 
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but he streight made the Parties agreed and pacified, 
to drink together, as a sure and infallible Token and 
Symbol of a perfect and compleatly well cemented 
Reconciliation, sign of a sound and sincere Amity and 
proper Mark of a new Joy and Gladness to follow 
thereupon. Ut no. per doct., Jf de peri, et comm, rei 
vend. l.j. He had a Son whose Name was Tenot Dandin, 
a lusty young sturdy frisking Royster, so help me God, 
wholikewise (in imitation of his Peace-making Father) 
10 would have undertaken and medled with the taking 
up of Variances, and deciding of Controversies be- 
twixt disagreeing and contentious Parties, Pleaders as 
you know.

He was likeways in these 
pacificatory Negotiations so active and vigilant; for 
vigilantibus jura subveniunt, ex 1. pupillus,Jj qm in fraud, 
cred., et ibid. 1. non enim, et instit. in proannio; that when 
he had smelt, heard, and fully understood; ut f[ si quad, 
pau.fec., L. Agaso, gl. in verbo olfecit i. nasum ad culum 
posuit; tliat there was any where in the Country a 
30 debatable matter at Law, he would incontinently 
thrust in his Advice, and so forwardly intrude his 
Opinion in the business, tliat he made no Bones of 
making offer, and taking upon him to decide it, how 
difficult soever it might happen to be, to the full 
contentment and Satisfaction of both Parties: It is 
written, Qui non laborat non manducat. And the said 
gl.Jj de dam. infect., 1. quamvis: And Currere plus qute 
le pas vetulam compellit egestas. gl. Jf de lib. agnos., 1. 
Si quis pro quafacif; 1. si plwres, C.de cond. incer. But so 
40 huge great was his Misfortune in this his Undertaking,

that he never compo'setl any diOcrcncc, how iiltle 
soever you may imagine it might have been, but that 
iastcad of reconciling the Parties at odds, lie did 
incense, irritate, and exasperate them to a higher 
point of Dissention and Enmity titan ever tltcy were 
at before. Your Worships know I doubt not that,

Sl-Jf de alte.Jti. nut. cam. fa., 1. ij. This administred 
unto the Tavern-keepers, Wine-drawers, and Vintners 
of Smerva an occasion to say, that under him they had lo 
not in the space of a whole year so mvtch Reconciltatwn- 
Wine (for so were they pleased to call the good Wine of 
Legiige) as under his Father they had done in one half 
hours time. It hapned a little while thereafter, that 
he made a most heavy regret thereof to his Father, 
attributing the Causes of his bad Success in pacifica- 
tory Enterprizes to the Perversity, Stubbornness, fro- 
ward, cross and backward Inclinations of the People 
of his lime, roundly boldly and irreverently upbraid- 
ing, that if but a score of Years before the World so 
had been so wayward, obstinate, pcrvicacious, im- 
placable, and out of all Square, Frame and Order as 
it was then, his Father had never attained to, and 
acquired the Honour and Title of Stnfe-appeaser, so 
irrefragably, inviolably and irrevocably as he hath 
done; in doing whereof Tenot did heinously transgress 
against the Law which prohibiteth Children to re- 
proach the Actions of their Parents. Per gl. e! Bar., 

1. iij, § Si guis,JJde condi. ob cam., et auient., de Nup., § Sed 
quod sancilum. Coll. iiij. To this the honest old Father 30 
answered thus: My Son Dandin, when Don oporlet 
taketh place, this is the course which sve must trace, 
gl. C. de appell., 1. eos eliam: For the Road that you went 
upon was not the way to the Fullers Mill nor in any 
part thereof was the Form to be found wherein the 
Hare did sit. Thou hast not the skill and dexterity of 
selling and composing Differences. Why? Because 
thou takest them at the beginning in the very Infancy 
and Bud as it were, when they arc green, raw, and

indigestible: yet I know handsomly and fcatly how to 
compose and setUe them all. ^Vhy? Ilccnusc I take 
them at their Decadence, in their \Vcnning, and when 
they arc pretty well digested. So saitli g/. dulctor est 
fnictus Jmt tnuha jmntla ducUts. L. eoH monUtrus, C. de 
coitlrahend. et emit. slip. Didst thou ever hear tlte 
vulgar proverb, Hopji} ts the Phjstcian itliose coming is 
desired at the Declension of a Disease? For the Sickness 
being come to a Cnsis, is then upon the decreasing 
10 hand, and drawing towards an end, although the 
Phj'sician should not repair thithei for the Cure 
thereof: whereby though Nature wholly do the work, 
he bears away the Palm and Praise thereof. My 
Pleaders after the same manner, before I did interpose 
my Judgment in the reconciling of them, were waxing 
faint in their Contestations, ilieir Altercation Heat 
was much abated, and, in declining from their former 
Strife, they of themselves inclined to a firm Accom- 
modation of their DifTcrcnccs; because there wanted 
so Fuel to that Fire of burning. Rancour and despightful 
\S’rangling, whereof the lower sort of Lawyers were 
the Kmdlers: Tliis is to say, their Purses w ere emptied 
of Coin, they had not a \\'in in their Fab, nor Penny 
in their Bag, wherewith to sollicit and present their 
Actions, 

Deficienle pecu-, deficit ornne, -ma. 

There wanted then nothing but some Brother to 
supply the place of a Paranymph, Braul-brokcr, 
Proxcnetc or Mediator, who acting his part dex- 
30 trously, should be the first broachcr of the Motion of 
an Agreement, for saving both the one and the other 
Party from that hurtful and pernicious Shame, w'here- 
of he could not have avoided the Imputation, when 
it should have been said, tliat he was the first who 
yielded and spoke of a Reconcilement; and that there- 
fore his Cause not being good, and being sensible 
where his Shoe did pinch him, was willing to break 
the Ice, and make the greater haste to prepare the 
W’ay for a Condescendment to an amicable and 
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friendly Treaty. Tlicn was it that I came in pudding 
time, {Danrlin my Son) nor is the fat of Bacon more 
relishing to boiled Pease, than was my Verdict then 
agreeable to them; This was my Lucl:, my Profit and 
good Fortune. I tell thee, my jolly Son Dandm, that 
by this Rule and Method I could settle a firm Peace, 
or at least clap up a Cessation of Arms and Truce for 
many years to come betss-ixt the Gnat /fin? and the 
Vencltan Slate; the Emfieror and the Cantons of Sivisser- 
land; the English and the Scots; and betsvixt the Pope it 
and the Fenarians. Shall 1 go yet further: Yea, as I 
would have God to help me, betsvixt the Turk and the 
Sophy, the Tartars and the Muscovilers. Remark well 
wiiat I am to say unto thee, I would take them at that 
very instant nick of time, svhen both those of the one 
and the otlicr side should be sveary and tired of 
making NVar, when they had voided and emptied their 
owTi Cashes and Coffers of all Treasure and Coin, 
drained and exhausted the Purses and Bags of their 
Subjects, sold and morgaged their Domains and pro- ec 
per Inheritances, and totally wasted, spent and con- 
sumed the Munition, Furniture, ProsTsion and \^ictuals 
that were necessary for the continuance of a Military 
YaiptdVtion. There \ am sure, loy Cod, or Toy 'nis 
Mother, that svould they, would they, in spight of all 
their Teetlis, they should be forced to t^c a little 
Respit and Breathing-time, to moderate the Fury and 
cruel Rage of tlieir ambitious Aims. Tliis is the 
Doctrine in gl. xxxvii. d. c. si guando.

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and Perfection tlicrcof in ait its Members; to wit, tlic 
^Vritings and the Bags. in 1 . si major., C. commit, 
dii'i. ct de cons., d.j. c.

10 lump of Flesh; and would remain still so. if Iiis D.am 
out of the abundance of her .•VfTection to her hopeful 
Cub, did not with much licking put his Members into 
that figure and shape which Nature had provided for 
liiose of an Arcltci. and Ursinal kind. Ut no. doct.,ff ad 
leg. AquiL, 1 . ij, in ft. Just so I see, as your otiicr tVor- 
ships do. Processes and Suits in Law at their first 
bringing forth, to be memberlcss, without shape, de- 
formed and disfigured; for that then they consist only 
of one or two Writings, or Copies of Instruments, 
so through which Defect they appear unto me as to your 
other Worships, foul, loathsom. filthy and misshapen 
Beasts. But when there are heaps of these Legi- 
IoTma\ Papers packed, piled, laid wp together, im- 
poaked, insachcled, and put up in Bags, then is it that 
with a good reason we may term that Suit, to which, 
as pieces, parcels, parts, portions and members thereof, 
they dopertain and belong, well-formed and fashioned, 
big-limmcd, strong set, and in all and each of its 
Dimensions most complcatly membred: Because forma

Yea. but (asked Tringuamelle) how do you proceed, 
10 (my Friend) in Criminal Causes, the culpable and 
guilty Party being taken and seired upon, Flagrante 
Criminel Even as your other Worships use to do 
(answered Bndicgoose:) First, 1 permit the Plaintiff to 
depart from the Court, enjoyning him not to presume 
to return thither, till he prcallably, should have taken 
a good sound and profound Sleep, which is to scr\-c 
for the prime Entry and Introduction to the legal 
cariying on of the Business. In the next place, a 
formal Report is to be made to me of his having slept. 
20 Thirdly, I issue forth a Warrant to convent him before 
me. Fottrthly, He is to produce a suflicicni and authen- 
tick Attestation, of his hasdng thoroughly and entirely 
slcepcd, conform to the gl. ,3a q. vij c. Si quis cum. 

Qiiandoque bonus dormilat liomerus. 

Being thus far advanced in the Formality of the 
Process, I find that this Consopiating Act engendreth 
another Aet, whence ariseth the articulating of a 
Member; that again produceth a Third Act, fashiona- 
. tivc of another Member; which Third bringing forth 
30 a Fourth, Procreative of another Act: New Members 
in a no fewer Number are shapen and framed, one 
still breeding, and begetting another (as Link after 
Link, the Coat of Mail at length is made) till thus. 
Piece after Piece, by little and little, like Information 
upon Information, the Process be compleatly well 
formed, and perfect in all his Members. Finally, 
having proceeded this length, I have recourse to my 
Dice, nor is it to be thought, that this interruption, 
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rcspit, or interpellation, it by me occasioned witliout 
very good reason inducing me thereunto, and a 
notable Experience of a most convincing and irre- 
fragable force. 

I remember, on a time, that in the Camp at Sloch- 
holm, there was a certain Gascon named Gralmatdd, 
Native of the Town of Samt Sever, who having lost all 
his Money at Play, and consecutively being very angr>’ 
thereat, as you know,/)frunia est alter sanguis, ut ait Anto.

Sey degun de bans anlx qut boille 
truquar ainbe ion d helz etnbiz. Finding that none w'ould 20 
make him any Answer, he passed from thence to that 
part of the Leaguer, where the huff, snuff, honder- 
sponder, swash-buckling High-Germans w’cre, to whom 
he renew ed these vcr>' Terms, provoking them to fight 
with him; but all the Return he had from them to his 
stout Challenge was only Der Guascogner tlmt schich usz 
mitt eim jedem ze schlagen, aber er ist geneigter zu staelen; 
daritmb, heben fraiven, hendsergzu unserni haiisraut. Finding 
also, that none of that Band ofTeutonick Soldiers offered 
himself to the Combat, he passed to that quarter of the 30 
Leaguer where the French Free-booting Adventurers 
were encamped, and reiterating unto them, w'hat he 
had before repeated to the Dutch Warriours, chal- 
lenged them likewise to fight with him, and there- 
withal made some pretty little Gasconado fiisking 
Gambols, to oblige them the more cheerfully and 
gallantly to cope with him in the Lists of a Duellizing 
Engagement; but no Answer at all was made unto 
him. Whereupon the Gascon despairing of meeting 
with any Antagonists, deoarted from thence, and 40 
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laying himself down, not far from ihc Pavilions of the 
grand Ciinstian Cavalier, Crissie. fell fast tislcep. When 
he had throughly slept an hour or two, another 
adventurous and all-har.arding Blade of the Forloni 
Hope of the lavishingly wasting Gamesters, having 
also lost all his Mones-s, sallied forth with a Sword in 
his Hand, ofa firm Resolution to fight svith the afore- 
said Gascon seeing he had lost ns well as he. 

rioratur lacht^mis mnissa pcamia tens, 

'“saith the Gl. dc limitmt. dist. 5. c. Sunt plum. To this 
effect, having made enquirs" and search for him 
throughout tiie whole Camp, and in sequel thereof 
found" him asleep, he said unto him, Up, ho, good 
Fellow, in Name of all the DcHls of Hell, rise up. rise 
^Pi get up; I have lost my Money as svcll as thou hast 
done, let us therefore go fight lustily together, grapple 
and scuffle it to some purpose: 'f'hou may’st see that; 
and look, my Tuck is no longer than thy Rapier, The 
Gascon, altogether astonished at his unexpected Pro- 

20 vocation, without altering his former Dialect, spoke 
thus: Cap de sainct Arnault, quau seys tu, gut me rebrillez? 
Qjic man de taireme tc gyre. Ho, sainct Siobe, cap dr Gtias- 
coigne, ta pla dormie mu, quand aquoesl tnquain me bingut 
estee. The ventrous Royster inviteth him again to the 
Duel; but the Gascon, without condescending to his 
desire, said only this: He, paovrel, ton tc esqutnerie, ares 
que son pla reposat. Vayne un pane qui tc posar com iou; 
puesse tnigueren. Thus, in forgetting his Loss, he forgot 
the eagerness which he had to fight. In conclusion, 

30 after that the other had likeways slept a little they, 
instead of fighting, and possibly killing one another, 
went joyntly to a Sutler’s Tent, where they drank 
together very amicably, each upon the pawn of his 
Sword. Thus, by a little Sleep was pacified the ardent 
Fury of tss'o warlike Champions. There, Gossip, comes 
the Golden ^Vord ofjhon Andr. in c. ult. de sent, et re 
judic., libro sexto:

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CHAP. XLIII 
How PANTAGRUEL CXCUSeth BRIDLEGOOSE, in ihc 

matlers of Sentencing Actions at Law, by the 
Chance of the Dice. 

W Itli this Bridlegoose held his peace. Whereupon 
Trmquamelle bid them withdraw from the Court: 
WTiicti accordingly was done; and then directed his 
Discourse to Panlagruel after this manner: It is fitting 
(most Illustrious Prince) not only by reason ofthcdcep 
Obligations wherein this present Parliament, together 
svith the whole Marquisate of Merlingues, stand bound 
to your Royal Highness, for the innumerable Benefits, 
which as effects of mter Grace, they have received from 
your incomparable Bounty; but for that excellent to 
Wit also, prime Judgment, and admirable Learning 
wherewith .Almighty God, the Giver of all Good 
Things, hath most richly qualified and endowed you, 
we tender and present unto you the Decision of this 
new', strange, and Paradoxical Case of Bridlegoose, 
who in your presence, to your both hearing and seeing, 
hath plainly confessed his final Judging and Deter- 
minating of Suit of Law, by the meer Chance and 
Fortune of the Dice-, therefore do ive beseech you, 
that you may be pleased to give Sentence therein, as 20 
unto you shaU seem most just and equitable. To this 
Panlagruel answered: Gentlemen, It is not unknown to 
you, how my Condition is somewhat remote from the 
Profession of deciding Law-Controversies; yet seeing 
you are pleased to do me the Honour to put that Task 
upon me, instead of undergoing the Office of a Judge, 

I will become your humble Supplicant: I obsers-e. 
Gentlemen, in this Bridlegoose, several things, which 
induce me to represent before you, that it is my 
opinion he should be pardoned. In the First place his 30 
Old Age; Secondly, his Simplicity: To both which Qualities 
our Statute and Common Laws, Civil and Municipal 
together, allow many Excuses for any slips or escapes, 
which through the invincible Imperfection of either. 
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tnconsidcraidy stumbled upon by a Person 
.wquaUfied. Thirdir, Gtntlmm. I must needs display 
ntiolhcr Case, winch in I'^quily and Justice 
®uch for the advantage of BndU^oose; to wit, 
this one, sole, and single fault of his. ought to be 
JlUitc forgotten, abolished, and swallowed up, by that 
**PP'^eand vast Ocean of just Dooms and Sentences, 
heretofore he hath given and pronounced; his 
for these forty Yc.ars and upwards, that 
. TOtli been a Judge, having been so evenly balanced 
, ”* wic Seales of L'prightncss, that Enw itself, till now’, 
•^uld not have been so impudent as to accuse and 
Wm with an Act worlliy of a Cheek or Repre- 
“C^ion; As if a Drop of the Sea were thrown into the 
none could perceive, or say, that by this single 
■“top, the whole River siiould be salt and braclush. 

Truly, it scemeth unto me, that in the whole Scries 
^firid/f^oorr's Juridical Decrees, there hath been, I 
know not svhat. of extraordinary savouring of the un- 
*®speakablc Benignity of God, that alt those his prcced- 
' Wg Sentences, Awards, and Judgments, have been 
. confirmed and approved of by your selves, in this 
your own Venerable and Sovereign Coitrt: for it is 
tisual (as you know’ well) with him whose wa>’s arc 
> J^crutablc, to manifest his own ineffable Glory, in 
blunting tlic Pcrspicacy of the Eyes of the Wise, in 
tveakening the Strength of potent Oppressors, in de- 
' pressing the Pride of rich Extortioners, and in erecting, 
comforting, protecting, supporting, upholding, and 
SOshoaring up the poor, feeble, humble, silly, and foolish 
'Ones of tlie Earth. But waving all these matters, I 
shall only beseech you, not by the Obligations which 
you pretend to owe to my Family, for which I thank 
you; but for that constant and unfeigned Love and 
' Affection which you have always found in me, both 
on this and on the other side of Loire, for the Main- 
tenance and Establishment of your Places, Offices, 

■ ^ and Dignities, that for this one time, you would pardon 
'■* and forgive him, upon these two Conditions: Finl, 

• 40 That he satisfie, or put a sufficient Surety for the 
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Satisfaction of the Party tvronRcd by tlic Injiwticc 
of the Sentence in question; I'or tlic ful/ihnent of 
tills Arlii le, I will provide siifricicnlly. And Secondly, 
Tliat for Ins suljsidinrj’ Aid in the sveights Charge of 
Administnngjusticc, you would beplcased tonppoint, 
and assign unto him some pretty, little, s'crtuous 
Counsellor, younger, leamedcr, and wiser than he, by 
the Square and Rule of uhosc Advice he may regulate, 
guide, temper, and moderate in times coming, all 
his Judieiary Procedures; or otherways, if you intend to 
totally to depose him from his Office, and to deprive 
him altogether of the State and Dignity of a Judge, 

I shall cordially inti eat you to make a Present and 
free Gift of him to me. who shall find in my Kingdoms 
Charges and I'.mploymcnts enough svheresvith to im- 
busic him, for the bettering of his own Fortunes, and 
furtherance of my Service. In the mean time, I im- 
plore the Creator, S.aviour and Sanctifier of all good 
things, in their Grace. Mercy and Kindness, to preserve 
you all now and cvcnnorc, World svithout end. 20 
Tlicsc words thus spoken, Pantagruel vayling his Cap, 
and making a Leg, with such a Majcstick Garb as 
became a Person of his paramount Degree and Emi- 
nency, fnrcwcll’d TrinquamtUe the President, and 
Master Speaker of that Aferlinguesian Parliament, took 
his leave of the whole Court, and went out of the 
Chamber; at the Door whereof finding Panurge, 
Epislemon, Fiyar Ikon, and others, he forthwith, at- 
tended by them, walked to the outer Gate, where all 
them immediately took Horse to return towards 30 
GarganWa. Pantagruel by the way related to them, 
from point to point, the manner of Bridlegoose’s 
sententiating DifTcrcnccs at Law. Fryar Ikon said, 
that he had seen Peter Dandin, and ivas acquainted 
with him at that time when he sojourned in the 
Monastery of Fontaine le Conte, under the Noble Abbot 
Ardillon. Gymnast likewise affirmed, that he was in 
the Tent of the Grand Christian Cavallicr de Cressie, 
when the Gascon, after his Sleep, made answer to the 
Adventurer. Panurge was somewhat incredulous in 40 
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the Matter of Believing, that it %vas morally possible 
ilnW/ffjoorc should have been for such a long space of 
Time so continually fortunate in that Alcaloty way of 
deciding Law-Debates. Epistemon said to Pantagrud, 
Such another Story, not much unlike to that, in all the 
Circumstances thereof, is \'ulgarly reported of the 
Precast of Montkhrry. In good sooth, such a perpetuity 
of good Luck is to be wondred at. To have hit right 
ttvicc or thrice in a Judgment so given by Hap- 
to hazard, might have fallen out well enough, especially 
in Controversies that were ambiguous, intricate, 
abstruse, pcrplc-xcd, and obscure. 


CHAP. XLIV 

How PANTAGRTEL Tctatclh « siTongc HisiOTJ 
of the Perplexity of Humane Judgment. 

O Eing you talk (quoth Pan(agritel) of dark, difficult, 
O hard and knotty Debates, I will tell you of one 
controverted before Cneius Dolabella, Proconsul in 
Asia. The Case was this: 

A AVife in Smjyma had of her first Husband a Child 
named Abece; he dying, she, after the e.xpiring of a 
Year and Day, married again, and to her Second 
20 Husband bore a Boy called Edege: A pretty long time 
thereafter it happened (as you know the Affection of 
Step-fathers and Step-dams is very rare, towards the 
Children of thefirstFathersand Mothersdcccased) that 
this Husband, wth the help of his Son Edege, secretly, 
wittingly, willingly and treacherously murthered Abece. 
The ^Voman came no sooner to get Information of 
the Fact, that it might not go unpunished, she caused 
kill them both, to revenge the Death of her first Son. 
She was Apprehended, and carried before Cneius Dola- 
30 bella, in whose Presence she, without dissembling any 
thing, confessed all that was laid to her Charge; yet 
alledged, that she had both Right and Reason on her 
side for the killing of them. Thus \vzs the State of 
the Question. He found the Business so dubious and 
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inlricalc, tliat he knew not what to determin therein, 
nor wliicli of tlie Parties to incline to. On the one 
liand, it was an cxecrahle Crime to Cut off at once Ijotli 
her Second Husliand and her Son. On tlicotherhand, 
the Cause of the Murther seemed to be so natural, as 
to l)c grounded upon the laiw of Nations, and the 
rational Instinct of all the People of the World; seeing 
they two together had feloniously and inurthcrously 
destroyed her first Son: Not that they had been in 
any manner of way \sTongcd, outraged or injured by to 
him, but out of an avaricious intent to possess his 
Inheritance. In this doubtful Quandars' and Uncer- 
tainty what \o pitch upon, he sent to the Areopagitts 
then sitting at Athens, to learn and obtain their Advice 
and Judgment. That Judicious Senate very sagely 
perpending the Reasons of his Perplexity, sent Iiim 
svord to summon her personally to eompear before 
him, a precise Hundred Years thereafter, to answer to 
some Interrogatories touching certain Points, which 
svere not contained in the Verbal Defence: Which so 
Resolution of theirs did import, that it was, in their 
opinion, a so dilltcult and inextricable a Matter, that 
they knew not what to say or judge therein. \Vho had 
decided that Plea by the Chance and Fortune of the 
Vice, could not have erred nor awarded amiss, on 
whicli side soever he had past his casting and con- 
demnatory Sentence: If against the Woman, she de- 
scrs'cd Punishment for usurping Sovereign Authority, 
by taking that Vengeance at her own hand, the in- 
flicting svhereof was only competent to the Supream 3° 
Power, to administer Justice in Criminal Cases: If for 
her, the just Resentment of a so atrocious Injury' done 
unto her, in murthering her innocent Son, did fully 
excuse and vindicate her of any Trespass or Offence 
about that Particular committed by her. But this 
continuation of BridUgoose for so many Years, still 
hitting the Nail on the Head, never missing the Mark, 
and always judging aright, by the meer throwing of 
the Dice, and the Chance thereof, is that which most 
astonisheth and amazeth me. 40 
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To answer (quoth EphUmon) categorically to that 
tvhich you tvondcr at 1 must ingeniously confess and 
avow that 1 cannot; yet conjccturally to guess at the 
reason of it, I would refer the Cause of that mars’cl- 
lously long-continued happy Success in the Judiciary 
Results of his Definitive Sentences to the favourable 
Aspect of the Heavens, and Benignity of the Intelli- 
gences', who, out of their love to Goodness, after having 
contemplated the pure Simplicity and sincere Un- 
to feignedness of Judge Dridlegoose in the acknowledg- 
ment of his Inabilities, did regulate that for him by 
Chance, which by the profoundcst .\ct of his maturcst 
Deliberation he was not able to reach unto. That 
likewise which possibly made him to difiide in his own 
Skill and Capacity, notwithstanding his being an ex- 
pert and understanding Lawyer, for any thing that I 
know to the contraiy. was the Knowledge and Experi- 
ence which he had of the Antcnomics, Contrarieties, 
Antilogies, Contradictions, Traversings and Thsvart- 
ao ings of Law, Customs, Edicts, Statutes, Orders and 
Ordinances, in which dangerous Opposition, Equity 
and Justice being structured and founded on either 
of the opposite Terms, and a Gap being thereby 
opened for the ushering in of Injustice and Iniquity, 
through the various Interpretations of Self-ended 
Lawyers, being assuredly pcrsw'adcd that the Infernal 
Calumniator who frequently transformeth himself into 
the likeness of a Messenger or Angel of Light, maketh 
use of these cross Glosses and Expositions in the 
30 Mouths and Fens of his Ministers and Servants, the 
pers’crse Advocates, bribing Judges, Law-monging 
Attorneys, prevaricating Counsellors, and other such- 
like Law-wrestling Members of a Court of Justice, to 
turn by those means Black to White, Green to Grey, 
and what is Streight to a Crooked ply; for the more 
expedient doing whereof, these Diabolical Ministers 
make both the Pleading Parties believe that their 
Cause is just and righteous; for it is well known, that 
there is no Cause, how bad soever, which doth not 
40 find an Advocate to patrocinate and defend it, else 
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would tlicrc be no Process in the \V'orld, no Suits at 
Law, nor Pleadings at the Uar. He did in these Ex- 
tremities. as I conceive, most humbly recommend tlie 
Direction of his Judicial Proceedings to the Upright 
Judge of Judges, God Almighty; did submit himself 
to the Conduct and Guideship of the Blessed Spirit, 
in the Harard and Perplexity of the Definitive Sen- 
tence; and by this Aleatory Lot, did. as it were, implore 
and explore the Divine Decree of his Good Will and 
Ple.asurc, instead of that whicli we call the Final to 
judgment of a Court. 'Po this effect, to the better attain- 
ing to his purpose, which was to judge righteously, 
he did in my opinion throw and turn tlic Dice, to the 
end, that by the Providence aforesaid, the best Chance 
might fall to him whose Action was uprightest, and 
backed svith greatest Reason; in doing whereof, he 
did not stray from the Sense of Talmudists, who say, 
that there is so little harm in that manner of searching 
the Truth, that in the Anxiety and Pcrplcxcdncss of 
Humane Wits, God oftentimes manifesteth the seeret no 
Pleasure of his Divine Will. 

Furthermore, I will neither think nor say, nor can I 
believe, that the Unstreightness is so irregular, or the 
Corruption so evident, of those of tltc Parliament of 
Mirlingois in Mirlingues, before whom Bridlegoose was 
Arraigned for Prevarication, that they will maintain 
it to be a worse Practice to have the Decision of a 
Suit at Law referred to the Chance and Hazard of 
a Throw of the Dice, hab nab, or luck as it will, than 
to have it remitted to, and past by the Determination 3° 
of those whose Hands arc full of Blood, and Hearts of 
wry Affections. Besides that, their principal Direction 
in all Law-matters, comes to their Hands from one 
Tribonian. a svicked, miscreant, barbarous, faithless, 
and perfidious Knave, so pernicious, injust, avaricious 
and pers’erse in his ways, that it was his ordinary 
custom to sell Laws, Edicts, Declarations, Con- 
^itutions and Ordinances, as at an Outroop or 
Putsale, to him who offered most for them. Thus did 
he shape Measures for the Pleaders, and cut their 40 
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Morsels to them by and out of these little Parcels, 
FragmcnlSj Bits, Scantlings and Shreds of the Law 
now in use, altogether concealing, suppressing, dis- 
anulling and abolishing the remainder, which did 
make for tlic total Law; fearing that if the whole Law 
were made manifest and laid open to the knowledge of 
such as are interested in it, and the learned Bootes of 
the ancient Doctors of the Law, upon the Exposition 
of the Twelve Tables, and Pratorian Edicts, his villanous 
to Pranks, Naughtiness, and vile Impiety, should come 
to the publick Notice of the World. Therefore were it 
Better in my conceit, that is to say, less inconvenient, 
that Parties at Variance in any Juridicial Case, should 
in the dark march upon Caltropcs, than to submit the 
Determination of what is their Right to such un- 
hallowed Sentences .and horrible Decrees: As Cato in 
his time vsTshed and advised, that every Judiciary 
Court should be paved witli Caltropcs. 

CHAP. XLV 

How PANURGE taketh advice of triboulet. 

O N thesixlli Day thereafter Pantagruel was returned 
home, at the very same hour that Triboulet was 
by Water come from Blois. Panurge, at his Arrival, 
gave him a Hogs Bladder puffed up with Wind, 
nnd resounding, because of the hard Pease that were 
within it: Moreover, he did present him with a gilt 
Wooden Sword, a hollow Budget made of a Tortoise 
shell, an Osier Watlcd Wicker-BottIc-fuil of Briton 
^\^nc, and five and twenty Apples of the Orchard of 
Blanduco. 

If he be such a Fool (quoth Carpalin) as to be won 
30 with Apples, there is no more Wit in his Pate, than in 
,the Head of an Ordinary Cabbage. Triboulet girded 
' - the Sword and Scrip to his side, took the Bladder in 
, '' his Hand, ate some few of the Apples, and drunk up 
all the Wine. Panurge very tvistly and heedfully look 
mguponhim,said, I neveryctsawaFool, (and I have 
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seen ten thousand Franks worth of that kind of Cattle) 
who did not love to drink heartily, and by good long 
Draughts. When Tribaulet had done with his Drinking, 
Panurge laid out before him, and e.vposcd the Sum of 
the Business, wherein he was to require his Advice 
in eloquent and choice-sorted Terms, adorned tvith 
Flourishes of Rhetorick. But before he had altogether 
done, Triboulet with his Fist gave him a bouncing 
Whirret between the Shoulders, rendred back into 
his Hand again the empty Bottle, fillippcd and flirted to 
him on the Nose witli the Hog’s Bladder; and lastly, 
for a final resolution, shaking and wagging his Head 
strongly and disorderly, he answered nothing else but 
this. By God, God; mad Fool; beware the Monk: Buzansay 
Homepipe. These Words thus finished he slipt himself 
out of the Company, went aside, and ratling the 
Bladder, took a huge Delight in the melody of the 
rickling, crackling Noise of the Pease: After which 
time, it lay not in the power of them all to draw out 
of his Chaps the Articulate’ Sound of one Syllable; 20 
insomuch that when Panurge went about to interro- 
gate him further, Triboulet drew his Wooden Sword, 
and would have stuck him therewith. I have fished 
fair now (quoth Panurge) and brought my Pigs to a 
fine Market. Have 1 not got a brave Determination 
of all my Doubts, and a Response in all things agree- 
able to the Oracle that gave it? He is a great Fool 
that is not to be denied; yet is he a greater Fool 
svho brought him hither to me. That Bolt (quoth Car- 
palin) levels point-blank at me. But of the three, I am 30 
the greatest Fool, who did impart the Secret of my 
Thoughts to such an Idiot Ass, and Native Ninny. 

Without putting our selves to any stir or trouble 
in the least (quoth Pantagruel) let us maturely and 
seriously consider and perpend the Gestures and 
Speech which he hath made and uttered: In them 
veritably (quoth he) have I remarked and observed 
some excdlent and notable Mysteries, yea, of such 
important worth and weight, that I shall never hence- 
lorth be astonished, nor think strange, why the Turks, 40 
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wth n great deal of Worship and Reverence, Honour 
and Respect Natural Fools, equally wlh their Primest 
Doctors, Mufties, Divines and Prophets. Did not you 
take hc^ (quoth he) a little before he opened his 
Mouth to speak u-hat a shogging, shaking and 
"’fSS'tig his Head did keep? By the approved Doc- 
trine of the ancient Pliilosophers. the customary 
Ceremonies of the most expert Magicians, and the 
received Opinions of the Icamcdcst Laagers, such 
10 a brangling Agitation and Moving should by us all 
he judged to proceed from, and be quickned and 
suscitated by the coming and Inspiration of the Pro- 
phetizing and Fatidical Spirit, wliich entring briskly; 
and on a sudden, into a shallow Receptacle of a debil 
Substance (for as you know, and as the Proverb shews 
It, a little Head containeth not much Brains) was the cause 
of that Commotion. Tliis is conform to what is 
avouched by the most skilful Physicians, when they 
afirm, that Shakings and Tremblings fall upon the 
-0 Members of a Humane Body, partly because of the 
Heaviness and violent Impetuosity of the Burtlicn and 
Load that is carried, and other part, by reason of the 
Weakness and Imfaecillity that is in the vertue of 
the bearing Organ: A manifest Example whereof 
appearcth in those, who fasting, are not able to carry 
to tlicir Head a great Goblet full of Wine without 
a trembling and a shaking in the Hand that holds it. 
This of old svas accounted a Prefiguration and a 
mystical pointing out of the Pythian Divinercss, who 
Soused always before the uttering of a Response from 
the Oracle to shake a Branch of her Domestick Lawrel. 
Lampridius also testifieth that the Emperor Hcliogabalus, 
to acquire unto himself the Reputation of a Sooth- 
sayer, did, on several Holy Days of prime Solemnity, 
in the Presence of the Fanatick Rabble, make the 
Head of his Idol, by some slight within the Body 
thereof, publickly to shake. Plautus, in his Asserie, dc- 
dareth likewise, that Saurius, whithersoever he walked 
like one quite distracted of his Wits, keepeth sucli a 
■•40 furious lolling and mad-like shaking of his Head, that 
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he commonly affrighted those who casually met with 
him in his Way. The said Author in another place 
shess’ing a Reason why Charmidts shooV: and branglcd 
his Head, averred that he was transported, and in 
an Exlasie. Caliillus after the same manner jnaheth 
mention in his Drrec^vthia and /Ityx, of the place where- 
in the Mettadcs, Bacchtcal Women, Shc-Pricsts of the 
Lyean God, and demented Prophcte-sscs, carrying Ivy 
Boughs in their Hands, did shake their Heads. As in 
the like case amongst the Gauls, the gelded Priests of to 
Cybele were wont to do in the celebrating of some 
I'estivals, which according to the Sense of the ancient 
Thcologues, have from thence had their Denomi- 
nation; for Kifcarni signifieth to turn round, svhirl 
about, shake the Head, and play the part of one that 
is wry-necked. 

Scmblably Tttus Livius writeth, that in the Solemni- 
zation time of the Bacchanalian Fobedays at Borne, both 
Men and Women seemed to Prophetize and Vaticinate, 
because of an affected kind of wagging of the Head, so 
shrugging of the Shoulders, and Jectigation of the 
whole Body, which they used then most punctually. 
For the common Voice of the Philosophers, together 
svith the Opinion of the People, asserteth for an 
irrefragable Truth, that Vaticination is seldom by the 
Hc.avcns bestowed on any, without the Concomitanc>'- 
of a little Phrensie, and a Head shaking, not only when 
the said presaging Vertue is infused, but when the 
Person also therewith inspired dcclarcth and mani- 
festeth it unto others. The learned Lawyer Julicn, 30 
being asked on a time, if that Slave might be truly 
esteemed to be healthful and in a good plight, svho 
had not only convers’d with some furious, maniack 
and enraged People, but in their Company had also 
prophesied, yet without a Noddle-shaking Concussion, 
answered. That seeing there was no Hcad-u-agging 
at the time of his Predictions, he might be held for 
sound and compotent enough. Is it not daily seen 
how School-masters, Teachers, Tutors and Instruc- 
tors of Children, shake the Heads of their Disciples, 40 
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(as one would do a Pot in holding it by the Lugs) that 
by this Erection, \‘’clHcation, stretching and pulling 
their Ears, (which according to the Doctrine of tlic 
sage Et^rjilions, is a Member consecrated to the 
they may stir them up to recollect their 
scatter’d Thoughts, bring home those Fancies of 
theirs, which perhaps have been extravagantly roam- 
ing abroad upon strange and uncoutli Objects, and 
totally range their Judgments, tvhich possibly by 
lodisordinate AfTections have been made wild, to the 
Rule and Pattern of a wise, discreet, vertuous and 
Philosophical Discipline; All xs-hich J'lrgil acknow- 
ledgclh to be true, in the branglcmcnt of Apollo 
Cynthltis. 

CHAP. XLVT 

How PANTAGRUEL and PANURGE divcTsly 
intcrpTcl the U'ords of triboulet. 

H e says you arc a Fool; and what kind of Fool? A 
mad Fool, who in your old Age would enslave 
your self to the Bondage of Matrimony, and shut 
your Pleasures up xrilhin a Wedlock, wliosc Kc)' some 
Ruffian carries in his Codpiece. He says furthermore, 
-o beware of tlie Monk. Upon mine Honour, it gives me in 
my mind, that you will be cuckolded by a Monk. Nay, 

I will engage mine Honour, which is the most precious 
Pawn I could have in my Possession, although I xvere 
sole and peaceable Dominator over all Europe, Asia, 
and Africk, that if you marrjs you will surely be one 
of the horned Brotherhood of Vulcan, Hereby may you 
perceive hoxv much I do attribute to the xvise Foolery 
of our Morosoph Triboulet. The other Oracles and 
Responses did in the general prognosticate you a 
30 Cuckold, without descending so near to the point of 
a particular Determination, as to pitch upon xvhat 
Vocation, amongst the several sorts of Men, he should 
profess tvho is to be the Copesmate of your Wife, and 
Hornifyer of your proper self. Thus noble Triboulet 
tells it us plainly, from whose Words we may gather 
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with all ease imaginary, that your Cuelcoldry is to be 
infamous, and so much the more scandalous, that your 
Conjugal Bed will be inccsluously contaminated with 
the Filthiness of a Monkery Lecher. Moreover he says, 
that you will be the Hornepipe of Buzansay. That is to 
say, well homed, hornificd and cornuted; And as 
Triboiilet’s Unkle asked from Lewis the Twelfth, for a 
younger Brother of his own who lived at Blois, the 
Hornepipes of Buzansay, for the Organ Pipes, through 
the mistake of one Word for another: Even so, whilst lo 
you think to many a rvisc, humble, calm, discreet and 
honest Wife, you shall unhappily stumble upon one 
witless, proud, lowd, obstreperous, bawling, clamor- 
ous, and more unpleasant than any Buzansay-home- 
pipe. Consider withal, how he flirted you on the Nose 
with the Bladder, and gave you a sound thumping 
Blow with his Fist upon the ridge of the Back. This 
denotates and presageth, that you shall be banged, 
beaten and filliped by her; and that also she will steal 
of your Goods from you, as you stole the Hogs Bladder 20 
from the little boys of Vaubreton. Flat contrary (quoth 
Panurge) not that I would impudently exempt my self 
from being a Vassal in the Territory of Folly, I hold of 
that Jurisdiction, and am subject thereto, I confess it; 
and why should I not? for the whole World h foolish. 

In the oldLorrain Language {fou for (oii) All and Fool 
were the same thing. Besides it is avouched by 
Solomon, that infinite is the number of Fools-. From an 
Infinity nothing can be deducted or abated, nor yet 
by the Testimony of Aristotle, can any thing thereto be 30 
added or subjoyned. Therefore were I a mad Fool, if 
being a Fool I should not hold my self a Fool. After 
the same manner of speaking, we may aver the number 
of the mad and enraged Folks to be infinite. Avicenne 
maketh no Bones to assert, that the several kinds of 
Madness are infinite. 

Though this much of Triboulet's words tend little to 
my Advantage, how be it the Prejudice which I sustain 
thereby be common with me to all other Men, yet the 
rest of his Talk and Gesture maketh altogether for me. 40 



CHAP. XLVI THE THIRD BOOK 2,9 

He said to my Wife, Be wary of the Monky\ that is as 
much, as if she should be chcry, and take as much 
delight in a Monky as ever did the Lesbia of Catulltis 
in her Sparrotv; who will for his Recreation pass his 
time no less joyfully at the exercise of snatching Flies, 
than heretofore did the merciless Flycatcher Domitian. 
Withal he meant by another part of his Discourse, that 
she should be of a Jovial Country-like Humour, as gay 
and pleasing as a harmonious Hornepipe of Saulian or 
Buzansay. The veridical Triboutet did therein hint at 
what I liked well, as perfectly knowing tlie Inclina- 
tions and Propensions of my Mind, my natural Dis- 
position, and die Biass of my interior Passions and 
Affections; For you may be assured, that my Humour 
is much better satisfied and contented with the pretty 
frolick rural discheveled Shepheardesses, whose Bums 
through their coarse Canvas Smocks smell of the 
Claver-grass of the Field, than with those great 
Ladies in Magnifick Courts, with their Flandan, Top- 
20 knots and Sultana’s, their Polvil, Postillo’s and Cos- 
meticks. The homely sound likeways of a Rustical 
Homepipe, is more agreeable to my Ears, than the 
curious Warblings and niusical Quavering of Lutes, 
Teorbes, Viols, Rebecks and Violins. He gave me a 
lusty rapping thwack on my Back. Wiat then? Let 
it pass in the Name and for the Love of God, as an 
Abatement of, and Deduction from so much of my 
future Pains in Purgatory. He did it not out of any 
evil intent: He thought belike to have hit some of the 
30 Pages: He is an honest Fool, and an innocent Change- 
ling. It is a Sin to harbour in the Heart any bad 
Conceit of him. As for my self, I heartily pardon him. 
He flirted me on the Nose: In that there is no harm; 
for it importeth nothing else, but that betwixt my Wife 
and me there will occur some toyish wanton Tricks, 
which usually happen to all new married Folks. 
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CHAP. XLVII 

How PANTAGRUEL mid PANURGE resolvcd to 
make a Visit to the Oracle of the Holy Bottle. 

T Hcrc is as yet another Point (quoth Panurge) 
\s'hich you have not at all considered on, although 
it be the chief and principal Head of the matter. He 
put the Bottle in my Hand, and restored it me again. 
How interpret you that Passage? 'What is the mean- 
ing of that? He possibly (quoth Pantagruel) signifieth 
thereby, that your Wife will be such a Drunkard, as 
shall daily take in her Liquor kindly, and ply the 
Pots and Bottles apace. Quite other\vays (quoth 
Panurge) for the Bottle was empty. I swear to you, by so 
the prickling brambly Thom of St. Fiacre in Brie, that 
our unique Morosoph whom I formerly termed the 
Lunatick Triboulet, referreth me, for attaining to the 
final Resolution of my Scruple, to the Response- 
giving Bottle'. Therefore do I renew afresh the first 
"Vow which I made, and here in your Presence protest 
and make Oath by Styx and Acheron, to carry still 
Spectacles in my Cap, and never to wear a Codpiece 
in my Breeches, until upon the Enterprize in hand of 
my Nuptial Undertaking, I shall have obtained an 20 
Answer from the Holy Bottle. I am acquainted with a 
pmdent, understanding, and discreet Gentleman, and 
besides a very good Friend of mine, who knoweth the 
Land, Country, and Place where its Temple and Oracle 
is built and posited; He will guide and conduct us 
thitlier sure and safely. Let us go thither, I beseech 
you: Deny me not, and say not. Nay; reject not' the 
Suit L make unto you, I intreat you. I will be to you 
an Achates, a Damis, and heartily accompany you all 
along in the whole Voyage, both in your going forth 30 
and coming back. I have of a long time known you 
to be a great lover of Peregrination, desirous still to 
leam new things, and still to see what you had never 
seen before. 
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Very willingly (quoth Pantagrucl) I condescend to 
your Request. But before wc enter in upon our 
Progress towards the Aecomplishment of so far a 
Journey, replenished and fraught with eminent Perils, 
full of innumerable Hazards, and every way stored 
tvith evident and manifest Dangers. What Dangers 
(quoth Panurge, interrupting him) ? Dangers fly back, 
run from, and shun me whither soever I go seven 
Leagues around: As in the Presence of the Soveraign a 
ro subordinate Magistracy is eclipsed; or as Clouds and 
Darkness quite evanish at the bright coming of a 
' Radiant Sun; or as all Sores and Sicknesses did sud- 
denly depart, at the approach of the Body of St. A^ar- 
linAquandei Nevertheless (quoth Paniagniel) before 
've adventure to set forwards on the Road of our 
projected and intended Voyage, some few Points are 
to be discussed, expedited and dispatched. First, Let 
tis send back Trtboulet to Blois, (which was instantly 
done, after that Pantagruel had given him a Prize 
20 Coat.) Secondly, Our Design must be backed with 
the AdHce and Counsel of the King my Fatlier. And 
Lastly, It is most needful and expedient for us, that we 
search for, and find out some Sibylle to serve us for a 
Guide, Truchman and Interpreter. To this Panurge 
niade answer, That his Friend Xenomanes would abun- 
dantly suffice for the plenary Discharge and Per- 
formance of the Sibyl’s Office; and that furthermore, 
in passing through the Lanlernatory Revelling Country, 
they should take along with them a learned and 
30 profitable Lanteme, which would be no less useful to 
tliem in their Voyage, than was that of the Sibyl to 
■Asneas in his Descent to the Elysian Fields. Carpalin in 
the interim, as he was upon the conducting away of 
Triboulet, in his passing by, hearkened a little to the 
Discourse they were upon, then spoke out, saying. Ho, 
Panurge, Master Freeman, take ray Lord Debilis at 
Calais alongst with you, for he is Goud-fallot, a good 
Fellow: He will not forget those who have been 
Debitors'.

I shall (an.s\vcrcd I’anurge) speak for you 
all; I understand it cver>- whit as well as I do mine 
own Maternal Tongue, I have Ijccn no less used to it 
than to the vulgar French.

These svords of thine, 
dear friend of mine, arc true (quoth Panurge) yet are 
they Terms used in the Language of the CourCof the 
Lanternish People. By the way as sve go upon our 
Journey I will make to thee a pretty little Dictionary, 
which notwithstanding shall not last you much longer 'O 
than a Pair of new Shoes; thou shall have learned 
it sooner than thou canst perceive the Dawning of 
the next subsequent Morning. ^Vhat I have said in 
the foregoing Tetrastich is thus translated out of the 
Lanternish Tongue into our Vulgar Dialect. 

All Miseries attended me, whilst J 
A Lover was, and had no good thereby; 

Of better Luck the married People tell. 

Panurge is one of those, and Knows it well. 

There is little more then (quoth Panlagruel) to be 3° 
done, but that we understand svhat the Will of the 
King my Father will be therein, and purchase his 
Consent. 
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CHAP. XLVIII 

How GARGANTUA shfjceth, that the Child) en 
ought not to many without the special Knoiv- 
Icdgc and Advice of their Fathers and Mothers. 

N O sooner had Pantagrud entred in at the Door of 
the Great Hall of the C.astle, than that he cn- 
countred full but with the good honest Gargantua 
coming forth from the Council Board, unto whom he 
made a succinct and suinmar>' N'arrativc of what had 
pass’d and occurred worthy of his Obsersation in 
his Travels abroad since their last Interview: Then, 
acquainting him with the Design he had in hand, 
besought him that it might stand with his good \\'ill 
mand Pleasure to grant him leave to prosecute and 
go thorough-stitch with the Entcrprir.e which he had 
undertaken. The good Man Gargantua having in one 
hand two great bundles of Petitions, indorsed and 
answered; and in the other some rcmcmbrancing

Panurge in the mean while was in a 
readiness of preparing and providing for Remedies, 
30 Salves and Cures against all such Lets, Obstacles, and 
Impediments as he could in the height of his Fancy 
conceive might by Gargantua be cast in the way of their 
Itinerary Design. It is your Pleasure (most dear 
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Father) that you speak? (aastvered Panlagrufl). For 
my part 1 liave not yet thous;lit upon it. In all this 
Airair I wholly submit anti rest in your good liking 
and Paternal Authority: For I shall rather pray unto 
God that he would throw me down stark dead at your 
Feet, in your Pleasure, then that against your plca.sure 
I should he found married alive. I never yet heard 
that by any Law, whether Sacred or Profane, yea, 
amongst the rudest and most barbarous N’ation.s in the 
World, it was allowed and approved of that Children ro 
may be sufTcred and tolerated to marry at their own 
good \Vill and Pleasure, without the Knowledge, 
Advice or Con.sent a,skcd and had thereto of their 
Fathers, Mothers, and nearest Kindred. All Legis- 
lators every where upon the face of the whole Earth, 
have taken away and removed this Licentious Liberty 
from Children, and totally rcscrv'cd it to the Discretion 
of the Parents. 

My dearly beloved Son (quoth Gart’antua) 1 bclics’c 
you, and from my Heart thank God for having cn- ao 
dowed you with the Grace of having both a perfect 
notice of, and entire liking to laudable and praise 
worthy tilings; and that through the Windows of 
your exterior Senses he hath vouchsafed to transmit 
unto the intcriour farultics of your Mind, nothing but 
svhat is good and vertuous. For in my time there have 
been found on the Continent a certain Country, 
wherein arc I know- not what kind of Paslophonan Mole- 
catching Priests, who albeit averse from engaging their 
proper Persons into a Matrimonial Duty, like the 30 
I’ontifical Flamcns of CibeU in Phrygia, as if they were 
Capons and not Cocks; full of Lasciviousness, Salacity 
and Wantonness, who yet have nevertheless, in the 
matter of Conjugal Affairs, taken upon them to 
prescribe Laws and Ordinances to married Folks. I 
cannot goodly determine what I should most abhor, 
detest, loath and abominate, whether the Tyranni- 
cal Presumption of those dreaded Sacerdotal Mole- 
crUchers, who not being willing to contain and coop up 
themselves within the Grates and Trcilliccs of their 40 
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own mysterious Temples, do deal in, meddle \\-ith, 
oDtrude upon, and thrust their Sickles into Harvests of 
Secular Businesses quite contrary, and diametrically 
opposite to the Quality, State and Condition of their 
Callings, Professions, and Vocations; or the super- 
stitious Stupidity and scncclcss Scrupulousness of 
tnarried Folks, who have yielded Obedience, and 
submitted their Bodies, Fortunes and Estates to the 
Discretion and Authority of such odious, perverse, 
barbarous, and unreasonable Laws. Xordo they see 
that which is clearer than the Light and Splendour 
of the Morning Star, how all these Nuptial and Con- 
nubial Sanctions, Statutes and Ordinances have been 
decreed, made and instituted, for the sole Benefit, 
Profit and Advantage of the Flaminal MisLs, and 
mysterious Flamens, and nothing at all for the good 
Utility of Emolument of the silly hood-ivinked married 
Pcopl e; which administreth unto others a sufficient 
Cause for rendring these Church-men suspicious of 

*0 Iniquity', and of an unjust and fraudulent manner of 
dealing, no more to be connived at nor countenanced, 
sdter that it be well weighed in the Seales of Reason, 
than if with a reciprocal Temerity the Laicks by way 
of Compensation svould impose Laivs to be followed 
and observed by those Mysts and Flamens; how they 
should behave themselves in the making and Per- 
formance of their Rites and Ceremonies, and after 
what manner they ought to proceed in the offering 
up, and immolating of their various Oblations, Vic- 

30 tims and Sacrifices; seeing that besides the Edecima- 
tion and Tith-haling of their Gods, they cut off and 
take Parings, Shreddings and Clippings of the Gain 
proceeding from the Labour of their Hands, and 
Sweat of their Brows, therewith to entertain them- 
selves the better. Upon which Consideration in my 
Opinion, their Injunctions and Gonrunands would not 
prove so pernicious and impertinent as those of the 
Ecclesiastick Power, unto which they had tendred 
their blind Obedience. 

^0 For as you have very well said, there is no place in 
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the World where legally a Licence is granted to the 
Children to marr>’ without the Advice and Coment of 
their Parents and Kindred. Nevertheless by those 
wicked Laws and MoU-catchinsi Castoms, whereat 
there is a little hinted in what I have already spoken 
to you, there is no scurvy, merely, leprous or pocky 
RuHian, Pander, Knave, Rogue, Skclm, Robber or 
Thief, pilloried, whipped and bum-marked in his own 
Country for his Crimes and Felonies, who may not 
violently snatch away and ravish what Maid soever he lo 
had a mind to pilch upon, how noble, how fair, how 
rich, honest and chast soever she be, and that out of 
the House of her own Father, in his own Presence, 
from the Bosom of her Mother, and in the sight and 
despight of her Friends and Kindred looking on a so 
woful Spectacle, provided that the Rascal Villain be 
so cunning as to associate unto himself some Mystical 
Ftamen, who according to the Covenant made betwixt 
them two, shall be in hope some day to participate 
of the Prey. 20 

Could the Goths, the Scyths, or Messagels do a worse 
or more cruel Act to any of the Inhabitants of a 
Hostile City, when after the loss of many of their most 
considerable Commanders, the cxpcnce of a great deal 
of Money, and a long Siege, they shall have stormed 
and taken it by a violent and impetuous Assault? 
May not these Fathers and Mothers (think you) be 
sorrowful and heavy-hearted, when they sec an un- 
known Fellow, a Vagabond Stranger, a barbarous 
Lowt, a rude Curr, rotten, flcshlcss, putrified, scraggy, 3° 
bily, botchy, poor, a forlorn Caitif and miserable 
Snake, by an open Rapt, snatch away before their own 
Eyes, their so fair, delicate, neat, wcll-bchaviourcd, 
richly provided for, and healthful Daughters, on 
whose breeding and Education they had spared no 
Cost nor Charges, by bringing them up in an honest 
Discipline, to all the honourable and vertuous Em- 
ployments becoming one of their Sex, descended of a 
■ noble Parentage, hoping by those commendable and 
industrious means in an opportune and convenient 40 
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time to bestow them on the worthy Sons of their 
well-deser%’ing Neighbours and ancient Friends, who 
had nourished, entertained, taught, instructed and 
scliooled their Children with the same Care and Sol- 
licitude, to make them Matches fit to attain to the 
Felicity of a so happy Marriage; that from them might 
issue an Off-spring and Progeny no less Heirs to the 
laudable Endowments and exquisite Qualifications of 
their Parents whom they every way resemble, than to 
to tlieir Personal and Real Estates, Moveables and In- 
heritances? How doleful, trist and plangorous would 
such a Sight and Pageantry prove unto them? You 
shall not need to think that the Collachrymation of 
the Romans, and their Confederates, at the Decease of 
Germanicus Drtisus, was comparable to this Lamentation 
of theirs? Neitlier tvould I have you to believe, that 
the Discomfort and Anxiety of the Lacedemonians, when 
the Greek Helen, by the Perfidiousness of the Adulterous 
Trojan Paris was privily stollen away out of their 
=0 Country, was greater or more pitiful than this ruthful 
and.deplorable Collugency of theirs? You may very 
well imagine that Ceres, at the Ravishment of her 
Daughter Proserpina, was not more attristed, sad, nor 
, mournful than they. Trust me, and your own Reason, 
that the loss of Ostris was not so regreatable to Isis; 
nor did Venus so deplore the Death of Adonis; nor 
yet did Hercules so besrail the straying of Hylas; nor 
Was the Rapt of Polyxena more tlirobbingly resented 
nnd condoled by Pyramus and Hecuba, then this afore- 
30 said Accident would be sympathetically bemoaned, 
grievous, ruthful and anxious to the wofully desolate 
and disconsolate Parents. 

NoUHthstanding all this, the greater part of so 
vilely abused Parents, are so timerous and afraid of 
Devils and Hobgoblins, and so deeply plunged in 
Superstition, that they dare not gainsay nor con- 
tradict, much less oppose and resist tliose unnatural 
3 nd impious Actions, when tlie Mole-catcher hath been 
present at the perpetrating of the Fact, and a Party 
to Gontracter and Covenanter in that detestable Bargain. 
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What do they do then? Tliey wretchedly stay at their 
own miserable Homes, destitute of their well-beloved 
Daughters; the Fathers cursing the days and the hours 
wherein they were married; and the Mothers howl- 
ing, and cr>’ing that it was not their fortune to have 
brought forth Abortive Issues, when they hapned to be 
delivered of such unfortunate Girls; and in this pitiful 
plight spend at best the remainder of their Time with 
Tears and Weeping for those their Children of and 
from whom they expected (and with good reason lo 
should have obtained and reaped) in these latter daj’s 
of theirs, Joy and Comfort. Otucr Parents there have 
been, so impatient of that Affront and Indignity put 
upon them and their Families, that, transported tvith 
the Extremity of Passion, in a mad and frantick mood, 
through the Vehemency of a grievous Fury and raging 
Sorrow, have drowned, hanged, killed, and othenvays 
put violent hands on themselves. Others again of tliat 
Parental Relation, have upon the reception of the like 
Injur)-, been of a more magnanimous and hcroickao 
Spirit, who (in imitation, and at the Example of the 
Children of Jacob, revenging upon the Sichemits the 
Rapt of thdr Sister Dina) having found the Rascally 
Ruffian in the Association of hk mystical AIoU- 
calclier closely and in hugger-mugger, conferring, 
parlying, and coming ss-ith their Daughters, for tlie 
suborning, corrupting, depraving, perverting and 
enticing these innocent, unexperienced Maids unto 
filthy Lewdnesses, have, without any further Advke- 
ment on the matter, cut tliem instantly into pieces, 30 
and thereupon forthwith thrown out upon the Fields 
their so dkmembred Bodies, to serve for Food vmto 
the Wolves and Ravens. Upon the chivalrous, bold 
and couragious Atchievement of a so valiant, stout 
and man-like Act, the other Mole-catching Symmists 
have been so highly incensed, and have so chaffed, 
fretted and fumed thereat, that Bills of Complaint and 
Accusations having been in a most odious and de- 
tolible manner put in before the competent Judges, 
the Arm of Secular Authority hath with much Impor- 40 
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tuni^ and Impetuosity been by them implored and 
required, they proudly contending, that the Servants of 
' t»oa Would become contemptible, if exemplary Punish- 

ment were not speedily taken upon the Persons of the 
Perpetrators of such an enormous, horrid, sacrilegious, 
trying, heinous, and execrable Grime. 

Yet neither by Natural Equity, by die Law of 
Nations, nor by any Imperial Law i\hatsocver, hath 
mwe been found so much as one Rubrick, Paragraph, 
to Point or Titdc, by the which any kind of Chastisement 
Of Correction hadi been adjudged due to be inflicted 
upon any for dieir Delinquency in diat kind. Reason 
Opposed!, and Nature is repugnant; For there is no 
vertuous Man in the World, who, both naturally and 
vnth good reason, wll not be more hugely troubled in 
^nd, hearing of the Neivs of the Rapt, Dbgrace, 

, tmominy and Dishonour of his Daughter, than of her 
' , Now any Man finding m hot Blood, one who 

^th a fore-thought Felony hath murthered his 
Daughter, may, without tying himself to the For- 
malides and Circumstances of a Legal Proceeding, 
kill him on a sudden, and out of hand, without in- 
'mmng any hazard of being attainted and appre- 
hended by the Officers of Justice for so doing. What 
( Wonder is it then? or how litde strange should it 
Appear to any rational Man, if a Lechering Rogue, 
jogether wth his Mole-caichmg Abetter, be entrapped 
m the flagrant Act of suborning his Daughter, and 
stealing her out of his House, (though her self consent 
30 mereto) that the Father in such a case of Stain and 
Irfamy by them brought upon his Family, should put 
.them both to a shameful Death, and cast tlieir Gar- 
' upon Dunghils to be devoured and eaten up by 

. Dogs and Swine, or othenvise fling them a littie 
further off to the direption, tearing and rending 
^ funder of their Joynts and Members by the tvild 
Beasts of the Field? 

Nearly beloved Son, have an especial Care, &at 
ffter my Decease none of these Laws be received 
fuy of your Kingdoms; for whilst I breath, by 
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the Grace and Assistance of God I shall give good 
Order. 

Seeing therefore you have totally' referred unto my 
Discretion the Disposurc of you in Marriage, I am 
fully of an Opinion, that I shall provide sufficiently 
well for you in that Point. Make ready and prepare 
your self for Pamirge’s Voyage: Take along with you 
EptsUmon, Friar Ihon, and such others as you ss’ill 
choose; Do with my Treasures what unto your self 
shall seem most expedient; None of your Actions, I to 
promise you, can in any manner of svay’ displease me. 
Take out of my Arccnal Thalasse, whatsoever Equip- 
age, Furniture or Provision you please, together with 
such Pilots, Mariners and Truchmen, as you have a 
mind to; and with the first fair and favourable Wind 
set sail and make out to Sea in the Name of God our 
Saviour. In the mean while, during your Absence, I 
shall not be neglcctivc of providing a Wife for you, 
nor of those Preparations, svliich arc requisite to be 
made for the more sumptuous solemnizing of your so 
Nuptials with a most splendid Feast, if ever there was 
any in the W'orld, since the days of Assuerus. 

CHAP. XLIX 

How PANTACJRUEL did put htmsclf in a readiness 
to go to Sea; and of the Herb named panta- 
GRUEUON. 

W ltliin very' few days after that Pantagniel had 
taken hb leave of the good Gargantua, who dc- 
voudy prayed for hb Sons happy Voyage, he arrived 
at the Sea-Port, near to Sammalo, accompanied with 
Panurge, Epistemon, Friar Ihon of die Funnels, Abbot of 
Phelemei and others of the Royal House, especially 
svith Xenomanes the great Traveller, and Thwarter of 
dangerous ways, who was come at the bidding and 30 
appointment of Panurge, of whose Castleivick of Sal- 
migondin he did hold some petty Inheritance by the 
Tenure of a Mesnefee, Pantagruel being come thither. 
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' made ready for launching a Fleet of 

' • K number of tliosc whidi Ajax of Salamine 

: ■ had of old equipped, in Convoy of the Grecian Soldiery 
against the Trojan State. He likewise picked out for 
his use so many Mariners, Pilots, Sailors, Interpreters, 

. -^tificers. Officers and Soldiers, as he thought fit- 
bng; and therewitlial made Provision of so much Vic- 
^als of all sorts, Artillery, Munition of divers kinds, 
Cloaths, Money’s, and such other Luggage, Stuff, Bag- 
*ogage. Chaffer and Fumitiurc, as he deemed needful 
for carrying on the Design of a so tedious, long and 
perillous Voyage. Amongst other things, it was 
observed, how he caused some of his Vessels to be 
fraught and loaded with a great quantity of an Herb 
of his called Pantogntdton, not only of the green and 
raw sort of it, but of the confected ako, and of that 
which was notably well befitted for present use after 
the fashion of Conserves. The Herb Pantagruelion hath 
a little Root somewhat hard and ruff, roundish, 
sotenmnating in an obtuse and very blunt Point, and 
having some of its Veins, Strings or Filaments 
coloured with some spots of white, never fbceth it self 
mtp the ground above the profoundness almost of a 
■ Cubit, Or Foot and a half; from tlie Root thereof pro- 
oeedeth the only Stalk, orbicular, canelike, green 
ivithout, whitish within, and hollow like the Stem of 
^aiymium, Olus Atrum, Beans and Gentian, full of 
' long threds, streight, easie to be broken, jogged, 

, snipped, nicked and notched a little after the manner 
30 of PiUars and Columns, slightly furrowed, chamfered, 
^ttred and channel’d, and full of Fibres, or Hairs 
, like Strings, in which consistetii the chief Value and 
Dimity of the Herb, especially in that part tliereof 
' t which is termed Mesa, as he would say tlie Mean', and 
in that other svhich hath got the Denomination of 
^ Milasea. Its height is commonly of five or six Foot; 
-.'yet sometimes it is of sucli a ttiH Growth, as doth 
' - surpass the length of a Lance, but that is only when it 
' , meeteth with a sweet, easie, svarm, wet and well- 
40 soaked Soil, (as is the ground of the Territory of 
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Olone, and that of Roua, near to Vrtneste in Sabinia) 
and that it want not for Rain enough about the 
Season of tlic Fishers Holjdqys, and tlie Isstival Solstice. 
There arc many Trees whose Hciglit is Ijy it very far 
exceeded, and you tniglit call it Dcndromalache by the 
Autliority of Theophrastus. The Plant every year 
perisheth; the Tree, neither in the Trunk, Root, Bark 
or liouglis, being durable. 

From tlic Stalk of this Pantagnielian Plant there issue 
forth several large and great Branches, wliosc Leaves lo 
have thrice as much length as breadth, always green, 
roughish and rugged like the Alcanet, or Spanish 
Buglose, hardish, slit round about like unto a Sickle, 
or as the Saxifragum, Betony, and finally ending as it 
were in the Points of a Macedonian Spear, or of such a 
Lancet as Surgeons commonly make use of in their 
Phlebotomizing Tiltings. The figure and shape of 
the Leaves thereof is not much dilTcrcnt from that of 
those of the Ash-tree, or of Egrimony, the Herb it self 
so being like the Eupatorian Plant, that many skilful 20 
Herbalists have called it the Domestic!. Eupator, and the 
Eupator the svild Pantagruelion. These Leaves are in 
equal and parallel Distances spread around the Stalk, 
by the number in every Rank cither of Five or Seven, 
Nature having so highly favoured and cherish’d this 
Plant, that she hath richly adorned it with these tsvo 
odd, divine and mysterious Numbers. The Smell thereof 
is somewhat strong, and not very pleasing to nice, 
tender, and delicate Noses: Tire Seed inclosed therein 
mounteth up to the ver)- top of its Stalk, and a little 30 
above it. 

This is a numerous Herb; for there is no less abun- 
dance of it than of any other whatsoever. Some of 
these Plants arc Spherical, some Romboid, and some 
of an oblong shape, and all of those either black, 
bright-coloured or tarvny, rude to the touch, and 
mantled with a quickly-blasted-away Coat, yet such 
a one as is of a delicious Taste and Savour to all shrill 
and sweetly singing Birds, such as Linnets, Gold- 
bnehes, Larks, Canary-Birds, Yellowliammers, and 40 
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Others of that Air>‘ chirping Qiiirc; but it would quite 
extinguish the Natural Ileal and Procreative Vertue 
of the Scmcncc ofany Man, who \s ould cat much, and 
often of it. And although, that, of old, .amongst the 
Grff.tr there was certain kinds ofl’rittcrs and Pancakes, 
Buns and Tarts made thereof, which commonly for a 
lickuorish Daintiivcis were presented the 'I'abic after 
Supper, to delight the Palat, and make the U'inc relish 
the better. Yet is it of a diflicult Concoction, and 
toolVcnsivc to the Stomach; for it engendreth bad and 
unwholsom Blood, and with its exorbitant Heat 
woundeth them with grievous, hurtful, smart and 
ito\-som Vapours. .-\nd as in divers Plants and Trees 
there are two Sexes, Male and Female, which is 
perceptible in Lawrcls, Palms. Clypi esses. Oaks, 
Holmes, the Daffadil, Mandrake. Fcarn, the Agarick, 
Mushrum,Birthwort, Turpentine, Penny-royal, Peony, 
Rose of the Mount, and many other such like. I'-ven 
so, in this Herb there is a Malf which bcareth no 
M Flower at all, yet it is very copious of, and abundant 
in Seed. There is likeways in it a I'cmalt, which hath 
great store and plenty of whitish Flowers, scn’iccable 
to little or no purpose; nor doth it cany in it Seed of 
ony worth at all, at least comparable to that of the 
Male. It hath also a larger Leaf, and much softer than 
that of the Male; nor doth it altogether grow' to so 
St'eat a height. This Pantagruclwn is to be soivn at 
the first coming of the Swallows, and is to be plucked 
out of tlic Ground W'hcn the Grashoppers begin to be 
u little hoarse. 


CHAP. L 

Hoio the famous pantagruelion ought to be 
prepared and ivrought. 

Herb Pantagruelion in Srjitimher, Modcr the 
J- Autumnal Equinox, is dressed and prepared 
^veral ways, according to the various Fancies of the 
People, and Diversity of the Climatw wherein it 
S'^owetli. The first Instruction which Pixniogrue gn 
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concerning it, was, to divest and dispoil the Stalk and 
Stem thereof of all its Flowers and Seeds, to macerate 
and rnortific it in I’ond, Pool, or Lake-water, which 
is to be made run a little for five days together, if the 
Season be dry, and the Water hot; or for full nine or 
twcKc days, if the weather be cloudish, and the W'atcr 
cold Then must it be parched before the Sun, till it 
be drained of its Moisture: After this it is in the 
Shadow, where the Sun shines not, to lie peeled, and 
Its Rind pulled off 'Ilicn arc the Fibres and Strings lo 
thereof to be parted, (wherein, as we base already 
said, consistcth its prime Vcrlue, Price, and Efficacy) 
and severed fiom the woodv part thereof, which is 
improfitablc, and scn.cth hardly to any other use, 
than to make a clear and glistering Blare, to kindle 
the Fire, and for the Play, Pastime and Disport of 
little Children, to blow up Hogs Bladders, and make 
them rattle Many times some use is made thereof by 
tipling, sweet-lipped Bibbers, who out of it frame 
QuilU and Pipes, through sshich they with their so 
Liquor-attractise Breath suck up the new dainty Wine 
from the Bung of the Barrel. Some modem Panta- 
grueluts, to shun and atoid that manual Labour, 
which such a separating and partitional Work would 
of necessity require, employ certain Catarractid. Instru- 
ments, composed and formed after the same manner 
that the froward, pettish and angry Juno did hold the 
Fingers of both her Hands intcrwovenly clenched 
together, when she would have hindred the Childbirth 
Delivery of Alcmena, at the Nativity of Hercules) and 30 
athwart those Cataracts they break and bmise to very 
Trash the woody parcels, thereby to preserve the 
better the Fibres, which are the precious and excellent 
parts. In, and with this sole Operation do these 
acquiesce and are contented, who, contrary to the 
received Opinion of the whole Earth, and in a manner 
paradoxical to all Philosophers, gain their Livelihoods 
backwards, and by recoiling. But those that love to 
hold It at a higher rate, and prize it according to its 
Value, for their own greater Profit, do the \ cry same 40 
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which is told us of tlic Rccrcntion of the three fatal 
Sutcr PcTgvts, or of the nocturnal Etercise of the noble 
peer; or yet of the Excuse which Pfnelppr made to her 
fond wooing Youngsters and cfTcminate Courtiers, 
during the long absence of her Husband Ulysses. 

By these means is this Herb put into a way to dis- 
play its inestimable \'criucs, whereof I will discover a 
part (for to relate all is a thing impossible to do): I 
have already interprctetl and exposed before you the 
to Denomination thereof. I find that Plants have their 
v'ames given and bestowed upon them after several 
wvij-s: Some got the Name of him svho first found 
tliem out, knew them, sowed them, improved them 
by Culture, qualified them to a tractability. and 
appropriated them to the uses and subserviences they 
'vere fit for: As the .\ferciirialr from Aftratry, Panacee 
from Penaee the Daughter of Esadapius, Armais from 
■etrlemis, who is Diana', Eufialorie from the King Eufialor', 
Ttkphion from Telephus; Euphorbitim from Euphorhus, 
s°King Juba’s Ph>-sician; Clymenos from Clymcnus; 
■dlehibiadium from Alcibtades; Gentiane from Genlitis 
King of Sclaivnia, and so forth, through a great many 
other Herbs or Plants. Truly, in ancient Times, this 
Prerogative of imposing the Inventors Xamc upon 
an Herb found out by him, was held in a so great 
account and estimation, that as a Controversic arose 
betwixt jYcpIune and Pallas, from which of them tiro 
that Land should receive its Denomination, which 
bad been equally found out by them both together, 

30 though thereafter it was called and had the Appellation 
Athens, from Athene, which is Alinerva: Just so would 
Lynceus King of S^'lhia have treacherously slain the 
young Triptolemus, whom Ceres had sent to shetv unto 
Mankind the Invention of Com, which until then had 
been utterly unknowm, to the end, that after tlie 
murthcr of the Messenger (whose Death fie made 
account to have kept secret) he might, by imposing 
with the less suspicion of false-dealing, his own Name 
upon the said found out Seed, acquire unto himself 
to an immortal Honour and Gloiyy for having been the 
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from a higher Mark or Object, as when we say, Venus 
Navil, Venus Hair, I'Vniir Tub, Jupiter'sHe&Td, Jupiler’s 
Eye, Mars's Blood, the Hermodaclyl or Mercury’s Fingers, 
whicli arc all of them Names of Herbs, as there are 
a great many more of the like Appellation. Others 
again have received their Denomination from their 
Forms; such as the Trefoil because it is three-leaved; 
Pcnlaphjlon, for haHng five Leaves; Serpolet, because it 
crccpcth along the ground; HelLxine, Petast, Myrobalon, 
^vhi^ the Arabians call Been, as if you would say an 10 
Ackome, for it hath a kind of resemblance thereto, and 
withall is very oily. 


CHAP. LI 

Why it is coiled pantagruelion, and of the 
admirable Vertues thereof 

B y such like means of attaining to a Denomination 
(the fabulous wa>3 being only from tlience ex- 
cepted: for the Lord forbid that we should make use 
of any Fables in this a so venerable History) is this 
Herb called Pantagrvelion; for Pantagruel was the In- 
ventor thereof: I do not say, of the Plant it self, but of 
a certain use which it ser\’cs for, exceeding odious and 
hateful to Tliieves and Robbers, unto whom it is 20 
more contrarious and hurtful than the Strangle-weed, 
Choakfitcb, is to the Flax, the Cats-tail to the Brakes, 
the Sheavgrass to the Mowers of Hay, tlie Fitches 
to -the Chickny-Pease, the Darnel to Barley, the 
Hatchet Fitch to tlie Lentil Pulse, the Antramium to the 
Beans, Tares to WTieat, Ivy to Walls, tlie Water Lilly 
to lecherous Monks, the Birchin Rod to the Scholars 
of the College of Navarre in Paris, Coleivort to the 
Vine-tree, Garlick to the Loadstone, Onyons to the 
Sight, Feam-seed to Women with Child, IVillow-grain 30 
to Heious Nuns, tlie Yeiv-tree Shade to those that 
sleep under it, IVolfsbane to Wolves and Libbards, the 
Smell of Fig-tree to mad Bulk, Hemlock to Goslings, 
Purslane to the Teeth, or Oil to Trees: For we have 
seen many of those Rogues, by vertue and right appli- 
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cation of this Herb, finish their Lives, short and long, 
after the manner of Phillts Queen of Thracia, of Sonosus 
Emperor of Romt, oCAmala King Lattmis’s Wife, of lphts, 
Autoliais, l^'cambt, Arachne, Pkadra, Leda, Achtus King of 
Lydia, and many thousands more; who were cliicfly 
angrj' and vexed at this Disaster therein, that without 
being oihcrwa>’s sick, evil disposed in their Bodies, 
by a Touclt only of the Panlagrutlian, tliey came on a 
sudden to have tiic passage obstructed, and their Pipes 
to (through wliicii w ere wont to bolt so many jolly Sa>'ings, 
and to enter so many luscious Morsels) stopped, more 
clcavcrly, tlian ever could have done ilic .Squmancy. 

Others have been heard most wofully to lament, at 
the very instant when Atropos was about to cut tlie 
thred of their lafe, that Pantagnul held them by the 
Gorge. But (wcll-a-da> 1 it was not Pantagrvel; he never 
tvas an Executioner: It was the Pantagnielton, manu- 
factured and fashioned into an Halter, and serving in 
the Place and Office of a Cravat. In that verily tliey 
soltedsed, and spoke improperly, unless you would 
excuse them by a Trope, which allowetli us to posit 
tlie Inventor in the place of the thing invented; as '.men 
Ceres is taken for Bread, and Bacchus put instead of 11 tM. 
I swear to you here, by tlie good and frohek Words 
svliich arc to issue out of that Wine-bottle wiidi is a 
cooling below in the Copper \’csscl full of Fountain 
Water, that the noble Pantagrucl never snatcli d any 
Man by the Throat, unless it was such a one as \eas 
altogether careless and ncglective of those obviating 
30 Remedies, which were preventive of the Thiret to come. 

It is also termed Pantagruelion by a Smuhmde: for 
Pantagrvel, at the very first minute of his Birth, was no 
' less tall than this Herb is long, whereof I speak unto 
you, his measure having been then taken the more 
tcasic, that he was bom in the Season of the great 
Drowth, when they were busiest in the gathenng ot 
the said Herb, to wit, at that time when Icarw s Uog, 
with his fiery bawling and barking at the bun, 
maketh the whole World Troglodylick, apd cnforceth 
■40 People every-where to hide themselves m Dens and 
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subterranean Caves. It is likeways called Panlagrudion, 
because of the notable and singular Qualities, Vertucs 
and Properties thereof: For as Panlagniel hath been 
the Idea, Pattern, Prototype and Exemplary of all 
Jovial Perfection and Accomplishment, (in the truth 
whereof, I believe there is none of you. Gentlemen 
Drinkers, that putteth any question) so in this Panta- 
gruelion have I found so much Efficacy and Energy, so 
much Complcatncss and Excellency, so much Ex- 
quisiteness and Rarity, and so many admirable Effects lo 
and Operations of a transcendent Nature, that if the 
Worth and Virtue thereof had been known, when 
tliose Trees, by the Relation of the Prophet, made 
Election of a Wooden Kmg to rule and govern over 
them, it without all doubt would have carried away 
from all the rest the Plurality of Votes and Suffrages. 

Shall I yet say more? If Oxilits the Son of Orius had 
begotten this Plant upon his Sister Hamadtyas, he 
had taken more delight in the Value and Perfection 
of it alone, than in all his eight Children, so highly 20 
renowned by our ablest Mythologians, that they have 
sedulously recommended their Names to die never- 
failing Tuition of an eternal Remembrance. The 
eldest Child was a Daughter, whose Name was Vine; 
t'nc next bom was a boy, and bis 'Name was Fig-tree; 
the third was called Walnut-tree; the fourth Oak; the 
fifdi Sorbaple-tree; Uie sixth Ash; the seventh Poplar; 
and the last had the Name oTElm, who ivas the greatest 
Surgeon in his time. I shall forbear to tell you, how 
the juyee or Sap thereof, being poured and distilled 3 ° 
ivithin the Ears, killeth every kind of Vermin, that by 
any manner of Putrefaction cometh to be bred and 
engendred there; and destroyeth ako any whatsoever 
other Animal that shall have entred in thereat. If 
likewise you put a little of the said Juyee within a Pale 
or Bucket full of Water, you shall see the Water 
instantly turn and grow thick therewith, as if it were 
Milk-Curds, whereof the Virtue k so great, that the 
Water thus curded, k a present Remedy for Horses 
subject to the Cholick, and such as strike at their otvn 40 
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Flanks: The Root thereof well boded, moUifictli the 
Joynis, softnetlv Uic hardness of shrunk in Sinew, is 
cve^' way comfortable to tlie Nerv'es, and good 
ngtunsl all Cramps and Convulsions, as Ukewse all 
cold and knotty Gouts. If you would speedily heal a 
Burning, whcdier occasioned by Water or Fire, apply 
tlicrcto a little raw Pcaitagnuhon, that is to say, take it so 
as it cometh out of the Ground, w iihout bestotving any 
other Preparation or Composition upon it: but have a 
30 special care to change it for some fresher in heu thereof^ 
as soon as you shall find it waxing drv upon the Sore. 

Wthout this Herb, Kitcliins would be detested, the 
Tables of Dining-Rooms abhorred, although there 
^verc great Plenty and Variety of most Dainty and 
sumptuous Dishes of Meat set down upon diem; and 
the dioicest Beds also, how riclily soever adorned with 
Gold, Silver, Amber, Ivory, Porph>T, and the mixture 
of most precious Metab, would witliout it yield no 
Delight or Pleasure to the Reposers in them: Without 
2 oit Millcre could neither carry ^Vhcat, nor any other 
kind of Com to die Mill; nor would they be able to 
bring baek from dicnce Flour, or any other sort of 
Meal whatsoever. Without it, how could the Papers 
and Writs of Lawyers Clients be brought to the Bar? 
Seldom is die Mortar, Lime, or Plaistcr, brought to the 
' Work-house without it. Without it, how should the 
Water be drawn out of a Draw’-Wcll? In what case 
would Tabellions, Notaries, Copiste, Makers of Coui> 
terpanes. Writers, Clerks, Secretaries, Scriveners, and 
' 3 osudi-likc Persons, be without it? Were it not for it, 
what would become of the Toll-rates and Rent-rolls. 
Would not the Noble Art of Prindng perish without 
it? Whereof could the Chassis or Paper-Windows be 
made? How should the Bells be rung? ^le Mtars of 
Irti arc adorned therewith; the Pastophorian Priests are 
‘ therewith clad and accoutred; and whole Human 
Nature covered and wrapped therein, at ite nret 
'position and production in, and into this World: Ail 
thC'Lanifick Trees oi Seres, the Bumbast and Cotton 
-■40 Bushes in the Territories near the Persian Sea and 
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Gulf ot Bcngala; the Arabian Swans, together with the 
Plants of Maltha, do not all of them cloath, attire, 
and apparel so many Persons as this one Herb 
alone. Soldiers arc now-a-days much better sheltered 
under it, than they were in former times, when they 
lay in Tents covered with Skins. It overshadows the 
Theatres and Amphitheaters from the Heat of a 
scorching Sun: It begirdeth and encompasseth Forests, 
Chases, Parks, Copses, and Groves, for the pleasure of 
Hunters: It descendeth into tlie Salt and Fresh of both lo 
Sea and River AVaters, for the profit of Fishers: By it 
arc Boots of all sizes. Buskins, Gamashes, Brodkins, 
Gambados, Shoocs, Pumps, Slippers, and every 
cobled Ware wTought and made stcddablc for the 
Use of Man: By it the Butt and Rover-bows are 
strong, the Cross-bows bended, and the Slings made 
fixed: And, as it ^vcre an Herb every whit as holy as 
the Verveine, and reverenced by Ghosts, Spirits, Hob- 
goblins, Fiends and Phantoms, the Bodies of deceased 
Men are never buried without it. 

1 will proceed yet further, by the means of this fine 
Herb, the invisible Substances are visibly stopped, 
arrested, taken, detained, and. Prisoner-like, com- 
mitted to their receptive Goals. Heavy and ponder- 
ous Weights are by it heaved, lifted up, turned, veered, 
drawn, carried, and every way moved quickly, nimbly, 
and easily, to the great Profit and Emolument of 
Humane Kind. tVhen 1 perpend with my self these 
and such-like marvellous Effects of thb wonderful 
Herb, it seemeth strange unto me, how the Invention 3° 
of so useful a Practice did escape, tlirough so many 
by-past Ages, the Knowledge of the ancient Philoso- 
phers, considering the inestirnable Utility which from 
thence proceeded; and the immense Labour, which 
rvithout it, Uiey did undergo in their pristine Elucu- 
brations. By virtue thereof, through tlie retention of 
some Aerial Gusts, are the huge Rambarges, mighty 
GalUoons, the large Floyts, the Chiliander, the Myrian- 
der Ships launched from their Stations, and set a going 
at the Pleasure and Arbitriment of their Rulers, 40 
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- Conners and Steersmen. By the help thereof those 
remote IJJations, whom Nature seemed so unwilling to 
have discovered to us, and so desirous to have kept 
them still in abscondiio, and hidden from us, that the 
Ways through which their Countries were to be 
reached unto, were not only totally unknown, but 
judged also to be altogether impermeable and in- 
accessible, arc now arrived to us, and we to them. 

Those Voyages outreached Flights of Birds, and far 
10 surpass’d the Scope of Feather’d Fowls, how swift 
soever they had been on the Wing, and notwith- 
standing tliat advantage which they have of us in 
stvimming through the Air. Taproban hath seen the 
Heaths of Lapland, and botli the Java’s the Riphean 
Mountains, wde distant Phebol shall see Theleme, and 
the Islanders drink of the Flood Euphrates-, By tt die 
chUl-moudied Boreas hath surveyed the parched 
Mansions of the tornd Auster, and Eurus visited the 
Redons whidi hath under his Command; 

20 yea, in sucli sort have Interviews been made, by the 
assistance of this Sacred Herb, diat maugre Longitudes 
and Latitudes and all the VanaUon of the Zones, 
the Periisetan People, and the Antoectan, Amphiscian, 
Heteroscian, and Pertscian, have oft tendred and re- 
ceived mutual Visits to and from other, upon aU the 
Climates. These strange Exploits bred such Astonish- 
ment to the Celestial Intelhgencies, to all the Marine and 
Terrestrial Gods, that tliey were on a sudden all afraid: 
From which Amazement, when they saw how, by 
30 means of this bless’d Pantagruelion, the Areixek People 
look’d upon the AntarcticK, scoured the Antlantick 
' Ocean, passed the Tropicks, pushed through the 
Torrid ^one, measured all the Z^dtack, sported under 
the Equinoctial, having both Poles level with their 

- Horizon', they judged it high time to call a Council, 

. for their own Safety and Preservation. 

The Olympick Gods being all and each of them 
affrighted at the sight of such Atchievements, said, 
Pantagruel hath shapen Work enough for us, and put 
40 us more to a Plunge, and nearer our Wits End, by 
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this sole Herb of his, than did of old the Aloids, by 
overturning Mountains. He very speedily is to be 
married, and shall hav'c many Children by his Wife: 

It lies not in our Power to oppose this Destiny; for it 
hath passed through the Hands and Spindles of the 
Fatal Sisters, Necessity’s inexorable Daughters. Who 
knows but by his Sons may be found out an Herb of 
such another Vertue, and prodigious Energy, as that 
by the Aid thereof, in using it aright according to 
their Fathers Skill, they may contrive a ^^■ay for lo 
Human Kind to pierce into the high Aerian Clouds, 
get up unto the Spring-head of the Hail, take an 
Inspection of the Snowy Sources, and shut and open 
as they please the Sluces from whence proeeed the 
Flood-gates of the Rain; tlicn prosecuting their 
jEtherial Voyage, they may step in unto the Lightning 
Work-house and Shop, where all the Tliunderbolts arc 
forged, where seizing on the Magazin of Heaven, and 
Storehouse of our Warlike Fire Munition, they may 
discharge a bouncing Peal or two of thundring Ordi- 20 
nance, for Joy of their Arrival to these new supernal 
Places; and charging those Tonitrual Guns afresh, 
turn the whole force of that ArtiUciy against our 
selves, wherein we most confided; Then is it like they 
will set forward to invade the Territories of the Moon, 
whence passing through both Mercury and Venus, tire 
Sun will serve them for a Torch, to shew the way from 
Mars to Jupiter and Saturn: We shall not then be able 
to resist the Impetuosity of their Intrusion, nor put a 
stoppage to their entring in at all whatever Regions, 3° 
Domicils or Mansions of the Spangled Firmament 
they shall have any mind to see, to stay in, to travel 
through for their Recreation: All the Celestial Signs 
together, with tlie Constellations of the Fixed Stars, 
will joyntly be at their Devotion then: Some wilt take 
up their Lodging at the Ram, some at the Bull, and 
others at the Twins-, some at the Crab, some at the 
Bhn Inn, and others at the Sign of the Virgin: some at 
the Balance, others at the Scorpion, and others will be 
quartered at the Archer-, some will be harboured at the 40 
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some at the Walerpomn'i Sign, some at the 
rtshts\ some still lie at the Croivn, some at Uic Harp, 
Mme at the Golden Eaglf, and tlie Dolphin ; some at the 
F{png Horse, some at the Ship, some at the great, some 
^ the HtCc Beor\ and so throughout the glistning 
Hmtorics of the ssholc twinkling Astcristick Welkin: 
There will be Sojourners come from the Earth, who 
longing after the Tast of tl>c sweet Cream, of their own 
summing ofiT, from the best Milk of all the Dairy of 
tome GalasQ!, will set themselves at Table down with us, 

’ drink ofour A'rrJnr and Ambrosia, and take to their owm 
' 2 *^ Night for Wives and Concubines our fairest 
^ddesses, the only means whereby they can be 
~^jyd. A Junto liercupon being convocated, the 
better to consult upon the manner of obviating a so 
drwidful Danger, Joie, sitting in his Presidential 
Throne, asked the Votes of all the other Gods, wliicfa, 
^tcr a profound Deliberation amongst tlicmsclvcs on 
^ Contingencies, they freely gave at last, and then 
30 resolved unanimously to wi^stand tlic Shock of all 
whatsoever sublunary Assaults. 

CHAP. LII 

How a certain kind of pantagruelion is of that 
. nature, that the Fire is not able to consume it. 

I Have already related to you great and admirable 
thingsj but if you might be induced to adventure 
ttpon the hazard of believing some other Divinity of 
‘ this Sacred Pantagruelion, I very willingly would Jell it 
you. Believe it if you will, or otherways believe it not, 

I care not wliiclt of tlicm you do, they arc both alike to 
tpe, it shall be sufficient for my Purpose to have told 
you the Truth, and the Truth I will tell you: But to 
30 enter in thereat, because it is of a knaggy, difficult and 
.^gged access, this is tlic Question which I ask of you, 

' I had put within thb Bottle two Pints, tlie one of 
Wine, and tlie other of Water, throughly and exactly 
^ mingled together, how would you unmix them? After 
t^hat manner would you go about to sever them, and 
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separate the one Liquor from die otiirr in sudi sort, 
tliat you render me the ^Vatcr apart, free from tlic 
^Vinc, and the \S'inc also pure svitliout the inter- 
mixture of one drop of Water; and both of them in tlie 
^tne measure, quantity and taste that I had cm- 
hottlrd them? Or to state the Question othenvaj-s, 
if ^our Carmen and Mariners, intrusted for the 
Provision of your Houses, willi the bringing of a 
certain eonsidcraijle number of Tuns, Punchions, 
Pipes, Barrels and Hogsheads of Graves Wine, or of the 10 
VVtnc of Orleans, Jitaune and Mimniix, sivould drinVi out. 
tlic lialf, and afterwards with Water fill up tlic other 
empty lialvcs of the \'c.sscls as full as before; as the 
Limosins use to do in their Carriages by Wains and 
Carts of the Wines of Argenlan and Sangaultier. After 
that, how would you pan the Water from the NVinc, 
and purifie them both in such a case? I understand 
you well enough; your meaning is, that I must do it 
with an Iry Funnel: That it is written, it Ls true, and 
the Verity thereof explored by a thousand Experi-20 
ments; you have IcamM to do this Feat before I see it: 
But those that have never known it, nor at any time 
have seen the like, would hardly believe tliat it 
were possible. Let us nevertheless proceed. 

But put die case we were now living in the Age of 
Silla, Marins, Caesar, and odicr such Roman Emperors; 
or diat we were in the time of our ancient Drvids, 
whose Custom was to bum and c.Tlcine the dead 
Bodies of their Parents and Lords, and that you had a 
mind to drink the Ashes or Cinders of your Wives or 30 
Fathers in the infused Liquor of some good W'hitc- 
winc, as Artemisia drunk tlic Dust and .rXshcs of her 
Husband Afausolus; or otherw'a>'S, that you did deter- 
mine to have them reserved in some fine Um, or 
Reliquary Pot, -how would you save the Ashes apart, 
and separate them from tliose other Cinders and 
Ashes into which the Fuel of the Funeral and bustuary 
Fire hath been converted? Answer if you can; by my 
Figgins, I believe it will trouble you so to do. 

Well, I wiU dispatch, and tell you, that if you take 40 
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of this Celestial I'cr.lacnitUor. so mudi ns is needful to 
cover the Body of the Defunct, and .after tliat you 
shall have inwapped and bound therein as hard and 
closely as you can the Corps of the said deceased 
I’crsorts. and served up the Folding -sltect witli thread 
of the same stuff, throw it into tlic Fire, how great or 
ardent soever it be it matters not a Straw, tfic Fire 
through this Pr.nlas;ruehon wilt burn the Body, and 
reduce to /\stu-s the Bones thereof, and the Panta- 
^of:rvtUon shall be not only not consumed, nor burnt, 
but also shall neither lose one Atom of the /Vshes 
inclos'd within it. nor receive one Atom of the huge 
bustuary heap ol .■\shcs resulting from the blazing 
Conflagration of things combustible laid round about 
it, but shall at hast, when taken out of the Fire, be 
fairer, whiter, and much cleaner than when you did 
put it in at first; Therefore is it called Asiw/o;), which 
is as much as to say mcomhusltble. Great plenty is to be 
found thereof in Caipostn, as likewise in the Climate 
-0 Diasifws, at very casic rates. O how rare and ad- 
mirable a thing it is, that the Fire which dcvourctli, 
consumeth .and dcstroycth .all such things else, should 
cleanse, purge and whiten this sole PaiUagnielion 
Carpasian jhbcsionl If you mblrust the X’erity of tliis 
Bclatlon, and demand for further Confirmation of my 
Assertion a vbiblc Sign, as the Jews, and such in- 
credulous Infidels use to do; take a fresh Egg, and 
orbicularly (or rather ovally) infold it witiiin this 
Divine Pantagniciion', when it is so UT.appcd up, put it 

30 in tlic hot Embers of a Fire, how great or ardent so- 
ever it be, and having left it tlicrc as long as you will, 
you shall at last, at your taking it out of the Fire, find 
the Egg roasted hard, and as it were burnt, without 
any Alteration, Change, Mutation, or so much as a 
Calefaction of the Sacred Pantagnielion: For 1 ^ tiian a 
Million of Pounds Sterling, modified, taken down and 
amodcrated to the twelfth part of one Four Pence 
Half-penny Farthing, you are able to put it to a trial, 
and make Proof thereof. 

40 Do not think to overmatch me here, by paragoning 
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uiih it, in tlic way of a more eminent Compariwn, 
the Salmrnnder. Tlint is a Fil); for albeit a little 
ordinary Fire, such as is used in Dining-Rooms and 
Chambers, gladden, chrar up, cxJiilcrate, and quicken 
it, yet m.ay I w.arrantably enough .assure, that in the 
flaming fire of a Furnace, it will, like any other 
animated Creature, be tjuiekly suflbeated, choaked, 
consumed and destroyed. We have seen the Experi- 
ment thereof, and GaUn many ages ago hath clearly 
demonstrated and confirmed it. Lib. 3. De Icmj'rra- to 
rriaitis. .And Dwsconrles inaintaincth the same Doc- 
trine, Lib. 2. Do not here instance in competition 
with this Saered Herb the Feather Allurrt, or the wooden 
Tower of Pyree, whirlt Lucius Syila was never able to 
get burnt; for that Archelous, Governour of the Town 
for Mithndates King of Ponlus, had plaistercd it all 
over on the out-side svith the said Allum. Nor svould 
I have you to compare therewith the Herb, svhich 
Alexander Cornelius called Eonem, and said tliat it had 
some resemblance ss-ith that Oak which bears thceo 
Missello; and that it could neither be consumed, nor 
rcccis’c any manner of prejudice by Fire, nor by 
Water, no more than the Missello, of svhich svas built 
(said he) the so rcnosvned Ship Argos. Search where 
you please for those that svill believe it, I in that Point 
desire to be excused. Neither svould I ss-ish you to 
parallel theresvith (although I cannot deny but that 
it is of a s'cry marvellous Nature) that sort of Tree 
ss-hich gross-cth alongst the Mountains of Briatison and 
Ambrun, ss-hicli produceth out of his Root the good 30 
Agarick; from its Body it yieldeth unto us a so e-xcellent 
Rosin, that Galen hath been bold to equal it to the 
Turpentine'. Upon the delicate Leaves thereof it re- 
taineth for our use that ssveet Heavenly Honey', svhich 
is called the Manna: And although it be of a gummy, 
oily, fat and greasie Substance, it is notssathstanding 
unconsumable by any Fire. It is in Greek and Latin 
called Larix. The Alpinesi name it Melge. The 
Antenodites and Venetians term it Larege; ss-hich gave 
occasion to that Castle in Piedmont to receis'e the 40 
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Denomination of lAurignian, by putting Cwar 

to a stand at his return from amongst the Gauls. 

Julius Casar commanded all the \ comans, Boors, 
Hinds, and other Inhabitants in, near unto, and 
about the Alps and Piedmont, to bring all manner o 
Victuals and Provisions for an Army to those places, 
tvhich on the Militar>- Road he had 
ccivc them for the use of his marching Soldie^, o 
whicli Ordinance all of Uicm were obedient, save only

And then, by a Relation from them it was that Crwr 
learned the admirable Nature and Vertue of this 
ll'oorj; wliirh, of it self, produceth neither Fire, Flame 
nor Coal; and would therefore in regard of that rare 
Quality o( Incombustibihly, have been admitted into this lo 
Rank and Degree of a true Panlagnitlional Plant; and 
that so much the rather, for that Pantaiyvel directed 
that all the Gates, Doors, Angiports, Windosw, 
Gutters, frettired and embowed Ciclings, Cans, and 
other whatsoever svooden Furniture in the Abby of 
Theleme should be all matcriated of diLs kind of 
Timber. He likcssnse caused to cover therewith the 
Sterns, Stems, Cook-rooms or Laps, Hatches, Decks, 
Coursics, Bends and Walls of his Garricks, Ships, 
Gallions, Gallc>'s, Brigantines, Foysts, Frigates, Crears, eo 
Barks, Floyts, Pinlas, Pinnaces, Hu)^, Catches, Capers, 
and other Vessels of his T/ialassian Arcenal; were it 
not that the Wood or Timber of the Larch-tree, being 
put within a large and ample Furnace full of huge 
tt'ivwae.TAVf ftasTiWig Fwe, ■pie/cct'dwig fre.vn '.Fa: Fwcl •dl 
other sorts and kinds of Wood, cometh at last to be 
corrupted, consumed, dissipated and destroyed, as arc 
Stones in a Lime-kill: But this Pantagnielion Asbeston is 
rather by the Fire renewed and cleansed, than by the 
Flames thereof consumed or changed. Therefore, 30

Fables; tlicy tell me that many languishing, sick and 
disconsolate Persons perusing them, have deceiv’d 
Jheir Grief, pass'd their Time merrily, and been 
Inspir’d witlt new Joy and Comfort. I commonly 
^'s'S'vcr, Tliat 1 aim’d not at Glory and Applause, 
when 1 diverted my self with writing; but only dc- 
sign’d to give by my Pen, to the absent who labour 
under Affliction, that little help which at all times I 
willingly strive to give to the Present that stand in 
need of my Art, and Service. Sometimes I at large 
Tclatc to tlicm, how Hippocrates in several places, and 
particularly in Lib. 6. Eptdon, describing the Institu- 
don of tlie Physician his Disciple, and also Soranus of 
Ephesus, Orbasius, Galen, Halt Abbas, and other Authors, 
have descended to particulars in the prescription of his 
Motions, Deportment, Looks, Countenance, Grace- 
fulness. Civility, Cleanliness of Face, Cloatl^, Beard, 

I Hair, Hands, Mouth, even his very Nails; as if he were 
t ^o play "tile Part of a Lover, in some Comedy, or enter 
the Lists to Fight some Enemy. And indeed the prac- 
tice of Physic is properly enough compar’d by Hippo- 
crates to a Fight, and also to a Farce acted between 
three Persons, tiie Patient, the Physician, and the 
Disease. ^Vhich Passage has sometimes put me in 
mind of Julia's saying to Augustus her Father. One 
day she came before him in a very gorgeous loose 
3? lascivious Dress; which very much displeas’d him, 
J^ough he did not much discover his discontent. The 
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next day, she put on another, and in a modest Garb, 
such as the chast Roman Ladies wore, came into liis 
presence. The kind Father could not then forbear 
expressing the pleasure which he took to see her, 
so much alter’d, and said to her. Oh! how much more 
this Garb becomes, and is commendable in the Daughter of 
Augustus ! But she, ha\’ing her excuse ready, answered. 
This day. Sir, I drest my self to please my Father's Eye; 
yesterday to gratifie that of my Husband. Thus, disguis’d in 
looks and garb, nay even, as formerly was the Fashion, lo 
with a rich and pleasant Gown with four sleeves 
which was called Philomum, according to Peti us Alexan- 
drinus in 6. Epidem. a Physician might answer to such as 
might find the Metamorphosis indecent: Thus have I 
accoutred my self, not that I am Proud of appearing in such a 
Dress; but for the sake of my Patient, whom alone I wholly 
design to please, and no ways offend or dissatisfie. There is 
also a Passage in our Father Hippocrates, in the Book 
I have nam’d, which causes some to sweat, dispute 
and labour ; not indeed to know whether the Physician’s so 
frowning, discontented, and morose Look render the 
Patient sad, and his joyful, serene and pleasing Counte- 
nance rejoyce him, for Experience teaches us that this 
is most certain; But whether such Sensations of grief, 
or pleasure, are produc’d by the Apprehension of the 
Patient observing his motions and qualities in his 
Physician, and drawing from thence conjectures of the 
end, and catastrophe of his dkcase, as, by his pleasing 
Look, joyful and desirable Events, and by his sorrow- 
ful and unpleasing Air, sad and dismal Consequences; 30 
or whether those Sensations be produced by a trans- 
fusion of the serene or gloomy, aerial or terrestrial, 
joyful or melancholic Spirits of the Physician, into the 
Person of the Patient, as it is the Opinion of Plato, 
Averroes and others. 

Above all things the best Authors have given par- 
ticular directions to Physicians about the Words, Dis- 
course, and Converse, which they ought to have with 
their Patients, every one aiming at one point, that is, 
to rejoyce them without offending God, and in no 40 
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w.ij'S whatsoever to vex or displease tlicm. ^Vhich 
cames Hnophtlus much to blame that Ph>-sician svho 
being ask’d by a Patient of his, Shall I die? impudently 
made him this Answer: 

Patroclas </>’</. iil.O'n all allow, 

B} muth, a better Man thanyou. 

Another who had a mind to knoss' the state of his 
distemper, asking him after our merry PalrUn’s way: 
he//. Doctor, do's tiot nvr Water tell you I shall die? He 
to foolishly answered. No; if Latona the Mother of those 
lovely Twins, Phcrbiu and Diana, begot thee. Galen, 
lib. 4. Comment. 6. Kpidem. blames much also Qjiintus 
hb Tutor, who. a certain noble Man of Pome, his 
Patient saj-ing to him, Tou have been at breakfast, my 
Master, your Breath smells of Wine; answered arrogantly, 
smells of Feicr, winch is the belter smell of the two? 
IPinr or a putrid Peter? But the Calumny of certain 
Cannibals, Misanthropes, perpetual Eaves-droppers, has 
been so foul and excessive, that it had conquered my 
patience; and I had resolv’d not to write one jot more. 
For the least of their Detractions were, tliat my Books 
are all stuffed with various Heresies, of which never- 
theless they could not show one single Instance; much 
indeed of Comical and facetious fooleries, neither 
offending God nor the King: (r\nd truly I own they 
arc the Subject, and only Theme of these Books) But 
of heresy, not a \Vord, unless they interpreted wrong 
and against all use of Reason, and common Language, 
'vhat, I had rather suffer a thousand deaths, if it were 
30 possible, than have thought; as who should make 
Bread to be stone, a fish to be a Serpent, & an Egg to be 
a Scorpion. This, my Lord, cmboldncd me once to tell 
you, as I was complaining of it in your presence, that 
if I did not esteem my self a better Chrbtian, than they 
show themselves totvards me, and if my life, wTitings, 
words, nay thoughts betray’d to me one single spark 
of heresy, or I should in a detestable manner fall into 
the Snares of the Spirit of Detraction, did^oXos, tlitu 
by tlieir means raises such Crimes against me; I would 
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then like the Phanix gather dry Wood, kindle a fire, 
and burn my self in the midst of it. You were then 
pleas’d to say to me. That King Francis of Eternal 
mcmor>', had been made sensible of those false accu- 
sations: And that having caused my Books, (mine, 

I say, because several false, and infamous have been 
wickedly layd to me,) to be carefully, and distinctly 
read to him by the most learned, and faithful Anag- 
nost in this Kingdom, he had not found any Passage 
suspitious; and that he abhorr’d a certain envious, lo 
ignorant, hypocritical Informer, who grounded a 
mortal heresy on an N put instead of an M by the 
carelessness of the Printers. 

As much was done by his Son, our most gracious, 
virtuous, and blessed Sovereign, Henry, tvhom Heaven 
long preserve; so that he granted you his Royal privi- 
lege, and particular protection, for me against my 
slandering adversaries. 

You kindly condescended since, to confirm me 
these happy IS’cws at Paris, and also lately when you 20 
visited my Lord Cardinal dti Bellay, who for the benefit 
of his health, after a lingring distemper, was retired to 
St. Maur, that Place (or rather Paradise) of salubrity, 
serenity, convcnicncy, and all desireablc Country- 
Pleasures. 

Thus, my Lord, under so glorious a Patronage, I am 
emboldened once more to draw my pen, undaunted 
now and secure; with hopes that you will still prove 
to me against the power of Detraction, a second Gallic 
Hercules in Learning, Prudence and Eloquence, and 30 
Alexicacos in virtue, power and authority; you, of 
whom I may truly say what the wise Monarch Solomon 
saith oi Moses that great Prophet, and Captain cX Israel', 
Ecclesiast. 45. A Man fearing and loving God, who found 
favour in the sight of all Jlesli, whose memorial is blessed. 
God made him like to the glorious saints, and magnified him 
so, that his enemies stood in fear of him; and for him made 
IVonders; made him glorious in the sight of Kings, gave him 
a Commandment for his People, and by him shew'd his light; 
he sanctified him in his faithfulness, and meekness, and chose 40 
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him out of all ^^er:. By him he made us to hear his Voice, 
and caused by him the Law of life and knowledge to be given. 

Accordingly, if I shall be so happy as to hear any 
one conunend Uiose merry Composures, they shall be 
adjur’d by me to be oblig’d, and pay their Thanks to 
you alone, as also to bffer tlieir prayers to Heaven for 
the continuance and cncrcasc of your Greatness; and 
to attribute no more to me, than my humble and 
ready obedience to your Commands: For by your 
10 most honourable incouragement, you at once have 
inspir’d me rvilli Spirit, and with Invention; and 
without you my heart had fail’d me, and the fountain- 
head of my Animal Spirits had been dry. May tlie 
Lord keep you in his blessed Mercy.

G Ood People, God save and keep ^ou: Where are you? I 
ean’t seejou; stay — I'll saddle my Nose with Spectaeles 
— Oh, Oh! 'twill be fair anon, I see you. U'ell,you have 
had a good Vintage, they say; this is no bad News to Frank 
you may swear; you have got an infallible Cure against 
Thirst, rarely peform'd of you, my Friends! Tou, your 
Wives, Children, Friends, arid Families are in as good Case 
as heart can wish; 'tis well, 'tis as I'd have it: God be 
praised for it, and if such be his will, may you long be so. 
For my part I am thereabouts, thanks to his blessed Goodness; 
and by the means of a little Pantagruelism, {which you 
know IS a certain Jollity of Mind pickled in the scorn of 
Fortune) you see me now Hale, and Cheery, as sound as a Bell, 
and ready to drink, if you will. Would you know why Pm 
thus. Good People? I'll e'en give you a positive answer — 
such IS the Lord's Will, which 1 obey and revere; it being said 
in his Ward, in great Derision to the Physician, neglectful 
of his own Health, Physician, heal thy self. 

Galen had some knowledge of the Bible, and had con- 
vers'd with the Christians of his time, as appears Lib. 1 1. 20 
de Usu Partium; Lib 2. dc diffcrentiis Pulsuum, cap. 3. 
and ibid. Lib. 3. cap. 2. and Lib de rerum affcctibus 
{if it be Galen’s) Tet 'twos not for any such Veneration of 
Holy Writ that he took Care of his own Health. No, 'twos 
for fear of being twitted with the Saying so well known 
among Physicians. 

'larpos aAAojr, avrbs cAweat ^pvutv. 

He boasts of healing (Poor and Rich), 

Yet IS himself all over Itch. 

This made him boldly say, that he did not desire to be 30 
esteem'd a Physician, if from his twenty eighth Tear to his 
old Age he had not liv'd in perfect health, except some 
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ephemerctts' Fcvm, of which he soon rid himself; Ycl he teas 
not naturally of the soundest Temper, his Stomach being 
evidently bad. Indeed, as he saith. Lib. 5. dc Sanitate 
tuendu, that Physician will hardly be thought very carefull 
of the health of others, who neglects his own. Asclcpiadcs 
boasted yet more than,this; for he said that he had articled 
with Fortune not to be reputed a Pliysician, if he could be 
said to have been sick, since he began to practise Physic, to his 
latter Age, which he reach'd, lusty in all his Members, and 
10 Victorious over Fortune, till at last the Old Gentleman un- 
luckily tumbled down from the Top of a certain ill-propt and 
rotten Stair-Case; and so there was an end of him. 

If by some Disaster Health is fed from your Worships to 
the right or to the left, above or below, before or behind, 
within or without, far or near, on this side or t'other side, 
wheresoever it be, may you presently, with the help of the Lord 
meet with it; having found it, may you immediately claim it, 
seize it and sectire it. The Law allows it; the King would 
have it so: nay, you have my advice for't; neither more nor less 
20 than the Law-Makers of Old did fully impower a Master to 
claim and seize his run-away Servant whereever he might be 
found. Ods-bodikins, is it not written and warranted by the 
Ancient Customs of this so Noble, so rich, so flourishing 
Realm of France, That the Dead seizes the Quiet 
See what luzs been declar'd very lately in that Point by that 
Learned, IFitr, Courteous and Just Civilian Andr6 Tira- 
qucll, one of the Judges in the most Honourable Court of 
Parliament at Paris. Health is our Life, as Andphron 
the Sicyonian wisely has it, without Health Life is no Life, 
30 ’tis not living Life. 'Aplos pios, pios dpioiros. IVithoul 
Health Life is only a Languishment and an Image of Death. 
Therefore, you that want your Health, that is to say, that are 
Dead, Seize the Quick,* secure Life to your selves, that is 
to say, Health. 

I have this hope in the Lord, that he will hear our Supplica- 
tions, considering with what Faith and Z^al we Pray, and 
that he will grant this our Wish, because 'tis moderate and 

z Fevers, that last but a Day, and are Cured with Rest. 

z- That is, the Death of a Person gives a Right to his 
Fleir to seize what he has left.

mean. Mediocrity was heldbyllte ancient Sages to be Golden, 
that is to say, precious, prais'd by all Men, and pleasing in 
all Places. Read the Sacred Bible, you'll find, the Prayers of 
those who ask'd moderately were never unanswered. For 
Example, little dapper Zacheus, whose Body and Religues 
the Monks of St. Garlick, near Orleans, boast of having, 
and nickname him St. Sylvanus; he only wished to see our 
Blessed Saviour near Jerusalem. 'Twos but a small Re- 
quest, and no more than any Body then might pretend to. But 
alas ! he was but low built, and one of so diminutive a Size lo 
among the Crowd couldn't so much as get a Glimpse of him: 
well then he struts, stands on Tip-Toes, bustles and be- 
stirring his stumps, shoves and makes way, and with much 
adoe clambers up a Sycamor. Upon this, the Lord who knew 
his sincere Affection, presented himself to his sight, and was 
not only seen by him, but heard also: May, what’s more, he 
came to his House, and blest hts Family. 

One of the Sons of the Prophets in Israel, felling Wood 
near the i?it;er Jordan, his Hatchet forsook the Helve and fell 
to the Bottom of the River; so he pray’d to have it again {’twas ao 
but a small Request, mark ye me,) and having a strong Faith, 
he did not throw the Hatchet after the Helve, as some Spirits 
of Contradiction say by way of scandalous Blunder, but the 
Helve after the Hatchet, as you all properly have it. Presently 
two great Miracles were seen, up springs the Hatchet from the 
Bottom of the Water, and fixes it self to its old acquaintance 
the Helve. Now had he wish’d to coach it to Heaven in a 
Fiery Chariot like Elias, to multiply in Seed like Abraham, 
be as rich as Job, strong as Sampson, and beautiful as 
Absalom, would he have obtain’d it, d’ye think? V troth, 30 
my Friends, I question it very much. 

Now I talk of moderate wishes in point of Hatchet {But 
hark 'e me, be sure you don’t forget when we ought to drink) 
ril tell you what’s written among the Apologues of wise 
iEsop the Frenchman, I mean Me Phrygian nne/ Trojan, 
m Max. Planudes mater him; from which People, accord- 
ing to the most faithful Chroniclers the noble French are 
descended: ALIian writes that he was of Thrace, and 
Agathias efter Herodotus, that he was of Samos/ 'tis all 
one to Frank.

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In his time liv'd a poor honest Country Fellow of Gravot, 
Tom Wellhung by Ffame, a Wood-cleaver by Trade, who 
in that low Drudgery made shift so, to pick up a sorry Lively- 
hood. It happen'd that he lost his Hatchet. Now tell me who 
had ever more Cause to be vex'd than poor Tom? alas, his 
whole Estate and Life depended on his Hatchet; by his 
Hatchet he earn'd many a fair Penny of the best Wood- 
mongers or Log-merchants, among whom he went a Jobbing; 
for want of his Hatchet he was like to starve, and had Death 
10 birt met him six Days after without a Hatchet, the grim Fiend 
would have mow'd him down in the Twinkling of a Bedstqff. 
In this sad Case he began to be in a heavy Taking, and call'd 
upon Jupiter with most eloquent Prayers (for you know. 
Necessity was the Mother of Eloquence) with the Whiles of 
his Eyes turn'd up towards Heaven, down on his Marrow- 
bones, his arms rear’d high, his fingers stretched wide, and 
his head bare, the poor wretch without Ceasing was roaring 
out by way of Litany at every Repetition of his Supplications, 
my Hatchet, Lord Jupiter, my Hatchet, my Hatchet; only 
00 my Hatchet, 0 Jupiter, or money to buy another, and 
nothing else; Alas, my poor hatchet! 

Jupiter happen’d then to be holding a grand Council about 
certain urgent affairs, and old Gammer Cybele was just 
giving her opinion, or if you had rather have it so, it was 
IPung Phoebus the Beau; but in short, Tom’j Out-cry and 
Lamentations were so laud that they were heard with no small 
amazenwnt at the Council Board, by the tuhole Consistory of 
the Gods. What a Devil have we below, quoth Jupiter, that 
howls so horridly? By the Mud of Styx, haven't we had all 
30 along and haven’t we here still enough to do to set to rights 
a World of damn’d puzzling Businesses of Consequence? We 
made an end of the Fray between Presthan King of Persia, 
and Soliman the Turkish Emperor; we have stopp'd up 
the Passages between the Tartars and the Moscovitesy 
answer’d the Xeriff’s Petition, done the same to that of 
Golgots Rays/ the State of Parma! s dispatch’d, so is that 
of Maydemburg, that ^Mirandola, and that of Africa, 
that Town on the Mediterranean which we call Aphro- 
disium; Tripoli by carelesness has got a new Master, her 
40 hour was come. 
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Here are the Gascons Cursing and damning, demanding 
the Restitution of their Bells. 

Injiondcr Corner are the Saxons, Easterlings, Ostro- 
gotlis, and Germans, Hattons formerly invincible, but now 
Abcrkcids, Bridled, Curb'd and brought under by a Poultry 
Diminutive crippled Fellow th^ ask vs Revenge, Relief, 
Restitution of their former good Sence and Ancient Liberty. 

But ichat shall we do with this same Ramus and this 
Galland with a Po-i: to ’em, who surrounded with a swarm 
of their Scullions, Blackguard, Ragamuffins, Sizers, Vouchers lo 
and Stipulators, set together by the Ears, the whole University 
of Pans ^ I am in a sad quandary about it, and for the 
Heart's Blood of me can’t tell yet with whom of the two 
to side. 

Doth seem to me notable Fellows, and os true Cods as ever 
piss’d; the one has Rose-Nobles, I say fine and weighty ones; 
the other would gladly have some too. The one Imows 
something: the other’s no Dunce. The one loves the better 
sort of men, the other’s belov’d by ’em. The one is an old 
cunning Fox, the other with Tongue and Pen, Tooth andao 
Nail falls foul on the ancient Orators and Philosophers, and 
barks at them like a Cur. 

What think’ St thou of it, say, thou bawdy Priapus? / 
have found thy Council just before now, Et habet tua 
meniiila. mentenu 

A'mg Jupiter, answer’d Pnapus, standing up and taking 
off his Cowle, his Snout uncas’d and rear’d up, fiery and 
stifiy propt. Since you compare the one to a yelping snarling 
Cur, and the other to sly Reynard the Fox, my Advice is with 
submission, that without fretting or puzling your Brains any 3° 
further about ’em, without any more ado you e’en sene ’em 
both as in the Days of Tore you did the Dog and the Fox. 
How? ask’d Jupiter, when ^ who were they ^ where was it ^ 
Toil haie a rare Memory for ought I see, return’d Priapus > 
This right Worshipful Father Bacchus, whom we have here 
Nodding with his Crimson Phyz, to be reveng’d on the 
Thebans, had got a Fairy Fox, who whatever mischief he 
°‘d, luas never to be caught or wrong’d by any Beast that 
^ore a Head. 

The kfoblc Vulcan here present had fram’d a Dog of no 
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Monesian Brass, and with long PiiJJing and Blowing put the 
Spirit of Life into him; he gave it you. ^vu gave it your Miss 
Europa, Miss Europa gave it Minos, Minos gave it 
Procris, Procris gave it Ccphalus. He was also of the 
Fairy kind, so that like the Lawyers of our age, he was too 
hard for all other sorts of Creatures, nothing could escape the 
Dog; How who should happen to meet but these two? What 
do you think they did? Dog by his Destiny was to take Fox, 
and Fax by his Fate was not to be taken. 

10 The Case was brought before your Council; you protested 
that you would not act against the Fates; and the Fates were 
contradictory. Jn short, the End and Besiilt of the matter 
was, that to reconcile two contradictions was an impossibility 
in Hature. The very Pang put you into a sweat, some Drops 
of which happ'ning to light on the Earth produced what the 
Mortals call Collyflowers. Alt our Hoble Consistory for 
want of a Categorical Solution were seiz’d with such a horrid 
Thirst, that above seventy eight Hogsheads of Hectar were 
swill'd down at that silting. At last you took my advice, and 
so transmogriphy'd ’em into Stones, and immediately got rid of 
your Perplexity, and a Truce zuith Thirst was proclaim’d 
thro’ this vast 01 >-mpus. This was the I'car of jlabby Cods 
near Teumessus between Tlicbcs and Clialcis. 

After this manner, 'lis my Opinion that you should petrifie 
this Dog and this Fox. The Metamorphosis will not be 
incongruous; far they both bear the name of Peter. And 
because, according to the Lymosin Proverb, To make an 
Oven’s Mouth there must be three Stones, you may associate 
them with Master Peter du Coignet, whom you formerly 
30 petrified for the same Cause. Thai those three dead Pieces 
shall be put in an equilateral Trigone, somewhere in the great 
Temple at Paris, in the middle of the Porch, if you will, 
there to perform the Office of Extinguishers, and with their 
Hoses put out the lighted Candles, Torches, Tapers and 
Flambeaux; since, while they liv’d, thy still lighted ballock- 
like the Fire of Faction, Division, Bollock Sects, and 
wrangling among those idle bearded Boys, the Students. And 
this will be an everlasting Monument to show that those puny 
self-conceited Pedants, Bollock framers, were rather con- 
40 temn’d than condemn’d by you. Dixi, I have said my Say. 
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iou deal too kindly by than, said Jupiter, /or oiiffht I see, 
Monsiair Priapus. Ton don’t use to be so kind to evay Body, 
let me tell you: For as they seek to etaniv their names, it 
ivotdd be much better for them to be thus chang'd into hard 
stones, than to return to Forth and putrefewtion. But now to 
other Matters: Yonder behind us towards the Tuscan Sea, 
and the jXeighbourhood of Mount Appennin, do you see 
what Tragedies are sttrr'd up by certain topping Ecclesiastical 
Bullies? This hot Fit will last its time, like the Limosins 
Ovens, and then will he cool'd, but not so fast. so 

fVe shall have sport enough with it. but I foresee one in- 
conienieniy; for me thinks we haie but little store of Thunder- 
Ammunition, since the time that you, my Fellow Gods, for 
your Pastime, lavish'd than away to bombard Xew Antioch, 
by my particular permission; as since, after your Example, 
the stout Champions, who had undertaken to hold the Fortress 
of Dindenarois against all Comers, fairly wasted their 
Powder with shooting at Sparrows; and then, not having 
wherewith to defend themselies in time of need, valiantly 
sttrrendred to the Enemy, who were already packing up their 20 
Awls, full of madness and despair, and thought on nothing 
but a shameful Retreat. Take care this be remedied. Son 
Vulcan; Rouse up your drowsie Cyclopes, ^Vsteropcs, 
Brontes, Arges, Pol)’phcmus, Stcropcs, Pyraemon, and 
so forth; set them at work, and make them drink as they 
ought. 

Never spare Liquor to such as are at hot work. Now let 
■us dispatch this bawling fellow below; you Mercury, go see 
who it is? And know what he wants. Mercury loiA.t out 
at heaven’s trap door, through which as I am told, they hear 30 
what’s said here below; by the way, one might well enough 
mistake it for the scuttle of a Ship; tho Icaromenippus said 
it was like the mouth of a Well: The light-heel'd Deity saw 
that it was honest Tom, who ask’d for his lost Hatchet; and 
accotdingly he made his report to the Synod. By Jove, said 
Jupiter, we are finely hop'd up, as if we had nothing else to do 
here but to restore lost hatchets. Well, he must then have it for 
all this, for so ’tis written in the Book of Fate, {Do you 
as well as if it was worth the whole Dutchy of Milan. 
Tnc truth is. the Fellow’s Hatchet is as much to him as a 40 
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Jiingdom to a King. Come, come, lei no more words be 
scattered about it, let him have his Hatchet again. 

How, let us make an end of the difference betwixt the 
Levites and Mole-catcher ^Landerousse. Whereabouts 
were we? Priapus was standing in the chimney comer, and 
having heard what Mercury' had reported, said in a most 
courteous and Jovial manner; Jupiter, while by your 
order and particular Favour, I was Garden-keeper general on 
Earth; I observed that this word Hatchet is equivocal to many 
to things: for it signifies a certain instrument, by the means of 
which Men fell and cleave Timber.

At last, he takes up his own Hatchet, 
examines the end of the Helve, and finds his mark there; then 
ravish'd with Joy, like a Fox that meets some straggling 
Poultry, and sneering from the tip of the nose, he cried By the 
mass, This is my Hatchet, Master God; if you will leave it me, 
I will sacrifice to you a very good and huge Pot of Milk, brim 
full cover'd with fine Strawberiyes next Ides of May. 

10 Honest Fellow, said Mercury, I leave it thee, take if, and 
because thou hast wish'd and chosen moderately, in point of 
Hatchet, 6 )i Jupiter’r command, I give thee these two others; 
thou hast now wherewith to make thy self rich: Be honest. 
Honest Tom gave Mercury a whole Cartload of Thanks, 
and rever'd the most great Jupiter.

all that space of Time. Doyou think the Fellow was bashful? 
had he eaten sowrc Plums unpeel'd? were his Teeth on edge, 
I pray you? The other wish’d Our Lady’s Church brim full 
of steel Needles, from the Flowr to the top of the roof, and to 
have as many Ducats as might be cram’d into as many bags 
as might be sow’d with each and every one of those N'eedles, 
30 till thiy were all either broke at the point or eye. This is to 
wish with a vengeance! What ihitikyou of it? What did 
they get by 't, in your Opinion? Why, at night both my 
Gentlemen had lyb'd Heels, a tetter in the Chin, a Churchyard 
Cough in the Lungs, a Catarrh in the Throat, a swinging 
Boyl at the Rump, and the Devil of one musty Crust of a 
brown George the poor Dogs had to scour their Grinders with. 
Wish therefore for Mediocrity, and it shall be given unto you, 
and over and above yet; that is to say; provided you bestir 
your selves manfully, and do your best in the mean time. 

40 Ay, but say you, God mi^t as soon have given me seventy 
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eight thomand as the thirteenth part of one half; for he is 
Omnipotent, and a million of Gold is no more to him than one 
Farthing. Oh, ho, pray tell me who taught ^ou to tall: at this 
rate of the Power and Predestination of God, poor silly 
People?

CHAP. I 

How PANTAGRUEL we7it io sea, to visit 
the oracle of bacbug, alias the holy bottle. 

I N the Month of June, on Vestas Holydays, the very 
numerical day on which Brutus, conquering Spain, 
taught its strutting Dons to truckle under him, and tliat 
niggardly Miser Crassus wzs routed and knock’d on the 
head by the Parthians, Pantagruel took his leave of the 
good Gargantua, his Royal Father. The old Gentle- 
man, according to the laudable Custom of the Primi- 
tive Christians, devoutly pray’d for the happy Voyage 
of his Son and his whole Company, and then they took 
to Shipping at the Port of Thalassa. Pantagruel had svith 
him Panurge, Fryar Jhon des Entomeures, alias of the 
Funnels, Epistemon, Gymnast, Eustlienes, Rhizotome, Car- 
palin, cum multis aliis, his ancient Servants and Do- 
mestics. Also Xenomancs, the great Traveller, who had 
cross’d so many dangerous Roads, Dikes, Ponds, Seas, 
and so forth, and was come sometime before, having 
been sent for by Panurge. 

For certain good Causes and Considerations him 
thereunto moving, he had left with Gargantua, and 
20 marked out, in his Great and Universal Hydrographi- 
cal Chart, the Course which they were to steer to Visit 
the Oracle of the Holy Bottle, Bacbuc. The number of 
Ships was such as I described in the Third Book, con- 
voyed by a like number of Triremes, Men of War, 
Gallions and Feluccaes well Rigg’d, Gaulkt, and Stor’d 
with a good quantity of Pantagruelion.

The Tenth, a 
Tumbler of Aromatic Agaloch (you call it Lignum 
Alois] edg’d with Cypnan Gold, after tlic Azimint make, oo 
The Eleventh, a Golden Vine-Tub of Mozaic Work. 
The Twelfth, a Runlet of unpolish’d Gold, covered 
tvith a small Vine of large Indian Pearl of Topiarian 
Work. Insomucli that there was no Man, however in 
tVic Drarrps, TnusVy, sower ^or/s’d, or Vit^imtiitidic Vie 
were, not even excepting that blubbering Whiner 
Heraclitus, had he been there, but, seeing this Noble 
Convoy of Ships and their Devises, must have been 
seized wnth present gladness of Heart, and smiling at 
die Conceit, have said that the Travellers were all 30 
honest Topers, true Pitcher-men, and have judged by 
a most sure Prognosdeation, that their Voyage both 
outward and homeward bound, would be performed 
in Mirth and perfect Health. 

In the Thalamege svhcrc was the general meeting, 
Pantagruel made a short but sweet Exliortation, wholy

10 eaten, nor were Sea-sick witJi a pain at the Head and 
Stomach, which inconvenicncy tlicy could not so easily 
have prevented by drinking, for some time before. Salt- 
^V’atcr citlier alone or mixt with Wine, using Quinces, 
Citron-peel, Juice of Pomgranats, sowish Sweat- 
Meats, fasting a long time, covering their Stomachs 
witli Paper, or following such otlier idle Remedies, as 
foolish Pitj-sicians prescribe to those tltat go to Sea. 

Having often renewed their Tiplings, each Mother’s 
Son retired on board his own Ship, and set Sail all so 
so fast with a merr)’ Gale at South East, to which point 
of the Compass the Chief Pilot, James Brayer by Name, 
had shap’d his Course, and fixt all things accordingly. 
For seeing citac cite Ocacic cf (he Halj Baicle lay near 
Catay, in the upper India, his advice and that of Xeno- 
manes also, was, not to steer the Course which the 
Portuguese use, while sayling through the Torrid Zone, 
and Cape Bona Speranza at the South Point of Jfrick 
beyond the Equinoctial Line, and losing sight of the 
Northern Pole tlicir Guide, they make a prodigious 
30 long Voyage; but ratlier to keep as near the Parallel of 
the said India as possible, and to tack to the Westard 
of the said Pole, so that winding under the North, they 
might find themselves in the Latitude of tlie Port of 
Olonc, without coming nearer it, for fear of being shut 
up in the Frozen Sea; whereas following this Canoni- 
cal Turn by tlie said Parallel, tliey must have that on 
the right to the Eastward, which at tlieir departure 
was on their left. 

This prov’d a much shorter Cut; for without Ship- 
40 week. Danger, or loss of Men, with uninterrupted 
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good Wcatlior, c-xccpt one day near the Island of the 
Macreoiis, they perform’d in less tlian four Montlis tlic 
Voyage of Upper India, which the Portugiirse, with a 
thousand Inconvcniencics and innumerable Dangers, 
can hardly compleat in three Years. And it is my 
Opinion, with Submission to better Judgments, that 
this Course was perhaps steer’d by those Indians who 
Sail’d to Germany, and were honourably received by 
the King of the Swedes, while Quinliu Metellus Celer 
svas Proconsul of the Gauls, as Cam. Nepos, Pomponius lo 
Mela, and Pliny after them tell us. 

CHAP. II 

How PANT.A.GRunL bought many rarities in 
the island ^MEOAMOTm'. 

T Hat day and the two following, they neither dis- 
covered Land nor any thing new; for they had 
formerly Sailed that way; but on the fourth they made 
an Island call’d Medamothy, of a fine and delightful 
Prospect, by reason of the vast number of Light- 
Houscs and high Marble Towers in its Circuit, which 
is not less than that of Canada. Pantagrvel, enquiring 
svho Govern’d there, heard that it was King Philo- 
phanes, absent at that time upon account of the 20 
Marriage of his Brother Philotheamon with tlic Infanta 
of the Kingdom of Engys. 

Hearing this, he went ashoar in tlie Harbour, and 
while every Ship’s Crew Water’d, pass’d his time in 
viewing divers Animals, Fishes, Birds, and other 
exotic and foreign Merchandises which were along 
the Walks of the Mole, and in tlie Markets of the Port. 
For it was the third day of tl\c great and famous Fair 
of the Place, to which the chief Merchants of Africa 
and Asia resorted. Out of these Fryar J%on bought him 30 
two rare Pictures, in one of which, the Face of a Man 
that brings in an Appeal, was drawn to the Life, and 
in the otlier, a Servant that wants a Master, with 
^ery needful Particular, Action, Countenance, Looks, 
Gate, Feature and Deportment; being an Original, by 
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Master Charles Charrnois, principal Painter to King 
Megistus; and he paid for them in the Court Fashion, 
\vith Conge and Grimace. Panurge bought a large Pic- 
ture copied and done from tiic Needle-Work formerly- 
wrought by Philomela, shewing to her Sister Prague how 
* her Brother-in-law Tereiis had by force hansell’d her 
Copy-hold, and then cut out her Tongue, that she 
might not (as Women will) tell tales. I vow and swear 
by the handle of my Paper Lanthorn, that it was a 
10 gallant, a mirific, nay a most admirable Piece. Nor 
do you think, I pray you, that in it was the Picture of 
a Man playing tlie Beast with two Backs with a Female, 
this had been too silly and gross; no, no; ’twas another- 
guise thing, and much plainer. You may, if you 
please, see it at Thelente, on tire left hand, as you go 
into the high Gallery. Epistemon bought another 
wherein were painted to the Life, the Ideas of Plato 
and the Atoms oi Epicurus. Rhigolome purchased anotlier, 
wherein Echo was dratvn to the Life. Pantagruel caused 
aoto be bought by Gymnast, the Life and Deeds of 
Achilles in Sevent)' eight pieces of Tapestry four 
Fathom long, and three Fatliom broad, all of Phry- 
gian Silk imboss’d with Gold and Silver’, the Work 
beginning at the Nuptials of Peleus and Thetis, con- 
tinuing to the Birth of Achilles-, his Youth describ’d by 
Statius Papinius; his warlike Atchievements celebrated 
by Homer; his Death and Exequies written by Ovid and 
Quintus Calaber; and ending at the appearance of his 
Ghost, and Polyxene’s Sacrifice Rehearsed by Euripides. 
30 He also caus’d to be bought three fine young Uni- 
corns; one of them a Male of a Chesnut colour, and 
two grey dappled Females; also a Tarand whom he 
bought of a Scythian of tlie Geloni’s Country. 

A Tarand is an Animal as big as a Bullock, having 
a Head like a Stag, or a little bigger, two stately Horns 
with large Branches, cloven Feet, Hair long like that 
of a furr’d Muscovite, I mean a Bear, and a Skin 
almost as hard as Steel Armor. The Seythian said that 
there are but few Tarands to be found in Scythia, be- 
40 cause it varieth its colour according to tlie diversity of 
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the places where it gra/cs and abides, and represents 
the colour of the Grass, Plants, Trees, Shrubs, Flowers, 
Meadows, Rocks, and generally' of .all things near 
which it comes. It hath this common with tlic Sea 
Pulp, or Polypus, with the Thocs, with the \Volves of 
India, and with the Chamarlion, which is a kind of a 
Lizard so wonderful, that Democrilus hath written a 
whole Book of its Figure, and Anatomy, as also oT 
its Virtue and Propriety in Magic. Tin's I can allirm, 
that 1 have seen it change its colour not only at the lo 
approach of things that have a colour, but by its own 
voluntary impulse, according to its fear or other affec- 
tions: as for example, upon a green Carpet, I have 
seen it certainly become green; but having remain’d 
there some time, it turn’d yellow, blue, tann’d, and 
purple in course, in the same manner as you scc_a 
Turky Cock’s Comb change colour according lo iu 
Passions. But what we found most surprizing in this 
Tarand, is, that not only its Face and Skin, but also 
its Hair could take whatever colour tvas about it. Near 20 
PanuTgt with his Kersy Coat, its Hair used to turn grey; 
near Pantagruel with his Scarlat Mantle, its Hair and 
Skin grew red; near the Pilot drest after the fasliion of 
tlie Isiacs of Anubis in ASgypt, its Hair seem’d all white; 
which two colours tlie Chamaclion can’t borrow. 

When the Creature was free from any fear or affec- 
tion, the colour of its Hair was just such as you see that 
of the Asses of Aleung. 

CHAP. Ill

W Hile Panlagruel was taken up with tlie Purchacc 
of those foreign Animals, the noise of ten Guns 30 
and Culverins, together svith a loud and joyful Cheer 
of all the Fleet was heard from the Mole.

And indeed that Ship was as light 
lo as a Lark, so that it rather seem’d to fly on the Sea 
than to sail. Malicorn, Gargantua’s Esq; Carver, was 
come in her, being sent exprcsly by his Kfaster to have 
an Account of his Son’s Hcaldi and Circumstances, 
and to bring him Credentials. When Malicorn had 
Saluted Pantagniel, before the Prince opened the 
Letters, the first thing he said to him, was. Have you 
here the Gogol, the Heavenly Messenger? Yes, Sir, 
said he, here it is swadled up in this Basket. It was a 
grey Pigeon taken out of Garganiua’s Dove-house, 
30 whose young ones were just hatch’d when the Advice- 
Boat was going off. 

If any ill Fortune had befallen Pantagniel, he would 
have fasten’d some black Ribbon to its Feet; but 
because all tilings had succeeded happily hitlierto, 
having caus’d it to be undrest, he ty’d to its Feet a 
white Ribbon, and without any further delay, let it 
loose. The Pigeon presently flew away cutting the Air 
with an incredible speed, as you know that tlierc is no 
flight like a Pigeon’s, especially when it hath Eggs or 
30 Young Ones, through the extream Care which Nature 
hath fixt in it to relieve, and be with its Young; inso- 
much that in less than two hours it compass’d in the 
Air, the long Tract which the Advice Boat with all her 
diligence, tvith Oars and Sails, and a fair Wind, had 
gone through in no less than three Days and three 
Nights, and was seen (as it went into the Dove-House) 
in its Nest. Whereupon Gargantua hearing that it had 
the wliite Ribbon on, was joyful and secure of his Son’s 
wellfare. This was the Custom of the noble Gargantua 
40 and Pantagruel, when they would have speedy News of ' 
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something of great Concern, as the event of some 
Battel either by Sea or Land; the surrendring or 
holding out of some strong Place; the determination 
of some difference of Moment; the safe or unltappy 
Delivery of some Queen or great Lady; the Death or 
Recover)- of tlicir sick Friends or Allies, and so forth. 
They used to take the Gozal, and had it carried from 
one to another by the Post, to the Places whence they 
desir’d to have News. The Gozal bearing either a 
black or white Ribbon, according to the Occurrences lo 
and Accidents, us’d to rcmos-c their doubts at its 
return, making in the space of one hour, more way 
through the Air, than thirty Post-Bo)’S could have 
done in one natural day. May not this Ijc said to 
redeem and gain time with a vengeance, think you? 
For the like Service therefore, you may bclicv-c as a 
most true tiling, that, in the Dove-Houses of tlicir 
Farms, there were to be found all the Year long, store 
of Pigeons hatching Eggs or rearing their young, 
\Vhich may he easily done in Aviaries and Valeries, by 20 
tlic help of Sallfieler and the sacred Herb Vervain. 

The Gozal being let fly, Pantagrud perus’d his Father 
Garganlua’s Letter, the Contents of which were as 
followcth. 

My Dearest Son, — The Affection that naturally a Father 
bears a beloved Son, is so much increased in me, by rejiceting 
on the particular Gifts which by the Divine Goodness haze 
been heaped on thee, that since thy departure, it hath often 
banished all other Thoughts out of my Mind; leaving rrty 
Heart wholly possess’d with Fear, lest some misfortune has 30 
attended thy Voyage: far thou knowest that fear was ever the 
attendant of true and sincere Love.

unbend and case thy Mind from thy better Studies; He zvill 
also give thee at large the jYews at Court. The Peace of the 
Lord he with thee. Remember me to Panurge, Pr^arJIzon, 
Epistemon, Xcnomancs, Gjunnast, and thy other princi- 
pal Domestics. Dated at our Paternal Seat tliis 13th 
day of jfune. Thy Father and Friend,

CHAP. IV 

flow PANTAGRUEL writ to liis Father gar- 
gantua, and sent him several Curiosities. 

P Anfagruel having perused the Letter, had a long 
Conference wth tlie Esquire Malicom, insomuch, 
that Panurge at last interrupting them, ask’d him. 
Pray, Sir, when do you design to drink? When shall 
we drink? When shall the Worshipful Esquire drink? 
Wiat a Dcwl have you not talk’d long enough to 
drink? ’Tis a good motion, answer’d Pantagruel, go, 
get us something ready at the next Inn; I think ’tis 
the Centaur.

so the coming of Malicom hath much surprized and dis- 
ordered me. For I had no hopes to sec any of your Servants, 
or to hear from you, before I had fmished our Voyage, and 
contented my self tvith the dear Remembrance of your August 
Majesty, deeply impress’d in the hindmost Ventricle of my 
Brain, often representing you to my Mind. 

But since you have made me happy b^ond expectation, by 
30 the perusal of your Gracious Letter, and the Faith I have in 
■ your Esquire, hath reviv’d nyi Spirits by the Hews of your 
welfare; I am as it were compell’d to do what formerly I did 
freely, that is, first to praise the Blessed Redeemer, who by 
his Divine Goodness preserves you in this long enjoyment of 
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perfect Health; then to return )ou eternal Thanles for the 
fervent Affection which ^oti hate for me}our most humble Son 
and unprofitable Servant. 

Formerly a Roman, named Furniu^, said to Augustus 
who had received his P'ather into Favour, and Pardoned him 
after he had sided with Anthony, that by that Action the 
Emperor had reduc'd him to this extremity, Tliat for want of 
Po^\c^ to be Grateful, botli while he liv'd and after it, 
he should be oblig’d to be tax’d with Ingratitude. 

So I may say. That the excess of your Fatherly Affection. lo 
driies me into such a slreiffit, that I shall be forced to live 
and die ungrateful; unless that Crime be redress'd by the 
Sentence of the Stoicks, who say. That there arc three 
parts in a Benefit, tlic one of the Giver, the other of 
the Rcccis’cr, the third of the Rcmuncrator; and that 
the Receiver rewards the Giver svhen he freely re- 
ceives the Benefit, and alwa>-s remembers it; .os on the 
contrar)', That Man is most ungrateful who despises 
and forgets a Benefit. Therefore being overwhelmed with 
infinite Favours, all proceeding from your extream goodness, so 
and on the other side wholly imcapnble of making the smallest 
Return, 1 hope at least to free my self from the imputation of 
Ingratitude, since they can never be blotted out of my mind; 
and my Tongue shall never cease to own, that to thank you as 
I ought transcends my Capacity. 

As for us, 1 have this assurance in the Lord's Mcrey and 
Help, that the end of our Voyage will be ansiverable to its 
beginning, and so it will be entirely performed in Health 
and Mirth. 1 will not fail lo set down in a Journal a full 
Account of our A'avigation, that at our return yvu may have an 30 
exact Relation of the whole. 

I have found here a Sc>-thian Tarand, an Animal strange 
and wonderful for the variations of colour on its Skin and 
Hair, according to the distinction of neighbouring Things; 

It is as tractable and easily kept as a Lamb; be pleased to 
accept of it. 

I also send you three young Unicorns, which are the tamest 
of Creatures. 

I have confer'd with the Esquire, and taught him how 
sney must be fed; these cannot graze on the Ground, by 40 
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reason of the long Horn on their Fore-head, but are forced to 
bronze on Fniit-Frees, or on proper Racks, or to be fed by 
Hand with Herbs, Sheaves, Apples, Pears, Early, Rye, and 
other Fruits, and Roots being plac'd before them. 

I am amazed that Anciait fVriters should report them to he 
so Wild, Furious, and Dangerous, and never seen alive: Far 
from it, you luill find that th/y arc the mildest things in the 
World, provided thay arc not malieiously offended. Likewise, 
I sendyou the Life and Deeds ^ Acliillcs m curious Tapestry; 

10 assuringyou that whaiaer Rarities of Animals, Plants, Birds, 
or precious Slones, and others, I shall be able to find and 
purchase in our Traveb, shall be brought toyou, Cod willing, 
whom I beseech by his blessed Grace, to preserve you. From 
Medamothy, this 16th o/'Junc. Panurge, Fryar }hon, 
Epistemon, Xenomancs, G>Tnnast, Eusthcncs, Rhizo* 
tomcj and Carpalim, having most humbly kissed your 
Hand, return your Salute a thousand times. Tour most Dutiful 
Son and Servant, 

Pantagrucl. 

AVhilc Pantagruel was writing this Letter, Malicorn 
was made welcom by all witli a thousand goodly 
Good-Moron's and How-d’y’sj tliey clung about him 
so, that I cannot tell you how much they madp of him, 
how many Humble Scrs’ices, how many from my Love 
and to my Love were sent tvith him. Pantagruel Jiaving 
t'Tit his Letters, sat down at Table with him, and 
afterwards presented him witli a large Chain of Gold 
Weighing eight hundred Crowns; bctrceen whose 
Septenary Links, some large Diamonds, Rubies, 

30 Emeralds, Turky Stones, and Unions were alterni^ 
lively set in. To each of his Bark’s Crew, he order d 
to be given five hundred Crowns. To^ Gargantua his 
Eatlier, he sent the Tayand covered with a Cloth of 
Gold, brocaded with Sattin, and the Tapistry con- 
taining the Life and Deeds of Achilles, with the three 
Unicorns in Priz’d Clotlr of Gold Trapping^ And so 
they left Medamothy.

Honestest, and Soberest piece of Woman’s Flesh for 
my Wife, tliat is in all the whole Countjy of Xaintongc, 
I’ll say that for her, and a Fart for all tlie rest. I bring 
her home a fine and eleven inch long branch of Red 
Coral,_/i)r her Chrislmass-Box, what hast thou to do witli 
it? What’s that to thee? Who art thou? Whence 
comest thou, O dark Lantliorn of Antichrist? Answer 
if thou art of God? I ask thee, by the way of Question, 
20 said Panurge to him very seriously, if witli the Consent 
and Countenance of all tlie Elements, I had Gingum- 
bob’d, Codpiec’d, and Thumptliumprigglcdtickled- 
twidl’d thy so Clever, so Pretty, so Handsom, so 
Proper, so Neat, so Tight, so Honest, and so Sober 
Female Importance, insomuch, that die Sdff Deity 
diat has no fore-cast, Priapus, (who dwells here at 
Liberty, all Subjection of fastened Codpieces or Bolts, 
Bars, and Locks, Abdicated) remain’d sticking in her

what wouldst diou do? Wouldst thou everl^dngly 
leave it there, or wouldst thou pluck it out with thy 
Grinders?

They arc long Wool Sliccp, from these did Jason take 
his Golden Fleece. The Gold of the House of Bur- 


gundy was drawn from them. Zwoons, Man, they are 
Oriental Sheep, Topping Sheep, Fatted Sheep, Sheep 
of Qpality. Be it so, said Panurge, but sell me one of 
to them, I bcscccli you, and that for a cause, paying you 
ready Money upon the Nail, in good and lawful 
Occidental Currant Cash; wilt say liow much? 
Friend, Neighbour, answered tlie Seller of Mutton, 
hark ’e me a litde, on the otlicr Ear.

Panurge. Yea verily.

Panurge. Even so. 

20 Ding. And be Meny? 

Panurge. And be Merry. 

Ding. Your Name is as I take it, Robin Mutton. 

Panurge. As you please for that, sweet Sir. 

Ding. Nay, wthout offence. 

. Panurge. So I would have it. , 

Ding. You are, as I take it, the King’s Jester, aren t 
you? 

Panurge. Ay, ay, any thing. 

Ding. Give me your Hand, — humph, humph, you 
30 go to see Fashions, you are the King’s Jester, your 
Name is Robin Mutlonl Do you see this same Ram. 
His Name too is Robin. Here Robin, Robin, Robin; Baea, 


Baea, Baea, Hath he not a rare Voice? 

Panurge. Ay marry has he, a very fine and har- 
monious Voice. 

Ding. Well, this bargain shall be made behveen you 
and me. Friend, and Neighbour, we wll get a pair ot 
Scales, then you Robin Mutton shall be put 
them, and Tup Robin into the other. Now 1 11 hold 
40 you a Peck ot Busch Oysters, that in Weight, Value, and 
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Price, he shall outdo you, and you .shall be found light 
in the very numerical manner, as when you shall be 
Rang’d and Suspended. 

Patience, said Panurge, but you would do much for 
me, and your whole Posterity, if you would Chaffer 
with me for him, or some other of his Inferiors. I beg 
it of you; good your Worship, be so kind. Hark ’e. 
Friend of mine, answered the other, with the Fleece 
of tlicse your fine Roan Cloth is to be made, your 
Lemsler superfine Wooll is mine Arse to ’t; mecr Flock lo 
in comparison: of their Skin the best Cordivanl svill be 
made, which shall be sold for Turly and Montelimart, 
or for Spanish Leather at least.

I bring them 
out of a Countiy’ wher? the very Hogs, God be widi us, 
live on nothing but mirabolans. The Sotvs in their 
Styes when tliey lie in, (saving the honour of this good 
Company) are fed only with Orange Flowers.

call d the Hellespont, A Pox on ’t, said Panurge, you are 
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Clerkus vel addiscens! lia is a Cabbage, and Veri a Leek, 
ans\yered the Merchant. But rr, rrr, rrrr, rrrrr, hoh 
Robin, rr, rrrrrrr, you don’t understand tliat Gibberish, 
do you? Now I think on ’t, over all the fields, where 
they piss. Com grows as fast as if the Lord had piss’d 
tliere; they need neither be till’d, nor dung’d. Besides, 
Man, your Chyrnists extract the best Saltpeter in the 
World out of their Urin: nay, with their very Dung 
(tvith reverence be it spoken) the Doctors in our 
to Country make Pills that cure seventy eight kinds of 
Diseases; the least of which is the Evil of St. Eulrophts 
of Xainies, from which good Lord deliver us! Now 
what do you think on ’t. Neighbour, my Friend? The 
truth is, they cost me money, that they do ! Cost what 
they will, cry’d Panurge, trade tvith me for one of them, 
paying you well. Our friend, quoth the quack-like 
Sheep-man, do but mind the wonders of Nature that 
are found in those Animals, even in a member which 
one would think were of no use.

I hate a gibblc gabble 
and a rimblc ramble Talk, I am for a Man of Brevity.

Ram, and as he was bawling it along crying out and 
bleating, all the rest hearing and bleating in Consort 
star’d, to sec whidicr their brother-Ram should be 
carried. In the mean while the Drover was saying to 
11s Shepherds, Ah! How well the Knave could chuse^o 
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him out a Ram, the whoreson has Skill in Cattle; on 
my honest Word I reserv’d that very piece of Flesh for 
the Lord of Cmcale, well knowing his disposition; for 
the good Man naturally is overjoy’d tvhen he holds 
a good siz’d handsom shoulder of Mutton, instead of a 
left-handed racket in one hand, with a good sharp 
Cart'cr in tlie other; got wot how he belabours him- 
self then. 


CHAP. VIII 

Hoiv PANURGE caus’d DiNGDONG atid his 
Sheep to be drowned in the Sea. 

O N a Sudden, you would wonder ho^v the thing 
was so soon done; for my Part I can’t tell you, 
for I had not leisure to mind it; our friend Panurge 
witliout any further titdc tattle, throtvs you his Ram 
over board into die middle of die Sea bleating and 
making a sad nobe. Upon this all the odier Sheep in 
the Sliip crying and bleating in the same tone, made 
all the hast they could to leap nimbly into the Sea one 
after another, and great was the throng who should 
leap in first after their Leader. It was impossible to 
hinder them; for you know diat it is in die Nature of 
20 Sheep always to follow the first, wheresoever it goes; 
which makes Aristotle de Hist. Animal, mark them 
for the most silly and foolish Animals in the World, 
Dingdong at his wit’s End, and stark staring Mad like 
a Man ivlio saiv his Sheep destroy and drown them- 
selves before his Face, strove to hinder and keep them 
back with might and main, but all in vain; they all, 
one after t’ other, frisk’d and jump’d into die Sea, and 
were lost: at last he laid hold on a huge sturdy one 
by the fleece upon the deck of the Ship, hoping to keep 
30 it back, and so to save that and the rest; but the Ram 
was so strong that it proved too hard for him, and 
carried its Master into the Herring-Pond, in spight of 
his Teeth; where ’tis supposed he drank somewhat 
more tiian his Fill: So that he was drowned, in the 
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same manner, as one-eyed Polffihemm’s Sheep carried 
out of the Den Ulysses and his Companions: 'llic lihc 
happen’d to the Slicphcrds and all their gang, some 
laying hold on their beloved Tup, this by the horns, 
t’other by the 1-egs, a third by the Rump, and others 
by the fleece; till in fine they were all of them forc’d to 
Sea, and drowned like so many Rats. Panurge on the 
gunnel of the Ship with an Oar in his hand, not to 
help them, you may swear, but to keep them from 
swimming 'to the Ship, and sas-ing themselves from lo 
drowning, preach’d and canted to them all the while 
like any little Fryar Klaillard, or anotlicr Fryar John 
Burgess, laying before them Rhetorical common places 
concerning die miseries of this Life, and the blessings 
and felicity of the next; assuring them that the Dead 
were mucli happier than the Living in this vale of 
misery, and promising to erect a stately Cenotaphe 
and Honorary Tomb to every’ one of them on the 
highest Summit of Mount Cenis at his return from 
Lantern land; wishing diem nevertheless, in ease they' 20 
were not yet dispos’d to shake hands sridi this Life, 
and did not like their salt Liquor, they might have the 
good luck to meet with some kind iVhalc which might 
set them ashore safe and sound, on some blcss’d Land 
of Gotham after a famous Example. 

The Ship being clear’d of Dingdong and his Tups: 

Is there ever anodicr sheepish Soul left lurking on 
board, cried Panurge? IVhcrc arc those of Toby Lamb, 
and Robin Ram, that sleep whilst the rest arc a feeding? 
Faith I can’t tell my self. Tliis was an old coaster’s 30 
Trick: \Vliat think’st thou of it, Fryar jhon, hah? 
Rarely perform’d, answei^ld 'lyar Jhon, only mcthinla 
diat as formerly in Wrfegjn the Day of Batdc, a 
double Pay was commonly promis’d die Soldiers for 
that Day; for if they overcame, there was enough to 
pay diem; and if they lost, it would have been shame- 
ful for them to demand it, as the cowardly Foresters did 
after tlie Batdc of Cerizolesi Liketvise, my- Friend, you 
ought not to have paid your Man, and the Mony had 
een sav’d. A Fart for the Money, said Panurge, have 40 
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I not had above fifty tliousand pounds wortli of sport? 
Come now, let’s begon, tlie Wind is fair, hark you me, 
my Friend Jhon, Never did Man do me a good Turn 
but I return’d or at least acknowledg’d it: No, I scorn 
to be ungrateful, I never was, nor ever tvill be: Never 
did Man do me an ill one without rueing tlie Day that 
he did it, either in this World or the next. I am not 
yet so mucli a fool neither. Thou damn’st tliy self 
like any old Dcvill, quoth Fryar Jhon. It is imtten 
10 Mihi vindicfum, &c. matter of breviary, Mark ye me; 
that’s holy stuff. 


CHAP. IX 

How PANTAGRUEL Arrived at the Island of 
ENNASiN, and of the strange ways of being akin 
in that Country. 

W E had still the Wind at Soudi Soutli West, and 
had been a whole day without making Land. On 
tlie third day at the Flyes up-rising, which, you know, 
is some two or tliree hours after tlie Sun’s, we got 
sight of a Triangular Island, very much like Sicily for 
its Form and Situation.

Hah! said Panurge, that’s 
pretty well i’ faith, for indeed it stands her in good 
stead to Curry-comb this Steed. Another greeted his 
Buttock with a farewel, my Case: she reply’d. Adieu 
Tryal. By St. Wmifred’s Placket, cry’d Gymnast, this 
Case has been often try’d. Another ask’d a she Friend 
of his. How is’t, Halcfiet? she answer’d him, at your 
service, dear Helve. Odds Belly, saith Carpalin, this 
Helve and tliis Hatchet are well matcli’d. As we went 30 
on, I saw one who, calling his she Relation, styl’d her 
my Crum, and she call’d him ray Crust. 

Quoth one to a brisk, plump, juicy Female, I am 
glad to see you, dear Tap-, so am I to find you so 
naerry, sweet Spiggot, reply’d she. One call’d a wench 
his Shovel, she call’d him her Peal. One nam’d his, my 
Slipper, and she him, my Foot. Another my Boot, she 
my Shasoon. 

In die same degree of Kindred, one call’d his, my 
Jsutler, she call’d him, my Eggs) and they were akin 40

just like a Dish of Butter’d Eggs. I heard one call his, 
my Tripe, and she him, my Faggot. Now I could not 
for tlie Heart’s Blood of me pick out or discover what 
Parentage, Alliance, Afhmty, or Consanguinity was 
between tliem, witlt reference to our Custom, only 
tliey told us, that she was Faggot’s Tripe: [Tripe de 
Faggot means tlie smallest sticks in a Faggot.] Another 
Complementing his Convenient, said, yours, my Shell', 
she reply’d. I ivas yours before, sweet Oyster: I reckon, 
to said Carpalin, she hath gutted his 0 >’ster. Another 
long-shank’d ugly Rogue, mounted upon a pair of 
high-hecl’d Wooden Slippers, meeting a strapping, 
fusty squobb’d Dowdy, says to her, how’st my Top? 
she was short upon him, and arrogantly reply’d, 
never tlie better for you, my Whip. By St. Anthony’s 
Hog, said Xenornanes, I believe so, for how can this 
^\^up be sufficient to lash this Top? 

A College-Professor well provided with Cod, and 
poudered and prink’d up, having a while discoursed 
20 with a great Lady, taking his leave, with tliese words. 
Thank you Sweet Meat; she cry’d, there needs no 
thanks, Sower Sauce. Saith Pantagruel, this is not alto- 
getlier incongruous, for sweet Meat must have sower 
Sawce. A Wooden Loggerhead said to a young Wench, 
’Tis long since I saw you Bag, all the better, cry’d she, 
Pipe. Set ’em togetlier, said Panurge, then blow in 
their Arses, ’twill be a Bag-pipe. We saw after that a 
diminutive hump-back’d Gallant, pretty near us, 
taking leave of a she relation of his, thus, Fare thee 
sosvell. Friend Hole; she repartee’d, save thee. Friend 
Peg. Q.uoth Fryar Jhon, what could tliey say more, 
were he all Peg and she all Hole: But now would I 
give something to know if every Crany of the Hole 
can be stopp’d up with that same Peg. 

A Baudy Batchelor talking with an old Trout, was 
saying. Remember it. Rusty Gun. I won’t fail, said she, 
Scowrer. Do you reckon these two to be akin, said 
Pantagruel to the Mayor? I rather take them to be 
Foes; in our Country a Woman would take tliis as a 
40 mortal affront. Good People of t’ other World, reply’d 
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\\ic Mayor , you l\ave fcv; socU aod so near RclaUoM 
a? this Gim arid Scowerer arc to one anotlicr; for 
the)' both ranic out of one Sliop. What, rvas the Shop 
their Motlicr, quotli Paniir/;f? What Mother, said the 
Mayor, does die Man mean? That must lie some of 
your Worlds Affinity; sve have here ncidicr Tathcr nor 
hlothcr: Your little paultry fellows that lis'c on t’other 
side the ^Vatcr, poor Rogues, Booted with \Visp3 of 
Hay, may indeed have such, hut we scorn it. The 
good Panlagrtttl stood gazing and ILstning, but at these lo 
words he had lihe to have lost all Patience; Ar <fal vtv i 
tpjo)^-cvTS)s n. Nf. 

Having very cxacUy viewed the Situation of the 
Island, and the way of lis-ing of the Knnastd Nation, 
SVC svent to take a Cup of the Creature at a Tavern 
where there happen’d to he a Wedding after the 
manner of the Country; bating that shocldng Custom, 
there was special good Chcar. 

IViiilc we were tiicrc, a pleasant Match was struck 
up betwixt a Female call’d Ptar (a tight thing as we eo 
thought, but by some svho knew better things, said to 
be quagg>’ and flabby) and a young soft Male, call’d 
Clieise, soincsviial sandy.

Crarnca/ion, quotli tlic I'lyar, I understand tiic Customs 
and Ceremonies which arc us’d there, much better 
than all the formal .StufT, aniick Postures, and non- 
sensical Pidlc-fadlc that must he us'd ss'ith those 
Women, mngai, tnapin, ShtUnuttmshila, Cringes, Gri- 
m.'icei, Scrapea, Bowes, and Congees; double lionours 
this way, tripplc Salutes that way, the Embrace, die to 
Grasp, tile Squeeze, the I lug, the Leer, the Smack, 
baso Ins manos d( voiha mare, i!e ivUra Afarsta. You arc 
most tarab'm. larabm, Stront, that's downright Dutch, 
why all this ado? I don’t say hut a Man might be for 
a bit by the by and aw.ay, to be doing as well as lus 
Neighbours; but this little nasty Cringing and Curtis- 
ing rn.adc me as mad ns any March Dail. ^’ou talk of 
kissing Ladies; by the NS'orthy and Sacred Frock I 
wear, 1 seldom venture upon 't. lest 1 be serv’d as was 
die Lord of Guyercharois. What was it, said PcnIasrucI, 

I know him; he is one of the best Friends I have? 

He was invited to a Sumptuous Fc.ast, said Fryar 
J/iori, by a Relation and Neighbour of his, together 
with all die Gentlemen and Ladies in the Neighbour- 
hood. Now some of the latter, expecting his coming, 
drest the Pages in Womens Clollis, and fmificd diem 
like any Babies, then order’d them to meet my Lord 
at his coming, near the Draw-bridge; so the Com- 
plementing Monsieur came, and there kiss’d die Petti- 
coated Lads with great formality.

tlie preparation for the Dessert, and the order of the 
Wine Service? Beati Immaculati in via, matter of 
Breviary, my Masters, 

CHAP. XI 

Why MONKS love to be in Kitchens, 

T His, said Epistemon, is spoke like a true Monk I 
mean like a right Monking Monk, not a bemonk’d 
monastical Monkling. Truly you put me in mind of 
lo some passages that happen’d at Florence some twenty 
Years ago in a Company of studious Travellers, fond 
of visiting the Learned, and seeing die Antiquities of 
Italy, among whom I was. As we view’d the situation 
and beauty of Florence, the structure of the Dome, tlie 
Magnificence of the Churches, and Palaces, We strove 
to outdo one another in giving them their due; when 
a certain Monk of Amiens, Bernard Lardon by name, 
quite angry, scandaliz’d, and out of all Padence, told 
us; I don’t know what the Dcvill you can find in this 
aosame Town, that's so much to he cry’d up; Tor my 
Part, I have look’d and por’d and star’d as well as the 
best of you, I think my Eye sight’s as clear as another 
body’s, and what can one see after all? There are fine 
Houses indeed, and diat’s all. But die Cage does not 
feed the Birds: God and Monsieur St. Bernard our good 
Patron be with us, in all this same Town I have not 
seen one poor Lane of roasting Cooks, and yet I have 
not a litde look’d about, and sought for so necessary a 
part of a Commonwealth; Ay, and I dare assure you 
30 diat I have pry’d up and down with the exaetness of 
an Informer; as ready to number both to the right and 
left how many and on what side we might find most 
roasting Cooks, as a Spy would be to reckon the 
Bastions of a Town: Now at Amiens, in four, nay five 
times less ground than we have trod in our contem- 
plations, I could have shown you above fourteen 
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Streets of roasting Cooks, most ancient, Savoury, and 
Aromatic. I can’t imagin what kind of pleasure you 
can have taken in gazing on the Lyons and Africans 
(so methinks you call their Tigers) near the Bclfrey, or 
in ogling the Pormpines and Estridges in the Lord Philip 
Strozzt’s Palace. Faith and Troth, I had rather see a 
good fat Goose at the Spit. This PorphyTy, those 
Slarbles arc fine; I say nothing to the contrary, but 
our Cheesecakes at Amiens are far better in my mind; 
These antient Statues are well made; I am willing to to 
believe it; but by St. Ferreol o( Abbeville, we have young 
Wenches in our Country which please me better a 
thousand times. 

What is the reason, ask’d Fryar Jhon, that Monks are 
alwaj’s to be found in Kitdiins; and Kings, Em- 
perours and Popes arc never there? Is there not, said 
Khizoiomc, some latent Vertue and specific propriety 
hid in the Kettles, and Pans, which, as the Load- 
stone attracts Iron, draws the Monks there, and cannot 
attract Emperors, Popes, or Kings? or is it a natural 20 
induction and inclination fix’d in the frocks and cowls 
which of it self leads and forceth those good Religious 
Men into Kitchins, whether they tvill or no?

'I 7 ii« is jttst, 
quotli Ponurp/, like those who, as Galtn tells us, cannot 
erect the Cavernous nerve towards the Isejuinoclial 
Circle, unless they arc soundly flogq’d. By St. Palricl.'s 
Slipj)er, wlio ever slioiild jirk me so, would soon in 
stead of settint; me rij'lit, throsv me off the S.addlc, 
in tile Devil’.s Name. 

Tile way is this, s.iid the Interpreter, when a AforJ., 
larvitc, close fisted Usurer or Lawyer owes a grudge to 
to some ncigliboring Gentleman, lie sends to him one 
of those Catchfjol/s or Apjiantors, who nalw, or at least 
cites him, serves a WVit or Warrant upon him; thumps, 
.abuses and affronts him impudently by natural instinct, 
and according to his pious instructions; in so much 
tliat if tlie Gentleman liaili hut any guts in his Brains, 
and is not more stupid than a Girin Frog, he will find 
hinvsclf olilig'd either to apply a Faggot-stick or his 
sword to tile Rascal's Jobbomol, give him the gentle 
lash, or make him cut a caper out at the Window by so 
way of Correction, Tliis done, Cnlchpole is rich for 
four Months at least, ns if Bastinadoes were his real 
harvest; for the Monk, Levite, Usurer or Lasvycr will 
reward him roundly, and my Gentleman must pay 
him such swindging damages, that his acres may bleed 
for ’t, and he be in danger of miserably rotting within 
a stone Doublet, as if he had struck the King. 

Quotli Panurge, I know an excellent remedy against 
this; us’d by the Lord of BascM; what is it? said 
Pantagrtiel. The Lord of Bosch/, said Panurge, was a 30 
brave honest noble-spirited Gentleman, who at his 
return from tlic long war in which the Duke Ferrara, 
with die help of the French, bravely defended himself 
against die fury of Pope Julius n. was every Day cited, 
warn’d and prosecuted at the Suit and for the Sport 
and Fancy of the fat Prior of St. Louant. 

One Morning as he was at breakfast with some of 
his Domestics (for he lov’d to be somedmes among 
them) he sent for one Loir his Baker and his Spouse, 
and for one Oudarl the Vicar of his Parish, who was 40

also his Butler, as the Custom was then in France-, then 
said to them before his Gentleman and other Servants: 
You all see how I am daily plagu’d witli these rascally 
Catchpoles, truly if you do not lend me your helping 
hand, I am finally resolv’d to leave the Country, and 
go fight for the Sultan, or the Devill, rather than be 
thus eternally tees’d.

Be you there also, Trttdon, said he to his 
Drummer, with your Pipe and Taber. The form of 
Matrimony must be read, and the Bride kiss’d, then 
all of you, as the Witnesses use to do in this Country, 
20 shall give one another the remembrance of the 
Wedding, (which you know is to be a blow with your 
Fist, bidding the Partie struck remember the Nuptials 
by that token) this will but make you have tlie better 
Stomach to your Supper: but when you come to the 
Gatchpole’s turn, thrash him thrice and threefold, as 
you would a Sheaf of green Corn, don’t spare him, 
maul him, drub him, lambast him, swinge him off, I 
pray you. Here, take these Steel Gantlets, covered 
with Kid, Head, Back, Belly, and Sides, give him 
30 blows innumerable; he that gives him most, shall be 
my best Friend. Fear not to be call’d to an account 
about it. I’ll stand by you; for the blows must seem to 
be given in jest, as it is Customary among us at all 
Weddings. 

Ay, but how shall we know the Catchpole, said the 
Man of God, all sorts of People daily resort to this 
Castle? I have taken care of tliat, reply’d the Lord. 
When some fellow either on foot or on a scurvy Jade, 
with a large broad Silver Ring on his Thumb comes to 
40 tlie door, he is certainly a Catchpole: tlie Porter having 
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civilly let him in, shall ring the Bell, then be all ready, 
and come into the Hall, to act tlic Tragi-Comedy, 
whose Plot I have now laid for you. 

That numerical day, as Chance would have it, came 
an old fat ruddy Catchpole; having knock’d at the 
Gate, and then piss’d, as most Men will do, the Porter 
soon found him out, by his large greasie Spatterdashra, 
his Jaded hollow flank’d Marc, his Bag full of Writs 
and Informations dangling at his Girdle, but above all, 
by the large Silver hoop on his left Thumb. 

The Porter was civil to him, admitted him in kindly, 
and rung the Bell briskly. As soon as the Baker and his 
Wife heard it, dicy clapp’d on their best Clothes, and 
made their personal appearance in the Hall, keeping 
their Gravities like a new made Judge.

black and blue, eight Ribs bruis’d, his Brisket sunk in, 
his Omoplates in four quarters, his under Jaw-bone in 
three pieces, and all tliis in jest and no harm done. 40

God wot how the Levite belabour’d him, hiding wathin 
the long Sleeve of his Canonical Shirt, his huge Steel 
Gantlet lin’d with Ermin, for he was a strong built 
Ball, and an old Dog at Fisdeuffs. The Catchpolc, all 
of a bloody Tygcr-likc hue, with much ado, crawl’d 
home to VIsle Bouchmt, well pleas’d and edify’d how- 
ever witli BascM'% kind reception, and tvith tlic help 
of the good Surgeons of the place, liv’d as long as 
you’d have him. From that time to tliis not a word 
to of tlie business; the memory of it teas lost witli the 
sound of tile Bells that rung for Joy at his Funeral. 

CHAP, xiri 

How, like Master francis villon, the Lord 
of BASCHE commended his Servants. 

T Hc Catchpole being pack’d off on blind Sorrel 
(so he call’d his one Ey’d Mare) BascM sent for 
his Lady, her Women and all his Servants into the 
Arbour of his Garden; had Wine brought, attended by 
good store of Pasties, Hams, Fruit, and other Table- 
Ammunition for a Nuncion, drank with them joy- 
fully, and tlien told them tliis Stoiy. 

Master Francis Villon, in his old Age, retir’d to St. 
-aMaixent in Poitou, under the Patronage of a good 
honest Abbot of the place. There to make sport for the 
Mob, he undertook to get the Passion acted after the 
way and in the Dialect of the Country. The parts 
being distributed, the Play having been rehears’d, 
and the Stage prepar’d, he told the Mayor and Aider- 
men, that the Mystery might be ready after JViort Fair, 

. and that there only wanted Properties and necessaries, 
but chiefly Clothes fit for the parts; so the Mayor and 
his Brethren took care to get them. 

30 Villon, to dress an old Clownish Father Grey Beard, 
who was to represent God the Father, begg’d of Fryar 
Stephen Tickletoby, Sacristan to the Franciscan Fryars of 
the place, to lend him a Cope and a Stole. Tickletoby 
refus’d him, alledging that by their Provincial Statutes, 
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it wns rigorously forbidden to give or lend any thing to 
Players. Villon rcply’d, That the Statute reached no 
farther than Farces, Drolls, Anticks, loose and disso- 
lute Games, and that he ask’d no more than wliat he 
• had been allow’d at Brussels and other Places. Tickle- 
toby, notwithstanding, peremptorily bid him provide 
himself elsewhere if he would, and not to hope for any 
thing out of his Monastical Wardrobe. Villon gave an 
account of this to the Players, as of a most abominable 
action; adding, tltat God would .shortly revenge liim- JO 
self, and make an e.xamplc of Tickletoby. 

The Saturday following he had notice given him, that 
Tickletoby upon the Filly of the Convent (so they call a 
young Marc that was never leap’d yet) svas gone a 
Mumping to St. Liganus, and would be back about 
two in the afternoon. Knowing this, he made a Caval- 
cade of his Devils of the Passion through the Town. 
They were all rigg'd with Wolves, Calves, and Rams 
Skins, lac’d and trimm’d with Sheeps Heads, Bulls 
Feathers, and large Kitebin Tenter-Hooks, girt with 20 
broad Lcatlicrn Girdles, whereat bang’d dangling 
huge Cow Bells and Horse Bells, svhich made a horrid 
din. Some held in their Claws black Sticks full of 
Squibs and Crackers, others had long lighted pieces of 
svood, upon which at the corner of cvcr>' street they 
flung whole handfuls of Rosin dust, that made a 
terrible fire and smoak: having thus led them about, 
to the great diversion of the Mob, and tlic dreadful 
fear of little Children, he finally carried tltem to an 
entertainment at a Summer-House rrithout tlie Gate 30 
tliat leads to St. Ligarius. 

As they came near the place, he spy’d Tickletoby afar 
off, coming home from Mumping, and told them in 
Maceronic Verse, 

Hie est Mumpator note de genie Cucowli, 

Qtti solet anitquo scrappas portare bisaecoi. 

A Plague on his Frj-arship (said the Devils tlien) the 
Jowsy Beggar would not lend a poor Cope to the 
• A Monk’s double Pouch. 
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Fallicrly Father, let us fright him. Well said, cr>'’d 
Villon; but let us hide our selves till he comes by, and 
then charge home briskly with your Squibs and burn- 
ing Sticks. Tkkhtoby being come to the place, they all 
rush’d on a sudden into the Road to meet him, and in 
a frightful manner threw fire from all sides upon him 
and his Filly Foal, ringing and tingling their Bells, and 
howling like so many real Devils, hho, hho, hho, hho, 
brrou, rrou, rrourrs, rrrourrs, hoo, hou, hou, hho, hho, 
10 hhoi, Fryar Stephen, don’t we play tlie Devils rarely? 
Tlie Filly was soon scar’d out of her seven Senses, and 
began to start, to funk it, to squirt it, to trot it, to fart 
it, to bound it, to gallop it, to kick it, to spurn it, to 
calcitrate it, to wnse it, to frisk it, to leap it, to curvet 
it, wtli double Jirks, and bum-motions; in so much 
that she threw do\m Tickletoby, tho’ he held fast by tlie 
Tree of the Pack-Saddle with might and main: now 
his Traps and Stirrups were of Cord, and on tlie right 
side, his Sandal was so entangled and twisted, that he 
20 could not for the Hearts blood of him get out his foot. 
Thus he -was dragg’d about by the Filly through the 
Road, scratching his bare Breech all the way, she still 
multiplying her kicks against him and straying for 
fear, over Hedge and Ditch; in so much that she 
trepann’d his thick Skull so, tliat his Cockle Brains 
were dash’d out near the Osama or High Cross. Then 
his Arms fell to pieces, one this way and t’ other 
that way, and even so were his Legs serv’d at 
the same time: Then she made a bloody havock 
30 with his Puddings, and being got to the Convent, 
brought back only his right Foot and twisted 
Sandal, leaving them to guess what was become of 
the rest. 

Villon seeing that things had succeeded as he in- 
tended, said to his Devils, you will Act rarely, Gende- 
men Devils, you will Act rarely; I dare engage you’ll 
top your Parts. I defie the Devils of Saumur, Douay, 
Montmorillon, Langez, St. Espain, Angers; nay, by Gad, 
even those of Poictiers, for all their bragging and 
40 vapouring, to match you. 
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Likewise, Lriends, said Daschf, I foresee, tliat licrc- 
aftcr you svill act rarely this Tragical Farce, since the 
very first lime you have so skilfully hamper’d, bc- 
thwack’d, bclamm’d, and hebump'd the Cntchpolc. 
From this day I double your Wages. As for you,_my 
Dear (said he to his Lady) make your Gratifications ' 
as you please; you arc my Treasurer, you know. For 
my part, first and foremost, I drink to you all. Come 
on, box it about, ’tis good and cool. In the second 
place, you, Mr. Steward, take this Silver Bason, I to 
give it you freely. Then, you, my Gentleman of the 
Horse, take these two Silver gilt Cups, and let not 
the Pages be Horsc-whip’d these three Months. My 
Dear, let them has’c my best white Plumes of Feathers 
with the Gold Buckles to them. Sir Oudarl, this Silver 
Flaggon falls to your share: this other 1 give to tlie 
Cooks. To the Fa/fb de Chamhc, 1 give this Silver 
Basket; to tlic Grooms this Silver gilt Boat; to tlic 
Porter these ttvo Plates; to the Hostlers these ten 
Porringers. Tnidon, take you these Silver Spoons and so 
this Sugar-Box. You Footmen, take Uiis large Salt. 
Serve me well, and I’U remember you. For on the 
word of a Gentleman, I had rather bear in War one 
hundred blows on my Helmet in tlic Service of my 
Country, than be once cited by these Knavish Catcli- 
polcs, mecrly to humour this same gorbclly’d Prior. 

CHAP. XIV 

A further Account of Calchpoles who were 
drub’d at basche’j House. 

F Our days after, another young long-shank’d raw- 
bon’d Catchpolc coming to serve Baschi with a 
Writ at the fat Prior’s request, was no sooner at the 
Gate, but the Porter smelt him out, and rung the Bell; 3° 
at whose second pull, all the Family understood the 
Mystery. Loire was kneading his Dough, his Wife was 
^ting Meal; Oudart was toping in his Office; the 
Gentlemen were playing at Tennis; the Lord Baschi 
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at In and Out witli my Lady; tlic Waitingmen and 
Gentlewomen at Push-Pin; the Officers at Lanterlue, 
and tlie Pages at Hot-cockles, giving one another smart 
bangs. There were all immediately inform’d that a 
Catchpole was Hous’d. 

Upon thk, Oudarl put on his Sacerdotal, and Loire 
and his Wife their Nuptial Badges. Tnidon Pip’d it, 
and then Taber’d it like mad, all made haste to get 
ready, not forgetting the Gantlets. BaschS went into 
10 the ouUs’ard Yard; tliere the Catchpole meeting him, 
fell on his Marro^vbones; beg’d of him not to take it 
ill, if he ser\'’d him with a Writ at the Suit of tlie fat 
Prior; and in a patlictic Speech, let him know that he 
was a publick person, a Servant to the Monking Tribe, 
Apparitor to the Abbaiial Mytrc, ready to do as much 
for him, nay, for the least of his Serv'ants, whensoever 
he would imploy and use him. 

Nay, truly, said the Lord, you shall not serve your 
Writ till you have tasted some of my good Qiiinquenays 
20 Wine and been a Witness to a Wedding which we are 
to have this very minute. Let him drink and refresh 
himself, added he, turning towards tlte Levitical Butler, 
and then bring him into tlie Hall. After which, Gatch- 
pole well stuffed and moisten’d, came with Oudarl to 
the place where all the Actors in the Farce stood ready 
to begin. The sight of their Game set them a laughing, 
and the Messenger of Mischief grinn’d also for Com- 
pany’s sake. Then tlie Mysterious words were mutter’d 
to and by the Couple, their Hands join’d, the Bride 
30 buss’d, and all besprinkled with Holy Water. While 
they were bringing Wine and Kickshaws, Thumps 
began to trot about by dozens. The Catchpole gave 
the Levile several blows. Oudarl who had his Gantlet 
hid under his Canonical Shirt, draws it on like a 
Mittin, and dien with his clench’d Fist, souce he fell 
•on the Catchpole, and maul’d him like a Devil; the 
junior Gantlets dropt on him likewise like so many 
battering Rams. Remember the Wedding by this, 
by that, by these blows, said they. In short tliey 
40 streak’d him so to the purpose that he piss’d Blood 
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out at Nfouth, Nose, Ears, and Eyes, and was bniis’d, 
sore, batter’d, bebump’d, and crippled at the Back, 
Neck, Breast, Arms, and soforth. Never did the 
Batchelors at Avignon in Carnival time play more 
melodiously at Raphr, than was then play’d on tJic 
Catchpolc’s Microcosm; at last down he fell. 

They threw a great deal of Wine on his Snout, ty’d 
round the Sleeve of his Doublet a fine yellow and 
green Favour, and got him upon hLs snotty Beast, and 
God knows how he got to I'lsU Bouchart, where I can- to 
not truly tell you whether he was dress’d and look'd 
after or no, both by liis Spouse and the able Doctors 
of the Country, for the diing never came to my Ears. 

The next day they had a tJiird part to the same 
Tune, because it did not appear by the lean Catch- 
pole’s Bag, that he had serv’d his Writ. So the fat 
Prior sent a new Catchpolc at the licad of a brace of 
Bums for his Guard du Corps to Summon my Lord. The 
Porter ringing the Bell, the whole Family was over- 
joy’d, knowing that it was another Rogue. Basch6 was =o 
at Dinner with hb Lady and die Gentlemen, so he 
sent for the Catchpole, made him sit by him, and die 
Bums by die Women, and made them cat till their 
Bellies crack’d with their Breeches unbutton’d. The 
Fruit being serv’d, the Catchpolc arose from Table, 
and before die Bums cited BascM, Baschi kindly ask’d 
him for a Copy of the Warant, which the odier had 
got ready: he then takes Witness and a Copy of the 
Summons. To the Catchpolc and hk Bums he order’d 
four Ducats for Civility Money. In the mean time all 3° 
were withdrawal for the Farce. So Trudon gave the 
Alarm with hk Tabor. BascM desir’d the Catchpole 
to stay and see one of his Servants married, and 
witness the Contract of Marriage, paying him his 
Fee. The Catchpole slap dash was ready, took out 
hk Ink-horn, got Paper immediately, and hk Bums 
by him. 

Then Loire came into the Hall at one door, and hk 
Wife with die Gendewomen at another in Nuptial 

ecoutrements. Oudart, in Pontifwalibus takes them to 
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botli by the hands, askcth them their will; givcth 
them the Matrimonial Blessing, and was very Liberal 
of Holy Water. The Contract Written, Sign’d, and 
Register'd, on one side was brought Wine and Com- 
fits; on the other, Wliite and Orange-tauny-colour’d 
Favours were distributed; on another. Gantlets pri- 
vately handed about. 

CHAP. XV 

How the Ancient Custom at Nuptials is 
renewed by the Catchpole. 

T He Catchpole having made shift to get down a 
swndging Streaker of Briton Wine, said to BasM, 
loPray, Sir, what do you mean? You do not give one 
another the Memento of the Wedding. By St. Joseph’s 
Wooden Shoe all good Customs are forgot. We find 
the Form, but the Hare’s scamper’d; and tlie Nest, 
but the Birds are flown. There arc no true Friends 
now-a-days. You see how in several Churches tlie 
Ancient Laudable Custom of Tippling on account 
of the blessed St. 0 . 0 . at Christmnss is come to nothing. 
The World is in its Dotage, and Dooms-day is certainly 
coming all so fast. Now come on; The Wedding, the 
=0 Wedding, the Wedding, remember it by this. This he 
said, striking Baschd and his Lady, then her Women 
and the Leviie. Then the Tabor beat a point of War, 
and the Gantlets began to do their Duty, insomuch 
that the Catchpole had his Crown crack’d in no less 
tlran nine places. One of the Bums had his right Arm 
put out of joint, and tlie other his upper Jaw-bone or 
Mandibule dislocated; so that it hid half his Chin, 
tvith a denudation of tlie Uvula and sad loss of the 
Molar, Masticatory and Canine Teetli. Then the 
30 Tabor beat a Retreat; the Gantlets were carefully hid 
in a trice, and sweet Meats afresh distributed to renew 
the Mirth of the Company, So they all drank to one 
another, and especially to the Catchpole and his Bums. 
But Oudart Curs’d and Damn’d the Wedding to the 
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pit of Hell, complaining that one of the Bums had 
utterly disincomifistibulatcd hi* nether Shoulder 
blade. Nevertheless he scorn’d to be thought a 
Flincher, and made shift to tope to him on the stjuarc. 

'Flic Jaw less Bum shrug’d up his Shoulders, join’d 
his H.inds, and by signs beg’d his Pardon; for speak he 
could not. The sham Bridegroom made his moan, 
Tltat the crippled Bum liad struck him such a horrid 
thump with his Shouldcr-of-Mutton-Fist on the nether 
Elbow, that he was grown quite rspcrruquancliuzclu* to 
bclouzcrircliccd dotvn to his very Heel, to the no small 
loss of Mistress Bride. 

But what harm had poor I done (cry’d Trudon liiding 
his left Eye with his Kerchief, and shewing his Tabor 
crack’d on one side) they were not satbfied with thus 
poacliing, black-and-bluing, and morrambouzevezen- 
gouzcquoqucmorgasacbaquevczinemafircliding my 
poor Eyes, but the>’ have also broke my harmless 
Drum. Drums indeed arc conrimonly beaten at 
Weddings; (and 'tis fit they should) but Drummers arc so 
well entertained, and never beaten. Now let 
e’en take the Drum to make his Devikhip a Night- 
Cap. Brother, said the lame Catchpole, never fret thy 
self, I will make thee a present of a fine, large, old 
Patent, which I have here in my Bag, to patch up thy 
Drum, and for Madam St. drni’s sake I pray thee 
forgive us. By 'r Lady of iJircr, the blessed Dame, I 
meant no more harm than the Child unborn. One of 
the Qucrrics who hopping and halting like a mump- 
ing Cripple, mimick’d the good limping Lord de la so 
Roche Posay, directed hk Dkcourse to the Bum with the 
pouting Jaw, and told him, Wliat, Mr. Manbomd, was 
it not enough thus to have morcrocastcbezastcverestc- 
grigeligoscopapopondriUated us all in our upper Mem- 
bers with your botch’d Mittens, but you must also 
apply such mordcregripippiatabirofreluchambure- 
lurecaquclurintimpaniments on our Shin-Bones witli 
&e hard tops and extremities of your cobbl’d Shoes? 
Do you call tlik Childrens play? By the Mass ’tk no 
Jest. The Bum tvringing hk Hands, seem’d to beg bis 40 
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Pardon, muttering with his Tongue, mon, mon, mon, 
vrelon, von, von, like a Dumb Man. The Bride crying 
laught, and laughing cry'd, because the Catclipole 
wa.s not satisfied wth drubbing her uithout choice or 
dktinction of Members, but had also rudely rous’d 
and tous’d her, pull’d off her Topping, and not having 
tlic Fear of her Husband before his Eyes, treacher- 
ously trcpigncmanpenillorifrizonoufrcsturfumblcd- 
tumblcd and squeez’d her lower parts. The Devil go 
10 with it, said Baschi, there was much need indeed that 
tliis same Master King (this svas tlie Catchpole’s 
Name) should thus break my Wife’s Back: however I 
forgive him now; tlicsc are little Nuptial Caresses. 
But this I plainly perceive, that he cited me like an 
Angel, and drubb’d me like a Devil. He hath some- 
thing in him of Fryar ThumpweU. Come, for all this 
I must drink to him, and to you likewise his trusty 
Esquires. But said his Lady, \Vhy hath he been so very 
liberal of his manual kindness to me, without the least 
20 provocation? I assure you, I by no means like if, but 
tliis 1 dare say for him, that he hath tlic hardest 
Knuckles that ever I felt on my Shoulders. The 
Steward held his left Arm in a Scarf, as if it had been 
rent and tom in twain; I diink it was tlie Devil, said 
he, that mov’d me to assist at these Nuptials; shame 
on ill luck, I must needs be meddling, svitli a Pox, and 
now see what I have got by the Bargain, both my Arms 
are wetchedly engoulevezinemassdandbruis’d. Do 
you call this a Wedding? By St. Sriget's Tootli, I had 
30 rather be at that of a Tom T — d-Man; this is o’ ray 
word e’en just such another Feast as was that of the 
Lapithes, describ’d by the Philosopher oTSamosale. One 
of the Bums had lost his Tongue. The two other, tho’ 
they had more need to complain, made tlieir excuse 
as well as they could, protesting that they had no ill 
design in this Dumbfounding; begging that for good- 
ness sake they would forgive them; and so tlio’ they 
could hardly budge a foot, or wag along, away they 
crawl’d. About a Mile from BascM’s Seat, the Catch- 
40 pole found himself somewhat out of sorts. The Bums 
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I'd to VIsle Boticharl, publidily saying, 'Hint since ilicy 
were born, they liad never seen an honcster Gentle- 
man tlian ilic Lord of liaschi, or civiller People than 
his, and tlmt they had never hern at the libc Wedding 
(wliirli I verily liclicve) but that it was tlieir own 
faults, if they had Ixrn tickled off, and toss'd about 
from Post to Pillar, since thcnra-lvcs liad began the 
beating. So tliey liv'd 1 can’t oiactly tell you bow 
many d.ap after this. But from that time to this it 
Mas held for a certain truth. That Jiaschi’i Money was lo 
more pestilential, mortal and pernicious to the Catch- 
polcs and Bums, than were formerly the Aitrttm Tholo- 
sanum, and the Srjan Horse to those that possessed 
them. Isvcr .since this, he lived quietly, and Daschf s 
Wtdding grew into a common Proverb. 


CHAP. XVI 

How Fryar jiion made tryal of the Xaturc of 
the Catchpolcs. 

' I ’HLs Stor>' would seem pleasant enough, said Panla- 
JL gruel, were we not to have always the fear of God 
before our Eyes, It had been better, said Epistenum, if 
those Gantlets had fallen upon the iat Prior: Since he 
took a pleasure in spending his Mony, partly to vcxio 
Baschi, partly to sec those Catchpolcs bang’d, good 
lusty thumps would have done well on liis shas'’d 
Crown, considering the horrid Concussions now-a 
rial’s among diose puny Judges.

•and immediately after that, to appease them and 
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hinder them from complaining to the Magistrates, he 
would give them as much Money as satisfied tliem 
according to the Law of the twelve Tables. Thus he 
us’d to spend his Revenue, beating People for the 
price of his Money. By St. Bennet’s Sacred Boot, quoth 
Fryar Jhon, I will know the truth of it presently. 

This said, he went on shear, put his hand in his 
Fob, and took out twenty Ducats, then said with a 
loud voice in the hearing of a shoal of die Nation of 
ro Catdipoles, Who will earn twenty Ducats, for being 
beaten like the Devil? lo, lo, lo, said they all; you 
■will cripple us for ever, Sir, that’s most certain, but 
the Money is tempting. With tins they were all 
thronging who should be first, to be thus pretiously 
beaten. Fryar Jhon singl’d him out of the whole knot 
of these Rogues in grain, a red Snout Catchpole, who 
upon his right Thumb wore a thick broad Silver 
Hoop, wherein was set a good large Toadstone. He 
had no sooner pick’d him out from the rest, but 1 
20 perceiv’d that they all mutter’d and grumbl’d, and 
I heard a young thin-jaw’d Catchpole, a notable 
Scholar, a pretty Fellow at his Pen, and, according to 
publick report, much cry’d up for his honesty at 
Doctors Commons, making hb complaint, and mutter- 
ing; because this same crimson Phyz carry’d away all 
the Practice, and that if there were but a score and a 
half of Bastinadoes to be got, he would certainly run 
away svith eight and twenty of them. But all thb was 
look’d upon to be nothing but meer Emy. 

30 Fryar Jhon so unmercifully thrash’d, thump’d and 
belabour’d Red-Snout, Back and Belly, Sides, Legs 
and Arms, Head, Feet, and so forth, with the home 
and frequently repeated application of one of the best 
Members of a Faggot, that I took him to be a dead 
Man; tlien he gave him the twenty Ducats, which 
made the Dog get on hb Legs, pleas’d like a little 
King, or two. The rest were saying to Fryar Jhon, Sir, 
Sir, Brother Devil, if it please you to do us the favour 
to beat some of us for less Money, we are all at your 
40 Devilship’s command. Bags, Papers, Pens and all. 
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Rcd-Snout cry’d out against them, sajdng wth a loud 
voice, Body of me, you little Prigs, will you ofTcr to 
take the Bread out of my Mouth? will you take my 
Bargain over my Head? Would you draw and in- 
veigle from me my Clients and Customers? ^ Take 
notice, I summon you before the Official this day 
sc’night; I will Law and Claw you like any old Devil, 

that I s^li. Then turning liimsclf towards Fryar 

Jhon, u-ith a smiling and joyful Look, he said to him. 
Reverend Father in the Devil, if you have found me a 10 
good Hide, and have a mind to divert your self once 
more, by beating your humble Servant, I will bate 
you half in half this time, rather than lose your Cus- 
tom, do not spare me, I beseech you; I am all, and 
more than all yours, good Mr. Devil, Head, Lungs, 
Tripes, Guts and Garbage, and that at a Penniworth 
I’ll assure you. Frj'ar Jhon ne’er heeded his proffers, 
but e’en left them. The other Catchpolcs were making 
Addresses to Panurge, Epistemon, Gjmnast, and others, 
entreating them charitably to bestotv upon their Car- 20 
casscs a small beating, for othersme they were in 
danger of keeping a long Fast: but none of tlicm had a 
Stomacli to it. Sometime after, seeking fresh Water 
for die Ship’s Company, we met a couple of old 
Female Catchpolcs of the place, miserably howling 
and weeping in Consort. Pantagruel had kept on 
Board, and already had caus’d a Retreat to be sounded. 
Thinking they might be related to the Catchpole that 
was bastinado’d. We ask’d them the occasion of their 
grief. They reply’d. That diey had too much cause 3 ° 
to weep; for that very hour, from an exalted Triple 
Tree, two of the honestest Gendemen in Catchpole- 
land had been made to cut a Caper on nothing. Cut 
a Caper on nothing? said Gymnast, my Pages use to 
cut Capers on the Ground; to cut a Caper on nothing 
should be hanging and choaking, or I am out. Ay, ay, 
^id Fryar Jhon, you speak of it like St. John de la 
Palisse. 

We ^k’d them why they treated those worthy Per- 
sons svith such a choiddng Hempen SaUat? They told 40 
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xis tliey had only borrow’d, alias stoln tlie Tools of the 
Mass, and hid tlrera under the handle of the Parish. 
This is a very Allegorical way of speaking, said 
Episfemon^ 

CHAP. XVII 

How PAirrAGRUEL came to the Islands of tohu 
and BOHu, and of the strange death of wjde- 
NOSTRiLS, the Swallower of Windmills. 

T^Hat day Pantagruel came to the two Islands of Tohu 
and Bohu, where the Devill a bit we could find any 
thing to fry \vith: For, one Widenoslnls, a huge Giant 
had swallowed every individual Pan, Skillet, Kettle, 
frying-Pan, dripping-Pan, and Brass and Iron Pot in 
to the Land, for want of Windmils, which were his daily 
food. Whence it happen’d that somewhat before Day, 
about the hour of his digestion, the greedy Churle was 
taken very 111 , with a kmd of a Surfeit or Crudity of 
stomach, occasion’d (as the Physicians said) by the 
weakness of the concocting faculty of his stomacli, 
naturally dispos’d to digest whole Windmils at a gust; 
yet unable to consume perfectly the Pans and Skillets; 
though it had indeed pretty well digested the Ketdes 
and Pots, as they said they knew by the Hypostases and 
^oEncoresmes of four Tubs of second-hand Drink, which 
he had evacuated at two different times that morning. 
They made use of diverse remedies according to art, to 
give him ease: But all would not do, the Distemper 
prevailed over the remedies, in so mucli that the 
famous Widenosirils dy’d that morning, of so strange 
a death, that I think you ought no longer to wondw at 
that of the Poet jEschylus’s. It had been foretold him 
by the Sooth-sayers, that he would dye on a certain 
Day, by the ruin of something that should fall on him; 
30 that fatal day being come in its Turn, he remov d 
himself out of Totvn, far from alt Houses, 
any other things that can fall, and indanger by tliar 
ruin; and stay’d in a large field, trusting hiimelf to tlie 
open Sky, there very secure as he thought, unless 
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indeed llie SLy should liappcn to fall, which he held 
to be impossible. Yet they say that the I-arks arc much 
afraid of it, for if it :ihould fall, they mu.st all Ik taken. 

Tlie Cfllx that once liv'd near the Rhine, (they' arc 
our nolilc valiant French) in ancient 'I'itncs svcrc also 
afraid of the Sky’s falling; for being ask’d by AlexenJer 
the great, what they fear’d most in this World, hoping 
well they would say that they fear’d none but him, 
considering his great Atchievements, they made 
answer, 'I'hal they fear’d nothing but the Sky’s fall- to 
ing; however, not refusing to enter into a conftklcracy 
witii so brave a King: If you l>clievc Strabo, Lib. y. and 
Arrian, Lib. i. 

Plutarch also in his Rook of the Face that appears on 
the body of the Moon, spcala of one Phimaces who very 
much fear’d the Moon should fall on Earth, and piti’d 
those that live under that Planet, as the ALthiopians and 
Taprobanians, if so heavy a Mass ever happened to fall 
on them; and would have fear’d the like of Heaven 
and Earth, had they not been duely propp’d up and so 
bom by the Atlantic Pillars, as the ancients believ’d, 
according to Aristotle's testimony, Lib. 5. Metaphis. 
Notwitlistanding all this, poor /Eschjlus was kill’d by 
the fall of the shell of a Tortoise, which falling from 
betwixt the Claws of an Eagle high in the Air, just 
on his head, dash’d out his brains. 

Neither ought you to wonder at the death of an- 
otlier Poet, I mean old Jolly ylnacrcon, who was choak’d 
widr a grape-stone: nor at that of Fabius the Roman 
Prator who was smothered widi a single Goat’s-hair as 30 
he was supping up a porringer of Milk. Nor at the 
death of that baslifuH Fool who by holding in his 
Wind, and for want of letting out a Bumgunshot dy’d 
suddenly in the presence of Emperor Claudius. Nor at 
that of the Italian, buried on the Via Flaminia at Rome 
who in his Epitaph, complains that the bite of a shc- 
Puss on hb little Finger was the catise of hb death. 
Nor of that of d- Lecanius Basstis, who dyed suddenly 
of so small a prick with a needle on hb left thumb, 
that It could hardly be descern’d. Nor oI QuenelauU, a 40 
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■Norman Physician who dy’d suddenly at Montpellier., 
meercly for having sideways took a worm out of his 
hand witli a Pen-knife. Nor of Philomenes, whose Ser- 
vant having got liim some new Figs, for the first 
course of his dinner, whilst he went to fetch nine, a 
straggling welhung Ass got into the House, and seeing 
the figs on tlie Table, without further invitation 
soberly fell to: Philomenes coming into the Room and 
nicely observing wth what gravity the Ass eat its 
10 Dinner, said to his Man who was come back; Since 
thou hast set Figs here for this reverend Guest of ours 
to eat, methinks it’s but reason thou also give him 
some of this Wine to drink. He had no sooner said 
this, but he was so excessively pleased, and fell into so 
exorbitant a fit of Laughter, tliat tlie use of his spleen 
took that of his breath utterly away, and he im- 
mediately dy’d. Nor of Sptirius Satifeius, who dy’d 
supping up a soft Egg as he came out of a bath. Nor 
of him who, as Boccacc tells us, dy’d suddenly by pick- 
aoing his grinders with a Sage-stalk. Nor of Philipot 
Placut, who being brisk and hale, fell dead as he was 
paying an old debt; which causes perhaps many not 
to pay theirs, for fear of the like accident. Nor of the 
Painter Z^ixis who kill’d liimself with laugliing at the 
sight of the Antick Jobbemol of an old hagg drarvn by 
him. Nor in short of a thousand more of tvhich 
Authors write, as Verrius, Pliny, Valerius, J. Baptista 
Pulgosius, and Bacabery the elder. In short. Gaffer 
Widenosirils choak’d himself witli eating a huge lump 
30 of fresh Butter at the mouth of a hot Oven, by the 
advice of Physicians. 

They liketvise told us there, that the King of Ctillan 
in Bohu had routed the Grandees of King Mecloih, and 
made sad work with the Fortresses of Belima. 

After this, we sail’d by the Islands of Nargues and 
^argues', also by the Islands of Teleniabin and Gene- 
liabin, very fine and fruitful in Ingredients for Clysters: 
and then by the Islands of Enig and Eitig, on whose 
account formerly the Landgrave of Hesse was sivindg’d 
40 off with a vengeance. 
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CHAP. XVIII 

How PANTAGRur.L 7net with a great Storm 
at Sea. 

T Hc next day \vc espied nine .Sail that came spoon- 
ing before tile \Vind; lhc>’ were full of Dominicans, 
Jesutls, Capuchins, Hermits, Austins, Dernardins, Celeslirj, 
Thratms, Egnatins, Atnadeans, Cordeliers, Carmelites, 
Minims, and the Devil and all of otiicr holy Monks and 
Fryars, who were going to the Council of Chesil, to sift 
and garble some Articles of Faith against the new 
Hcrcticla; Panurge was overjoy’d to see them, being 
most certain of good luck, for that day, and a long 
train of others.

For so 
the Lord’s sake, let us save the Hull, and let .all the 
Rigging be damn’d. Be be be bous, bous, bous. Look 
to the Needle of your Compass, I bccsccch you, good 
Sir Astrojihcl, and tell us, if you can, whence comes 
this Storm, my Heart’s sunk down below my Midriff. 

By my troth I am in a sad fright; bou, bou, bou, bous, 
bous, I am lost for ever. I conskitc my self for mccr 
madness and fear. Bou, bou, bou, bou, Otto to to to 
to ti. Bou, bou bou, ou, ou ou, bou, bou, bous. I sink, 
I’m drowned, I’m gone, good People, I’m drowmed. 30 


CHAP. XIX

Now am I like your Tumblers, my Feet 
stand higher than my Head: Would to Heaven I were 
now with those good, holy Fathers bound for the 
Council, whom we met this morning, so Godly, so 
Fat, so Merry, so Plump and Comely. Holos, holos, 
holas, alas, alas. This Devilish Wave [mea culpa, Deus) 

I mean thb wave of God ivill sink our Vessel. Alas, 
Fryar Jhon, my Father, my Friend, Confession, here 
30 1 am down on my Knees, Conjiteor’, your holy Blessing. 
Come hither and be damn’d thou pitiful Devil and 
help us (said Fryar Jhori) who fell a swearing and 
cursing like a Tinker; in the Name of thirty ^Legions 
of black Devils, come, will you come? Don t let us 
swear at this time, said Panurge, Holy Father, my 
Friend, don’t swear, I beseech you; to morrow as 
much as you please. Holos, holos, alas, our Ship leaks. 

I drown, alas, alas, I will give eighteen hundred

0 the rare Lieutenant, here Gjvmait, licrc on the Poop. 
\S'c arc by the Mass, .all Ijcshit now, our Light Ls out. 
This is hastening to the Devi! as fast as it can. — Alas, ro 
bou, bou, bou, bou, bou, alas, alas, alas, alas, said 
Panuif^e, w.TS it here we sscrc born to perish? Oh ! hoh! 
Good People, I drown, 1 die. Cansummatum tsl. I am 
sped. — Magna, gna, gna, said Fryar Jlion. Fyc upon 
him, how ugly the shiiicn Howler IooIk. — B oy, 
Younker, see hoyh. — Mind the Pumps, or the Devi! 
choak thee. — Hast thou hurt thy self? Zoons, here 
fasten it to one of these Blocks. On this side in the 
Dcs’il’s Name, hay — so my Boy. — Ah Tryarjhon, said 
Panurge, good Ghostly Father, dear Friend, don't let to 
us swear, you sin. Oh ho. Oh lio, be be be boas, bous, 
bhous, I sink, I die, my Friends. I die in Charity witli 
all the World. Farcss'cll, /« manus. Bohous, bhous, 
bhousowwausvaus. St. MichMel oT Awe I St. j\icholas I 
now, now or never. I here make you a solemn Vow 
and to our Saviour, that if you stand by me but this 
time, I mean if you set me ashoar out of tliis danger, 

1 wiU build you a fine large little Chappel or tsvo 
between Cande and Monsoreau, where neither Cow 
nor Calf shall feed. Oh ho, oh ho. Above eighteen 30 
Palcfuls or tsvo of it are got dow-n my Gullet, bous, 
bhous, bhous, bhous, how damn’d bitter and Salt it 
is.-— By the virtue (said Fryar Jkon) of the Blood, the 
Flesh, the Belly, tlic Head, ifl hear thee again howling, 
thou Cuckoldly Cur, I’ll maul thee wotse than any 
Sea Wolf.

BOOK III 
Preliminary Note 

The Third Book appeared in 1546, after an interval of 
twelve years, during whielt R published nothing that has 
survived. It is totally different in character from the two 
that had preceded it. In place of a story of fantastic ad- 
venture, we have, on a thin thread of narrative, a series of 
disquisitions, satires, and invectives, a botanical lecture, 
and a prolonged debate on women and marriage. This 
last question had been much discussed in France, in all its 
aspects, since die middle of the 1 5th c. or even earlier, and 
had recently become the subject of vigorous controversy. 
Two friends of R, Andre Tiraqueau and Amaury Bouchard, 
had taken a prominent part in it on opposite sides, one of 
which decried, the other exalted, the female se.x. R had 
been a member of Tiraqueau’s circle at Fontenay-le-Comte 
(see Intrad., p. viii) at the time when the latter was pre- 
paring, in a second edition (1524) of his dt Ugibus connu- 
iialibus, a reply to Bouchard’s Tije yweiKtias (1522). 

About the same time had appeared the NupUalis 

libri sex of Jean de Nevizan, an exhaustive treatment 
of the subject of marriage certainly known to R (see 
n. 48, 40). During the years that followed, many of the 
prominent French wTiters of the dme had taken sides in 
the controversy, and it is not surprising that R should have 
made this burning question one of the principal subjects 
of the present Book. 

Pantagruel’s gigantic attributes now (except on rare 
occasions) drop out of sight, and he figures as a serene, 
sensible, and indulgent prince, ‘the ideal and e.xemplar of 
all joyous perfection’. Panurge has been transformed from 
a cunning and audacious rogue into a fluent and pusillani- 
mous buffoon. The scene at the outset of Bk. Ill, as at the 
close of Bk. II, is laid in Utopia, but soon shifts to Touraine. 

The Prologue reflects the political circumstances of the 
moment (1545-6). Under the menace of renewed attack 
by Charles V, great efforts, involving heavy taxation, were 
being made to render the kingdom secure, and R addresses 
a vigorous appeal, in accordance with the royal policy, to 
the patriotism of his readers.
